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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


MR.  AND  MRS.  TOBIAS  S.  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased 
children.  To  assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together 
a  number  of  educational  institutions,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  Bradley  in  1867  delayed  action  for  some  time.  Later  Mrs.  Bradley 
took  the  matter  up  and  formulated  her  wishes  substantially  as  they  are  now 
expressed  in  the  constitution  of  the  Institute.  It  was  her  ambition  to  afford 
the  young  people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  practical 
and  serviceable  education,  and  particularly  to  teach  them  to  work  and  to 
regard  work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after  her 
death,  but  in  the  fall  of  1896,  by  the  desire  of  many  leading  educators  of 
Central  Illinois,  she  determined  to  erect  the  buildings  and  start  the  School 
during  her  lifetime,  if  possible.  Dr.  William  R.  Harper,  President  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  was  consulted.  Under  his  advice  a  charter  was 
immediately  applied  for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  was  held  on 
the  16th  day  of  November,  1896,  and  an  organization  was  effected  under  the 
University  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  Mrs.  Bradley 
entered  into  contract  with  the  Trustees  to  provide  a  sufficient  annual  in- 
come to  support  the  School  during  her  life,  and  made  provision  in  her  will 
for  a  permanent  endowment,  consisting  of  the  greater  part  of  her  estate. 
She  also  presented  the  Trustees  with  a  deed  for  about  seventeen  acres  of 
ground,  situated  within  the  city  limits  of  Peoria,  for  the  site  of  the  Insti- 
tute buildings,  and  set  apart  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars  for 
buildings  and  equipment;  the  fund  for  these  purposes  was  later  largely  in- 
creased. The  death  of  Mrs.  Bradley  occurred  January  16,  1908,  just  after 
the  close  of  the  first  decade  in  the  history  of  the  Institute. 

Work  was  begun  April  10,  1897,  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley  Hall,  de- 
voted to  general  education,  and  Horology  Hall,  where  instruction  is  given 
in  Watchwork,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  These  buildings  were  occu- 
pied in  October  and  November  respectively.  School  work  was  begun  October 
4,  1897;  the  formal  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  October  8th,  in  the 
Auditorium  of  Bradley  Hall,  and  this  date  has  been  observed  annually  with 
appropriate  exercises.  In  1904  a  station  of  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau  was  established  in  a  building  erected  by  the  Government  at  the  north 
end  of  the  campus. 

During  the  year  1908-9  a  Gymnasium  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $75,000. 
It  contains  a  gymnasium  for  men  and  also  one  for  women,  each  with  com- 
plete equipment.  In  1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  Estate  was 
devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  Domestic  Economy  Departmnt  as  a  "Practice 
House".     A  power  plant  was  erected  during  the  year  1911-12. 

During  the  Summer  of  1911  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley 
Avenue  adjoining  the  campus  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual 
Arts  Department  and  the  Shops  and  Drawing  classes  were  transferred  to 
them. 

This  catalog  contains  the  records  of  the  sixteenth  year,  and  the  an- 
nouncements for  the  seventeenth  year  of  the  work  of  the  Institute.

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ADMISSION 


Entrance. — Graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Lower  Academy  without  examination  upon  presentation  of  a 
certificate  of  graduation. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. — Students  who  have  done  work  in 
high  schools,  academies  or  colleges  will  be  admitted  on  presentation  of  a 
certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work  completed.  A  blank  form  for 
this  statement  will  be  furnished  upon  application  to  the  Director.  The 
student  is  assigned  temporarily  to  those  classes  for  which  he  seems  to  be 
prepared.  At  the  end  of  one  quarter,  if  the  student's  work  is  satisfactory,  the 
credits  from  his  former  school  will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as  they  cover  the 
work  of  the  Institute. 

Unclassified  Students. — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular  course 
may  be  admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  with 
advantage.

CURRICULUM 

THE  Courses  of  Study  are  arranged  so  that  a  student  may  enter  at  the 
end  of  the  common  school  course  and  continue  through  six  years' 
work ;  gaining,  first,  a  broad  and  practical  general  education,  and  in 
addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following  pursuits:  (1)  Business, 
Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Advanced  Study  in  a  College, 
University,  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3)  Professional  Study  in  Law  or 
Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Training  or  Domestic  Science,  or  Drawing 
and  Manual  Training. 

Divisions:  The  six  years  of  study  are  divided  into  three  two-year 
periods,  as  follows : 

1. — Lower  Academy,  corresponding  to  the  first  two  years  of  a  High 
School  Course.  The  work  of  the  Lower  Academy  aims  to  lay  a  firm  and 
broad  foundation.  At  this  period,  in  most  cases,  neither  pupil,  teacher,  nor 
parents  can  decide  rationally  upon  the  peculiar  bent  of  the  pupil's  mind ;  for 
these  two  reasons  the  curriculum  for  this  period  is  made  to  include  a  wide 
variety  of  work,  and  is  nearly  the  same  in  all  groups. 

2. — Higher  Academy,  corresponding  to  the  last  two  years  of  a  High 
School  Course.  When  the  student  reaches  the  Higher  Academy,  some 
knowledge  of  his  special  tastes  and  aptitudes  has  been  gained.  He  is  then 
allowed  to  specialize  to  a  limited  extent. 

3. — College,  corresponding  (according  to  the  group)  to  the  Freshman 
and  Sophomore  years  in  a  College,  University  or  Engineering  School.  In  the 
college  the  special  work  is  carried  forward,  with  a  large  amount  of  freedom, 
including  a  certain  amount  of  purely  elective  work.     The   College  also   in- 
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eludes  two  courses  requiring  two  years,  and  three  requiring  three  years,  pre- 
paratory to  teaching  Manual  Training,  and  a  two  years'  course  preparatory 
to  teaching  Domestic  Economy. 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE  AND  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Graduates  from  the  Academy  are  entered  on  certificate  at  the  leading 
colleges  and  universities,  such  as  Vassar,  Wellesley,  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,  Chicago,   Michigan,  Illinois,  Dartmouth. 

Graduates  from  the  Institute  receive  credit  in  other  institutions  for  all 
work  done.  Students  who  have  gone  from  Bradley  with  advanced  standing 
have  been  enabled  to  graduate  in  two  years  at  Princeton,  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Chicago  and  other  institutions  of  like  rank. 

Students  intending  to  do  advanced  work  in  other  institutions  may  be 
allowed  to  arrange  their  work  with  this  purpose  in  view. 

GROUPS  OF  STUDIES 

For  the  student  who  has  passed  the  Lower  Academy  (except  in  the 
Mechanic  Arts  group,  where  he  has  already  begun  to  specialize)  four  groups 
of  studies  are  open;  one  of  these  he  must  choose  and  pursue;  the  choice 
ought  to  be  made  with  the  advice  of  parents  and  teachers.  These  groups 
are  as  follows: 

1.  Science  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  the  college  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  B.  S.    It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical  schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group,  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics,  Science, 
Mechanical  Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third 
year  in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Classics  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Latin  and  Greek  and 
prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading  to  the  degree 
of  A.  B. 

4.  Literature  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Languages 
and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  or  B.  L. 

5.  Mechanic  Arts  Group,  which  is  designed  to  meet  the  demand  for 
training  that  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  great  variety  of  industries 
requiring  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  mechanic  arts.  For  this  reason  the 
course  has  been  made  strong  in  Shopwork,  Technical  Drawing  and  Applied 
Science,  and  is  shorter  than  the  other  groups,  requiring  only  four  years  to 
complete  it.  When  desired,  this  line  of  work  may  be  continued  under  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty  two  years  longer,  thus  making  it  a  six-year  group. 
Students  showing  especial  proficiency  in  Drafting  may  receive  an  additional 
certificate  as  evidence  of  that  fact. 

6.  A  Vocational  or  Industrial  School,  giving  a  four-year  course  for 
Draftsmen,  a  two-year  technical  course  for  woodworkers,  a  similar  two-year 
course  for  metalworkers,  and  a  three-months'  course  for  farmers.  Send  for 
special  illustrated  circular,  giving  details  in  regard  to  these  trade  courses.

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TEACHERS'  COURSES  IN  MANUAL  TRAINING, 
DOMESTIC  ECONOMY  AND  ATHLETICS. 

I.     Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Manual  Training. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  all  the  following  groups  of  studies 
are  the  same — four  years  of  approved  academic  work.  This  should  include 
English,  Mathematics,  Foreign  Language,  Science  and  History,  and,  if  pos- 
sible, the  elements  of  Freehand  and  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Woodworking. 
A  diploma  will  be  given  to  those  who  present  these  entrance  requirements 
and  complete  any  one  of  the  six  courses  below : 

Students  who  before  entering  the  Institute  have  taken  courses  equivalent 
to  any  of  those  given  below,  will  be  given  due  credit,  but  they  may  be  sub- 
jected to  an  examination  to  determine  whether  courses  taken  are  equivalent. 

1.  A  two-year  course  (programs  A  and  C  given  below),  for  men  who 
wish  to  teach  or  supervise  Manual  Training  in  elementary  schools. 
In  C  these  students  will  elect  Woodworking  31,  Constructive  Design 
43,  and  Clay  and  Cement  Pottery  41. 

2.  A  two-year  course  (programs  B  and  C),  for  women  who  wish  to 
teach  or  supervise  Drawing,  Sewing,  and  Elementary  Manual  Train- 
ing in  the  elementary  schools.  In  C  they  will  elect  Elementary  Art 
37,  and  Elementary  Handwork  33.  This  course  is  especially  suited 
to  young  women  who  have  already  been  successful  in  teaching  other 
school  subjects. 

3.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to 
teach  Woodworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Woodwork  7  and  8,  and  Architectural 
Drafting  22. 

4.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to 
teach  Metalworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E, 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Metalwork  28  and  29,  and  Machine  Draft- 
ing 17. 

5.  A  three-year  course,  programs  A,  F  and  G  for  men,  or  B,  F  and 
G  for  women  who  wish  to  teach  the  Art  Crafts  and  Design  in  high 
schools,  but  women  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  Woodworking  31, 
and  Patternmaking  6. 

6.  A  three-year  course  (see  p.  16  end)  for  men  who  wish  to  teach 
Manual  Training  and  to  teach  or  direct  Athletics.

Those  wishing  to  combine  Manual  Training  and  Athletics  (course  6  p. 
14)  will  take  program  A  the  first  year,  and  in  the  second  and  third  years 
will  devote  half  of  each  day  to  training  for  Athletic  work  and  half  to 
Manual  Training  subjects.  In  Manual  Training  the  student  will  complete 
all  of  programs  A  and  C.  For  the  work  in  Athletics  a  detailed  statement 
may  be  obtained  by  correspondence. 
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II.     Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Domestic  Economy. 

Two  courses  are  offered,  one  requiring  two  years,  the  other  four  years. 
The  former  carries  the  Diploma  in  Domestic  Economy,  the  latter  the  Diploma 
and  the  B.  S.  degree.  The  admission  requirements  are  the  same — four  years 
of  approved  academic  work  (15  units).  This  should  include  English,  History, 
Mathematics,  Foreign  Language  and  Science.  If  Physics  is  not  presented 
at  entrance,  it  must  be  taken  during  the  first  year  and  as  a  result  the  short 
course  will  require  more  than  two  years.  Other  high  school  deficiencies 
may  be  made  up  at  the  Institute,  involving  a  correspondingly  longer  time  to 
complete  the  work  required  for  a  diploma. 

So  many  high  schools  offer  no  course  in  Chemistry  that  for  the  present 
students  who  enter  without  it  are  allowed  to  take  it  in  the  first  year  (Course 
1  below)  instead  of  the  more  advanced  course  which  others  will  take. 

Only  a  limited  number  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Teachers'  Courses  and 
so  to  secure  admission  application  should  be  made  as  far  in  advance  as 
possible. 

For  Laboratory  work  in  Cooking  each  student  should  have  an  ample 
supply  of  wash  shirt-waists,  large,  plain  white  aprons  with  bib,  shoulder 
straps  and  pocket,  hand  towels  made  about  18  inches  square  of  checked 
glass  linen  and  a  holder.

DEPARTMENTS 


BIOLOGY 

THIS  Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits, 
both  the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology.  It 
makes  especial  effort  to  give  good  training  to  students  preparing  to 
enter  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  compound 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  general  work  of  the  de- 
partment. The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the  Physiological  and 
Bacteriological  work  in  the  College.  In  connection  with  the  laboratories  is 
the  Museum.  It  consists  primarily  of  the  mounted  birds,  mammals  and 
other  biological  collections  and  herbarium  of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Asso- 
ciation. To  this  has  been  added  a  collection  of  shells  and  corals  presented 
by  several  gentlemen  of  Peoria,  a  collection  of  insects  from  the  University 
of  Illinois  and  a  herbarium  presented  by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well 
as  many  smaller  gifts. 

The  library  of  the  department  contains  many  of  the  best  reference  books 
and  periodicals  in  the  English  language,  and  at  least  the  most  representative 
foreign  publications.  The  Illinois  River,  Peoria  Lake  and  the  diversified 
land  formations  in  the  neighborhood  offer  collecting  grounds  unexcelled  in 
number  and  variety  of  life  forms.  Excursions  and  collecting  tours  are 
often  made. 

Academy 

1.  Elementary  Botany  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  gross  morphology 
of  representative  plants  with  special  reference  to  the  ecological  value  of  their 
structures.  Study  of  problems  of  pollination  and  seed  distribution.  Field 
knowledge  of  plant  societies.  Simple  physiological  experiments  performed 
by  the  students.  The  compound  microscope  is  used,  but  in  individual  work 
the  student  is  encouraged  to  use  his  own  eyes,  supplemented  only  by  a  good 
hand  lens.  Recitations,  three  hours  a  week;  laboratory  and  field  work,  four 
or  five  hours  a  week.     Text-book,  Bergen,  Essentials  of  Botany. 

2.  Elementary  Zoology  (Two  Majors).  The  common  animals  studied 
from  the  physiological  and  natural  history,  rather  than  morphological,  point 
of  view.  Special  work  on  insects  and  birds.  Collections,  field  observations 
and  laboratory  work.  Recitations,  three  hours  a  week;  field  and  laboratory 
work,  four  to  five  hours  a  week.  Text-book,  Colton's  Descriptive  and  Prac- 
tical Zoology. 
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College 

3.  General  Biology  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  designed  primarily 
for  students  who  are  preparing  for  medicine  but  it  is  also  open  to  other 
students.  Introductory  study  of  protoplasm,  the  cell  and  its  activities.  The 
structure,  development  and  biology  of  plant  and  animal  types  selected  to 
illustrate  general  principles.  The  origin  and  development  of  life.  The 
evidences  of  evolution  and  a  study  of  such  problems  as  natural  selection, 
influence  of  environment,  heredity,  etc.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours 
a  week. 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions  of 
the  human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chemistry, 
the  study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the  chemistry 
of  the  blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion.  The  second 
term's  work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circulation  and  animal  heat, 
and  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special  sense  organs.  The 
course  is  designed  for  the  general  student  as  well  as  for  those  specializing 
in  the  direction  of  medicine,  and  will  be  helpful  also  for  advanced  work  in 
Domestic  Science.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Prerequisite, 
Elementary  Chemistry.     Text-book,  Howell,  Physiology. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds  and  other  micro-organisms  and 
the  application  to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water-supplies,  sewage  dis- 
posal, soils,  dairying,  fermentative  industries,  food  preservation  and  de- 
composition, transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  immunity,  sanitation 
and  control  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases.  The  laboratory  work  in- 
troduces general  bacteriological  methods,  the  preparation  of  culture-media 
and  the  cultivation  and  systematic  study  of  a  number  of  common  bacteria, 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  air,  water,  milk,  etc.  Text-book,  Mar- 
shall's Microbiology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  science  of  Chemistry  as  a  part  of  a  general  education ;  to 
develop  the  reasoning  powers  of  the  student  and  lead  him  by  actual  experi- 
ment and  observation  to  a  knowledge  of  the  more  important  substances 
possessing  economic  value  that  are  met  with  in  everyday  life.  Excursions 
are  made  to  the  various  industries  of  chemical  interest  in  and  near  Peoria. 
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Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight  hours 
weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the  subject 
is  treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  subject  and  to  chemical 
calculations. 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  principles  studied  in 
the  lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to  enable  the 
students  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical  combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  ap- 
paratus and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry.  The  depart- 
ment library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and  periodicals, 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  important  new  books  as 
they  appear. 

Higher  Academy  and  College 

1.  General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Characteristics  of  chemical 
change,  elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  continuation  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halogens, 
sulphur  and  nitrogen  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  important 
compounds.  Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the  identification 
of  simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qualitative  analysis,  but 
at  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  should  be  able  to  identify  any  simple  salt, 
and  understand  the  separation  of  various  groups  and  elements.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.     Prerequisite,  Physics  1,  or  its  equivalent. 


College 

2.  Advanced  General  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  (Three 
Majors),  (a)  The  lectures  and  recitations  on  advanced  general  chemistry 
deal  with  the  subject  as  presented  in  Ostwald's  Principles  of  Inorganic 
Chemistry ;  study  of  the  theory  of  solution,  electrolytic  dissociation,  hydrolytic 
dissociation,  mass  action  and  chemical  equilibrium,  three  hours  a  week.  In 
the  laboratory,  reactions  of  basic  and  acidic  ions,  analysis  of  mixtures,  seven 
hours  a  week. 

(b)  First  half  of  term,  same  as  (a)  ;  Analysis  of  complex  mixtures,  ores, 
and  compounds  of  rare  elements.  Second  half,  Quantitative  Analysis;  Gravi- 
metric Methods.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 
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(c)  Quantitative  Analysis  continued.  Methods  in  gravimetric,  volumetric 
and  electrolytic  determinations.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

3.  Chemistry  of  Foods  (One  Major).  Lectures  and  laboratory  work  in 
the  examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the  quantitative  de- 
termination of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common,  typical  foods,  ten 
hours  a  week.     Prerequisite,  Chemistry  2,   (a)   and   (b). 


DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students,  viz,: 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  who  desire  a 
knowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and  sciences 
as  a  preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Domestic  Economy  by  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  connected  with 
the  management  and  care  of  the  home. 

The  new  "Practice  House",  a  seven  room  cottage  near  the  Institute, 
affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household 
processes  (giving  of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions  of  the 
ordinary  home.  This  house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students  of  the  de- 
partment. 

Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related  de- 
partments.    (See  pages  17,  18.) 

The  following  are  the  special  courses  offered  by  the  department  of 
Domestic  Economy: 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  A  full  course  in  hand  sewing,  consisting  of 
basting,  hemming,  gathering,  darning,  patching,  button-hole  practice,  etc., 
machine  practice,  care  of  machine,  drafting  of  patterns,  cutting  and  making 
undergarments. 

2.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  Drafting  of  dress  patterns  by  measurement, 
cutting,  fitting  and  making  dresses  with  and  without  lining. 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

3.  Dressmaking  (Three  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics,  their  special 
qualities  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements,  drafting  by  simple 
system,  economical  cutting  of  material,  fitting  and  finishing  garments. 
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4.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general  way 
the  various  household  processes,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  selection,  prep- 
aration and  serving  of  food.     Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

5.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  A  critical  study  of  food  materials 
from  a  chemical,  physiological  and  economic  standpoint.  The  food  require- 
ments of  the  body  under  varying  conditions  are  considered,  and  dietaries 
made.     Lectures,  recitations  and  written  work. 

6.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  The  application  of  the  preceding 
course  to  actual  problems — making  menus,  marketing,  preparation  and  serving 
of  meals.  Special  methods  of  working  out  dietaries.  Lectures  and  laboratory 
work.     Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  5  and  9. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  {Three  Majors).  Laboratory  work 
covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  machine  work,  care 
of  sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  simple  garments. 
Students  will  be  required  to  make  a  complete  suit  of  undergarments,  a 
shirt-waist,  an  unlined  dress,  a  wool  dress,  a  fancy  dress,  drafting  by  system, 
economical  cutting. 

9.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  The  application  of  heat  to  food  materials. 
Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small  quantities. 

Prerequisite,   Chemistry. 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  (One  Major).  A 
study  of  the  home.  The  course  includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning  with 
reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing, 
finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning  a 
house  to  meet  given  conditions;  (c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  in- 
cluding floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

11.  Household  Administration  (One  Major).  The  organization  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  household,  proper  division  of  income  under  various  con- 
ditions, economic  buying,  household  accounts,  domestic  service,  care  of  the 
house,  including  the  various  cleaning  processes.  Lectures,  recitations,  as- 
signed readings  and  practical  work. 

Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  6  and  10. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  (One  Major). 
What  to  do  in  cases  of  emergencies,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocations, 
fainting,  etc.;  care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  food. 
Practice  in  preparing  food  for  invalids.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work. 

13.  Textiles  (One  Major).  Production,  properties,  preparation  and 
treatment  of  fibers  used  in  textile  manufactures.  The  development  of  spin- 
ning and  weaving  and  modern  processes  of  manufacturing.  The  laboratory 
work  includes  weaving,  dyeing,  laundering  and  basketry.  Lectures,  reading 
and  laboratory  work. 
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14.  Teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  (One  Major).  Application  of  the 
general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of 
Domestic  Economy  in  elementary  and  high  schools.  Correlation  with  other 
studies  in  the  curriculum.  History  of  the  development  of  the  domestic  econ- 
omy movement  in  the  United  States.  Planning  courses  of  study  and  equip- 
ment for  specific  schools.     Practice  teaching. 

15.  Advanced  Course  in  Cooking  and  Sewing  (One  Major).  This  course 
is  intended  (a)  to  give  additional  practice  in  cooking,  especially  in  large 
quantities;  (b)  practice  in  demonstrations;  (c)  practice  in  applying  school- 
room methods  in  cooking;   (d)  additional  practice  in  sewing. 

16.  Sewing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  for  normal  students 
who  enter  without  credit  in  sewing,  and  others  who  need  work  to  supple- 
ment Sewing  7  and  8.  It  will  include  a  study  of  stitches  used  in  decorative 
art,  with  application  to  wearing  apparel  and  household  articles. 

17.  Millinery  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  the  planning  and 
making  of  two  wire  frames  covered  with  straw,  lace,  embroidery  or  silk. 

Talks  on  buckram  frames  and  also  on  style  and  trimming.  There  is  a 
fee  of  one  dollar. 


ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims: 
1.  Power  to  speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good 
literature.  3.  A  knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of  thought 
by  words.  4.  Familiarity  with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history  of  the  English 
language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
everyday  spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student;  written  exercises  are 
handed  to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  corrections. 

The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected  works 
of  best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the  student 
permits.  Care  is  taken  to  direct  attention  to  clear  and  concrete  matters  of 
style,  and  avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplementary  reading  is 
required  in  each  course. 

A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English 
Literature  is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  composi- 
tion and  the  study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the  very  be- 
ginning; text-books  of  Rhetoric  and  Literature  are  used  for  study  and 
reference. 
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Lower  Academy 

1.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  Two  of  the  following:  "Kidnapped", 
"Treasure  Island",  "Autobiography  of  Franklin",  "Tales  of  a  Traveller". 

Composition:  Short  Narrations  and  Descriptions;  special  attention  to 
spelling,  punctuation  and  sentence  structure.  Text-book,  Hitchcock's  En- 
larged Practice  Book. 

(b)     Study  of  Literature:    "The  Lady  of  the  Lake"  and  "Julius  Ceasar". 

Composition:    Same  as  course  (a)  Weekly  Themes  (Two  Majors). 

2.  (a)  Twenty  themes  in  once  a  week  courses  for  the  fall  and  winter 
quarters.  In  the  fall  quarter  Exposition  and  Argumentation  are  studied; 
in  the  winter  quarter  Description  and  Narration  are  reviewed. 

(b)  Spring  Quarter.  Study  of  Literature  five  times  a  week.  The  fol- 
lowing selections  are  studied:  "The  Merchant  of  Venice",  "The  Ancient 
Mariner",  "Sohrab  and  Rustum",  "Silas  Marner",   "Deserted  Village". 

Two  weeks  given  to  Grammar  review. 


Higher  Academy 

3.  (a).  Study  of  Literature:  "Macbeth",  "Idylls  of  the  King",  "Tale 
of  Two  Cities". 

(b)  Composition:  Same  work  as  in  Courses  1  and  2  with  a  careful 
study  of  the  laws  that  govern  sentence  and  paragraph  structure.  Themes 
required  weekly  (One  Major). 

Prerequisite,  Course  2. 

4.  Composition  and  Prose  Reading:  Continued  practice  in  description 
and  narration,  with  introductory  study  and  practice  in  exposition  and  argu- 
mentation; themes  twice  a  week,  one  oral  debate  before  the  class.  Special 
attention,  in  connection  with  the  theme  work,  is  given  to  rhetorical  elements. 
Study  of  Webster's  Bunker  Hill  Oration,  Washington's  Farewell  Address, 
Macaulay's  Essay  on  Johnson,  selections  from  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  Papers, 
selections  from  Emerson's  Essays. 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

5.  Study  of  Literature  (One  Major).  "The  Tempest",  "L'Allegro", 
"II  Penseroso",  "Comus"  and  "Lycidas" ;  Pope's  "Rape  of  the  Lock";  selected 
poems  of  Burns;  Carlyle's  "Essay  on  Burns".  Special  attention  is  given  in 
the  history  of  literature  from  the  Elizabethan  period  to  the  Romanic  period. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

College 

6.  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  A  more  advanced  study 
of  the  principles  of  Rhetoric  with  a  careful  consideration  of  the  forms  of 
discourse — narration,  description,  exposition  and  argument.  Themes  required 
weekly. 

Prerequisites,  Courses  4  and  5. 
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7.  English  Literature  (One  Major).  Introductory  study  of  the  history 
of  the  English  language  and  literature,  with  accompanying  study  of  selected 
poetry  and  prose. 

Prerequisite,  Course  6. 

8.  Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  Short  themes  re- 
quired daily;  long  themes  fortnightly.  Special  attention  given  to  individual 
correctness  and  style. 


GERMAN  AND  FRENCH 

The  Modern  Language  Department  aims  (1)  to  give  a  clear  and  in- 
telligible pronunciation  of  German  and  French;  (2)  to  enable  the  student  to 
read  easily  and  accurately,  without  translation,  German  and  French  prose 
of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility  in  reproducing  English  text  in 
idiomatic  German  and  French;  (4)  to  lay  the  foundation  for  appreciation 
of  modern  and  classic  German  and  French  literature. 

GERMAN 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  large  vocabu- 
lary and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the  student  to 
read  at  sight  easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the  basis  of  a  thor- 
ough drill  in  inflection,  use  of  particles,  the  modal  auxiliaries,  the  subjunc- 
tive mode  and  the  simpler  idioms. 

Spanhoofd,  Elementarbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache;  Bacon,  Im  Vaterland; 
Rosegger,  Der  Lex  von  Gutenhag  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Review  of  elementary  grammar,  study  of  more  advanced  grammar, 
prose  composition  and  sight-reading.  Frequent  practice  in  conversation  and 
in  "freie  Reproduktion"  familiarize  the  student  with  much  colloquial  German. 
In  the  spring  quarter  an  elective  course  in  scientific  reading  is  offered. 
Thomas,  Practical  German  Grammar,  Part  I;  Bernhardt,  German  Composi- 
tion. The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  equivalents:  Lessing,  Minna  von 
Barnhelm;  Schiller,  Wilhelm  Tell;  Heyse,  L'Arrabbiata;  Benedix,  Einer  muss 
heiraten;  Gore,  German  Science  Reader  (Three  Majors). 

College 

3.  The  essential  features  of  the  student's  work  in  this  course  are 
constant  practice  in  oral  and  written  expression  with  a  widening  range  of 
syntax  and  idiom,  sight  translation,  a  systematic  review  of  grammar.  Thomas, 
German  Grammar,  selections  from  Part  II ;  Jagemann,  German  Syntax;  Pope, 
Prose  Composition;  Ball,  German  Drill  Book.  The  texts  read  are  the 
following  or  equivalents;  Freytag,  Die  Joumalisten;  Freytag,  Aus  dem  Staat 
Priedrichs  des  Grossen;  Sudermann,  Frau  Sorge   (Three  Majors). 
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4.  This  course  aims  to  extend  the  student's  acquaintance  with  the  best 
modern  prose,  as  well  as  with  the  literary  movements  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury. Rapid  reading,  library  work,  with  weekly  themes  in  German  or  sub- 
jects suggested  by  the  course  give  a  stronger  grasp  of  the  language.  Critical 
readings  of  the  following  texts  or  equivalents :  Goethe,  selections  from 
Dichtung  and  Wahrheit;  Egmont;  Hermann  und  Dorothea  (read  out  of 
class)  ;  Gotz  von  Berlichingen;  Iphigenie;  Lessing,  Nathan  der  Weise; 
Schiller,  Die  Jungfrau  von  Orleans  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Maria  Stuart; 
Wallenstein;  Grillparzer,  Der  Traum,  ein  Leben;  Fulda,  Der  Talisman  (read 
out  of  class)  ;  Hauptmann,  Die  versunkene  Glocke.  During  the  year  Thomas' 
German  Literature  and  Keller's  Bilder  aus  der  deutschen  Literature  are 
completed.     (Three  Majors). 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

In  courses  2,  3,  4,  German  is  the  language  of  the  class-room. 

FRENCH 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation  and  the  principles  of 
grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictation,  memorizing  French  and 
practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understanding  both  written  and 
spoken  French.  In  the  spring  quarter  scientific  reading  is  introduced. 
Francois,  Beginning  French;  Talbot,  Le  Francais  et  sa  Patrie;  Halevy, 
L'Abbe  Constantin;  Bowen,  First  Scientific  French  Reader.     (Three  Majors). 

2.  The  study  of  grammar  is  continued  with  more  advanced  composi- 
tion. Some  of  the  works  of  modern  authors,  as  well  as  some  of  the  classic 
dramas  of  the  seventeenth  century  are  read.  Sight-reading,  conversational 
practice  with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation  and  memorizing 
of  French  form  an  important  part  of  the  course.  Frazer  and  Squair,  Shorter 
French  Course;  Koren,  French  Composition;  Armstrong,  Syntax  of  the 
French  Verb.  The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  equivalents :  Merimee, 
Colomba;  Sand,  La  Mare  au  Diable  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Moliere,  Le  Bour- 
geois Gentilhomme ;  Bazin,  Contes  Choisis;  Hugo,  La  Chute;  Pailleron,  Le 
Monde  on  Von  s'ennuie.     (Three  Majors). 

3.  The  work  comprises  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dramatic 
form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  paragraphs  into 
French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts  are  required. 
Ability  to  speak  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is  considered  an 
important  result  to  be  obtained.  Francois,  Advanced  French  Prose  Composi- 
tion. The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  equivalents :  Lamartine,  Scenes 
de  la  Revolution  francaise;  Sandeau,  Mile,  de  la  Seigliere;  Scribe  et 
Legouve,  Bataille  de  Dames;  Balzac,  Le  Cure  de  Tours;  Canfield,  French 
Lyrics.     (Three  Majors). 

The  international  correspondence  plan  enables  students  in  this  depart- 
ment to  enter  into  correspondence  with  students  in  Germany  and  France. 
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HISTORY 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  study 
of  history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great  facts,  persons 
and  ideas  of  history;  (3)  to  stimulate  the  student  to  investigate  special 
topics  and  to  form  independent  judgments,  thus  preparing  him  for  the  higher 
forms  of  historical  research. 

Lower  Academy 

2.  Civil  Government  (One  Major).  An  elementary  study  of  the  his- 
torical development,  the  structure  and  administration  of  local,  state  and 
national  government  in  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  the  general 
principles  which  underlie  society,  and  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  citizens. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Greek  History  (One  Major). 

4.  Roman  History  (One  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence  of 
the  ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding  epochs  of 
history.     Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age. 

College 

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review  of 
the  changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course  traces 
the  development  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of  the  Empire 
by  Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  connection 
between  past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important  questions  and  ten- 
dencies of  today. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

7.  Topics  in  the  Constitutional  History  of  the  United  States  (One 
Major).  This  course  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced  work 
in  the  constitutional  history  of  the  United  States  and  in  allied  topics. 

Note. — A  valuable  collection  of  public  documents  affords  especial  facili- 
ties for  the  work  of  this  course. 

8.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  advanced 
course  in  the  study  of  economic  principles,  as  illustrated  in  the  development 
of  the  United  States. 

9.  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  introductory  course 
with  special  reference  to  our  industrial  development. 
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LATIN  AND  GREEK 

I.     LATIN 

The  instruction  of  the  first  two  years  is  designed  to  qualify  the  student 
to  understand  at  sight,  in  the  order  of  the  Latin,  a  passage  of  average  diffi- 
culty; to  translate  it  with  sure  grasp  of  vocabulary,  form  and  sentence  struc- 
ture; and  to  turn  into  Latin  simple  and  idiomatic  English.  Especial  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  English  language  to  the  Latin. 

In  the  Higher  Academy,  grammatical,  biographical,  metrical  and  literary 
topics  receive  especial  attention.  In  general,  course  and  method  are  identical 
for  all  students,  but  to  scientific  students  who  elect  Latin  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years,  the  department  endeavors  to  give  such  instruction  in  word  for- 
mation as  may  help  to  an  understanding  of  scientific  nomenclature. 

In  the  college  a  greatly  increased  proportion  of  time  can  be  given  to 
historical  and  literary  study.  The  reading  and  writing  of  Latin,  however, 
still  forms  the  substantial  part  of  the  work.  Close  attention  is  directed  to 
special  points  of  syntax,  style  and  metre,  and  the  history  of  Latin  literature 
is  studied. 

In  all  courses  translation  at  sight  will  form  a  part  of  the  work.  Each 
student  will  be  encouraged  to  work  independent  of  the  class.  This  usually 
takes  the  form  of  the  study  of  a  special  topic  suggested  by  the  text,  or 
collateral  reading  in  which  his  own  inclinations  may  be  consulted.  A  De- 
partment Library  of  carefully  selected  works,  including  all  necessary  books 
of  reference,  is  at  his  disposal.  Photographs  and  lantern  slides  are  used  to 
illustrate  the  work  of  the  Department.

Exercises  in  Prose  Composition  accompany  (a)  and  (b).  The  study  of 
Latin  literature  is  taken  up  with  (c). 
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II.     GREEK 

The  courses  in  Greek  cover  a  period  of  three  years,  two  of  which  are 
devoted  to  Academic  work;  the  third  corresponds  to  the  Freshman  year  of 
our  best  colleges.  The  work,  as  planned,  aims  at  as  rapid  acquirement  of 
the  elements  of  the  language  as  is  consistent  with  thoroughness,  that  there 
may  be  the  earliest  possible  introduction  to  the  literary  beauties.  Especial 
attention  is  called  throughout  to  the  points  of  agreement  and  difference  be- 
tween Latin  and  Greek,  and  to  the  influence  of  Greek  and  the  Greeks  upon 
modern  culture. 

Translation  at  sight  is  practiced  systematically.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  the  development  of  the  power  of  understanding  the  text  without 
formal  translation. 

Higher  Academy 

1.  Elementary  Greek  (Two  Majors)  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Book  I; 
Prose  Composition    (One  Major). 

2.  (a)  Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Books  II  and  III,  and  Book  IV,  or  selec- 
tions from  Xenophon,  Helenica  (Two  Majors).    Prose  Composition. 

(b)  Homer,  Iliad,  Books  I,  II  and  III,  with  selections  from  other  books 
(One  Major). 

College 

(a)  Plato,  Apology  and  Crito  (One  Major). 

(b)  Homer,  about  12  books  of  the  Odyssey  (One  Major). 

(c)  (1)  Selections  from  Lysias  and  Demosthenes  or  (2)  Euripides, 
Alcestis  or  Medea;  Sophocles,  Antigone  (One  Major). 

Exercises  in  writing  Greek  and  Grammar  Review,  will  accompany  courses 
(a)  and  (c).  The  history  of  Greek  literature  will  be  studied  in  connection 
with   (c). 

MANUAL  ARTS 

This  department  gives  (a)  instruction  in  Manual  Training  and  Drawing 
to  boys  of  the  Lower  Academy;  (b)  instruction  in  Drawing  to  girls  of  the 
Lower  Academy;  (c)  advanced  courses  in  Drawing,  Painting  and  Designing 
to  students  in  the  Higher  Academy  and  College;  (d)  courses  in  Shopwork, 
Drawing  and  Engineering  of  direct  practical  value  to  young  men  who  desire 
to  fill  positions  of  responsibility  in  industries  where  a  knowledge  of  both  the 
theory  and  practice  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  required;  (e)  a  course  designed 
to  prepare  students  to  become  machine  draftsmen;  (f)  vocational  courses  for 
woodworkers  and  metalworkers;  (g)  courses  in  Shopwork  and  Drawing, 
equivalent  to  those  of  the  first  two  years  in  Colleges  of  Engineering,  to  young 
men  who  are  working  toward  a  degree  in  engineering;  (h)  normal  training 
to  both  men  and  women  who  wish  to  teach  the  manual  arts  in  elementary, 
high  or  vocational  schools. 
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WOODWORKING 

1.  Woodworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  manual  training  course 
given  for  its  general  educational  value,  and  is  required  of  boys  in  the  first 
year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  During  the  first  quarter  the  work  involves  the 
use  of  bench  tools  in  the  construction  of  articles  useful  in  school  or  at  home. 
The  second  quarter  is  devoted  to  projects  involving  both  construction  and 
decoration;  the  third  quarter  to  wood-turning. 

5.  Woodworking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  intended  to  give  a 
good  fundamental  experience  in  woodworking  processes.  Each  tool  is  used 
enough  to  enable  the  student  to  gain  confidence  in  using  it.  In  addition  to 
the  use  of  the  more  common  hand  tools  work  is  given  in  elementary  wood- 
carving,  inlaying,  wood-turning,  elementary  furniture  construction  and  tool 
sharpening,  and  a  study  is  made  of  forestry,  lumbering,  wood,  nails,  screws, 
glue  and  other  materials  used  in  connection  with  woodworking.  The  care 
and  use  of  woodworking  machinery  in  getting  out  stock  is  also  taken  up  in 
this  course. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

6-9.  Pattern-Making  and  Foundry  Practice  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a 
course  in  which  the  fundamentals  of  both  pattern-making  and  foundry  work 
are  given.  Patterns  are  made  involving  a  working  knowledge  of  the  usual 
pattern  allowances  and  a  variety  of  methods  in  pattern  construction.  In  the 
foundry  work  experience  is  given  in  molding,  core-making  and  casting,  and 
this  is  supplemented  by  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

7.  Vocational  Woodwork  (Three  Majors).  In  this  course  emphasis  is 
placed  on  practical  work  with  machinery  in  a  woodworking  factory  turning 
out  a  high-grade  commercial  product,  but  the  course  includes  work  in  house 
carpentry  and  pattern-making.  Four  hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week,  one  year. 
For  statement  concerning  equipment  and  for  list  of  evening  courses  in  wood- 
working, send  for  catalogue  of  the  Vocational  School  for  Woodworkers, 
Metalworkers  and  Draftsmen. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  5. 

8.  Vocational  Woodwork  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  7.  In  this  course  students  get  some  experience  as  rodmen  and  fore- 
men and  during  the  spring  quarter  are  given  a  course  in  methods  of  teaching 
woodworking  in  secondary  and  vocational  schools. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  7. 

31.  Woodworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  comprehensive  course  for 
prospective  teachers  of  manual  training.  Many  of  the  processes  studied  in 
Course  5  are  taken  up  in  review;  special  consideration  is  given  to  methods 
of  teaching  them,  and  a  more  detailed  study  is  made  of  the  tools  used. 
Courses  of  instruction  are  planned  and  criticized.  Students  prepare  and 
give  demonstrations  before  the  class. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  5. 
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METALWORKING 

2.  Metahvorking  {Two  Majors).  This  is  a  manual  training  course 
in  cold  metal  working  and  is  required  of  all  boys  in  the  second  year 
of  the  Lower  Academy.  It  consists  of  all  the  processes  fundamental  in 
the  working  of  the  common  metals  by  hand.  Among  them  are  chipping, 
riling,  grinding,  turning,  threading,  polishing,  coloring,  sawing,  soldering, 
raising,  riveting,  the  hardening  and  tempering  of  steel,  etc.  It  includes 
work  in  cast  iron,  machine  and  tool  steel,  tin,  copper,  brass  and  aluminum. 
The  problems  given  result  in  such  things  as  hammers,  calipers,  punches, 
plates,  bowls,  lanterns,  and  a  great  variety  of  other  objects.  During  a  part 
of  the  course  the  students  are  instructed  in  the  fundamental  principles  of 
design,  and  to  work  from  their  own  designs.  The  development  of  surfaces 
and  intersections  as  a  means  of  making  patterns  in  sheet  metal  is  also 
taught.  Attention  is  also  given  to  a  study  of  the  metallic  ores,  the  composi- 
tion of  the  common  metals,  and  the  history  of  the  metalworking  industry. 

10.  Forging  {One  Major).  This  course  includes  instruction  in  building 
and  handling  the  forge  fire ;  in  the  use  of  the  hammer,  anvil,  tongs,  and  the 
other  tools  of  the  forge  shop;  and  the  forging  and  welding  of  iron  and  steel. 
It  also  includes  forging,  hardening  and  tempering  tools. 

26.  Machine-Tool  Work  {Three  Majors).  This  course  comprises  exer- 
cises in  the  use  of  machine  tools  and  the  making  of  small  tools  and  parts  of 
machines.     It  involves  the  standard  processes  of  machine  shop  practice. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  2. 

27.  Machine-Tool  Work  {Three  Majors).  This  is  a  course  in  machine 
shop  for  students  who  wish  to  get  advanced  credit  in  engineering  college 
courses.  It  covers  the  fundamental  processes  of  machine  tool  work  and  gives 
some  practice  in  machine  construction. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  2. 

28.  Vocational  Metalwork  {Three  Majors).  This  course  consists  of 
practical  experience  in  a  well  equipped  machine  shop  organized  as  a  factory 
and  producing  a  high-grade  commercial  output.  Four  hours  a  day,  six  days 
a  week,  one  year.  For  further  statement  concerning  equipment  and  for  list 
of  evening  courses  in  metalworking,  send  for  catalogue  of  the  Vocational 
School  for  Woodworkers,  Metalworkers  and  Draftsmen. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  38. 

29.  Vocational  Metalwork  {Three  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  28  to  which  is  added  short  courses  in  forging,  piping  and  millwright 
work.  During  the  course  some  experience  will  be  gained  in  engine  and  auto- 
mobile work.     Students  will  get  some  experience  as  foremen. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  28. 

38.  Metahvorking  {Three  Majors).  This  is  a  course  for  prospective 
teachers  of  manual  training,  and  covers  all  the  processes  fundamental  in 
the  working  of  the  common  metals  by  hand,  and  the  methods  of  teaching 
them.     Courses  arc  planned  and  equipments  studied.     The  metals  used  are 
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iron,  machine  and  tool  steel,  tin,  copper,  silver,  brass  and  aluminum.  A 
study  is  made  of  metallic  ores,  the  composition  of  the  common  metals,  and 
the  relation  of  the  industrial  processes  used  to  chemistry  and  other  sciences. 
Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  history  of  metalworking  and  to  the 
designing  of  art  metal  work.  The  course  also  includes  instruction  in  the 
development  of  surfaces  and  intersections  in  the  making  of  patterns  for 
architectural  and  structural  metal  work. 

ENGINEERING 

24.  Steam  and  Electricity  (Three  Majors)*.  This  course  includes  (a) 
study  of  the  principles  of  thermodynamics,  especially  as  they  apply  to  the 
steam  engine;  (b)  study  of  the  various  classes  of  steam  engines  and  boilers; 
(c)  testing  engines  and  boilers;  (d)  practice  in  firing  boilers  and  running 
pumps  and  engines;  (e)  practical  work  in  wiring,  setting  up  and  testing 
primary  batteries,  storage  batteries,  bells,  incandescent  and  arc  lights,  tele- 
phones, telegraph  instruments  and  dynamo-electric  machinery.  It  also  in- 
cludes a  large  amount  of  theoretical  work  in  each  of  the  subjects  taken  up. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  1  and  2,  Physics  1,  Mathematics  5. 

40.  Steam  (One  Major).  This  course  is  a  general  study  of  the  steam 
power  plant — pumps,  boilers,  steam  engines  and  condensers — preparatory  to 
thermodynamics. 

Prerequisites:    Must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Physics  2. 

MACHINE  AND  ARCHITECTURAL  DRAWING 

1.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  in  the  elements  of 
mechanical  drawing  runs  parallel  with  Woodworking  1.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  course  emphasis  is  placed  upon  working  drawings;  later,  the  theory 
of  projection  is  taken  up,  also  the  study  of  developments  of  geometric  solids. 
Text :     Bennett,  Problems  in  Mechanical  Drawing. 

14.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
a  thorough  grounding  in  geometrical  construction,  orthographic  projection, 
developments  and  intersections,  and  sufficient  practice  in  the  use  of  instru- 
ments to  enable  students  to  take  up  readily  the  work  in  Architectural  Draw- 
ing, Machine  Drawing  or  Descriptive  Geometry,  which  follows.  Text:  An- 
thony, Mechanical  Drawing. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

15.  Descriptive  Geometry  (Two  Majors).  A  course  covering  work  in 
plane  projections,  dealing  with  point,  line,  surface  and  solid.  Special  empha- 
sis is  laid  upon  the  discussion  and  solution  of  original  problems,  and  upon 
the  study  of  the  theory  of  surfaces.  Text:  Randall,  Elements  of  Descrip- 
tive Geometry. 

Prerequisites,   Manual   Arts   14  and   Mathematics   3. 


*This  course   will  not  be  given  in   1913-1914. 
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16.  Machine  Drawing  and  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  includes 
(a)  making  drawings  of  standard  machine  parts,  making  working  sketches 
and  drawings  from  machines,  and  assembly  drawings  from  working  draw- 
ings; (b)  calculations  for  proportioning,  and  designs  of  bolts,  keys,  journals, 
bearings,  couplings,  feed  screws,  gears  and  cams,  with  a  study  of  tooth  forms. 

The  course  aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineering 
schools.    Text :    Smith  and  Marx,  Machine  Design. 

Prerequisites:  Must  have  taken  or  be  taking  Physics  2,  Manual  Arts  6 
and  26,  and  must  have  taken  Manual  Arts  14. 

17.  Machine  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  vocational  course  supple- 
ments Course  16,  and  places  emphasis  on  technique,  speed  and  accuracy.  In- 
struction is  given  in  the  use  of  the  slide  rule,  in  drafting  room  system,  and 
keeping  of  data.  The  students  pursuing  this  course  will  be  kept  on  practical 
drafting  work  involving  engine  construction,  machine  tool  design,  installation 
plans,  or  whatever  may  be  available  until  proficiency  is  acquired. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  work  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  group  of 
studies  as  outlined  on  pages  15  and  16  and  have  met  the  requirements  of 
proficiency  in  this  course  are  awarded  a  special  draftsman's  certificate. 

18.  Architectural  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  consists  in  mak- 
ing floor  plans,  elevations  and  details  of  summer  cottages,  farm  buildings 
and  suburban  houses.  Students  consult  published  plans  and  plans  loaned  by 
local  architects.     Text:     Edminster,  Architectural  Drawing. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14. 

21.  Lettering  (One  Major).  This  course  is  a  study  of  Roman  and 
Renaissance  alphabets  with  practice  work  in  lettering,  looking  toward  archi- 
tectural drafting  and  designing.  Text:  French  and  Meiklejohn,  The  Essen- 
tials of  Lettering. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12. 

22.  Architectural  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  vocational  course 
for  woodworkers  and  draftsmen.  Students  in  this  course  are  given  prac- 
tical work  on  plans,  elevations  and  details  of  buildings  and  on  drawings  for 
interior  finish  and  furniture.  To  a  considerable  extent  drafting  office  methods 
are  employed. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14. 

32.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  arranged  to  meet  the 
needs  of  teachers  of  manual  training.  The  work  consists  of  (a)  a  review 
of  elementary  mechanical  drawing,  (b)  more  practice  in  making  working 
drawings,  (c)  a  study  of  lettering,  and  (d)  methods  of  teaching  drawing. 

39.  The  Graphics  of  Machine  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  teaches 
the  mathematical  solution  of  problems  in  machine  design  by  graphic  methods, 
including  testing  for  interference  of  moving  parts,  the  theory  and  construc- 
tion of  graphical  charts  for  determining  the  proportion  of  machine  parts,  the 
construction  of  templets,  etc.

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ART  CHAFTS  AND  DESIGN 

20.  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  consists  of  problems  in  (a) 
theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design,  (c)  applied  design,  and  (d)  mechani- 
cal perspective.  In  connection  with  applied  design,  instruction  is  given  in 
tooled  leather  work  and  stenciling. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12  or  equivalent. 

25.  Wood-Carving  (Two  Majors).  This  course  consists  of  (a)  ele- 
mentary problems  to  give  experience  in  handling  tools,  (b)  decoration  of 
furniture,   (c)   designing  for  carving. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  20. 

30.  Printing  and  Bookbinding  (Two  Majors).  This  course  gives  prac- 
tical experience  in  a  well-equipped  print  shop  organized  on  a  commercial 
basis.    Four  hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week,  two  quarters. 

Prerequisite,  Design  20. 

33.  Elementary  Handwork  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a) 
bookbinding  and  (b)  clay  work.  The  problems  given  are  such  as  may  be 
used  with  profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 

41.  Clay  and  Cement  Work  (One  Major).  This  is  a  practical  course 
in  garden  pottery.     Four  hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week,  one  quarter. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  20. 

42.  Art  Metal  Work  and  Jewelry  (Three  Majors).  This  course  covers 
all  the  fundamental  constructive  and  decorative  operations  in  artistic  metal- 
working — raising,  seaming,  fluting,  paneling,  etching,  saw  piercing,  repousse 
and  chasing,  coloring  and  finishing,  enameling,  filigree  work  and  all  the 
various  kinds  of  stone  setting,  resulting  in  a  wide  variety  of  problems  in 
copper,  brass,  aluminum,  silver  and  gold.  A  thorough  training  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  rules  of  design  is  a  fundamental  part  of  the  course,  as  the  design 
and  construction  factors  are  equally  balanced.  A  study  is  made  of  gems  and 
gem  minerals. 

The  course  also  includes  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  art  metal- 
work  and  design  and  in  suitable  equipments  for  grammar  and  high  schools. 
Prerequisite,    Manual    Arts   20   and   38. 

43.  Constructive  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  upon  knowl- 
edge gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experience  in  designing 
for  woodworking.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects  suitable  for  school 
problems. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  5,  18  and  20. 

PEDAGOGY 

34.  Organization  of  the  Manual  Arts  for  Educational  Ends  (One  Major). 
This  course  includes  (a)  organization  of  manual  training  and  art  work  in 
different  kinds  and  grades  of  schools,  (b)  study  of  courses  of  instructions, 
(c)    study  of  equipments,    (d)   planning  equipments  in  detail  to  meet  given 
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conditions,  (e)  economic  and  engineering  problems  arising  in  equipping  for 
manual  training  work.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work,  and  a 
thesis  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

35.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  {One  Major).  This  course 
covers  (a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice  of  Pestalozzi, 
Froebel  and  other  educational  reformers,  (b)  educational  handwork  in  Euro- 
pean countries,  (c)  the  development  of  manual  training,  art  instruction  and 
industrial  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States,  (d)  present 
problems.     Lectures,  discussions,  reading  and  written  work. 

36.  Teaching  Manual  Arts  {One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the  prin- 
ciples of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual  arts, 
(b)  methods  of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons  observed, 
taught  and  discussed.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work,  and  prac- 
tice teaching.     Text :     Thorndike,  Principles  of  Teaching. 

44.  Psychology  {One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  given 
with  special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Text:  Thorndike,  Ele- 
ments of  Psychology. 

Prerequisite :     Graduation  from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high  school. 

45.  History  of  Education  {One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is 
to  discover  causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  development 
in  the  past  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  problems.  Text : 
Monroe,  A   Text-book  in  the  History  of  Education. 

Note. — For  additional  courses  given  by  the  Manual  Arts  Department,  see  Summer 
School  circular,  Evening  School  circular,  and  Catalogue  of  the  Vocational  School  for 
Woodworkers,    Metalworkers   and    Draftsmen. 


MATHEMATICS 

From  the  very  start  the  Department  regards  mathematics  as  a  method 
of  science  and  endeavors  to  impress  its  vital  importance  by  its  applications 
as  well  as  by  the  logical  development  of  the  subject.  It  is  sought  to  lead 
the  student  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  the  scope  of  the  realm  of 
mathematical  thought,  and  to  give  him  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  how  and 
why  results  have  been  obtained,  and  how  and  for  what  purpose  they  may  be 
used,  either  in  physical  science  or  in  the  development  of  mathematical  sci- 
ence.   The  student  is  led  to  think  out  his  mathematics. 

The  Mathematical  Laboratory  is  equipped  with  suitable  physical  and 
mathematical  apparatus,  modeling  frames,  spherical  blackboards  and  other 
devices,  drawing  instruments  and  colored  crayons.  A  well  selected  library 
is  always  at  the  service  of  students  and  teachers. 
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Lower  Academy 

1.  Algebra  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  designed  to  make  the  tran- 
sition from  mathematics  to  algebra  with  the  least  abruptness  possible  by  ex- 
tending the  theoretic  processes  of  arithmetic  to  algebraic  symbols,  and  to 
develop  a  thorough  ability  to  handle  the  fundamental  operations  and  the 
solution  of  linear  and  quadratic  equations  as  a  basis  for  subsequent  mathe- 
matics. 

2.  Plane  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
original  solution  of  problems  and  theorems.  In  this  course  it  is  aimed  to 
correlate  algebra  and  geometry  and  to  illustrate  the  application  of  geometry 
to  constructive  drawing,  elementary  physics,  engineering  and  other  practical 
problems.  Some  use  is  made  of  sines,  cosines  and  tangents  in  the  solution 
of  triangles. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1. 


Higher  Academy 

3.  Solid  Geometry  (One  Major).  The  more  essential  theorems  of  the 
subject  are  given.  Some  time  is  devoted  to  the  construction  of  models  and 
the  solution  of  practical  problems.  Attention  is  given  to  computation  errors 
in  reducing  data  obtained  by  measurement. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 

4.  Algebra  (One  Major).  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1,  but  gives 
a  more  extended  and  scientific  treatment  of  subjects  treated  in  that  course. 
Other  subjects  are  added,  such  as  simultaneous  equations,  inequalities,  and 
logarithms.  It  demands  of  the  student  the  power  to  use  Algebra  as  well  as 
the  ability  to  understand  it. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 


College 

5.  Plane  Trigonometry  (One  Major).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  accu- 
racy of  computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the  transfor- 
mation of  functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  4. 

7.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually 
given  in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry  and 
Calculus,  and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  manner.  The 
more  elementary  and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are  considered,  leav- 
ing the  more  complicated  parts  until  the  following  year. 

Prerequisites,   Mathematics  3  and  4. 
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8.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  in  continuation  of 
Course  7,  and  includes  Algebra,  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus  and  Differential  Equations,  and  their  application  to  physical  and 
mechanical  problems. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  (One  Major).  A  geneial  course  in  the  elements  of  Plane 
Surveying.  Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass,  level,  tran- 
sit, stadia.    Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are  made. 

Prerequisite,   Mathematics  5   or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the  fun- 
damental principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  establish 
these  principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to  numerous 
engineering  problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  training  in  the  use 
of  mathematics  as  applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use  of  engineering 
data. 

Prerequisite,  the  student  must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathematics  8. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gymnastic 
and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give  the  students 
such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and  maintain  a  vigorous 
physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  number  of  students,  especially 
the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exercise  that  will  be  within  the 
capacity  of  each  student 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state.  On 
the  ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swimming 
pool,  showers  and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary  offices 
are  the  gymnasium  for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a  lecture 
room.  On  the  third  floor  is  located  a  large  social  hall.  Each  gymnasium 
contains  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  equipment  for  systematic  physical 
training. 

A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  students  and  all  Inter- 
collegiate and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field  is 
equipped  with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track,  jumping 
and  vaulting  pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by  the  Institute,  three 
on  Bradley  Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

All  athletic  activities  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  thoroughly 
trained  instructors. 

A  required  physical  examination  is  given  to  all  students.  Upon  the  basis 
of  this  examination  special  exercise  and  advice  is  given  according  to  the 
needs  of  the  individual  student. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES 


I.     For  Men 

Courses  for  men  include:  (1)  Marching,  (2)  Calisthenics,  (3)  Light 
Apparatus  Work,   (4)   Athletics. 

Note. — The  Physical  Training  Department  aims  to  create  and  supervise 
athletic  sports  for  students  of  all  ages  and  sizes.  To  this  end  soccer  foot- 
ball, basketball  and  baseball  leagues  are  operated  in  their  respective  seasons. 
These  leagues  are  open  to  students  who  do  not  represent  the  school  in  inter- 
collegiate contests.  Suitable  trophies  are  awarded  to  the  winners  of  each 
league. 

II.     For  Women 
A  physical  examination  is  made  of  all  women  in  the  department  by  the 
director   during  the   early  part   of  the   fall   term.     Well   regulated  physical 
exercise  is  then  given  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  student. 

Physical  exercise  consisting  of  a  graded,  systematic  course  of  healthful, 
body  building  exercise  and  recreation  is  required  three  hours  per  week  during 
the  first  two  years  of  each  student's  residence  at  the  Institute. 

(A  uniform  gymnastic  suit  is  required  and  student  should  consult  the 
director  before  procuring  one.) 

First  Year 

Elementary  Class  Work  in  Swedish  Gymnastics: 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit  for 
play  through   co-operative  games. 

(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the  class- 
room. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking  as,  round 
shoulders,  forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Second  Year 

More  advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus.  Physical  Balance  Work, 
Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing. 

The  fall  and  spring  quarters  are  devoted  to  out  of  door  sports.  Field 
Hockey,  Basketball,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 

PHYSICS 

Physics  is  the  one  subject  in  a  course  of  study  that  touches  life  at  every 
point.     Its  laws  have  to  be  obeyed  whether  or  not  we  understand  them. 

The  Physics  Department  is  housed  in  six  rooms;  a  large  lecture  room 
provided  with  desk-arm  chairs  and  seating  seventy  students,  large  instructor's 
table  fitted  with  water,  gas  and  electricity,  lantern  with  reflectoscope  and 
vertical  projector,  dark  shades,  apparatus  cases  well  filled  with  good  appa- 
ratus to  which  additions  are  constantly  being  made.  A  laboratory  designed 
to  accommodate  sixty-four  students  in   four  classes  of  sixteen   each.     Like 
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the  lecture  room  the  laboratory  is  provided  with  a  good  selection  of  appa- 
ratus and  it  is  being  brought  up  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  an  outfit  capable 
of  caring  for  the  eighty  students  now  taking  the  subject.  In  addition  there 
is  a  large  photometry  laboratory  equipped  with  a  three  meter  optical  bench, 
Lummer-Brodhun  photometer,  compound  universal  rotator,  while  a  Reich- 
santalt  Hefner  lamp  and  conduit  connections  with  the  storage  battery  pro- 
vide for  high-grade  work  in  lamp  and  light  testing  and  measurement.  A 
second  small  photometry  room  is  available  for  elementary  work  and  has  in 
connection  a  dark  room  for  photography  having  running  water  and  both 
artificial  and  natural  red  light.  In  the  laboratory  there  is  a  physics  library 
of  some  five  hundred  volumes.  New  books  are  frequently  purchased  and  a 
number  of  the  best  scientific  and  electrical  papers  and  magazines  are  regu- 
larly received.     Later  these  are  bound. 

An  important  change  in  the  housing  has  already  provided  a  new  and 
improved  lecture  room  and  an  additional  laboratory  is  now  being  equipped 
for  Physics  1.  Thus  the  present  laboratory  will  be  available  for  Physics  2 
without  interruption.  In  addition  an  excellent  shop  will  be  in  use.  These 
added  facilities  will  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  the  work. 

Higher  Academy 

1.  Elementary  Physics  Course  (Three  Majors),  required  of  all  third 
year  Academy  students.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  a  thorough  ground- 
ing in  the  elements  of  this  fundamental  science,  to  give  a  general  knowledge 
of  the  whys  and  hows  of  common  everyday  happenings,  and  to  train  the 
mind  to  habits  of  careful  observation  and  reasonably  accurate  deduction. 
Constant  applications  to  household  and  daily  life  are  made.  There  are 
3  recitations  and  2  double-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week.  An  unex- 
pected increase  of  50%  over  recent  years  has  been  met  by  a  large  increase 
in  laboratory  equipment. 

Text:  Maun  &  Swiss,  Physics.  Laboratory  Manual,  Bradley,  3d  Ed. 
Entirely  Rewritten. 

College 

2.  Advanced  Physics  Course  (Three  Majors)  is  given  in  the  second 
year  of  the  college.  It  is  intended  primarily  for  those  expecting  to  take 
further  work  along  engineering  lines,  or  those  whose  later  college  work 
demands  a  second  course  in  Physics.  The  work  covers  somewhat  the  same 
ground  as  the  elementary  course,  but  in  an  advanced  way  in  every  particu- 
lar. The  treatment  is  more  mathematical,  and  the  experiments  while  fewer 
in  number  are  more  difficult  and  a  much  greater  degree  of  accuracy  is  re- 
quired. Text :  Duff,  et  al,  Text  Book  of  Physics;  Miller,  Laboratory  Phy- 
sics. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  student  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathe- 
matics 7. 

Prerequisites,  Physics  1  and  Plane  Trigonometry. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  of 
studies  in  the  curriculum.  On  graduates  of  the  Science,  Engineering  and 
six-year  Mechanic  Arts  Groups,  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Science  will  be 
conferred;  on  graduates  of  the  Classics  Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in 
Arts;  on  graduates  of  the  Literature  Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in 
Literature;  on  graduates  of  the  four-year  Domestic  Economy  Course  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred.  The  Academic  certificate  will 
be  given  to  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  through 
the  Higher  Academy. 

The  following  regulations  should  be  noted : 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute  at 
least  three  quarters. 

For  a  diploma  or  Academy  certificate  from  the  Science,  Engineering, 
Classics,  or  Literature  Groups,  a  student  who  enters  the  Institute  from  an- 
other institution  will  be  required  to  do  work  in  Manual  Training  equal  in 
majors  to  the  number  of  majors  required  in  the  group  from  the  time  he 
enters. 

EXPENSES— Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows:  Full 
work  (3  or  more  classes),  $20.00  per  quarter;  2  classes,  $15.00  per  quarter; 
1  class,  $10.00  per  quarter.  There  are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year. 
Students  absent  six  weeks  or  more  in  any  quarter  on  account  of  illness  or 
other  good  cause,  may  receive  a  reduction  in  the  fee.  Each  student  pays 
a  gymnasuim  fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  admission 
to  games  held  under  Institute  management.  Necessary  text-books  are  pro- 
7>ided  by  the  Institute  free  of  charge.  Tuition  fees  should  be  paid  during 
the  first  two  weeks  of  each  quarter.  Neglect  to  do  so  will  render  students 
liable  to  be  refused  admittance  to  classes.  Checks  should  be  made  payable 
to  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  the  Vocational  School,  the  Farmers' 
Courses  and  the  Evening  Classes  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees  by 
work  done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be  made  as 
early  as  possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of  (1) 
good  character  and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3)  inability  to  pay 
the  full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodging.  Board  and  room  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Institute  at  reasonable  rates.  The  Institute  will  make  special  efforts 
to  secure  satisfactory  conditions  as  to  boarding  and  rooming  accommoda- 
tions in  the  neighborhood.  A  list  of  boarding  places  is  kept  on  file  at  the 
general  office. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS — (a)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tui- 
tion in  the  College  for  a  year — 

1.  Two  scholarships  to  members  of  the  class  graduating  from  the  Acad- 
emy, awarded  by  the  Faculty,  now  held  by  Bertha  Grossman  and  Anna 
Steele. 

2.  Two  scholarships  to  the  two  graduates  having  the  highest  rank  in 
each  of  the  Peoria  High  Schools.  These  are  now  held  by  Mary  R.  Booth, 
Gertrude  E.  Smith  and  Elsie  L.  Echle. 

(b)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tuition  in  the  Academy 
for  a  year — 

1.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Peoria  county  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade.  These  are  now  held  by 
Clifford  Slough  and  Myrtle  Hagan. 

2.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Tazewell  county  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade. 

(c)  The  University  of  Chicago  grants  each  year  two  scholarships  to 
be  awarded  to  the  two  members  of  the  graduating  class  maintaining  the 
highest  standing  in  their  college  work.  The  scholarships  are  of  the  value 
of  120.00  each.  These  are  now  held  by  Helena  Burgess  and  Gladys  A. 
Ditewig. 

VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL— In  September,  1912,  the  Institute  opened 
a  vocational  or  industrial  school,  fitting  for  entrance  into  a  variety  of  occu- 
pations. 

(1)  A  four-year  course  for  Draftsmen,  including  Mechanical,  Machine, 
and  Architectural  Drawing  and  other  subjects  helpful  to  a  draftsman. 

(2  A  two-year  course  for  Woodworkers,  including  the  elements  of  house 
carpentry,  mill  work,  cabinet  making,  and  the  skillful  use  of  woodworking 
machinery,  reproducing  as  nearly  as  possible  the  conditions  of  a  factory. 

(3)  A  two-year  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  Machine  Shop 
practice,  Blacksmithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge  and  Foundry,  Automobile  Re- 
pairing. 

(4)  A  three-months'  course  for  Farmers,  including  the  construction 
of  barns  and  other  farm  buildings,  cement  construction,  blacksmithing,  re- 
pair of  farm  machinery,  gasoline  engines  and  auto  trucks.  The  course 
includes  also  work  in  Drawing,  English,  Mathematics,  Commercial  Geog- 
raphy, Industrial  History  and  Applied  Science  suited  to  the  needs  of  farmers. 

Specially  trained  teachers  have  charge  of  these  vocational  courses. 
Send  for  illustrated  circular  giving  complete  information. 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  (a  part  of  the  Vocational  School)  give 
instruction  in  practical  work  and  are  intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops 
and  factories  who  can  not  take  advantage  of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in 
session  from  October  to  May,  meeting  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 

The  following  courses  are  given: 

Woodworking    and     Patternmaking,    Machine     Shop,     Mechanical     and 
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Machine   Drawing,   Art   Metal,  Jewelry    (Saturday  morning),    Architectural 
Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing. 

The  same  courses  will  be  given  in  1913-1914,  and,  in  addition,  there  will 
be  offered  courses  in  Mathematics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism,  Freehand 
Drawing. 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy,  extended  from  June  24th  to  July  27th,  1912.  It  was  conducted 
under  the  superintendency  of  Charles  A.  Bennett,  head  of  the  Manual  Arts 
Department. 

The  following  courses  were  offered:  1.  Teaching  the  Manual  Arts.  2. 
Woodworking.  3.  House  Carpentry.  4.  Furniture  Making  and  Methods  of 
Teaching  Woodworking.  5.  Use  of  Woodworking  Machinery.  6.  Pattern- 
making.  7.  Forging.  8.  Machine-shop  Practice.  9.  Mechanical  Drawing.  10. 
Machine  Drawing.  11.  Constructive  Design.  12.  Freehand  Drawing.  13. 
Design,  Stenciling  and  Leather  Tooling.  14.  Bookbinding.  15.  Art  Metal 
Work.  16.  Sewing  and  Textiles.  17.  Dressmaking  and  Art  Needle  Work. 
18.  Millinery.  19.  Elementary  Cooking.  20.  Advanced  Cooking.  21. 
Chemistry.     22.  Microbiology. 

The  tuition  for  the  Summer  Term  is  $25.00  for  three  courses,  $20.00  for 
two  and  $15.00  for  one. 

In  the  student  body  more  than  half  the  states  of  the  Union  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  Summer  School  for  1913  will  offer  similar  courses.  It  is  held  from 
June  23  to  July  26.     Send  for  special  circular  issued  in  March. 

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU— During  the  summer  of  1904 
the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station  at  the 
north  end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Institute.  This  is  under 
charge  of  Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps  are  sent  out 
from  the  station.    Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller  to  Institute  classes. 

CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES— A  brief  chapel  service,  which 
all  students  are  expected  to  attend,  is  held  daily.  This  service  is  designed 
to  afford  an  opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  daily  reminder  of  the 
unity  of  the  school.  Occasionally  musical  programs  and  addresses  by  promi- 
nent professional  and  business  men  on  practical  topics  take  the  place  of  the 
chapel  service. 

On  Friday  evening,  January  7,  an  entertainment  was  given  by  students 
of  the  Latin  Department.— A  School  Boy's  Dream  and  A  Roman  Banquet. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  February  18,  a  dramatic  recital  in  German  was 
given  by  Carl  Diedericks  of  the  Bush  Theatre  and  on  May  2d  a  short  French 
play  by  students. 

The  reflectoscope  or  lantern  slides  are  frequently  employed  in  connection 
with  informal  talks  in  different  departments,  especially  Manual  Arts,  the 
Sciences,  History,  the  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages. 

PARENTS'    MEETINGS-In    order    that    the    Institute    may    work    in 
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harmony  with  the  parents  of  its  students,  meetings  of  the  parents  and 
teachers  are  held  with  the  following  special  purposes.  1.  To  aid  the  parents 
to  get  a  full  understanding  of  the  plans  and  methods  of  the  school.  2.  To 
increase  acquaintance  between  the  parent  and  teachers,  and  to  give  a  parent 
opportunity  to  talk  about  his  own  son  or  daughter  with  the  individual 
teachers.  3.  To  discuss  educational  questions  in  which  both  parents  and 
teachers  are  interested.  The  Institute  considers  these  meetings  of  vital  im- 
portance, and  urges  every  parent  to  attend  them.  The  date  of  the  Parents' 
Meeting  for  1913-1914  will  be  Friday,  October  17. 

THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD— Athletics  are  under  direct  control  of  a 
board  made  up  of  five  members  of  the  Faculty  and  five  representatives  elected 
from  various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  representative.  Actions 
of  the  Board  are  subject  to  revision  by  the  Faculty. 

THE  COUNCIL  consists  of  eight  representatives  from  the  student  body 
and  three  from  the  Faculty. 

Four  of  the  students  are  elected  from  the  College,  two  from  the  Higher 
Academy  and  two  from  the  Lower  Academy,  equally  divided  between  young 
men  and  young  women.  The  young  man  from  the  Senior  class  acts  as 
President  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  has  under  its  care,  The  Tech,  The  Polyscope,  Literary 
Societies,  Clubs  and  Organizations,  in  short  all  student  activities  not  con- 
ducted by  the  Athletic  Board. 


ORGANIZATIONS 

THE  ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  CLUB  recognizes  and  encourages  artistic 
handicraft  and  original  design  among  the  students.  It  is  a  member  of  the 
National  Handicraft  League  and  receives  and  exhibits  the  National  Traveling 
Exhibit.     It  also  holds  numerous  minor  exhibits  during  the  school  year. 

THE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  holds  one  regular  meeting  each  quar- 
ter. It  studies  chiefly  local  history  and  its  relation  to  State  and  National 
history.  It  also  discusses  current  events  especially  those  having  political, 
economical  and  social  bearing. 

THE  ENGLISH  CLUB  is  designed  to  create  greater  interest  in  English 
Literature.    Its  meetings  are  every  two  weeks.    A  banquet  is  held  each  year. 

THE  PEDAGOGIC  CLUB  has  a  two-fold  aim — professional  and  social. 
On  its  professional  side  it  discusses  problems  of  teaching  chiefly  in  Manual 
Training  or  Domestic  Economy. 

THE  CLASSICAL  CLUB  was  organized  in  January,  1913,  to  promote 
interest  in  Classical  subjects.  Its  meetings  are  monthly  with  a  banquet  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

THE  BRADLEY  DEBATING  CLUB  meets  every  two  weeks  and  gives 
a  fine  opportunity  for  practice  in  debating  and  also  in  other  literary  forms. 
Three  public  debates  have  been  held  during  this  school  year.    Representatives 
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of  the  college  debated  on  February  28,  with  Illinois  College  at  Bradley  and  on 
May  2d  with  St.  Viator  at  Kankakee.  The  Academy  team  debated  at 
Bradley  with  the  Pekin  High  School  on  May  9th. 

THE  CHORUS  gives  training  in  singing  and  in  the  interpretation  of 
the  best  music.    It  is  open  to  students  and  friends  of  the  Institute. 

THE  BRADLEY  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA  is  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Harold  Plowe.  Membership  is  open  to  students  and  others  interested 
in  musical  culture. 

The  Chorus  and  Orchestra  give  a  concert  each  year  in  March. 

THE  YOUNG  MEN'S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION  was  organized  in 
1902  and  THE  YOUNG  WOMEN'S  in  1904.  Both  organizations  prove 
important  aids  in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  school. 

THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION  for  the  present  year  has  the  following 
officers — Harold  W.  Lynch,  President;  H.  Dale  Morgan,  Vice-President; 
Marie   D.   Donley,   Secretary;    Orville   Kendall,   Treasurer. 

THE  TECH  is  a  monthly  paper  conducted  by  an  editor,  business  manager 
and  associates  elected  by  the  Council. 

THE  POLYSCOPE  is  an  annual  student  publication  containing  the 
history  of  the  school  for  the  current  year.  Like  the  Tech  it  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Council. 

FOUNDER'S  DAY  is  observed  annually  on  October  8th.  On  October 
8th,  1912,  the  invocation  was  offered  by  Rev.  C.  J.  Greene  and  the  address 
by  the  Dr.  E.  P.  Lyon. 

LECTURE  COURSE.  Prof.  S.  H.  Clark  of  the  University  of  Chicago 
gave  dramatic  recitals,  "Ulysses"  and  "Les  Miserables"  on  October  25th, 
"The  Silver  Box"  on  December  13th,  and  three  Irish  Plays  (under  the 
auspices  of  the  English  Club)  on  April  25th.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

MR.  AND  MRS.  TOBIAS  S.  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased 
children.  To  assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together 
a  number  of  educational  institutions,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  Bradley  in  1867  delayed  action  for  some  time.  Later  Mrs.  Bradley 
took  the  matter  up  and  formulated  her  wishes  substantially  as  they  are  now 
expressed  in  the  constitution  of  the  Institute.  It  was  her  ambition  to  afford 
the  young  people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  practical 
and  serviceable  education,  and  particularly  to  teach  them  to  work  and  to 
regard  work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after  her 
death,  but  in  the  fall  of  1896,  by  the  desire  of  many  leading  educators  of 
Central  Illinois,  she  determined  to  erect  the  buildings  and  start  the  School 
during  her  lifetime,  if  possible.  Dr.  William  R.  Harper,  President  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  was  consulted.  Under  his  advice  a  charter  was 
immediately  applied  for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  was  held  on 
the  16th  day  of  November,  1896,  and  an  organization  was  effected  under  the 
University  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  Mrs.  Bradley 
entered  into  contract  with  the  Trustees  to  provide  a  sufficient  annual  income 
to  support  the  School  during  her  life,  and  made  provision  in  her  will  for 
a  permanent  endowment,  consisting  of  the  greater  part  of  her  estate.  She 
also  presented  the  Trustees  with  a  deed  for  about  seventeen  acres  of  ground, 
situated  within  the  city  limits  of  Peoria,  for  the  site  of  the  Institute 
buildings,  and  set  apart  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  buildings 
and  equipment;  the  fund  for  these  purposes  was  later  largely  increased. 
The  death  of  Mrs.  Bradley  occurred  January  16,  1908,  just  after  the  close 
of  the  first  decade  in  the  history  of  the  Institute. 

Work  was  begun  April  10,  1897,  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley  Hall, 
devoted  to  general  education,  and  Horology  Hall,  where  instruction  is  given 
in  Watchwork,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  These  buildings  were 
occupied  in  October  and  November  respectively.  School  work  was  begun 
October  4,  1897;  the  formal  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  October  8th,  in 
the  Auditorium  of  Bradley  Hall,  and  this  date  has  been  observed  annually 
with  appropriate  exercises.  In  1904  a  station  of  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau  was  established  in  a  building  erected  by  the  Government  at  the  north 
end  of  the  campus. 

During  the  year  1908-9  a  Gymnasium  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $75,000. 
It  contains  a  gymnasium  for  men  and  also  one  for  women,  each  with  complete 
equipment.  In  1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  Estate  was  devoted 
to  the  uses  of  the  Domestic  Economy  Department  as  a  "Practice  House." 
A  power  plant  was  erected  during  the  year  1911-12. 

During  the  Summer  of  1911  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley 
Avenue  adjoining  the  campus  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual 
Arts  Department  and  the  Shops  and  Drawing  classes  were  transferred  to 
them. 

This  catalog  contains  the  records  of  the  seventeenth  year,  and  the 
announcements  for  the  eighteenth  year  of  the  work  of  the  Institute.

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ADMISSION 

Entrance. — Graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Lower  Academy  without  examination  upon  presentation  of  a 
certificate  of  graduation. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. — Students  who  have  done  work  in 
high  schools,  academies  or  colleges  will  be  admitted  on  presentation  of  a 
certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work  completed.  A  blank  form  for 
this  statement  will  be  furnished  upon  application  to  the  Director.  The 
student  is  assigned  temporarily  to  those  classes  for  which  he  seems  to  be 
prepared.  At  the  end  of  one  quarter,  if  the  student's  work  is  satisfactory,  the 
credits  from  his  former  school  will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as  they  cover  the 
work  of  the  Institute. 

Unclassified  Students. — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular  course 
may  be  admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  with 
advantage.

CURRICULUM 

THE  Courses  of  Study  are  arranged  so  that  a  student  may  enter  at  the 
end  of  the  common  school  course  and  continue  through  six  (in  some 
courses  eight)  years'  work;  gaining,  first,  a  broad  and  practical  general 
education,  and  in  addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following 
pursuits:  (1)  Business,  Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Advanced 
Study  in  a  College,  University,  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3)  Professional 
Study  in  Law  or  Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Training  or  Domestic 
Science,  or  Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

Divisions:  The  six  years  of  study  are  divided  into  three  two-year 
periods,  as  follows: 

1. — 'Lower  Academy,  corresponding  to  the  first  two  years  of  a  High 
School  Course.  The  work  of  the  Lower  Academy  aims  to  lay  a  firm  and 
broad  foundation.  At  this  period,  in  most  cases,  neither  pupil,  teacher,  nor 
parents  can  decide  rationally  upon  the  peculiar  bent  of  the  pupil's  mind;  for 
these  two  reasons  the  curriculum  for  this  period  is  made  to  include  a  wide 
variety  of  work,  and  is  nearly  the  same  in  all  groups. 

2. — Higher  Academy,  corresponding  to  the  last  two  years  of  a  High 
School  Course.  When  the  student  reaches  the  Higher  Academy,  some 
knowledge  of  his  special  tastes  and  aptitudes  has  been  gained.  He  is  then 
-allowed  to  specialize  to  a  limited  extent. 

3. — CoeeEGE,  corresponding  (according  to  the  group)  to  the  Freshman 
and  Sophomore  years  in  a  College,  University  or  Engineering  School.  In  the 
college  the  special  work  is  carried  forward,  with  a  large  amount  of  freedom, 
including  a  certain  amount  of  purely  elective  work.  The  College  also  in- 
cludes  two   courses   requiring   two   years,   two   requiring   three   years,   one 
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requiring  four  years,  all  preparatory  to  teaching  Manual  Training;  a  two 
years'  course  and  a  four  year  course  preparatory  to  teaching  Domestic 
Economy.    The  four  year  courses  give  the  B.  S.  degree. 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE  AND  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Graduates  from  the  Academy  are  entered  on  certificate  at  the  leading 
colleges  and  universities,  such  as  Vassar,  Wellesley,  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,  Chicago,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Dartmouth. 

Graduates  from  the  Institute  receive  credit  in  other  institutions  for  all 
work  done.  Students  who  have  gone  from  Bradley  with  advanced  standing 
have  been  enabled  to  graduate  in  two  years  at  Princeton,  Smith  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Chicago  and  other  institutions  of  like  rank. 

Students  intending  to  do  advanced  work  in  other  institutions  may  be 
allowed  to  arrange  their  work  with  this  purpose  in  view. 

GROUPS  OF  STUDIES 

For  the  student  who  has  passed  the  Lower  Academy,  four  groups  of 
studies  are  open;  one  of  these  he  must  choose  and  pursue;  the  choice 
ought  to  be  made  with  the  advice  of  parents  and  teachers.  These  groups 
are  as  follows: 

1.  Science  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  the  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  B.  S.    It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical  schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group,  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics,  Science,  Mechan- 
ical Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year 
in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Classics  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Latin  and  Greek  and 
prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading  to  the  degree 
of  A.  B. 

4.  Literature  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Languages 
and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  or  B.  L. 

5.  The  Vocational  or  Industrial  Group  is  designed  to  meet  the  demand 
for  training  which  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  variety  of  industries 
requiring  shop  training  and  experience  and  a  certain  amount  of  technical 
knowledge.  The  most  important  of  these  are  the  building  industries,  machine 
industries  and  drafting. 

A  student  entering  this  course  will  be  assigned  to  those  classes  which 
will  soonest  fit  him  for  the  occupation  he  desires  to  follow.  A  record  will 
be  kept  of  his  work  and  this  will  be  available  at  any  time  as  a  basis  for 
recommendation  to  any  prospective  employer.

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TEACHERS'  COURSES  IN  MANUAL  TRAINING 
AND  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

I.    Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Manual  Training 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  all  the  following  groups  of  studies 
are  the  same — four  years  of  approved  academic  work.  This  should  include 
English,  Mathematics,  Foreign  Language,  Science  and  History,  and,  if  possible, 
the  elements  of  Freehand  and  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Woodworking.  A 
diploma  will  be  given  to  those  who  present  these  entrance  requirements 
and  complete  any  one  of  the  first  four  courses  below;  on  completion  of  the 
fifth  course  the  student  receives  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

Students  who  before  entering  the  Institute  have  taken  courses  equivalent 
to  any  of  those  given  below,  will  be  given  due  credit,  but  they  may  be  sub- 
jected to  an  examination  to  determine  whether  courses  taken  are  equivalent. 

1.  A  two-year  course  (programs  A  and  C  given  below),  for  men  who 
wish  to  teach  or  supervise  Manual  Training  in  elementary  schools. 
In  C  these  students  will  elect  Woodworking  31,  and  Woodwork 
Design  43. 

2.  A  two-year  course  (programs  B  and  C),  for  women  who  wish  to 
teach  or  supervise  Drawing,  Sewing,  and  Elementary  Manual  Train- 
ing. In  C  they  will  elect  Elementary  Art  37.  This  course  is  especially 
suited  to  young  women  who  have  already  been  successful  in  teaching 
other  school  subjects. 

3.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to 
teach  Woodworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Woodwork  7  and  8,  and  Architectural 
Drafting  22. 

4.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to, 
teach  Metalworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E, 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Metalwork  28  and  29,  and  Machine  Draft- 
ing 17. 

5.  A  four-year  course  for  men  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  to  teach 
manual  training  and  allied  subjects  while  working  for  their  bachelor's 
degree.  Half  of  the  time  of  the  course  is  spent  in  shopwork,  drawing 
and  the  special  pedagogy  of  the  Manual  Arts;  the  other  half  is 
given  to  Language,  Science,  Mathematics,  Education,  History  and 
Athletics.  The  electives  in  this  group  enable  a  student  to  prepare 
himself  to  direct  Athletics  or  teach  Mathematics  or  Science  in  addition 
to  Drawing  and  Shopwork.

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II.    Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Domestic  Economy 

Two  courses  are  offered,  one  requiring  two  years,  the  other  four  years. 
The  former  carries  the  Diploma  in  Domestic  Economy,  the  latter  the  Diploma 
and  the  B.  S.  degree.  The  admission  requirements  are  the  same — four  years 
of  approved  academic  work  (15  units).  This  should  include  English,  History, 
Mathematics,  Foreign  Language  and  Science.  If  Physics  is  not  presented 
at  entrance,  it  must  be  taken  during  the  first  year  and  as  a  result  the  short 
course  will  require  more  than  two  years.  Other  high  school  deficiencies 
may  be  made  up  at  the  Institute,  involving  a  correspondingly  longer  time  to 
complete  the  work  required  for  a  diploma. 

So  many  high  schools  offer  no  course  in  Chemistry  that  for  the  present 
students  who  enter  without  it  are  allowed  to  take  it  in  the  first  year  (Course 
1  below)  instead  of  the  more  advanced  course  which  others  will  take. 

Only  a  limited  number  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Teachers'  Courses. 
Application  for  admission  should  be  made  as  long  before  the  opening  of  the 
school  year  as  possible  and  no  one  should  come  expecting  to  enter  unless 
definite  arrangements  for  admission  have  been  made. 

For  Laboratory  work  in  Cooking  each  student  should  have  an  ample 
supply  of  wash  shirt-waists,  large,  plain  white  aprons  with  bib,  shoulder 
straps  and  pocket,  hand  towels  made  about  18  inches  square  of  checked 
glass  linen  and  a  holder.

DEPARTMENTS 


BIOLOGY 

THIS  Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits, 
both  the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology.  It 
makes  especial  effort  to  give  good  training  to  students  preparing  to 
enter  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  compound 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  general  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the  Physiological  and 
Bacteriological  work  in  the  College.  In  connection  with  the  laboratories  is 
the  Museum.  It  consists  primarily  of  the  mounted  birds,  mammals  and 
other  biological  collections  and  herbarium  of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Association. 
To  this  has  been  added  a  collection  of  shells  and  corals  presented  by  several 
gentlemen  of  Peoria,  a  collection  of  insects  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
and  a  herbarium  presented  by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well  as  many 
smaller  gifts. 

The  library  of  the  department  contains  many  of  the  best  reference  books 
and  periodicals  in  the  English  language,  and  at  least  the  most  representative 
foreign  publications.  The  Illinois  River,  Peoria  Lake  and  the  diversified 
land  formations  in  the  neighborhood  offer  collecting  grounds  unexcelled  in 
number  and  variety  of  life  forms.  Excursions  and  collecting  tours  are 
often  made. 

Academy 

1.  [Elementary  Botany  (One  Major).  An  introduction  to  the  phenomena 
of  life  as  embodied  in  plants,  especially  those  aspects  that  touch  human 
interests  and  activities.  The  aim  is  to  give  a  certain  appreciation  of  plants 
and  the  relation  of  plant  life  to  human  life.  Elementary  biological  truths, 
the  life  processes  and  problems  of  living  things  are  presented  through  a  first- 
hand study  of  plant  life.  It  includes  such  subjects  as  forestry,  weeds,  plant 
breeding,  plant  culture,  decorative  plants,  and  the  plant  industries.  The 
student  is  required  to  make  a  collection  of  the  leaves  of  the  common  trees. 
Recitations  three  hours  a  week;  laboratory  and  field  work  four  or  five  hours 
a  week.    Text-book,  Bergen,  Essentials  of  Botany. 

2.  Elements  of  Zoology  (Two  Majors).  Introduction  to  the  structure, 
relations,  habits  and  activities  of  animal  life.  Importance  is  given  to  function 
rather  than  to  structure.  The  economic  relations  of  animals  to  civic  life  is 
emphasized,  hence  special  work  upon  insects  and  birds  and  their  relation  to 
human  affairs.  Field  trips  are  taken.  Recitations  three  hours  a  week,  field 
and  laboratory  work  four  or  five  hours  a  week.  Text-book,  Colton's 
Descriptive  and  Practical  Zoology. 
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College 

3.  General  Biology  (Three  Majors).  The  principles  of  animal  and  plant 
biology,  presenting  the  fundamental  facts  of  vital  structure  and  function. 
The  study  of  the  development,  anatomy,  histology  and  physiology  of  a 
vertebrate  and  a  flowering  plant,  followed  by  animal  and  plant  types  selected 
to  illustrate  fundamental  principles.  In  lectures  some  of  the  important 
theoretical  and  practical  problems  of  biology  are  discussed,  such  as  Evolution, 
Heredity  and  Eugenics,  Animal  Behavior,  etc.  Lectures  and  laboratory  ten 
hours  a  week. 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions  of 
the  human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chemistry, 
the  study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the  chemistry 
of  the  blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion.  The  second 
term's  work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circulation  and  animal  heat, 
and  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special  sense  organs.  The 
course  is  designed  for  the  general  student  as  well  as  for  those  specializing 
in  the  direction  of  medicine,  and  will  be  helpful  also  for  advanced  work  in 
Domestic  Science.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Prerequisite 
Elementary  Chemistry.     Text-book,  Martin,  Human  Body. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds  and  other  micro-organisms  and 
the  application  to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water-supplies,  sewage 
disposal,  soils,  dairying,  fermentative  indutetries,  food  preservation  and 
decomposition,  transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  immunity,  sanitation 
and  control  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases.  The  laboratory  work 
introduces  general  bacteriological  methods,  the  preparation  of  culture-media 
and  the  cultivation  and  systematic  study  of  a  number  of  common  bacteria, 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  air,  water,  milk,  etc.  Text-book,  Marshall's 
Microbiology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  science  of  Chemistry  as  a  part  of  a  general  education;  to 
develop  the  reasoning  powers  of  the  student  and  lead  him  by  actual  experi- 
ment and  observation  to  a  knowledge  of  the  more  important  substances 
possessing  economic  value  that  are  met  with  in  everyday  life.  Excursions 
are  made  to  the  various  industries  of  chemical  interest  in  and  near  Peoria. 
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Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight  hours 
weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the  subject 
is  treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  subject  and  to  chemical 
calculations. 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  principles  studied  in 
the  lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to  enable  the 
students  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical  combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best 
apparatus  and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry.  The  depart- 
ment library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and  periodicals, 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  important  new  books  as 
they  appear. 

Higher  Academy  and  College 

1.  General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Characteristics  of  chemical 
change,  elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  continuation  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halogens, 
sulphur  and  nitrogen  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  important 
compounds.  Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the  identification 
of  simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qualitative  analysis,  but 
at  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  should  be  able  to  identify  any  simple  salt, 
and  understand  the  separation  of  various  groups  and  elements.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.    Prerequisite,  Physics  1,  or  its  equivalent. 

College 

2.  Advanced  General  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  (Three  Majors). 
(a)  The  lectures  and  recitations  on  advanced  general  chemistry  deal  with 
the  subject  as  presented  in  Ostwald's  Principles  of  Inorganic  Chemistry; 
study  of  the  theory  of  solution,  electrolytic  dissociation,  hydrolytic  dis- 
sociation, mass  action  and  chemical  equilibrium,  three  hours  a  week.  In 
the  laboratory,  reactions  of  basic  and  acidic  ions,  analysis  of  mixtures,  seven 
hours  a  week. 

(b)  First  half  of  term,  same  as  (a)  ;  Analysis  of  complex  mixtures,  ores, 
and  compounds  of  rare  elements.  Second  half,  Quantitative  Analysis ;  Gravi- 
metric Methods.    Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  Quantitative  Analysis  continued.  Methods  in  gravimetric,  volumetric 
and  electrolytic  determinations.    Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 
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3.  Chemistry  of  Foods  (One  Major).  Lectures  and  laboratory  work  in 
the  examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the  quantitative 
determination  of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common,  typical  foods,  ten 
hours  a  week.    Prerequisite,  Chemistry  2,  (a)  and  (b). 

4.  Elementary  Organic  Chemistry  (Two  Majors).  A  systematic  study 
of  the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives,  including  typical  representatives 
of  both  the  alaphatie  and  aromatic  series.  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
special  preparation  for  course  3,  which  follows  it.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten  hours  a  week. 


DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students,  viz.: 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  who  desire  a 
knowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and  sciences 
as  a  preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Domestic  Economy  by  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  connected  with 
the  management  and  care  of  the  home. 

The  new  "Practice  House,"  a  seven  room  cottage  near  the  Institute, 
affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household 
processes  (giving  of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions  of 
the  ordinary  home.  This  house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students  of  the 
department. 

Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related 
departments.     (See  pages  17,  18.) 

The  following  are  the  special  courses  offered  by  the  department  of 
Domestic  Economy : 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  A  full  course  in  hand  sewing,  consisting  of 
basting,  hemming,  gathering,  darning,  patching,  button-hole  practice,  etc., 
machine  practice,  care  of  machine,  drafting  of  patterns,  cutting  and  making 
undergarments. 

2.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  Drafting  of  dress  patterns  by  measurement, 
cutting,  fitting  and  making  dresses  with  and  without  lining. 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

3.  Dressmaking  (Three  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics,  their  special 
qualities,  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements,  drafting  by  simple 
system,  economical  cutting  of  material,  fitting  and  finishing  garments. 
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4.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general  way 
the  various  household  processes,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  selection,  prep- 
aration and  serving  of  food.    Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

5.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  A  critical  study  of  food  materials 
from  a  chemical,  physiological  and  economic  standpoint.  The  food  require- 
ments of  the  body  under  varying  conditions  are  considered,  and  dietaries 
made.    Lectures,  recitations  and  written  work. 

6.  Pood  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  The  application  of  the  preceding 
course  to  actual  problems — making  menus,  marketing,  preparation  and  serving 
of  meals.  Special  methods  of  working  out  dietaries.  Lectures  and  laboratory 
work.    Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  5  and  9. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  (Three  Majors.)  Laboratory  work 
covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  machine  work,  care 
of  sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  simple  garments. 
Students  will  be  required  to  make  a  complete  suit  of  undergarments,  a 
shirt-waist,  an  unlined  dress,  a  wool  dress,  a  fancy  dress.  Drafting  by  system, 
economical  cutting.  , 

9.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  The  application  of  heat  to  food  materials. 
Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small  quantities. 

Prerequisite,  Chemistry. 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  (One  Major).  A 
study  of  the  home.  The  course  includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning  with 
reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing, 
finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning  a 
house  to  meet  given  conditions;  (c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  includ- 
ing floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

11.  Household  Administration  (One  Major).  The  organization  and 
administration  of  the  household,  proper  division  of  income  under  various 
conditions,  economic  buying,  household  accounts,  domestic  service,  care  of 
the  house,  including  the  various  cleaning  processes.  Lectures,  recitations, 
assigned  readings  and  practical  work. 

Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  6  and  10. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  (One  Major). 
What  to  do  in  cases  of  emergencies,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocations, 
fainting,  etc.;  care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  food. 
Practice  in  preparing  food  for  invalids.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work. 

13.  Textiles  (One  Major).  Production,  properties,  preparation  and 
treatment  of  fibers  used  in  textile  manufactures.  The  development  of  spin- 
ning and  weaving  and  modern  processes  of  manufacturing.  The  laboratory 
work  includes  weaving,  dyeing,  laundering  and  basketry.  Lectures,  reading 
and  laboratory  work. 
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14.  Teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  (One  Major).  Application  of  the 
general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of 
Domestic  Economy  in  elementary  and  high  schools.  Correlation  with  other 
studies  in  the  curriculum.  History  of  the  development  of  the  domestic  econ- 
omy movement  in  the  United  States.  Planning  courses  of  study  and  equip- 
ment for  specific  schools.     Practice  teaching. 

15.  Advanced  Course  in  Cooking  and  Sewing  (One  Major).  This  course 
is  intended  (a)  to  give  additional  practice  in  cooking,  especially  in  large 
quantities;  (b)  practice  in  demonstrations;  (c)  practice  in  applying  school- 
room methods  in  cooking;  (d)  additional  practice  in  sewing. 

16.  Sewing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  for  normal  students 
who  enter  without  credit  in  sewing,  and  others  who  need  work  to  supple- 
ment Sewing  7  and  8.  It  will  include  a  study  of  stitches  used  in  decorative 
art,  with  application  to  wearing  apparel  and  household  articles. 

17.  Millinery  (One  Major).  This  course  is  planned  to  develop  original 
and  artistic  ideas  in  hat  making.  It  includes  the  making  of  wire  frames  and 
covering  them  with  straw,  lace,  embroidery;  copying  from  models  and 
pictures;  willow  and  buckram  work;  trimming;  study  of  line  and  color  best 
suited  to  the  individual. 


ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims: 
1.  Power  to  speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good 
literature.  3.  A  knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of  thought 
by  words.  4.  Familiarity  with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history  of  the  English 
language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
everyday  spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student;  written  exercises  are 
handed  to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  corrections. 

Oral  themes  are  a  regular  part  of  each  course. 

The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected  works 
of  best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the  student 
permits.  Care  is  taken  to  direct  attention  to  clear  and  concrete  matters  of 
style,  and  avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplementary  reading  is 
required  in  each  course. 

A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English 
Literature  is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  composition 
and  the  study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the  very  beginning; 
text-books  of  Rhetoric  and  Literature  are  used  for  study  and  reference. 

Supplementary  reading  is  required  in  connection  with  each  course  offered 
in  the  Academy  work  in  English. 
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Lower  Academy 

1.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  Two  of  the  following:  "Kidnapped," 
"Treasure  Island,"  "Autobiography  of  Franklin,"  "Tales  of  a  Traveller." 

Composition:  Short  Narrations  and  Descriptions;  special  attention  to 
spelling,  punctuation  and  sentence  structure.  Text-book,  Hitchcock's  Enlarged 
Practice  Book. 

(b)  Study  of  Literature:    "The  Lady  of  the  Lake"  and  "Julius  Caesar." 
Composition:    Same  as  course  (a)  Weekly  Themes  (Two  Majors). 

2.  (a)  Twenty  themes  in  once  a  week  courses  for  the  fall  and  winter 
quarters.  In  the  fall  quarter  Exposition  and  Argumentation  are  studied; 
in  the  winter  quarter  Description  and  Narration  are  reviewed.  (Quarter 
Major). 

(b)  Spring  Quarter.  Study  of  Literature  five  times  a  week.  The  fol- 
lowing selections  are  studied:  "The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "The  Ancient 
Mariner,"  'Sohrab  and  Rustum,"  "Silas  Marner,"  "Deserted  Village."  (One 
Major.) 

Two  weeks  given  to  Grammar  review. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  "Macbeth,"  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream," 
Milton's  Minor  Poems.  History  of  English  Literature  from  the  beginning  to 
1700. 

(b)  Composition:  Same  work  as  in  Courses  1  and  2  with  a  careful 
study  of  the  laws  that  govern  sentence  and  paragraph  structure.  Themes 
required  weekly  (One  Major). 

4.  Composition  and  Literature:  Continued  practice  in  description  and 
narration,  with  introductory  study  and  practice  in  exposition  and  argu- 
mentation ;  themes  oral  and  written  twice  a  week,  and  one  oral  debate  before 
the  class.  Special  attention,  in  connection  with  the  theme  work,  is  given  to 
rhetorical  elements.  Study  of  the  history  of  American  Literature  from  the 
colonial  period  to  1850  with  selections  from  various  authors.     (One  Major.) 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

5.  Study  of  Literature  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  history  of  English 
Literature  from  1700-1850  with  selections  from  various  authors. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

College 

6.  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  A  more  advanced  study 
of  the  principles  of  Rhetoric  with  a  careful  consideration  of  the  forms  of 
discourse — narration,  description,  exposition  and  argument.  Themes  required 
weekly,  with  one  long  term  paper  or  oral  debate  before  the  class. 

Prerequisite,  Courses  4  and  5. 
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7.  English  Literature  (One  Major).  Introductory  study  of  the  history 
of  the  English  language  and  literature,  with  accompanying  study  of  selected 
poetry  and  prose. 

Prerequisite,  Course  6. 

8.  Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  Short  themes 
required  daily;  long  themes  fortnightly.  Special  attention  given  to  individual 
correctness  and  style.    A  study  of  the  short  story. 


GERMAN  AND  FRENCH 

The  Modern  Language  Department  aims  (1)  to  give  a  clear  and  intel- 
ligible pronunciation  of  German  and  French;  (2)  to  enable  the  student  to 
read  easily  and  accurately,  without  translation,  German  and  French  prose 
of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility  in  reproducing  English  text  in 
idiomatic  German  and  French;  (4)  to  lay  the  foundation  for  appreciation  of 
modern  and  classic  German  and  French  literature. 

GERMAN 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  large 
vocabulary  and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the  student 
to  read  at  sight  easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the  basis  of  a 
thorough  drill  in  inflection,  use  of  particles,  the  model  auxiliaries,  the 
subjunctive  mode  and  the  simpler  idioms. 

Sponhoofd,  Blementarbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache;  Bacon,  Im  Vaterland; 
Rosegger,  Der  Lex  von  Gutenhag  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Review  of  elementary  grammar,  study  of  more  advanced  grammar, 
prose  composition  and  sight-reading.  Frequent  practice  in  conversation  and 
in  "freie  Reproduktion"  familiarize  the  student  with  much  colloquial  German. 
In  the  spring  quarter  scientific  reading  is  offered.  Thomas,  Practical  German 
Grammar,  Part  I;  Bernhardt,  German  Composition.  The  texts  read  are  the 
following  or  equivalents :  Lessing,  Minna  von  Barnhelm;  Schiller,  Wilhelm 
Tell;  Heyse,  L'Arrabbiata;  Benedix,  Liner  muss  heir  at  en;  Gore,  German 
Science  Reader  (Three  Majors). 

College 

3.  The  essential  features  of  the  student's  work  in  this  course  are 
constant  practice  in  oral  and  written  expression  with  a  widening  range  of 
syntax  and  idiom,  sight  translation,  a  systematic  review  of  grammar.  Thomas, 
German  Grammar,  selections  from  Part  II ;  Jagemann,  German  Syntax;  Pope, 
Prose  Composition;  Ball,  German  Drill  Book.  The  texts  read  are  the 
following  or  equivalents;  Freytag,  Die  Journalisten,  Aus  dem  Staat  Fricdrichs 
des  Grossen;  Sudermann,  Frau  Sorge  (Three  Majors). 

4.  This  course  aims  to  extend  the  student's  acquaintance  with  the  best 
modern  prose,  as  well  as  with  the  literary  movements  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
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tury.  Rapid  reading,  library  work,  with  weekly  themes  in  German  on  sub- 
jects suggested  by  the  course  give  a  stronger  grasp  of  the  language.  Critical 
readings  of  the  following  texts  or  equivalents:  Lessing,  Nathan  der  Weise; 
Schiller,  Die  Jungfrau  von  Orleans  (read  out  of  class),  Maria  Stuart, 
Wallenstein's  Tod;  Goethe,  selections  from  Dichtung  und  Wahrheit,  Gbtz  von 
Berlichingen,  Bgmont,  Hermann  und  Dorothea,  Iphigenie;  Grillparzer,  Der 
Traum,  ein  Leben;  Fulda,  Der  Talisman  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Hauptmann, 
Die  versunkene  Glocke  (read  out  of  class).  During  the  year  an  outline  of 
the  history  of  German  Literature  is  completed  as  far  as  Romanticism: 
Thomas,  German  Literature;  Keller,  Bilder  aus  der  deutschen  Literatur 
(Three  Majors). 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

In  Courses  2,  3,  4,  German  is  the  language  of  the  class-room. 

FRENCH 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation  and  the  principles  of 
grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictation,  memorizing  French  and 
practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understanding  both  written  and 
spoken  French.  Francois,  Beginner's  French;  Talbot,  Le  Frangais  et  sa 
Patrie;  Halevy,  L'Abbe  Constantin;  Labiche-Martin,  Le  Voyage  de  Mon- 
sieur Perrichon  (Three  Majors). 

2.  The  study  of  grammar  is  continued  with  more  advanced  composition. 
Some  of  the  works  of  modern  authors,  as  well  as  some  of  the  classic  dramas 
of  the  seventeenth  century  are  read.  Sight-reading,  conversational  practice 
with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation  and  memorizing  of  French 
form  an  important  part  of  the  course.  Fraser  and  Squair,  Shorter  French 
Course;  Bowen,  First  Scientific  French  Reader;  Merime,  Colomba;  Sand, 
La  Mare  au  Diable  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Erckmann-Chatrian,  Madame 
Therese;  Moliere,  Le  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme ;  Hugo,  La  Chute;  Pailleron, 
Le  Monde  ou  Von  s'ennuie;  Maupassant,  Huit  Contes  Choisis  (read  out  of 
class).    (Three  Majors). 

3.  The  work  comprises  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dramatic 
form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  paragraphs  into 
French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts  are  required. 
Ability  to  speak  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is  considered  an 
important  result  to  be  obtained.  Armstrong,  Syntax  of  the  French  Verb; 
Francois,  Advanced  French  Prose  Composition;  Lamartine,  Scenes  de  la 
Revolution  Frangaise;  Balzac,  Le  Cure  de  Tours;  Lamartine,  Meditations; 
Sandeau,  Mile  de  la  Seigliere;  About,  Le  Roi  des  Montagnes  (read  out  of 
class) ;  Scribe  and  Legouve,  Bataille  de  Dames;  Colin,  Advanced  Sight 
Translation  (Three  Majors). 

The  international  correspondence  plan  enables  students  in  this  depart- 
ment to  enter  into  correspondence  with  students  in  Germany  and  France. 
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HISTORY 

This  department  aims   (1)   to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  sttfcr 
of  history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great  facts,  perscs 
and  ideas   of  history;    (3)    to  stimulate  the   student   to   investigate   spec 
topics  and  to   form  independent  judgments,  thus  preparing  for  the  higl 
forms  of  historical  research. 

Lower  Academy 

2.  Civil  Government  (One  Major).  An  elementary  study  of  the  r- 
torical  development,  the  structure  and  administration  of  local,  state  a(i 
national  government  in  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  the  geneil 
principles  which  underlie  society,  and  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  citizei. 

Higher  Academy 

'6.    Greek  History  (One  Major). 

4.    Roman  History  (One  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence  [  F 
the  ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding  epochs  i 
history.    Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age.

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review 
the  changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course  tra<w 
the  development  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of  the  Empe 
by  Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  connectii 
between  past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important  questions  and  U- 
dencies  of  today. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

7.  Topics  in  the  Constitutional  History  of  the  United  States  (G? 
Major).  This  course  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced  wcc 
in  the  constitutional  history  of  the  United  States  and  in  allied  topics. 

Note.— A  valuable  collection  of  public  documents  affords  especial  fac- 
ities  for  the  work  of  this  course. 

8.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  advancl 
course  in  the  study  of  economic  principles,  as  illustrated  in  the  developing  t 
of  the  United  States. 

9.  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  introductory  coui; 
with  special  reference  to  our  industrial  development. 
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LATIN  AND  GREEK 
I.    LATIN 

The  instruction  of  the  first  two  years  is  designed  to  qualify  the  student 
to  understand  at  sight,  in  the  order  of  the  Latin,  a  passage  of  average 
difficulty;  to  translate  it  with  sure  grasp  of  vocabulary,  form  and  sentence 
!  structure ;  and  to  turn  into  Latin  simple,  idiomatic  English.  Especial  attention 
I  is  given  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  English  language  to  the  Latin. 

In  the  Higher  Academy,  grammatical,  biographical,  metrical  and  literary 
topics  receive  especial  attention.  In  general,  course  and  method  are  identical 
'for  all  students,  but  to  scientific  students  who  elect  Latin  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years,  the  department  endeavors  to  give  such  instruction  in  word 
formation  as  may  help  to  an  understanding  of  scientific  nomenclature. 
j  In  the  college  a  greatly  increased  proportion  of  time  can  be  given  to 
historical  and  literary  study.  The  reading  and  writing  of  Latin,  however, 
still  forms  the  substantial  part  of  the  work.  Close  attention  is  directed  to 
special  points  of  syntax,  style  and  metre,  and  the  history  of  Latin  literature 
is  studied. 

In  all  courses  translation  at  sight  will  form  a  part  of  the  work.  Each 
student  will  be  encouraged  to  work  independent  of  the  class.  This  usually 
i takes  the  form  of  the  study  of  a  special  topic  suggested  by  the  text,  or 
Collateral  reading  in  which  his  own  inclinations  may  be  consulted.  A  Depart- 
ment Library  of  carefully  selected  works,  including  all  necessary  books  of 
[reference,  is  at  his  disposal.  Photographs  and  lantern  slides  are  used  to 
illustrate  the  work  of  the  Department.

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II.    GREEK 

The  courses  in  Greek  cover  a  period  of  three  years,  two  of  which  are 
devoted  to  Academic  work;  the  third  corresponds  to  the  Freshman  year  of 
our  best  colleges.  The  work,  as  planned,  aims  at  as  rapid  acquirement  of 
the  elements  of  the  language  as  is  consistent  with  thoroughness,  that  there 
may  be  the  earliest  possible  introduction  to  the  literary  beauties.  Especial 
attention  is  called  throughout  to  the  points  of  agreement  and  difference 
between  Latin  and  Greek,  and  to  the  influence  of  Greek  and  the  Greeks  upon 
modern  culture. 

Translation  at  sight  is  practiced  systematically.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  the  development  of  the  power  of  understanding  the  text  without 
formal  translation. 

Higher  Academy

MANUAL  ARTS 

This  department  gives  (a)  instruction  in  Manual  Training  and  Drawing 
to  boys  of  the  Lower  Academy;  (b)  instruction  in  Drawing  to  girls  of  the 
Lower  Academy;  (c)  advanced  courses  in  Drawing,  Painting  and  Designing' 
to  students  in  the  Higher  Academy  and  College;  (d)  courses  in  Shopwork; 
and  Drawing  of  direct  practical  value  to  young  men  who  desire  to  fill 
positions  of  responsibility  in  industries  where  a  knowledge  of  both  the  theory 
and  practice  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  required;  (e)  a  course  designed  to 
prepare  students  to  become  machine  draftsmen;  (f)  vocational  courses  for 
woodworkers  and  metalworkers;  (g)  courses  in  Shopwork  and  Drawing, 
equivalent  to  those  of  the  first  two  years  in  Colleges  of  Engineering,  to  young 
men  who  are  working  toward  a  degree  in  engineering;  (h)  normal  training 
to  both  men  and  women  who  wish  to  teach  the  manual  arts  in  elementary, 
high  or  vocational  schools.

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METALWORKING 

2.  Metalworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  manual  training  course  in 
cold  metal  working  and  is  required  of  all  boys  in  the  second  year  of  the 
Lower  Academy.  It  consists  of  all  the  processes  fundamental  in  the  working 
of  the  common  metals  by  hand.  Among  them  are  chipping,  filing,  grinding, 
turning,  threading,  polishing,  coloring,  sawing,  soldering,  raising,  riveting, 
the  hardening  and  tempering  of  steel,  etc.  It  includes  work  in  cast  iron, 
machine  and  tool  steel,  tin,  copper,  brass  and  aluminum.  The  problems 
given  result  in  such  things  as  hammers,  calipers,  punches,  plates,  bowls, 
lanterns,  and  a  great  variety  of  other  objects.  During  a  part  of  the  course 
the  students  are  instructed  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  design,  and  to 
work  from  their  own  designs.  The  development  of  surfaces  and  intersections 
as  a  means  of  making  patterns  in  sheet  metal  is  also  taught.  Attention  is 
given  to  a  study  of  the  metallic  ores,  the  composition  of  the  common  metals, 
and  the  history  of  the  metalworking  industry. 

10.  Forging  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  instruction  in  building 
and  handling  the  forge  fire ;  in  the  use  of  the  hammer,  anvil,  tongs,  and  the 
other  tools  of  the  forge  shop ;  and  the  forging  and  welding  of  iron  and  steel. 
It  also  includes  forging,  hardening  and  tempering  tools. 

26.  Machine-Tool  Work  (Three  Majors).  This  course  comprises  exer- 
cises in  the  use  of  machine  tools  and  the  making  of  small  tools  and  parts  of 
machines.    It  involves  the  standard  processes  of  machine  shop  practice. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  2. 

27.  Machine-Tool  Work  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  course  in  machine 
shop  for  students  who  wish  to  get  advanced  credit  in  engineering  college 
courses.  It  covers  the  fundamental  processes  of  machine  tool  work  and  gives 
some  practice  in  machine  construction. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  2. 

28.  Vocational  Metatwork  (Three  Majors).  This  course  consists  of 
practical  experience  in  a  well  equipped  machine  shop  organized  as  a  producing 
factory.  Four  hours  a  day.  Men  with  some  previous  shop  training  desiring 
to  specialize  in  machine  shop  work  and  drawing  are  permitted  to  do  so.  For 
information  concerning  such  opportunities,  a  statement  concerning  equipment, 
and  for  list  of  evening  courses  in  metalworking,  send  for  special  circular  of 
the  Vocational  Courses  for  Woodworkers,  Metalworkers  and  Draftsmen. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  38. 

29.  Vocational  Metalwork  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  28  to  which  is  added  short  courses  in  piping  and  millwright  work. 
Students  who  expect  to  teach  metalworking  will  get  some  experience  as 
foremen. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  28.

38.  Metalworking  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  course  for  prospective 
teachers  of  manual  training,  and  covers  all  the  processes  fundamental  in 
the  working  of  the  common  metals  by  hand,  and  the  methods  of  teaching 
them.  Courses  are  planned  and  equipments  studied.  The  metals  used  are 
iron,  machine  and  tool  steel,  tin,  copper,  silver,  brass  and  aluminum.  A 
study  is  made  of  metallic  ores,  the  composition  of  the  common  metals,  and 
the  relation  of  the  industrial  processes  used  to  chemistry  and  other  sciences. 
Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  history  of  metalworking  and  to  the 
designing  of  art  metal  work.  The  course  also  includes  instruction  in  the 
development  of  surfaces  and  intersections  in  the  making  of  patterns  for 
architectural  and  structural  metal  work. 


MACHINE  AND  ARCHITECTURAL  DRAWING 

1.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  in  the  elements  of 
mechanical  drawing  runs  parallel  with  Woodworking  1.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  course  emphasis  is  placed  upon  working  drawings ;  later,  the  theory 
of  projection  is  taken  up,  also  the  study  of  developments  of  geometric  solids. 
Text:    Bennett,  Problems  in  Mechanical  Drawing. 

14.  Mechanical  Drawing  (Two  Majors).  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
a  thorough  grounding  in  geometrical  construction,  orthographic  projection, 
developments  and  intersections,  sketching  and  working  drawings.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  both  the  understanding  of  principles  and  skilful  execution. 
Text:    Evans,  Drafting  Room  Series  I  and  II. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

15.  Descriptive  Geometry  (Two  Majors).  A  course  covering  work  in 
plane  projections,  dealing  with  point,  line,  surface  and  solid.  Special 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  discussion  and  solution  of  original  problems,  and 
upon  the  study  of  the  theory  of  surfaces.    Text:  Miller,  Descriptive  Geometry. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  14  (1  major)  and  Mathematics  3. 

16.  Machine  Drawing  and  Design  (Two  Majors).    This  course  includes 

(a)  making  drawings  of  standard  machine  parts,  making  working  sketches 
and  drawings  from  machines,  and  assembly  drawings  from  working  drawings ; 

(b)  calculations  for  proportioning,  and  designs  of  bolts,  keys,  journals, 
bearings,  couplings,  feed  screws,  gears  and  cams,  with  a  study  of  tooth 
forms. 

The  course  aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineering 
schools.    Text:     Smith  and  Marx,  Machine  Design. 

Prerequisites:  Must  have  taken  or  be  taking  Physics  2,  Manual  Arts  6 
and  26,  and  must  have  taken  Manual  Arts  14.

17.  Machine  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  vocational  course  supple- 
ments Course  16,  and  places  emphasis  on  technique,  speed  and  accuracy. 
Instruction  is  given  in  the  use  of  the  slide  rule,  in  drafting  room  system, 
and  keeping  of  data.  The  students  pursuing  this  course  will  be  kept  on 
practical  drafting  work  involving  engine  construction,  machine  tool  design, 
installation  plans,  or  whatever  may  be  available  until  proficiency  is  acquired. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  work  of  the  Vocational  group  of 
studies  as  outlined  on  page  11  and  have  met  the  requirements  of  proficiency 
in  this  course  are  awarded  a  special  draftsman's  certificate. 

Machine  Design.  This  course  also  affords  an  opportunity  to  use  the 
drawing  room,  the  technical  literature  and  the  advice  of  the  technical 
instructors  in  pursuing  any  line  of  mechanical  investigation  or  design.  Credit 
will  be  given  according  to  the  work  done. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14  (one  major)  and  such  other  preparation 
as  may  be  necessary  to  profitably  undertake  the  desired  work. 

24.  Heat  Engines  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of 
the  principles  of  thermodynamics ;  (b)  study  of  the  various  classes  of  internal 
combustion  engines,  steam  engines  and  boilers;  (c)  testing  steam  engines, 
valve  setting,  and  gasoline  engine  operation;  (d)  drafting  room  work  relating 
to  the  subject. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14,  Physics  1,  Mathematics  5. 

18.  Architectural  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the 
principles  of  architectural  drafting  and  the  elements  of  building  construction. 
It  consists  of  designing  and  making  complete  working  drawings — floor  plans, 
elevations  and  details — of  cottages,  farm  buildings  and  suburban  houses. 
It  is  supplemented  by  lectures  and  text-book  work.  Students  consult  pub- 
lished plans  and  plans  loaned  by  local  architects.  Text:  King,  Constructive 
Carpentry;  Brigham,  Drazving  Plates. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14  (one  major). 

22.  Architectural  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  vocational  course 
for  woodworkers  and  draftsmen.  Students  in  this  course  are  given  practical 
work  on  plans,  elevations  and  details  of  buildings,  and  on  drawings  for 
interior  finish  and  furniture.  To  a  considerable  extent  drafting  office  methods 
are  employed.  Lectures  are  given  on  the  various  phases  of  building  construc- 
tion, designing  and  planning.  Text :  King,  Inside  Finishing  and  Constructive 
Carpentry. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14  (one  major). 

32.  Mechanical  Drazving  (One  Major).  This  is  essentially  a  course  in 
methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing,  but  includes  a  review  of  elementary 
mechanical  drawing  with  special  reference  to  technique,  working  drawings, 
principles  of  projection,  and  lettering. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14. 
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FREEHAND  DRAWING 

2.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  During  the  first  two  quarters  of 
the  year  this  course  correlates  with  Metalworking  2.  The  color  study  of  the 
course  is  applied  in  tile  setting.  The  third  quarter  is  devoted  to  the  principles 
of  perspective  and  still-life  drawing. 

3.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  in  pictorial  and  decora- 
tive drawing  required  of  girls  in  the  first  year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  The 
first  and  second  quarters  are  devoted  chiefly  to  still-life  drawing  in  outline 
and  color.  Such  objects  as  books,  boxes  and  vases  are  used  for  models.  The 
third  quarter  is  devoted  to  nature  drawing. 

4.  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  required  of  girls  in  the  second 
year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  The  second  half-year  is  given  to  mechanical 
drawing,  the  first  to  practical  work  and  design,  centering  upon  needlework. 
The  latter  involves  the  study  of  color  combinations  and  the  laying  on  of  flat 
tints  with  water  colors. 

12.  Freehand  Drawing  (Two  Majors),  (a)  Outline  and  light-and-shade 
drawing  from  models,  casts,  furniture  and  still-life,  using  pencil,  charcoal, 
pen  and  ink  and  water  color,  (b)  Lectures  on  freehand  perspective  and 
the  history  of  art.  For  home  work  in  connection  with  this  course  pupils  are 
advised  to  read  Tarbell,  History  of  Greek  Art,  and  Goodyear,  Roman  and 
Medieval  Art. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  1  and  2  or  3  and  4,  or  equivalent. 

13.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  continuation  of  Course  12, 
adding  pictorial  composition  and  outdoor  sketching  in  water  color,  pencil, 
and  pen  and  ink,  and  talks  on  perspective  of  shadows  and  reflections.  Pupils 
taking  this  course  are  advised  to  read  Goodyear,  Renaissance  and  Modern 
Art,  or  some  other  book  on  the  history  of  art  which  is  approved  by  the 
teacher. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12. 

19.  Drawing  from  the  Antique  (Three  Majors).  This  course  includes 
(a)  drawing  the  full  human  figure  and  various  details  from  the  cast,  ending 
with  the  draped  live  model  and  the  human  head;  (b)  history  of  painting  by 
means  of  pictures,  talks  and  text-books — Van  Dyke,  History  of  Painting. 

37.  Elementary  Art  (Three  Majors).  This  course  deals  with  typical 
forms  of  art  and  constructive  work  suitable  for  children  in  the  elementary 
schools,  and  practicable  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary  schoolroom. 
The  work  involves  the  study  of  color,  representation  drawing,  design,  model- 
ing, the  elements  of  mechanical  drawing  and  constructive  work.  It  is  a 
comprehensive  course  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  are  to  become 
supervisors  of  art  and  handwork  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12  and  14,  or  equivalent. 
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ART  CRAFTS  AND  DESIGN 

20.  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  consists  of  problems  in  (a) 
theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design,  (c)  applied  design,  and  (d)  mechan- 
ical perspective.  In  connection  with  applied  design,  instruction  is  given  in 
tooled  leather  work  and  stenciling. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12  or  equivalent. 

33.  Elementary  Handwork  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a) 
bookbinding  and  (b)  clay  work.  The  problems  given  are  such  as  may  be 
used  with  profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 

42.  Art  Metal  Work  and  Jewelry  (Three  Majors).  This  course  covers 
all  the  fundamental  constructive  and  decorative  operations  in  artistic  metal- 
working — raising,  seaming,  fluting,  paneling,  etching,  saw  piercing,  repousse 
and  chasing,  coloring  and  finishing,  enameling,  filigree  work  and  all  the 
various  kinds  of  stone  setting,  resulting  in  a  wide  variety  of  problems  in 
copper,  brass,  aluminum,  silver  and  gold.  A  thorough  training  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  rules  of  design  is  a  fundamental  part  of  the  course,  as  the  design 
and  construction  factors  are  equally  balanced.  A  study  is  made  of  gems  and 
gem  minerals. 

The  course  also  includes  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  art  metal- 
work  and  design  and  in  suitable  equipments  for  grammar  and  high  schools. 
Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  20  and  38. 

43.  Woodwork  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  upon  knowl- 
edge gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experience  in  designing 
for  woodworking.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects  suitable  for  school 
problems. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  5,  18  and  20. 


PEDAGOGY 


34.  Organisation  of  the  Manual  Arts  for  Educational  Ends  (One  Major). 
This  course  includes  (a)  organization  of  manual  training  and  art  work  in 
different  kinds  and  grades  of  schools,  (b)  study  of  courses  of  instruction, 
(c)  study  of  equipments,  (d)  planning  equipments  in  detail  to  meet  given 
conditions,  (e)  economic  and  engineering  problems  arising  in  equipping  for 
manual  training  work.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work,  and  a 
thesis  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

35.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  (One  Major).  This  course 
covers  (a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice  of  Pestalozzi, 
Froebel  and  other  educational  reformers,  (b)  educational  handwork  in 
European  countries,  (c)  the  development  of  manual  training,  art  instruction 
and  industrial  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States,  (d)  present 
problems.    Lectures,  discussions,  reading  and  written  work. 
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36  Teaching  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the 
principles  of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual 
arts,  (b)  methods  of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons 
observed,  taught  and  discussed.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work 
and  practice  teaching.     Text:     Thorndike,  Principles  of  Teaching. 

44.  Psychology  (One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  given 
with  special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Discussions,  reading  and 
written  work.    Text:     Thorndike  Elements  of  Psychology 

Prerequisite:     Graduation  from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high  school 

45.  Htstory  of  Education  (One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
discover  causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  development 
in  the  past  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  problems.  Text  • 
Monroe,  A  Text-book  in  the  History  of  Education.

MATHEMATICS 

From  the  very  start  the  Department  regards  mathematics  as  a  method 
of  science  and  endeavors  to  impress  its  vital  importance  by  its  applications 
as  well  as  by  the  logical  development  of  the  subject.  It  is  sought  to  lead 
the  student  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  the  scope  of  the  realm  of 
mathematical  thought,  and  to  give  him  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  how  and 
why  results  have  been  obtained,  and  how  and  for  what  purpose  they  may  be

science.    The  student  is  led  to  think  out  his  mathematics 

The  Mathematical  Laboratory  is  equipped  with  suitable  physical  and 
mathematical  apparatus,  modeling  frames,  spherical  blackboards  and  other 
devices,  drawing  instruments  and  colored  crayons.  A  well  selected  library 
is  always  at  the  service  of  students  and  teachers. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Algebra  (Three  Majors).    This  course  is  designed  to  make  the  tran-

correlate  algebra  and  geometry  and  to  illustrate  the  application  of  geometry 
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to  constructive  drawing,  elementary  physics,  engineering  and  other  practical 
problems.  Some  use  is  made  of  sines,  cosines  and  tangents  in  the  solution 
of  triangles. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  I. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Solid  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  The  more  essential  theorems  of  the 
subject  are  given.  Some  time  is  devoted  to  the  construction  of  models  and 
the  solution  of  practical  problems.  Attention  is  given  to  computation  errors 
in  reducing  data  obtained  by  measurement. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 

4.  Algebra  (One  Major).  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1,  but  gives 
a  more  extended  and  scientific  treatment  of  subjects  treated  in  that  course. 
Other  subjects  are  added,  such  as  simultaneous  equations,  inequalities,  and 
logarithms.  It  demands  of  the  student  the  power  to  use  Algebra  as  well  as 
the  ability  to  understand  it. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 

College 

5.  Plane  Trigonometry  (One  Major).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy 
of  computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the  transformation 
of  functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 

7.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually 
given  in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry  and 
Calculus,  and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  manner.  The 
more  elementary  and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are  considered, 
leaving  the  more  complicated  parts  until  the  following  year. 

Prerequisites,  Mathematics  3  and  4. 

8.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  in  continuation  of 
Course  7,  and  includes  Algebra,  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus  and  Differential  Equations,  and  their  application  to  physical  and 
mechanical  problems. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  (One  Major).  A  general  course  in  the  elements  of  Plane 
Surveying.  Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass,  level, 
transit,  stadia.     Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are  made. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  5  or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  establish 
these  principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to  numerous 
engineering  problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  training  in  the  use 
of  mathematics  as  applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use  of  engineering 
data. 

Prerequisite,  the  student  must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathematics  8. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gymnastic 
and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give  the  students 
such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and  maintain  a  vigorous 
physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  number  of  students,  especially 
the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exercise  that  will  be  within  the 
capacity  of  each  student. 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state.  On 
the  ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swimming 
pool,  showers  and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary  offices 
are  the  gymnasium  for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a  lecture 
room.  On  the  third  floor  is  located  a  large  social  hall.  Each  gymnasium 
contains  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  equipment  for  systematic  physical 
training. 

A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  students  and  all  Inter- 
collegiate and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field  is 
equipped  with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track,  jumping 
and  vaulting  pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by  the  Institute,  three 
on  Bradley  Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

All  athletic  activities  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  thoroughly 
trained  instructors. 

A  required  physical  examination  is  given  to  all  students.  Upon  the  basis 
of  this  examination  special  exercises  and  advice  is  given  according  to  the 
needs  of  the  individual  student. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES 


I.     For  Men 

Courses  for  men  include:  (1)  Marching,  (2)  Calisthenics,  (3)  Light 
Apparatus  Work,   (4)   Athletics. 

Note. — The  Physical  Training  Department  aims  to  create  and  supervise 
athletic  sports  for  students  of  all  ages  and  sizes.  To  this  end  soccer  foot- 
ball, basketball  and  baseball  leagues  are  operated  in  their  respective  seasons. 
These  leagues  are  open  to  students  who  do  not  represent  the  school  in 
intercollegiate  contests.  Suitable  trophies  are  awarded  to  the  winners  of  each 
league. 

II.    For  Women 

A  physical  examination  is  made  of  all  women  in  the  department  by  the 
director  during  the  early  part  of  the  fall  term.  Well  regulated  physical 
exercise  is  then  given  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  student. 
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Physical  exercise  consisting  of  a  graded,  systematic  course  of  healthful, 
body  building  exercise  and  recreation  is  required  three  hours  per  week  during 
the  first  two  years  of  each  student's  residence  at  the  Institute. 

(A  uniform  gymnastic  suit  is  required  and  student  should  consult  the 
director  before  procuring  one.) 

First  Year 

Elementary  Class  Work  in  Swedish  Gymnastics : 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit  for  play 
through  cooperative  games. 

(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the  class- 
room. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking  as,  round 
shoulders,  forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Second  Year 

More  advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus.  Physical  Balance  Work, 
Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing. 

The  fall  and  spring  quarters  are  devoted  to  out  of  door  sports.  Field 
Hockey,  Basketball,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 


PHYSICS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  laws  governing  the  physical  world.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is 
necessary  that  the  student  actually  see  these  laws  tested  by  experiment. 
This  is  done  both  in  lecture  demonstration  and  in  the  laboratory. 

The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  suitable 
for  courses  in  elementary  and  first  year  college  Physics  as  given  in  the  best 
technical  schools. 

The  lecture  room  is  provided  with  desk-arm  chairs,  large  instructor's 
table  fitted  with  water,  gas,  electricity,  lantern  with  reflectoscope,  dark  shades 
and  apparatus  cases  well  filled  with  good  apparatus  for  demonstration  pur- 
poses. 

Separate  laboratories  are  provided  for  the  elementary  and  college 
courses.  The  elementary  laboratory  is  designed  to  accommodate  one  hundred 
and  twenty  students  in  five  sections. 

At  one  end  of  the  college  laboratory  is  located  the  departmental  library 
which  is  well  supplied  with  the  leading  reference  books,  and  all  new  books 
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of  importance  will  be  purchased  as  they  appear.  Some  of  the  leading  scientific 
and  technical  periodicals  devoted  to  physics  and  electrical  engineering  are 
received  and  retained  in  the  laboratory. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  photometry  room  equipped  with  a  three  meter 
optical  bench,  Lummer-Brodhun  photometer  and  compound  universal  rotator. 

Higher  Academy 

1.  Blementary  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  introductory  course  is 
required  of  all  third  year  Academy  students.  It  deals  with  the  fundamental 
principles  of  mechanics,  sound,  magnetism  and  electricity,  heat  and  light. 
The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  elements  of 
this  fundamental  science;  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  the  whys  and 
hows  of  common  every  day  happenings,  and  to  train  the  mind  to  habits  of 
careful  observation  and  reasonably  accurate  deduction.  There  are  three 
recitations  and  two  double-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Text:     Mann  &  Twiss  Physics. 
Prerequisites,  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

College 

2.  Advanced  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  given  in  the 
second  year  of  college,  and  is  intended  primarily  for  those  expecting  to  take 
further  work  along  engineering  lines,  or  those  whose  later  college  work 
demands  a  second  course  in  Physics.  The  subject  is  treated  both  experi- 
mentally and  mathematically,  with  special  attention,  both  in  lectures  and 
laboratory,  to  the  practical  applications  of  the  various  branches.  The  exper- 
iments, while  they  cover  the  same  ground  as  the  elementary  course,  are  much 
more  advanced.  The  student's  attention  is  directed  to  the  study  of  possible 
sources  of  error. 

Text:     Duff,  et  al,  Text  Book  of  Physics. 

Laboratory  Manual:     Miller,  Laboratory  Physics. 

Prerequisites:     Physics  1  and  Plane  Geometry. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  student  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathe- 
matics 7. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  of 
studies  in  the  curriculum.  On  graduates  of  the  Science  and  Engineering 
Groups  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Science  will  be  conferred;  on  graduates 
of  the  Classics  Group,  the  degrees  of  Associate  in  Arts;  on  graduates  of  the 
Literature  Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Literature ;  on  graduates  of  the 
four-year  Domestic  Economy  Course  or  the  four-year  Manual  Training 
Course,  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred.  The  Academic 
certificate  will  b&  given  to  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any 
group  through  the  Higher  Academy. 

A  certificate  in  drafting  will  be  given  to  any  student  who  completes  the 
prescribed  course. 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute  at 
least  three  quarters. 

EXPENSES — Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows.  Full 
work  (3  or  more  classes),  $20.00  per  quarter;  2  classes,  $15.00  per  quarter; 
1  class,  $10.00'  per  quarter.  There  are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year. 
Students  absent  six  weeks  or  more  in  any  quarter  on  account  of  illness  or 
other  good  cause,  may  receive  a  reduction  in  the  fee.  Each  student  pays 
a  gymnasium  fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  admission  to 
games  held  under  Institute  management.  Necessary  text-books  are  provided 
by  the  Institute  free  of  charge.  Tuition  fees  should  be  paid  during  the  first 
two  weeks  of  each  quarter.  Neglect  to  do  so  will  render  students  liable  to 
be  refused  admittance  to  classes.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Bradley 
Polytechnic  Institute. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  Vocational  Courses,  the  Farmers'  Courses 
and  the  Evening  Classes  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees  by 
work  done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be  made  as 
early  as  possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of  (1) 
good  character  and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3)  inability  to  pay 
the  full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodging.  Board  and  room  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Institute  at  reasonable  rates.  The  Institute  will  make  special  efforts 
to  secure  satisfactory  conditions  as  to  boarding  and  rooming  accommoda- 
tions in  the  neighborhood.  A  list  of  boarding  places  is  kept  on  file  at  the 
Recorder's  office. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS— (a)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tui- 
tion in  the  College  for  a  year — 

1.  Two  scholarships  to  members  of  the  class  graduating  from  the 
Academy,  awarded  by  the  Faculty,  now  held  by  Howard  Bennett  and  Ruth 
Gordon. 

2.  Two  scholarships  to  the  two  graduates  having  the  highest  rank  in 
each  of  the  Peoria  High  Schools.  These  are  now  held  by  Estella  M.  Wheeler, 
Merida  A.  Wilde  and  Harry  A.  Crawford. 

(b)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tuition  in  the  Academy 
for  a  year — 

1.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Peoria  county  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade. 

2.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Tazewell  county  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade. 

(c)  The  University  of  Chicago  grants  each  year  two  scholarships  to 
be  awarded  to  the  two  members  of  the  graduating  class  maintaining  the 
highest  standing  in  their  college  work.  The  scholarships  are  of  the  value  of 
$120.00  each.  These  are  now  held  by  Adelina  M.  De  Lent  and  Theodora  C. 
Parker. 

Prize:  The  Scheele  Memorial  Medal.  Awarded  to  the  student  who 
ranks  highest  in  Chemistry.  This  prize  is  offered  by  Mr.  Wm.  V.  Dufner  of 
Peoria,  pharmacist,  and  is  of  solid  gold,  with  a  bas-relief  of  Carl  Wilhelm 
Scheele,  the  illustrious  Swedish  apothecary  and  chemist  (1742-1786). 

VOCATIONAL  OR  INDUSTRIAL  COURSES— The  Institute  offers 
(1)  a  four-year  course  for  Draftsmen. 

(2)  A  two-year  course  for  Woodworkers,  including  the  elements  of 
house  carpentry,  mill  work,  cabinet  making,  use  of  woodworking  machinery, 
etc. 

(3)  A  two-year  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  machine-shop 
practice,  Blacksmithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge,  Foundry,  Automobile  Repairing. 

(4)  A  Winter  Course  for  Farmers. 
Send  for  special  circular. 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  give  instruction  in  practical  work  and  are 
intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops  and  factories  who  can  not  take 
advantage  of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in  session  from  October  to  May, 
meeting  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings. 

The  following  courses  are  given : 

Woodworking  and  Patternmaking,  Machine  Shop,  Mechanical  and  Ma- 
chine Drawing,  Blue  Print  Reading,  Art  Metal,  Jewelry  (Saturday  morning), 
Architectural  Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing. 
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The  same  courses  will  be  given  in  1914-1915,  and,  in  addition,  there 
will  be  offered  courses  in  Mathematics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism,  Freehand 
Drawing. 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy,  extended  from  June  23d  to  July  26th,  1913.  It  was  conducted 
under  the  superintendency  of  Charles  A.  Bennett,  head  of  the  Manual  Arts 
Department.    More  than  half  the  states  of  the  Union  were  represented.

18.  Dressmaking  and  Art  Needle  Work.  19.  Millinery.  20.  Elementary

Teaching  Domestic  Economy.. 

The  tuition  is  $25.00  for  three  courses,  $20.00  for  two,  $15.00  for  one. 

The  Summer  School  for  1914  will  offer  similar  courses.  It  is  held  from 
June  22  to  July  25.     Send  for  special  circular  issued  in  March. 

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU— During  the  summer  of 
1904  the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station  at 
the  north  end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Insitute.  This  is  under 
charge  of  Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps  are  sent  out 
from  the  station.    Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller  to  Institute  classes. 

CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES— A  brief  chapel  service,  which 
all  students  are  expected  to  attend,  is  held  daily.  This  service  is  designed 
to  afford  an  opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  daily  reminder  of  the 
unity  of  the  school.  Occasionally  musical  programs  and  addresses  by  promi- 
nent professional  and  business  men  on  practical  topics  take  the  place  of  the 
chapel  service. 

On  Friday  evening,  January  30,  Euripides'  Iphigenia  among  the  Taurians 
was  given  by  members  of  the  Classical  Club. 

On  Thursday  evening,  March  5,  two  plays  were  given  by  the  Modern 
Language  Department,  one  in  French,  the  other  in  German. 

The  reflectoscope  or  lantern  slides  are  frequently  employed  in  connection 
with  informal  talks  in  different  departments,  especially  Manual  Arts,  the 
Sciences,  History,  the  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages. 

THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD— Athletics  are  under  direct  control  of  a 
board  made  up  of  five  members  of  the  Faculty  and  five  representatives  elected 
from  various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  representative.  Actions 
of  the  Board  are  subject  to  revision  by  the  Faculty. 
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THE  COUNCIL  consists  of  eight  representatives  from  the  student  body 
and  three  from  the  Faculty. 

Four  of  the  students  are  elected  from  the  College,  two  from  the  Higher 
Academy  and  two  from  the  Lower  Academy,  equally  divided  between  young 
men  and  young  women.  The  young  man  from  the  Senior  class  acts  as 
President  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  has  under  its  care,  The  Tech,  The  Polyscope,  Literary 
Societies,  Clubs  and  Organizations,  in  short  all  student  activities  not  con- 
ducted by  the  Athletic  Board. 


ORGANIZATIONS 

THE  ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  CLUB  recognizes  and  encourages  artistic 
handicraft  and  original  design  among  the  students.  It  is  a  member  of  the 
National  Handicraft  League  and  receives  and  exhibits  the  National  Traveling 
Exhibit.    It  also  holds  numerous  minor  exhibits  during  the  school  year. 

THE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  holds  one  regular  meeting  each  quar- 
ter. It  studies  chiefly  local  history  and  its  relation  to  State  and  National 
history.  It  also  discusses  current  events  especially  those  having  political, 
economical  and  social  bearing. 

THE  ENGLISH  CLUB  is  designed  to  create  greater  interest  in  English 
Literature.     Its  meetings  are  every  two  weeks.    A  banquet  is  held  each  year. 

THE  PEDAGOGIC  CLUB  has  a  two-fold  aim— professional  and  social. 
On  its  professional  side  it  discusses  problems  of  teaching  chiefly  in  Manual 
Training  or  Domestic  Economy. 

THE  CLASSICAL  CLUB  was  organized  in  January,  1913,  to  promote 
interest  in  Classical  subjects.  Its  meetings  are  monthly  with  a  banquet  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

THE  BRADLEY  DEBATING  CLUB  meets  every  two  weeks  and  gives 
a  fine  opportunity  for  practice  in  debating  and  also  in  other  literary  forms. 
Three  public  debates  have  been  held  during  this  school  year.  Representatives 
of  the  college  debated  on  March  6,  with  Illinois  College  at  Jacksonville.  The 
Academy  team  debated  at  Bradley  with  the  Peoria  High  School  on  May  1. 

PELLITE  DESIDERIUM— A  club  for  girls  who  live  outside  Peoria. 
It  has  frequent  meetings  for  social  purposes  or  for  the  presentation  of 
programs. 

THE  CHORUS  gives  training  in  singing  and  in  the  interpretation  of 
the  best  music.    It  is  open  to  students  and  friends  of  the  Institute. 

THE  BRADLEY  SYMPHONY  ORCHESTRA  is  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Harold  Plowe.    Membership  is  open  to  students  and  others  interested  • 
in  musical  culture. 

The  Chorus  and  Orchestra  give  a  concert  each  year  in  March.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

MR-  ^NP  M5S;  T0BIAS  S-  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased 
children.  To  assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together 
™  t>  j^  ™mber  of  educational  institutions,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr  Bradley  in  1867  delayed  action  for  some  time.  Later  Mrs  Bradlev 
took  the  matter  up  and  formulated  her  wishes  substantially  as  they  are  now 
expressed  in  the  constitution  of  the  Institute.  It  was  her  ambition  to  afford 
the  young  people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  practical 
and  serviceable  education,  and  particularly  to  teach  them  to  work  and  to 
regard  work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after  her

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ADMISSION 

Entrance. — Graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Academy  without  examination  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate 
of  graduation. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. — Students  who  have  done  work 
elsewhere  in  high  schools,  academies  or  colleges  will  be  admitted  on  pre- 
sentation of  a  certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work  completed.

At  the  end  of  one  quarter,  if  the  student's  work  is 
satisfactory,  the  credits  from  his  former  school  will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as 
they  cover  the  work  of  the  Institute. 

Unclassified  Students. — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular  course 
may  be  admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  with 
advantage.

CURRICULUM 

THE  Courses  of  Study  are  arranged  so  that  a  student  may  enter  at  the 
end  of  the  common  school  course  and  continue  through  six  (in  some 
lines  eight)  years'  work,  gaining  a  broad  and  practical  general  education 
md  in  addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following  pursuits:  (1) 
Business,  Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Advanced  Study  in  a 
College,  University,  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3)  Professional  Study  in 
Law  or  Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Training  or  Domestic  Science,  or 
Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

DIVISIONS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

I.  The:  Academy 

A. — Lower  Academy. — The  Lower  Academy  corresponds  to  the  first  two 
lears  of  a  High  School  Course.  The  work  of  the  Lower  Academy  aims  to 
ay  a  firm  and  broad  foundation.  At  this  period,  in  most  cases,  neither  pupil, 
eacher,  nor  parents  can  decide  rationally  upon  the  peculiar  bent  of  the  pupil's 
nind ;  for  these  two  reasons  the  curriculum  for  this  period  is  made  to  include 
i  wide  variety  of  work,  and  is  nearly  the  same  in  all  groups  except  for  those 
Hirsuing  vocational  courses. 

B. — Higher  Academy. — The  Higher  Academy  corresponds  to  the  last  two 
tears  of  a  High  School  Course.  When  the  student  reaches  the  Higher 
\cademy,  some  knowledge  of  his  special  tastes  and  aptitudes  has  been  gained. 
:Ie  is  then  allowed  to  specialize  to  a  limited  extent  in  Science,  Engineering, 
literature,  Classics,  or  Vocational  Studies. 

II.  The;  College 

A. — Courses  covering  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  of  a  College 
Jniversity  or  Engineering  School. 

The  student  chooses  one  of  the  following  groups: 
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1.  Science  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe* 
matics,  and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  the  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  B.  S.    It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical  schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group,  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics,  Science,  Mechan- 
ical Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year 
in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Classics  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Latin  and  Greek  and 
prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading  to  the  degree 
of  A.  B. 

4.  Literature  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Languages 
and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  or  B.  L. 

B. — Teachers'  Training  Courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy. 

1.  Two  Courses  requiring  two  years,  two  three-year  courses  and  a  four- 
year  course,  all  preparatory  to  teaching  Manual  Training.  The  four-yeai 
course  gives  the  B.  S.  Degree.    For  details  see  p.  15. 

2.  A  two-years'  course  and  a  four-years'  course  preparatory  to  teaching 
Domestic  Economy.  The  four-years'  course  gives  the  B.  S.  Degree.  Fco 
details  see  pp.  18,  19. 

All  of  these  Teachers'  courses  include  Pedagogy  as  well  as  theoretica 
and  practical  training  in  the  special  subjects. 

III.    Vocational  Courses 

The  Vocational  or  Industrial  Classes  are  designed  to  meet  the  deman! 
for  training  which  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  variety  of  industrie 
requiring  shop  training  and  experience  and  a  certain  amount  of  technic? 
knowledge. 

Several   courses   are   offered: 

(1)  A  course  for  Draftsmen. 

(2)  A  course  for  Woodzvorkers,  including  the  elements  of  house  cai 
pentry,  mill  work,  cabinet  making,  use  of  woodworking  machinery,  etc. 

(3)  A  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  machine  shop  practic 
Blacksmithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge,  Foundry,  Automobile  Repairing. 

(4)  Theoretical  and  practical  study  of  the  Automobile  (one  year' 
including  the  principles  of  electricity  involved,  gas  engines,  repair  wor 
driving,  etc.— class  and  laboratory  work.    See  Course  48,  p.  '65. 

(5)  A  Winter  Course  for  Farmers. 
Send  for  special  circulars. 

A  student  entering  one  of  these  courses,  will  be  assigned  to  those  class 
which  will  soonest  fit  him  for  the  occupation  he  desires  to  follow.  A  recoi 
will  be  kept  of  his  work  and  this  will  be  available  at  any  time  as  a  basis  I 
recommendation  to  any  prospective  employer. 

Four  years'  successful  work  will  entitle  a  student  to  graduate  from  t 
Academy. 
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IV.  Evening  Classes 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  give  instruction  in  practical  work  and  are 
intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops  and  factories  who  can  not  take 
advantage  of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in  session  from  October  to  May, 
meeting  on  two  evenings  each  week. 

The  following  courses  are  given: 

Woodworking  and  Patternmaking,  Machine  Shop,  Mechanical  and  Ma- 
rine Drawing,  Blue  Print  Reading,  Art  Metal,  Jewelry  (Saturday  morning), 
Architectural  Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing,  Study  of  the  Automobile 
(Electricity  and  Gas  Engines). 

The  same  courses  will  be  given  in  1915-1916,  and,  in  addition,  there 
vill  be  offered  courses  in  Shop  Mathematics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism, 
Freehand  Drawing. 

V.  Summer  School 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
economy,  extended  from  June  22d  to  July  25th,  1914.  It  was  conducted 
mder  the  superintendency  of  Charles  A.  Bennett,  head  of  the  Manual  Arts 
Department.     More  than  half  the  states  of  the  Union  were  represented.

.5.  Bookbinding  and  Clay  Work.  16.  Art  Metal  Work.  17.  Sewing  and 
Textiles.  18.  Dressmaking  and  Art  Needle  Work  .  19.  Millinery.  20.  Ele- 
nentary  Cooking.

I.     Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Manual  Training 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  all  the  following  groups  of  studies 
e  the  same— four  years  of  approved  academic  work.  This  should  include 
uglish,  Mathematics,  Foreign  Language,  Science  and  History,  and,  if  possible, 
e  elements  of  Freehand  and  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Woodworking.  A 
ploma  will  be  given  to  those  who  present  these  entrance  requirements 
y  complete  any  one  of  the  first  four  courses  below;  on  completion  of  the 
[th  course  the  student  receives  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

Students  who  before  entering  the  Institute  have  taken  courses  equivalent 
any  of  these  given  below,  will  be  given  due  credit,  but  they  may  be  sub- 
bed to  an  examination  to  determine  whether  courses  taken  are  equivalent. 

1.  A  two-year  course  (programs  A  and  C  given  below),  for  men  who 
wish  to  teach  or  supervise  Manual  Training  in  elementary  schools 
In  C  these  students  will  elect  Woodworking  31,  and  Woodwork 
Design  43. 

2.  A  two-year  course  (programs  B  and  C),  for  women  who  wish  to 
teach  or  supervise  Drawing,  Sewing  and  Elementary  Manual  Train- 
ing. In  C  they  will  elect  Elementary  Art  37.  This  course  is  especially 
suited  to  young  women  who  have  already  been  successful  in  teaching 
other  school  subjects. 

I  3.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to 
teach  Woodworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Woodwork  7  and  8,  and  Architectural 
Drafting  22. 

4.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to 
teach  Metalworkmg  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Metalwork  28  and  29,  and  Machine  Draft- 
ing 17. 

5.  A  four-year  course  for  men  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  to  teach 
manual  training  and  allied  subjects  while  working  for  their  bachelor's 
degree.  Half  of  the  time  of  the  course  is  spent  in  shopwork,  drawing 
and  the  special  pedagogy  of  the  Manual  Arts;  the  other  half  is 
given  to  Language,  Science,  Mathematics,  Education,  History  part 
required  and  part  elective.  The  electives  in  this  course  enable  a 
student  to  prepare  himself  to  direct  Athletics  or  teach  Mathematics  or 
bcience  in  addition  to  Drawing  and  Shopwork. 

Students  who  have  not  taken  two  years  of  foreign  language  before  enter- 
snould  meet  this  requirement  in  choosing  their  electives.

DEPARTMENTS 


BIOLOGY 

THIS   Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits,  I 
both  the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology.     It 
makes   especial   effort  to  give  good  training  to   students  preparing  to 
enter  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  compound 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus,  necessary  for  the  general  work  of  the  depart- 
ment The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the  Physiological  and 
Bacteriological  work  in  the  College.  In  connection  with  the  laboratories  is 
the  Museum.  It  consists  primarily  of  the  mounted  birds,  mammals  and 
other  biological  collections  and  herbarium  of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Association. 
To  this  has  been  added  a  collection  of  shells  and  corals  presented  by  several 
gentlemen  of  Peoria,  a  collection  of  insects  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
and  a  herbarium  presented  by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well  as  many 

smaller  gifts. 

The  library  of  the  department  contains  many  of  the  best  reference  books 
and  periodicals  in  the  English  language,  and  at  least  the  most  representative 
foreign  publications.  The  Illinois  River,  Peoria  Lake  and  the  diversified 
land  formations  in  the  neighborhood  offer  collecting  grounds  unexcelled  in 
number  and  variety  of  life  forms.  Excursions  and  collecting  tours  are 
often  made. 

Academy 

1  Elementary  Botany  (One  Major).  An  introduction  to  the  phenomena 
of  life  as  embodied  in  plants,  especially  those  aspects  that  touch  humar 
interests  and  activities.  The  aim  is  to  give  a  certain  appreciation  of  plants 
and  the  relation  of  plant  life  to  human  life.  Elementary  biological  truths 
the  life  processes  and  problems  of  living  things  are  presented  through  a  first 
hand  study  of  plant  life.  It  includes  such  subjects  as  forestry,  weeds,  plan 
breeding,  plant  culture,  decorative  plants,  and  the  plant  industries.  Th; 
student  is  required  to  make  a  collection  of  the  leaves  of  the  common  trees 
Recitations  three  hours  a  week;  laboratory  and  field  work  four  or  five  hour 
a  week.    Text-book,  Coulter,  Plant  Life  and  Plant  Uses. 

2  Elements  of  Zoology  (Two  Majors).  Introduction  to  the  structure 
relations,  habits  and  activities  of  animal  life.  Importance  is  given  to  functio: 
rather  than  to  the  structure.  The  economic  relations  of  animals  to  civic  life  i 
emphasized,  hence  special  work  upon  insects  and  birds  and  their  relation  t 
human  affairs.  Field  trips  are  taken.  Recitations  three  hours  a  week,  fiel 
and  laboratory  work  four  or  fire  hours  a  week.  Text-book,  Colton 
Descriptive  and  Practical  Zoology. 
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College 

3.  General  Biology  (Three  Majors).  The  principles  of  animal  and  plant 
biology,  presenting  the  fundamental  facts  of  vital  structure  and  function 
The  study  of  the  development,  anatomy,  histology  and  physiology  of  a 
vertebrate  and  a  flowering  plant,  followed  by  animal  and  plant  types  selected 
to  illustrate  fundamental  principles.  In  lectures  some  of  the  important 
theoretical  and  practical  problems  of  biology  are  discussed,  such  as  Evolution 
Heredity  and  Eugenics,  Animal  Behavior,  etc.  Lectures  and  laboratory  ten 
hours  a  week. 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions  of 
he  human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chemistry, 
he  study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the  chemistry 
)f  the  blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion.  The  second 
erm's  work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circulation  and  animal  heat 
ind  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special  sense  organs  The 
ourse  is  designed  for  the  general  student  as  well  as  for  those  specializing 
d  the  direction  of  medicine,  and  will  be  helpful  also  for  advanced  work  in 
)omestic  Science.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Prerequisite 
Elementary  Chemistry.    Text-book,  Martin,  Human  Body. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  gen- 
ral  knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds  and  other  micro-organisms  and 
le  application  to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water-supplies,  sewage 
isposal,  soils,  dairying,  fermentative  industries,;  food  preservation  and 
ecomposition,  transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  immunity,  sanitation 
id  control  of  infection  and  contagious  diseases.  The  laboratory  work 
itroduces  general  bacteriological  methods,  the  preparation  of  culture  bacteria, 
ie  bacteriological  examination  of  air,  water,  milk,  etc.  Text-book,  Marshall's 
microbiology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamental 
maples  of  the  science  of  Chemistry  as  a  part  of  a  general  education;  to 
velop  the  reasoning  powers  of  the  student  and  lead  him  by  actual  experi- 
m  and  observation  to  a  knowledge  of  the  more  important  substances 
ssessing  economic  value  that  are  met  with  in  everyday  life.  Excursions 
t  made  to  the  various  industries  of  chemical  interest  in  and  near  Peoria 
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Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight  hours 
weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the  subject 
is  treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  subject  and  to  chemical! 

calculations.  I 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  principles  studied  m 
the  lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to  enable  the 
students  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical  combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best 
apparatus  and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry  The  depart- 
ment library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and  periodicals, 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  important  new  books  as 
they  appear.

1     General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),     (a)  Characteristics  of  chemica] 
change    elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.    Lectures  and  laboratory 
ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  continuation  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halogens 
sulphur  and  nitrogen  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis.

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  importan 
compounds.  Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the  identmcatioi 
of  simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qualitative  analysis,  bi* 
at  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  should  be  able  to  identify  any  simple  salt 
and  understand  the  separation  of  various  groups  and  elements.  Lectures  an 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.    Prerequisite,  Physics  1,  or  its  equivalent.

Lectures  and  laboratory  work  in 
the  examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the  quantitative 
determination  of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common,  typical  foods,  ten 
hours  a  week. 

4.  Elementary  Organic  Chemistry  (Two  Majors).  A  systematic  study 
:>f  the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives,  including  typical  representatives 
Df  both  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
special  preparation  for  course  3,  which  follows  it.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
en  hours  a  week. 


DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students,  viz.: 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  who  desire  a 
uowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and  sciences 
s  a  preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Domestic  Economy  by  a  com- 
rehensive  study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  connected  with 
le  management  and  care  of  the  home. 

The  "Practice  House,"  a  seven  room  cottage  near  the  Institute,  affords 
n  excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household  processes 
giving  of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary 
ome.     This  house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students  of  the  department. 

Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related 
spartments.     (See  pages  17.  18.) 

The  following  are  the  special  courses  offered  by  the  department  of 
omestic  Economy: 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  A  full  course  in  hand  sewing,  consisting  of 
isting,  hemming,  gathering,  darning,  patching,  button-hole  practice,  etc., 
achine  practice,  care  of  machine,  drafting  of  patterns,  cutting  and  making 
idergarments. 

2.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  Drafting  of  dress  patterns  by  measurement, 
tting,  fitting  and  making  dresses  with  and  without  lining.

3.  Dressmaking  (Three  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics,  their  special 
'alities  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements,  drafting  by  simple 
:  stem,  economical  cutting  of  material,  fitting  and  finishing  garments. 
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4.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general  wa3 
the  various  household  processes,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  selection,  prep- 
aration and  serving  of  food.    Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

5.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  A  critical  study  of  food  materials 
from  a  chemical,  physiological  and  economic  standpoint.  The  food  require 
ments  of  the  body  under  varying  conditions  are  considered,  and  dietaries 
made.     Lectures,  recitations  and  written  work. 

6.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  The  application  of  the  preceding 
course  to  actual  problems— making  menus,  marketing,  preparation  and  servin, 
of  meals.  Special  methods  of  working  out  dietaries.  Lectures  and  laborator 
work.    Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  5  and  9. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  (Three  Majors).  Laboratory  wor 
covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  machine  work,  car 
of  sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  simple  garment! 
Students  will  be  rquired  to  make  a  complete  suit  of  undergarments, 
shirt-waist,  an  unlined  dress,  a  wool  dress,  a  fancy  dress.  Drafting  by  systen 
economical  cutting. 

9.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  The  application  of  heat  to  food  material 
Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small  quantities. 

Prerequisite,  Chemistry. 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  (One  Major). 
study  of  the  home.  The  course  includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning  wit 
reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framin: 
finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning, 
house  to  meet  given  conditions;  (c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  incluf 
ing  floor  plans  elevations,  details. 

11.  Household  Administration  (One  Major).  The  organization  ar 
administration  of  the  household,  proper  division  of  income  under  varioi 
conditions,  economic  buying,  household  accounts,  domestic  service,  care  i 
the  house,  including  the  various  cleaning  processes.  Lectures,  recitation 
assigned  readings  and  practical  work. 

Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  6  and  10. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  (One  Mojoi 
What  to  do  in  cases  of  emergencies,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocation 
fainting,  etc.;  care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  foo 
Practice  in  preparing  food  for  invalids.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laborato 
work. 

13.  Textiles  (One  Major).  Production,  properties,  preparation  ai 
treatment  of  fibers  used  in  textile  manufactures.  The  development  of  spi 
ning  and  weaving  and  modern  processes  of  manufacturing.  The  laborato 
work  includes  weaving,  dyeing  and  basketry.  Lectures,  reading  and  laborato 
work.

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14.  Teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  (One  Major).  Application  of  the 
general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of 
Domestic  Economy  in  elementary  and  high  schools.  Correlation  with  other 
studies  in  the  curriculum.  History  of  the  development  of  the  domestic  econ- 
omy movement  in  the  United  States.  Planning  courses  of  study  and  equip- 
ment for  specific  schools.     Practice  teaching. 

15.  Advanced  Course  in  Cooking  and  Sewing  (One  Major).  This  course 
is  intended  (a)  to  give  additional  practice  in  cooking,  especially  in  large 
quantities;  (b)  practice  in  demonstrations;  (c)  practice  in  applying  school- 
room methods  in  cooking;  (d)  additional  practice  in  sewing. 

16.  Sewing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  for  normal  students 
who  enter  without  credit  in  sewing,  and  others  who  need  work  to  supple- 
ment Sewing  7  and  8.  It  will  include  a  study  of  stitches  used  in  decorative 
art,  with  application  to  wearing  apparel  and  household  articles. 

17.  Millinery  (One  Major)  This  course  is  planned  to  develop  original 
and  artistic  ideas  in  hat  making.  It  includes  the  making  of  wire  frames  and 
covering  them  with  straw,  lace,  embroidery;  copying  from  models  and 
pictures;  willow  and  buckram  work;  trimming;  study  of  line  and  color  best 
suited  to  the  individual. 


ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims: 
,1.  Power  to  speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good 
literature.  3.  A  knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of  thought 
by  words.  4.  Familiarity  with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history  of  the  English 
language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
everyday  spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student;  written  exercises  are 
handed  to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  corrections. 

Oral  themes  are  a  regular  part  of  each  course. 

The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected  works 
of  best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the  student 
permits.  Care  is  taken  to  direct  attention  to  clear  and  concrete  matters  of 
style,  and  avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplementary  reading  is 
required  in  each  course. 

A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English 
Literature  is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  composition 
and  the  study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the  very  beginning ; 
text-books  of  Rhetoric  and  Literature  are  used  for  study  and  reference. 

Supplementary  reading  is  required  in  connection  with  each  course  offered 
in  the  Academy  work  in  English.

GERMAN  AND   FRENCH 

The  Modern  Language  Department  aims  (1)  to  give  a  clear  and  intel- 
ligible pronunciation  of  German  and  French;  (2)  to  enable  the  student  to 
read  easily  and  accurately,  without  translation,  German  and  French  prose 
of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility  in  reproducing  English  text  in 
idiomatic  German  and  French;  (4)  to  lay  the  foundation  for  appreciation  of 
modern  and  classic  German  and  French  literature. 

GERMAN 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  large 
vocabulary  and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the  student 
to  read  at  sight  easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the  basis  of  a 
thorough  drill  in  inflection,  use  of  particles,  the  modal  auxiliaries,  the 
subjunctive  mode  and  the  simpler  idioms.

;  It  includes  the  reading  of  several  of  the  dramas  and  poems  of  Lessing, 
'oethe,   Schiller  and   Grillparzer,  with  study  of  their  lives.     Some  of  the 
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representative  works  of  important  authors  of  the  modern  period  as  Haupt- 
mann  and  Sudermann  are  read  out  of  class.  One  such  contemporary! 
work  is  completed  every  quarter.  The  texts  read  are  the  following  or; 
equivalents :  Lessing,  Nathan  der  Weise;  Schiller,  Maria  Stuart,  Wallenstein's 
Tod;  Goethe,  selections  from  Dichtung  und  Wahrheit,  Gbtz  von  Berlichingen.

During  the  year  an  outline  of  the  history  of  German  Literature  is  studied:

FRENCH 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation  and  the  principles  of 
grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictaion,  memorizing  French  and 
practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understanding  both  written  and 
spoken  French.

Sight-reading,  conversational  practice 
with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation  and  memorizing  of  French 
form  an  important  part  of  the  course.  Fraser  and  Squair,  French  Grammar, 
Koren,  French  Composition;  Bowen,  Scientific  French  Reader;  Merimee! 
Colomba;  Sand,  La  Mare  au  Diable  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Erckmann-Chatrian; 
Madame  Theresie;  Moliere,  Le  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme;  Feuillet,  Le  Roman 
d'un  Jeune  Homme  Pauvre  (read  out  of  class) ;  Hugo,  La  Chute;  Pailleron' 
Le  Monde  ou  I'On  S'Bnnuie. 

3.  The  work  comprises  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dramati' 
form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  paragraphs  into 
French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts  are  required 
Ability  to  speak  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is  considered  ai 
important  result  to  be  obtained.  Armstrong,  Syntax  of  the  French  Verb, 
Frangois,  Advanced  French  Prose  Composition;  Lamartine.  Scenes  de  k 
Revolution  Frangaise;  Balzac,  Le  Cure  de  Tours;  Lamartine,  Meditations, 
Sandeau,  Mile  de  la  Seigliere;  About,  Le  Roi  des  Montagnes  (read  out  oi 
class)  ;  Scribe  and  Legouve,  Bataille  de  Dames;  Moliere,  L'Avare;  Dumas 
La  Tulipe  Noire  (read  out  of  class).    (Three  Majors.) 
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HISTORY 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  study 
of  history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great  facts,  persons 
and  ideas  of  history;  (3)  to  stimulate  the  student  to  investigate  special 
topics  and  to  form  independent  judgments,  thus  preparing  for  the  higher 
forms  of  historical  research. 

Lower  Academy 

2.  Civil  Government  (One  Major).  An  elementary  study  of  the  his- 
oncal  development,  the  structure  and  administration  of  local,  state  and 
lational  government  in  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  the  general 
)rinciples  which  underlie  society,  and  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  citizens. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Greek  History  (One  Major). 

4.  Roman  History  (One  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence  of 
he  ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding  epochs  of 
istory.    Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age. 

College 

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review  of 
ie  changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course  traces 
ie  aevelopment  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of  the  Empire 
V  Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  connection 
etween  past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important  questions  and  ten- 
ancies of  today.

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II.    GREEK 

The  courses  in  Greek  cover  a  period  of  three  years,  two  of  which  are 
devoted  to  Academic  work;  the  third  corresponds  to  the  Freshman  year  of 
our  best  colleges.  The  work,  as  planned,  aims  at  as  rapid  acquirement  of 
the  elements  of  the  language  as  is  consistent  with  thoroughness,  that  there 
may  be  the  earliest  possible  introduction  to  the  literary  beauties.  Especial 
attention  is  called  throughout  to  the  points  of  agreement  and  difference 
between  Latin  and  Greek,  and  to  the  influence  of  Greek  and  the  Greeks  upon 
modern  culture. 

Translation  at  sight  is  practiced  systematically.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  the  development  of  the  power  of  understanding  the  text  without 
formal  translation.

o  students  in  the  Higher  Academy  and  College;  (d)  courses  in  Shopwork 
ind  Drawing  of  direct  practical  value  to  young  men  who  desire  to  fill 
>ositions  of  responsibility  in  industries  where  a  knowledge  of  both  the  theory 
ind  practice  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  required;  (e)  a  course  designed  to 
•repare  students  to  become  machine  draftsmen;  (f)  vocational  courses  for 
woodworkers  and  metalworkers;  (g)  courses  in  Shopwork  and  Drawing 
quivalent  to  those  of  the  first  two  years  in  Colleges  of  Engineering,  to  young 
*en  who  are  working  toward  a  degree  in  engineering;  (h)  normal  training 
o  both  men  and  women  who  wish  to  teach  the  manual  arts  in  elementary 
igh  or  vocational  schools. 
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WOODWORKING 

1  Woodworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  manual  training  course 
given  for  its  general  educational  value,  and  is  required  of  boys  ^  in  the  first 
vear  of  the  Lower  Academy.  During  the  first  quarter  the  work  involves  the  i 
use  of  bench  tools  in  the  construction  of  articles  useful  in  school  or  at  home 
The  second  quarter  is  devoted  to  projects^  involving  both  construction  and 
decoration;  the  third  quarter  to  wood-turning. 

5  Woodworking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  intended  to  give  aj 
good 'fundamental  experience  in  woodworking  processes.  Each  tool  is  used; 
enough  to  enable  the  student  to  gain  confidence  in  using  it.  In  addition  to 
the  use  of  the  more  common  hand  tools  work  is  given  in  the  elements  of 
house  carpentry,  wood-turning,  elementary  furniture  construction  and  tool 
sharpening,  and  a  study  is  made  of  forestry,  lumbering,  wood,  nails,  screws, 
glue  and  other  materials  used  in  connection  with  woodworking.  The  care 
and  use  of  woodworking  machinery  in  getting  out  stock  is  also  taken  up  m 
this   course. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

69  Pattern-making  and  Foundry  Practice  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a 
course  in  which  the  fundamentals  of  both  pattern-making  and  foundry  worK 
are  given  Patterns  are  made  involving  a  working  knowledge  of  the  usua: 
pattern  allowances  and  a  variety  of  methods  in  pattern  construction. _  In  the 
foundry  work  experience  is  given  in  molding,  core-making  and  casting,  and 
this  is  supplemented  by  lectures  and  demonstrations. 
Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

7  Vocational  Woodwork  (Three  Majors).  In  this  course  emphasis  ij 
placed  on  practical  work  with  machinery.  The  shop  is  equipped  with  cut-or 
saw  three  circular  saws,  band-saw,  jointer,  two  planers,  hollow-chisel  morf 
riser  boring  machine,  shaper,  belt  sander,  and  glue  facilities.  The  shop  i| 
organized  as  a  producing  factory  with  cost  system.  Instruction  is  give? 
through  demonstrations  and  practical  work.  Students  are  taught  band-sav 
brazing,  setting  and  filing,  care  of  circular  saw  and  practice  in  gumming 
setting,  swedging,  jointing  and  filing.  Four  hours  a  day. 
Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  5. 

8.     Vocational  Woodwork   (Three  Majors).     This  is  a  continuation  c 
Course  7.     In   this   course   students   get   some   experience   as   foremen,   an 
during  the  spring  quarter  are  given  work  in  methods  of  teaching  woodworks, 
in  secondary  and  vocational  schools. 
Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  7. 

31.  Woodworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  comprehensive  course  fo 
prospective  teachers  of  manual  training.  In  the  first  quarter  special  cor 
sideration  is  given  to  methods  of  teaching  the  principles  learned  in  Course  i 
and  a  more  detailed  study  is  made  of  the  tools  used.  Courses  of  instructs 
are  planned  and  criticised.  Students  prepare  and  give  demonstrations  befor 
the  class.  The  work  of  the  second  quarter  consists  of  advanced  benchworl 
including  panelling  and  drawer  construction,  and  the  application  of  wooc 
carving,  inlaying  and  turning  to  furniture.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  techniqu 
Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  5. 
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METALWORKING 

2.  Metalworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  manual  training  course  in 
cold  metal  working  and  is  required  of  all  boys  in  the  second  year  of  the 
Lower  Academy.  It  consists  of  all  the  processes  fundamental  in  the  working 
of  the  common  metals  by  hand.  Among  them  are  chipping,  filing,  grinding 
turning  threading,  polishing,  coloring,  sawing,  soldering,  raising  riveting 
the  hardening  and  tempering  of  steel,  etc.  It  includes  work  in  cast  iron) 
machine  and  tool  steel,  tin,  copper,  brass  and  aluminum.  The  problems 
given  result  in  such  things  as  hammers,  calipers,  punches,  plates,  bowls 
anterns,  and  a  great  variety  of  other  subjects.  During  a  part  of  the  course 
the  students  are  instructed  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  design,  and  to

This  course  in  the  elements  o 
mechanical  drawing  runs  parallel  with  Woodworking  1.     In  the  early  par 
of  the  course  emphasis  is  placed  upon  working  drawings;  later  the  theor, 
of  projection  is  taken  up,  also  the  study  of  developments  of  geometric  solids 
Text :    Bennett,  Problems  in  Mechanical  Drawing. 

14.  Mechanical  Drawing  (Two  Majors).  This  course  is  intended  to  giv 
a  thorough  grounding  in  geometrical  construction,  orthographic  projection! 
developments  and  intersections,  sketching  and  working  drawings.  Emphasi 
is  placed  upon  both  the  understanding  of  principles  and  skilful  executior 
Text :    Evans,  Drafting  Room  Series  I  and  II. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

15.  Descriptive  Geometry  (Two  Majors).  A  course  covering  work  i 
plane  projections,  dealing  with  point,  line,  surface  and  solid.  Specie 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  discussion  and  solution  of  original  problems,  an; 
upon  the  study  of  the  theory  of  surfaces.    Text :  Miller,  Descriptive  Geometry 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  14  (1  major)  and  Mathematics  3. 

16.  Machine  Drawing  and  Design  (Two  Majors).    This  course  include 

(a)  making  drawings  of  standard  machine  parts,  making  working  sketch 
and  drawings  from  machines,  and  assembly  drawings  from  working  drawing? 

(b)  calculations    for   proportioning,    and   designs    of   bolts,   keys,   journal 
bearings,   couplings,   feed  screws,   gears   and  cams,  with  a  study  of  toot 

forms. 

The  course  aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineenr 
schools.    Text:    Smith  and  Marx,  Machine  Design. 

Prerequisites:  Must  have  taken  or  be  taking  Physics  2,  Manual  Arts 
and  26,  and  must  have  taken  Manual  Arts  14. 

17.  Machine  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  vocational  course  suppl 
ments  Course  16,  and  places  emphasis  on  technique,  speed  and  accurac 
Instruction  is  given  in  the  use  of  the  slide  rule,  in  drafting  room  syster 
and  keeping  of  data.  The  students  pursuing  this  course  will  be  kept  c 
practical  drafting  work  involving  engine  construction,  machine  tool  desig 
installation  plans,  or  whatever  may  be  available  until  proficiency  is  acquire 

For  students  studying  automobiles  the  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  rap 
sketching  of  various  types  of  automobile  parts.  This  will  familiarize  t 
student  with  a  wider  range  of  design  than  it  is  possible  to  learn  by  practi 
with  actual  models. 
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A  student  who  has  completed  the  work  of  the  Vocational  group  of 
studies  as  arranged  by  his  advisor  (see  pp.  10,  12)  and  has  met  the  re- 
quirements of  proficiency  in  his  course  is  awarded  a  special  draftsman's 
certificate. 

This  course  also  affords  an  opportunity  for  students  in  Machine  Design 
to  use  the  drawing  rooms,  the  technical  literaure  and  the  advice  of  the 
technical  instructors  in  pursuing  any  line  of  mechanical  investigation  or 
design.    Credit  will  be  given  according  to  the  work  done. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14  (one  major)  and  such  other  preparation 
as  may  be  necessary  to  profitably  undertake  the  desired  work. 

18.  Architectural  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the 
principles  of  architectural  drafting  and  the  elements  of  building  construction 
It  consists  of  designing  and  making  complete  working  drawings— floor  plans, 
elevations  and  details— of  cottages,  farm  buildings  and  suburban  houses. 
It  is  supplemented  by  lectures  and  text-book  work.  Students  consult  pub- 
lished plans  and  plans  loaned  by  local  architects.  Text :  King,  Constructive 
Carpentry;  Brigham,  Drawing  Plates. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14  (one  major). 

22.  Architectural  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  vocational  course 
for  woodworkers  and  draftsman.  Students  in  this  course  are  given  practical 
work  on  plans,  elevations  and  details  of  buildings,  and  on  drawings  for 
interior  finish  and  furniture.  To  a  considerable  extent  drafting  office  methods 
are  employed.  Lectures  are  given  on  the  various  phases  of  building  construc- 
tion, designing  and  planning.  Text :  King,  Inside  Finishing  and  Constructive 
Carpentry. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  (one  major). 

32.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  is  essentially  a  course  in 
methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing,  but  includes  a  review  of  elementary 
mechanical  drawing  with  special  reference  to  technique,  working  drawings, 
principles  of  projection,  and  lettering. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14. 

40.  Heat  Engines  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of 
the  principles  of  thermodynamics ;  (b)  study  of  the  various  classes  of  internal 
combustion  engines,  steam  engines  and  boilers;  (c)  testing  steam  engines, 
valve  setting,  and  gasoline  engine  operation;  (d)  drafting  room  work  relating 
to  the  subject. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14,  Physics  1,  Mathematics  5. 

48.  Automobile  Construction,  Operation,  Maintenance  and  Repair  (Three 
Majors).  It  will  be  the  object  of  this  course  to  prepare  men  for  positions 
n  all  branches  of  garage  work  and  to  equip  those  who  take  it,  whether 
owners,  chauffeurs,  or  mechanics,  with  a  thorough  working  knowledge  of 
heir  various  cars. 

This  course  will  include:  (a)  Lectures  on  automobile  construction  and 
lesign,  including  the  details  of  motors,  transmissions  and  ignition  systems. 
,b)  Automobile  Electricity,  including  the  theory  and  practical  operation  of 
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batteries,  ignition  systems,  self-starters,  and  electric  lighting,  (c)  Practice 
in  the  location  of  motor  troubles,  valve  grinding,  timing,  and  making  the] 
finer  adjustments. 

An  extra  fee  will  be  charged  for  driving. 

FREEHAND  DRAWING 

2.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  During  the  first  two  quarters  of 
the  year  this  course  correlates  with  Metalworking  2.  The  color  study  of  the 
course  is  applied  in  tile  setting.  The  third  quarter  is  devoted  to  the  principles 
of  perspective  and  still-life  drawing. 

3.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  in  pictorial  and  decora- 
tive drawing  required  of  girls  in  the  first  year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  The 
first  and  second  quarters  are  devoted  chiefly  to  still-life  drawing  in  outline 
and  color.  Such  objects  as  books,  boxes  and  vases  are  used  for  models.  The 
third  quarter  is  devoted  to  nature  drawing. 

4.  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  required  of  girls  in  the  second 
year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  The  second  half-year  is  given  to  mechanical 
drawing,  the  first  to  practical  work  and  design,  centering  upon  needlework 
The  latter  involves  the.  study  of  color  combinations  and  the  laying  on  of  flat 
tints  with  water  colors. 

12.  Freehand  Drawing  (Two  Majors),  (a)  Outline  and  light-and-shadt 
drawing  from  models,  casts,  furniture  and  still-life,  using  pencil,  charcoal 
pen  and  ink,  and  water  color,  (b)  Lectures  on  freehand  perspective  an< 
the  history  of  art.  For  home  work  in  connection  with  this  course  pupils  ar< 
advised  to  read  Tarbell,  History  of  Greek  Art,  and  Goodyear,  Roman  am 

Medieval  Art 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  1  and  2  or  3  and  4,  or  equivalent. 

13.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  continuation  of  Course  12. 
adding  pictorial  composition  and  outdoor  sketching  in  water  color,  pencil 
and  pen  and  ink,  and  talks  on  perspective  of  shadows  and  reflections.  Pupil- 
taking  this  course  are  advised  to  read  Goodyear,  Renaissance  and  Moderi 
Art,  or  some  other  book  on  the  history  of  art  which  is  approved  by  th 

teacher. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12. 

19.  Drawing  from  the  Antique  (Three  Majors).  This  course  include 
(a)  drawing  the  full  human  figure  and  various  details  from  the  cast,  endin- 
with  the  draped  live  model  and  the  human  head;  (b)  history  of  painting  b; 
means  of  pictures,  talks  and  text-book— Van  Dyke,  History  of  Painting. 

37.  Elementary  Art  (Three  Majors).  This  course  deals  with  typica 
forms  of  art  and  constructive  work  suitable  for  children  in  the  elementar; 
schools,  and  practicable  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary  schoolroorn 
The  work  involves  the  study  of  color,  representation  drawing,  design,  model 
ing  the  elements  of  mechanical  drawing  and  constructive  work.  It  is  i 
comprehensive  course  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  are  to  becom 
supervisors  of  art  and  handwork  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12  and  14,  or  equivalent. 
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ART  CRAFTS  AND  DESIGN 

20.  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  consists  of  problems  in  (a) 
theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design,  (c)  applied  design,  and  (d)  mechan- 
ical perspective.  In  connection  with  applied  design,  instruction  is  given  in 
tooled  leather  work  and  stenciling. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12  or  equivalent. 

33.  Elementary  Handwork  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a) 
bookbinding  and  (b)  clay  work.  The  problems  given  are  such  as  may  be 
used  with  profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 

42.  Art  Metal  Work  and  Jewelry  (Three  Majors).  This  course  covers 
all  the  fundamental  constructive  and  decorative  operations  in  artistic  metal- 
working— raising,  seaming,  fluting,  paneling,  etching,  saw-piercing,  repousse 
and  chasing,  coloring  and  finishing,  enameling,  filigree  work  and  all  the 
various  kinds  of  stone  setting,  resulting  in  a  wide  variety  of  problems  in 
copper,  brass,  aluminum,  silver  and  gold.  A  thorough  training  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  rules  of  design  is  a  fundamental  part  of  the  course,  as  the  design 
and  construction  factors  are  equally  balanced.  A  study  is  made  of  gems  and 
gem  minerals. 

The  course  also  includes  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  art  metal- 
work  and  design  and  in  suitable  equipments  for  grammar  and  high  schools. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  20  and  38. 

43.  Woodwork  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  upon  knowl- 
edge gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experience  in  designing 
for  woodworking.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects  suitable  for  school 
problems. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts,  5,  18  and  20. 


PEDAGOGY 

^  34.  Organisation  of  the  Manual  Arts  for  Educational  Ends  (One  Major). 
This  course  includes  (a)  organization  of  manual  training  and  art  work  in

35.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  (One  Major).  This  course 
overs  (a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice  of  Pestalozzi 
'roebel  and  other  educational  reformers,  (b)  educational  handwork  in 
European  countries,  (c)  the  development  of  manual  training,  art  instruction 
nd  industrial  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States,  (d)  present 
roblems.    Lectures,  discussions,  reading  and  written  work. 
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36.  Teaching  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the 
principles  of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual 
arts,  (b)  methods  of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons 
observed,  taught  and  discussed.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work] 
and  practice  teaching.    Text :    Thorndike,  Principles  of  Teaching. 

44.  Psychology  (One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  giver 
with  special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Discussions,  reading  am 
written  work.    Text :    Thorndike,  Blements  of  Psychology. 

Prerequisite :    Graduation  from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high  school] 

45.  History  of  Education  (One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  t<| 
discover  causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  developmen 
in  the  past  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  problems.  Text 
Monroe,  A  Text-book  in  the  History  of  Education. 

N0TE. — p0r  additional  courses  given  by  the  Manual  Arts  Department,  see  Srnr 
mer  School  circular,  Evening  School  circular,  and  announcement  of  Vocations 
Courses  for  Woodworkers,  Metalworkers  and  Draftsmen. 


MATHEMATICS 

From  the  very  start  the  Department  regards  mathematics  as  a  metho 
of  science  and  endeavors  to  impress  its  vital  importance  by  its  applicatior 
as  well  as  by  the  logical  development  of  the  subject.  It  is  sought  to  less 
the  student  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  the  scope  of  the  realm  c 
mathematical  thought,  and  to  give  him  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  how  an 
why  results  have  been  obtained,  and  how  and  for  what  purpose  they  may  \ 
used,  either  in  physical  science  or  in  the  development  of  mathematic; 
science.     The  student  is  lead  to  think  out  his  mathematics. 

The  Mathematical  Laboratory  is  equipped  with  suitable  physical  ar 
mathematical  apparatus,  modeling  frames,  spherical  blackboards  and  othj 
devices,  drawing  instruments  and  colored  crayons.  A  well  selected  libra 
is  always  at  the  service  of  students  and  teachers. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Algebra  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  designed  to  make  the  trai 
sition  from  arithmetic  to  algebra  with  the  least  abruptness  possible  1 
extending  the  theoretical  processes  of  arithmetic  to  algebraic  symbols,  and 
develop  a  thorough  ability  to  handle  the  fundamental  operations  and  t 
solution  of  linear  and  quadratic  equations  as  a  basis  for  subsequent  math 
matics. 

2.  Plane  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  t 
original  solution  of  problems  and  theorems.  In  this  course  it  is  aimed 
correlate  algebra  and  geometry  and  to  illustrate  the  application  of  geomet 
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to  constructive  drawing,  elementary  physics,  engineering  and  other  practical 
problems.  Some  use  is  made  of  sines,  cosines  and  tangents  in  the  solution 
of  triangles. 

Prerequisites,  Mathematics  1. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Solid  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  The  more  essential  theorems  of  the 
subject  are  given.  Some  time  is  devoted  to  the  construction  of  models  and 
the  solution  of  practical  problems.  Attention  is  given  to  computation  errors 
in  reducing  data  obtained  by  measurement. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 

4.  Algebra  (One  Major).  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1,  but  gives 
a  more  extended  and  scientific  treatment  of  subjects  treated  in  this  course. 
Other  subjects  are  added,  such  as  simultaneous  equations,  inequalities,  and 
logarithms.  It  demands  of  the  student  the  power  to  use  Algebra  as  well  as 
the  ability  to  understand  it. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 

College 

5.  Plane  Trigonometry  (One  Major).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy 
of  computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the  transformation 
of  functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 

7.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually 
given  in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry  and 
Calculus,  and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  manner.  The 
more  elementary  and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are  considered, 
leaving  the  more  complicated  parts  until  the  following  year. 

Prerequisites,  Mathematics  3  and  4. 

8.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  in  continuation  of 
Course  7,  and  includes  Algebra,  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus  and  Differential  Equations,  and  their  application  to  physical  and 
mechanical  problems. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  (One  Major).  A  general  course  in  the  elements  of  Plane 
Surveying.  Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass,  level, 
ransit,  stadia.    Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are  made. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  5  or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the  funda- 
nental  principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  establish 
hese  principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to  numerous 
ngineering  problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  training  in  the  use 
»f  mathematics  as  applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use  of  engineering 
lata. 

Prerequisite,  the  student  must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathematics  8. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gymnas 
and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give  the  studeijs 
such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and  maintain  a  vigorcjs 
physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  number  of  students,  especial? 
the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exercise  that  will  be  within  | 
capacity  of  each  student. 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state.  \ 
the  ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swimm  1 
pool,  showers  and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary  offi  I 
are  the  gymnasium  for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a  lecfr* 
room.  On  the  third  floor  is  located  a  large  social  hall.  Each  gymnasi  n 
contains  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  equipment  for  systematic  physij 
training. 

A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students  and  all  Int.- 
collegiate  and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field  < 
equipped  with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track,  jump| 
and  vaulting  pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by  the  Institute,  th  < 
on  Bradley  Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

All  athletic  activities  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  thorough 
trained  instructors. 

A  required  physical  examination  is  given  to  all  students  participate 
in  any  form  of  Athletics  or  Gymnasium  work. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES 


I.    For  Men 

Courses  for  men  include:     (1)    Marching,   (2)    Calisthenics,   (3) 
Apparatus  Work,   (4)  Athletics. 

Note. — The  Physical  Training  Department  aims  to  create  and  super,  < 
athletic  sports  for  students  of  all  ages  and  sizes.  To  this  end  soccer  i{: 
ball,  basketball  and  baseball  leagues  are  operated  in  their  respective  seasts 
These  leagues  are  open  to  students  who  do  not  represent  the  school  r 
intercollegiate  contests.  Suitable  trophies  are  awarded  to  the  winners  of  el 
league. 

II.    For  Women 

A  physical  examination  is  made  of  all  women  in  the  department  by  I 
director  during  the  early  part  of  the  fall  term.  Well  regulated  physi 
exercise  is  then  given  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  student. 
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Physical  exercise  consisting  of  a  graded,  systematic  course  of  healthful, 
body  building  exercise  and  recreation  is  required  three  hours  per  week  during 
the  first  two  years  of  each  student's  residence  at  the  Institute. 

(A  uniform  gymnastic  suit  is  required  and  student  should  consult  the 
director  before  procuring  one.) 

First  Year 

Elementary  Class  Work  in  Swedish  Gymnastics: 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit  for  play 
through  cooperative  games. 

(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the  class- 
room. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking  as,  round 
shoulders,  forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Second  Year 

More  advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus.  Physical  Balance  Work, 
Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing. 

The  fall  and  spring  quarters  are  devoted  to  out  door  sports — Field 
Hockey,  Basketball,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 


PHYSICS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  laws  governing  the  physical  world.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is 
lecessary  that  the  student  actually  see  these  laws  tested  by  experiment. 
This  is  done  both  in  lecture  demonstration  and  in  the  laboratory. 

The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  suitable 
for  courses  in  elementary  and  first  year  college  Physics  as  given  in  the  best 
:echnical  schools. 

The  lecture  room  is  provided  with  desk-arm  chairs,  large  instructor's 
:able  fitted  with  water,  gas,  electricity,  lantern  with  reflectoscope,  dark  shades 
and  apparatus  cases  well  filled  with  good  apparatus  for  demonstration  pur- 
poses. 

Separate  laboratories  are  provided  for  the  elementary  and  college 
:ourses.  The  elementary  laboratory  is  designed  to  accommodate  one  hundred 
md  twenty  students  in  five  sections. 

At  one  end  of  the  college  laboratory  is  located  the  departmental  library 
vhich  is  well  supplied  with  the  leading  reference  books,  and  all  new  books 
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of  importance  will  be  purchased  as  they  appear.  Some  of  the  leading  scientif 
and  technical  periodicals  devoted  to  physics  and  electrical  engineering  ar! 
received  and  retained  in  the  laboratory. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  photometry  room  equipped  with  a  three  mete] 
optical  bench,  L,ummer-Brodhun  photometer  and  compound  universal  rotato 

Higher  Academy 

1.  Elementary  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  introductory  course 
required  of  all  third  year  Academy  students.  It  deals  with  the  fundament; 
principles  of  mechanics,  sound,  magnetism  and  electricity,  heat  and  ligh 
The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  elements  c 
this  fundamental  science;  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  the  whys  an 
hows  of  common  every  day  happenings,  and  to  train  the  mind  to  habits  c 
careful  observation  and  reasonably  accurate  deduction.  There  are  thre 
recitations  and  two  double-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Text :    Black  and  Davis,  Physics. 
Prerequisites,  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

COLLEGE 

2.  Advanced  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  given  in  tl; 
second  year  of  college,  and  is  intended  primarily  for  those  expecting  to  tall 
further  work  along  engineering  lines,  or  those  whose  later  college  wor 
demands  a  second  course  in  Physics.  The  subject  is  treated  both  exper, 
mentally  and  mathematically,  with  special  attention,  both  in  lectures  ar: 
laboratory,  to  the  practical  applications  of  the  various  branches.  The  expei 
iments,  while  they  cover  the  same  ground  as  the  elementary  course,  are  muc 
more  advanced.  The  student's  attention  is  directed  to  the  study  of  possib; 
sources  of  error. 

Text :   Duff,  et  al,  Text  Book  of  Physics. 
Laboratory  Manual:  Miller,  Laboratory  Physics. 
Prerequisites:     Physics  1  and  Plane  Geometry. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  student  have  had  or  be  taking  Math; 
matics  7. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  of 
studies  in  the  college.  On  graduates  of  the  Science  and  Engineering  Groups 
the  degree  of  Associate  in  Science  will  be  conferred;  on  graduates  of  the 
Classics  Group,  the  degrees  of  Associate  in  Arts;  on  graduates  of  the  Liter- 
ature Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Literature;  on  graduates  of  the  four- 
year  Domestic  Economy  Course  or  the  four-year  Manual  Training  Course, 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred.  The  graduates  of  the 
two-year  or  the  three-year  courses  in  Manual  Arts  and  the  two-year  course 
in  Domestic  Economy  receive  a  diploma.  The  Academic  certificate  will  be 
given  to  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  through 
the  Higher  Academy. 

A  certificate  in  drafting  will  be  given  to  any  student  who  completes  the 
prescribed  course. 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute  at 
least  three  quarters. 

EXPENSES — Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows.  Full 
work  (3  or  more  classes,  $20.00  per  quarter;  2  classes,  $15.00  per  quarter; 
1  class,  $10.00  per  quarter.  There  are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year. 
Students  absent  six  weeks  or  more  in  any  quarter  on  account  of  illness  or 
other  good  cause,  may  receive  a  reduction  in  the  fee.  Each  student  pays 
a  gymnasium  fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  admission  to 
games  held  under  Institute  management.  Necessary  text-books  are  provided 
by  the  Institute  free  of  charge.  Tuition  fees  should  be  paid  during  the  first 
two  weeks  of  each  quarter.  Neglect  to  do  so  will  render  the  students  liable  to 
be  refused  admittance  to  classes.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Bradley 
Polytechnic  Institute. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  Vocational  Courses,  the  Farmers'  Courses, 
the  Evening  Classes  or  the  Summer  School  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees  by 
work  done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be  made  as 
early  as  possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of  (1) 
good  character  and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3)  inability  to  pay 
the  full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodging.  Board  and  room  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Institute  at  reasonable  rates.  The  Institute  will  make  special  efforts 
to  secure  satisfactory  conditions  as  to  boarding  and  rooming  accommoda- 
tions in  the  neighborhood.  A  list  of  boarding  places  is  kept  on  file  at  the 
Recorder's  office.

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU— During  the  summer  < 
1904  the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station  1 
the  north  end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Institute.  This  is  undji 
charge  of  Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps  are  sent  ojj 
from  the  station.    Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller  to  Institute  class^ 

CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES— A  brief  chapel  service,  whi< 
all  students  are  expected  to  attend,  is  held  daily.  This  service  is  design? 
to  afford  an  opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  daily  reminder  of  ti 
unity  of  the  school.  Occasionally  musical  programs  and  addresses  by  prorr 
nent  professional  and  business  men  on  practical  topics  take  the  place  of'tj 
chapel  service. 

The  reflectoscope  or  lantern  slides  are  frequently  employed  in  connectic 
with  informal  talks  in  different  departments,  especially  Manual  Arts,  tl 
Sciences,  History,  the  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages. 

THE  ATHLETIC   BOARD— Athletics   are  under   direct   control   of 
board  made  up  of  five  members  of  the  Faculty  and  five  representatives  electt 
from  various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  representative.    Actioi 
of  the  Board  are  subject  to  revision  by  the  Faculty.

HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

MR.  AND  MRS.  TOBIAS  S.  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased 
children.  To  assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together 
a  number  of  educational  institutions,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  Bradley  in  1867  delayed  action  for  some  time.  Later  Mrs.  Bradley 
took  the  matter  up  and  formulated  her  wishes  substantially  as  they  are  now- 
expressed  in  the  constitution  of  the  Institute.  It  was  her  ambition  to  afford 
the  young  people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  practical 
and  serviceable  education,  and  particularly  to  teach  them  to  work  and  to 
regard  work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after  her 
death,  but  in  the  fall  of  1896,  by  the  advice  of  many  leading  educators  of 
Central  Illinois,  she  determined  to  erect  the  buildings  and  start  the  School 
during  her  lifetime,  if  possible.  Dr.  William  R.  Harper,  President  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  was  consulted.  Under  his  advice  a  charter  was 
immediately  applied  for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  was  held  on 
the  16th  day  of  November,  1896,  and  an  organization  was  effected  under  the 
University  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  Mrs.  Bradley 
entered  into  contract  with  the  Trustees  to  provide  a  sufficient  annual  income 
to  support  the  School  during  her  life,  and  made  provision  in  her  will  for 
a  permanent  endowment,  consisting  of  the  greater  part  of  her  estate.  She 
also  presented  the  Trustees  with  a  deed  for  about  seventeen  acres  of  ground, 
situated  within  the  city  limits  of  Peoria,  for  the  site  of  the  Institute 
buildings,  and  set  apart  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  buildings 
and  equipment;  the  fund  for  these  purposes  was  later  largely  increased. 
The  death  of  Mrs.  Bradley  occurred  January  16,  1908,  just  after  the  close 
of  the  first  decade  in  the  history  of  the  Institute. 

Work  was  begun  April  10,  1897.  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley  Hall, 
devoted  to  general  education,  and  Horology  Hall,  where  instruction  is  given 
in  Watchwork,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  These  buildings  were 
occupied  in  October  and  November  respectively.  School  work  was  begun 
October  4,  1897;  the  formal  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  October  8th,  in 
the  Auditorium  of  Bradley  Hall,  and  this  date  has  been  observed  annually 
with  appropriate  exercises.  In  1904  a  station  of  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau  was  established  in  a  building  erected  by  the  Government  at  the  north 
end  of  the  campus. 

During  the  year  1908-9  a  Gymnasium  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $75,000. 
It  contains  a  gymnasium  for  men  jnd  also  one  for  women,  each  with  complete 
equipment.  In  1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  Estate  was  devoted 
to  the  uses  of  the  Domestic  Economy  Department  as  a  "Practice  House." 
A  power  plant  was  erected  during  the  year  1911-12. 

During  the  Summer  of  1911  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley 
Avenue  adjoining  the  campus  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual 
Arts  Department,  and  the  Shops  and  Drawing  classes  were  transferred  to 
them. 

This  catalog  contains  the  records  of  the  nineteenth  year,  and  the 
announcements  for  the  twentieth  year  of  the  work  of  the'  Institute. 
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The  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  formed  are  to  organize  and 
maintain  forever  a  school  for  the  education  of  young  people  of  both  sexes 
in  all  the  practical  and  useful  arts,  sciences  and  learning  usually  taught  in 
polytechnic  schools,  including  a  department  of  ethics  in  which  instruction 
shall  be  given  in  the  principles  of  morality  and  right  living  as  exemplified 
in  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ;  and  so  far  as  the  resources  of 
the  Institute  shall  warrant,  there  shall  be  added  such  courses  of  study  and 
means  of  instruction  in  science,  literature  and  art  as  may  be  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Trustees;  but  the  chief  aim  of  the  Institute  shall  be  to  furnish  its 
students  with  the  means  of  living  independent,  industrious  and  useful  lives 
by  the  aid  of  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  useful  arts  and  sciences.

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ADMISSION 

'Entrance. — Graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Academy  without  examination  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate 
of  graduation. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. — Students  who  have  done  work 
elsewhere  in  high  schools,  academies  or  colleges  will  be  admitted  on  pre- 
sentation of  a  certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work  completed.  A 
blank  form  for  this  statement  will  be  furnished  upon  application  to  the 
Director.  The  student  is  assigned  temporarily  to  those  classes  for  which  he 
seems  to  be  prepared.  At  the  end  of  one  quarter,  if  the  student's  work  is 
satisfactory,  the  credits  from  his  former  school  will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as 
they  cover  the  work  of  the  Institute. 

Unclassified  Students. — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular  course 
may  be  admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  with 
advantage.

CURRICULUM 

THE  Courses  of  Study  are  arranged  so  that  a  student  may  enter  at  the 
end  of  the  common  school  course  and  continue  through  six  (in  some 
lines  eight)  years'  work,  gaining  a  broad  and  practical  general  education 
and  in  addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following  pursuits:  (1) 
Business,  Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Advanced  Study  in  a 
College,  University,  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3)  Professional  Study  in 
Law  or  Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Training  or  Domestic  Science,  or 
Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

DIVISIONS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

I.  The  Academy 

A. — Lower  Academy. — The  Lower  Academy  corresponds  to  the  first  two 
years  of  a  High  School  Course.  The  work  of  the  Lower  Academy  aims  to 
lay  a  firm  and  broad  foundation.  At  this  period,  in  most  cases,  neither  pupil, 
teacher,  nor  parents  can  decide  rationally  upon  the  peculiar  bent  of  the  pupil's 
mind ;  for  these  two  reasons  the  curriculum  for  this  period  is  made  to  include 
a  wide  variety  of  work,  and  is  nearly  the  same  in  all  groups  except  for  those 
pursuing  vocational  courses. 

B. — Higher  Academy. — The  Higher  Academy  corresponds  to  the  last  two 
years  of  a  High  School  Course.  When  the  student  reaches  the  Higher 
Academy,  some  knowledge  of  his  special  tastes  and  aptitudes  has  been  gained. 
He  is  then  allowed  to  specialize  to  a  limited  extent  in  Science,  Engineering, 
Literature,  Classics,  or  Vocational  Studies. 

II.  The  CoivLEGE 

A. — Courses  covering  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  of  a  College, 
University  or  Engineering  School. 

The  student  chooses  one  of  the  following  groups: 
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1.  Science  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  B.  S.    It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical  schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group,  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics,  Science,  Mechan- 
ical Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year 
in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Classics  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Latin  and  Greek  and 
prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading  to  the  degree 
of  A.  B. 

4.  Literature  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Languages 
and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  or  B.  L. 

B. — Teachers'  Training  Courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy. 

1.  Two  Courses  requiring  two  years,  two  three-year  courses  and  a  four- 
year  course,  all  preparatory  to  teaching  Manual  Training.  The  four-year 
course  gives  the  B.  S.  Degree.     For  details  see  p.  16. 

2.  A  two-years'  course  and  a  four-years'  course  preparatory  to  teaching 
Domestic  Economy.  The  four-years'  course  gives  the  B.  S.  Degree.  For 
details  see  pp.  18,  19. 

All  of  these  Teachers'  courses  include  Pedagogy  as  well  as  theoretical 
and  practical  training  in  the  special  subjects. 


III.    Vocational  Courses 


The  Vocational  or  Industrial  Classes  are  designed  to  meet  the  demand 
for  training  which  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  variety  of  industries 
requiring  shop  training  and  experience  and  a  certain  amount  of  technical 
knowledge. 

Several  courses  are  offered: 

(1)  A  course  for  Draftsmen. 

(2)  A  course  for  Woodworkers,  including  the  elements  of  house  car- 
pentry, mill  work,  cabinet  making,  use  of  woodworking  machinery,  etc. 

(3)  A  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  machine  shop  practice, 
Blacksmithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge,  Foundry,  Automobile  Repairing. 

(4)  Theoretical  and  practical  study  of  the  Automobile  (one  year), 
including  the  principles  of  electricity  involved,  gas  engines,  repair  work, 
driving,  etc. — class  and  laboratory  work.    See  Course  48,  p.  35. 

Send  for  special  circulars. 

A  student  entering  one  of  these  courses,  will  be  assigned  to  those  classes 
which  will  soonest  fit  him  for  the  occupation  he  desires  to  follow.  A  record 
will  be  kept  of  his  work  and  this  will  be  available  at  any  time  as  a  basis  for 
recommendation  to  any  prospective  employer. 

Four  years'  successful  work  will  entitle  a  student  to  graduate  from  the 
Academy. 
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IV.    Evening  Classes 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  give  instruction  in  practical  work  and  are 
intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops  and  factories  who  can  not  take 
advantage  of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in  session  from  October  to  May, 
meeting  on  two  evenings  each  week. 

The  following  courses  are  given: 

Woodworking  and  Patternmaking,  Machine  Shop,  Mechanical  and  Ma- 
chine Drawing,  Blue  Print  Reading,  Art  Metal,  Jewelry  (Saturday  morning), 
Architectural  Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing,  Study  of  the  Automobile 
(Electricity  and  Gas  Engines). 

The  same  courses  will  be  given  in  1916-1917,  and,  in  addition,  there 
will  be  offered  courses  in  Shop  Mathematics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism, 
Freehand  Drawing. 

V.    Summer  School 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy,  extended  from  June  21  to  July  23,  1915.  It  was  conducted  under 
the  superihtendency  of  Frederick  H.  Evans  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department. 
More  than  half  the  states  of  the  Union  were  represented. 

The  Summer  School  for  1916  (June  19  to  July  21)  will  offer  a  great 
variety  of  courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Economy,  some  general 
college  courses  and  work  especially  intended  for  teachers  in  the  grades  or  in 
rural  schools. 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE  AND  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Graduates  from  the  Academy  are  entered  on  certificate  at  the  leading 
colleges  and  universities,  such  as  Vassar,  Wellesley,  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,  Chicago,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Dartmouth,  Wisconsin,  Oberlin. 

Graduates  from  the  Institute  receive  credit  in  other  institutions  for  all 
work  done.  Students  who  have  gone  from  Bradley  with  advanced  standing 
have  been  enabled  to  graduate  in  two  years  at  Princeton,  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Chicago,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
and  other  institutions  of  like  rank. 

Students  intending  to  do  advanced  work  in  other  institutions  may  be 
allowed  to  arrange  their  work  with  this  purpose  in  view.

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TEACHERS'  COURSES  IN  MANUAL   TRAINING 
AND  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

I.    Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Manual  Training 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  all  the  following  groups  of  studies 
are  the  same — four  years  of  approved  academic  work.  This  should  include 
English,  Mathematics,  Foreign  Language,  Science  and  History,  and,  if  possible, 
the  elements  of  Freehand  and  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Woodworking.  A 
diploma  will  be  given  to  those  who  present  these  entrance  requirements 
and  complete  any  one  of  the  first  four  courses  below;  on  completion  of  the 
fifth  course  the  student  receives  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

Students  who  before  entering  the  Institute  have  taken  courses  equivalent 
to  any  of  these  given  below,  will  be  given  due  credit,  but  they  may  be  sub^ 
jected  to  an  examination  to  determine  whether  courses  taken  are  equivalent. 

1.  A  two-year  course  (programs  A  and  C  given  below),  for  men  who 
wish  to  teach  or  supervise  Manual  Training  in  elementary  schools. 
In  C  these  students  will  elect  Woodworking  31,  and  Woodwork 
Design  43. 

2.  A  two-year  course  (programs  B  and  C),  for  women  who  wish  to 
teach  or  supervise  Drawing,  Sewing  and  Elementary  Manual  Train- 
ing. In  C  they  will  elect  Elementary  Art  37.  This  course  is  especially 
suited  to  young  women  who  have  already  been  successful  in  teaching 
other  school  subjects. 

3.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to 
teach  Woodworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E, 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Woodwork  7  and  8,  and  Architectural 
Drafting  22. 

4.  A  three-year  course  (programs  A,  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish  to 
teach  Metalworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D  and  E, 
they  will  elect  Vocational  Metalwork  28  and  29,  and  Machine  Draft- 
ing 17. 

5.  A  four-year  course  for  men  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  to  teach 
manual  training  and  allied  subjects  while  working  for  their  bachelor's 
degree.  Half  of  the  time  of  the  course  is  spent  in  shopwork,  drawing 
and  the  special  pedagogy  of  the  Manual  Arts;  the  other  half  is 
given  to  Language,  Science,  Mathematics,  Education,  History,  part 
required  and  part  elective.  The  electives  in  this  course  enable  a 
student  to  prepare  himself  to  direct  Athletics  or  teach  Mathematics  or 
Science  in  addition  to  Drawing  and  Shopwork. 

Students  who  have  not  taken  two  years  of  foreign  language  before  enter- 
ing should  meet  this  requirement  in  choosing  their  electives.

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II.     Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Domestic  Economy 

Two  courses  are  offered,  one  requiring  two  years,  the  other  four  years. 
The  former  carries  the  Diploma  in  Domestic  Economy,  the  latter  the  Diploma 
and  the  B.  S.  degree.  The  admission  requirements  are  the  same — four  years 
of  approved  academic  work  (15  units).  This  should  include  English,  History, 
Mathematics,  Foreign  Language  and  Science.  If  Physics  is  not  presented 
at  entrance,  it  must  be  taken  during  the  first  year  and  as  a  result  the  short 
course  will  require  mores  than  two  years.  Other  high  school  deficiencies 
may  be  made  up  at  the  Institute,  involving  a  correspondingly  longer  time  to 
complete  the  work  required  for  a  diploma. 

So  many  high  schools  offer  no  course  in  Chemistry  that  for  the  present 
students  who  enter  without  it  are  allowed  to  take  it  in  the  first  year  (Course 
1  below)  instead  of  the  more  advanced  course  which  others  will  take. 

Only  a  limited  number  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Teachers'  Courses. 
Application  for  admission  should  be  made  as  long  before  the  opening  of  the 
school  year  as  possible  and  no  one  should  come  expecting  to  enter  unless 
definite  arrangements  for  admission  have  been  made. 

For  Laboratory  work  in  Cooking  each  student  should  have  an  ample 
supply  of  wash  shirt-waists,  large,  plain  white  aprons  with  bib,  shoulder 
straps  and  pocket,  hand  towels  made  about  18  inches  square  of  checked 
glass  linen  and  a  holder.

DEPARTMENTS 


BIOLOGY 

THIS  Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits, 
both  the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology.  It 
makes  especial  effort  to  give  good  training  to  students  preparing  to 
enter  the  study  of  medicine. 
The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  compound 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  general  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the  Physiological  and 
Bacteriological  work  in  the  College.  In  connection  with  the  laboratories  is 
the  Museum.  It  consists  primarily  of  the  mounted  birds,  mammals  and 
other  biological  collections  and  herbarium  of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Association. 
To  this  has  been  added  a  collection  of  shells  and  corals  presented  by  several 
gentlemen  of  Peoria,  a  collection  of  insects  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
and  a  herbarium  presented  by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well  as  many 
smaller  gifts. 

The  library  of  the  department  contains  many  of  the  best  reference  books 
and  periodicals  in  the  English  language,  and  at  least  the  most  representative 
foreign  publications.  The  Illinois  River,  Peoria  Lake  and  the  diversified 
land  formations  in  the  neighborhood  offer  collecting  grounds  unexcelled  in 
number  and  variety  of  life  forms.  Excursions  and  collecting  tours  are 
often  made. 

Academy 

1.  Elementary  Botany  (One  Major).  An  introduction  to  the  phenomena 
of  life  as  embodied  in  plants,  especially  those  aspects  that  touch  human 
interests  and  activities.  The  aim  is  to  give  a  certain  appreciation  of  plants 
and  the  relation  of  plant  life  to  human  life.  Elementary  biological  truths, 
the  life  processes  and  problems  of  living  things  are  presented  through  a  first- 
hand study  of  plant  life.  It  includes  such  subjects  as  forestry,  weeds,  plant 
breeding,  plant  culture,  decorative  plants,  and  the  plant  industries.  The 
student  is  required  to  make  a  collection  of  the  leaves  of  the  common  trees. 
Recitations  three  hours  a  week;  laboratory  and  field  work  four  or  five  hours 
a  week.    Text-book,  Coulter,  Plant  Life  and  Plant  Uses. 

2.  Elements  of  Zoology  (Two  Majors).  Introduction  to  the  structure, 
relations,  habits  and  activities  of  animal  life.  Importance  is  given  to  function 
rather  than  to  the  structure.  The  economic  relations  of  animals  to  civic  life  is 
emphasized,  hence  special  work  upon  insects  and  birds  and  their  relation  to 
luman  affairs.  Field  trips  are  taken.  Recitations  three  hours  a  week,  field 
md  laboratory  work  four  or  five  hours  a  week.  Text-book,  Colton's 
Descriptive  and  Practical  Zoology. 
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3.  General  Zoology  (Three  Majors).  The  course  is  developed  from 
the  broadly  biological  point  of  view,  dealing  with  the  structure,  activities, 
distribution,  behavior,  habits  and  life-histories  of  animals.  In  lectures  some 
of  the  important  theoretical  and  practical  problems  of  biology  are  discussed, 
especially  as  related  to  human  life.  In  the  laboratory  representative  types 
of  animals  are  dissected  and  studied. 

The  first  two  terms  are  devoted  to  the  invertebrate  animals ;  the  third 
to  the  vertebrates. 

The  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  students  who  expect  to  enter 
medical  schools.  For  the  general  student  it  affords  training  in  inductive 
methods  and  an  approach  to  the  structure,  functions  and  hygiene  of  the 
human  body.  Lectures  and  laboratory  ten  hours  a  week.  Textbook,  Hegner 
College  Zoology. 

College 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions  of 
the  human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chemistry, 
the  study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the  chemistry 
of  the  blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion.  The  second 
term's  work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circulation  and  animal  heat, 
and  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special  sense  organs.  The 
course  is  designed  for  the  general  student,  and  will  be  helpful  also  for  ad- 
vanced work  in  Domestic  Science.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 
Prerequisite,  Elementary  Chemistry.     Text-book,  Martin,  Human  Body. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major)^  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds  and  other  micro-organisms  and 
the  application  to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water-supplies,  sewage 
disposal,  soils,  dairying,  fermentative  industries,  food  preservation  and 
decomposition,  transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  immunity,  sanitation 
and  control  of  infection  and  contagious  diseases.  The  laboratory  work 
introduces  general  bacteriological  methods,  the  preparation  of  culture  media 
and  the  cultivation  of  bacteria,  the  bacteriological  examination  of  air,  water, 
milk,  etc.    Text-book,  Marshall's  Microbiology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  a  knowledge  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  science  of  Chemistry  as  a  part  of  a  general  education ;  to 
develop  the  reasoning  powers  of  the  student  and  lead  him  by  actual  experi- 
ment and  observation  to  a  knowledge  of  the  more  important  substances 
possessing  economic  value  that  are  met  with  in  everyday  life.  Excursions 
are  made  to  the  various  industries  of  chemical  interest  in  and  near  Peoria. 
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Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight  hours 
weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the  subject 
is  treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  subject  and  to  chemical 
calculations. 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  princples  studied  in 
the  lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to  enable  the 
students  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical  combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best 
apparatus  and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry.  The  depart- 
ment library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and  periodicals, 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  important  new  books  as 
they  appear. 

Higher  Academy  and  College 

1.  General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Characteristics  of  chemical 
change,  elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  continuation  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halogens, 
|  sulphur  and  nitrogen  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis.     Lectures  and 

laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  important 
compounds.  Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the  identification 
of  simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qualitative  analysis,  but 
at  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  should  be  able  to  identify  any  simple  salt, 
and  understand  the  separation  of  various  groups  and  elements.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.     Prerequisite,  Physics  1,  or  its  equivalent. 

College 

2.  Advanced  General  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  (Three  Majors). 
(a)  The  lectures  and  recitations  on  advanced  general  chemistry  deal  with 

I  the  subjects  as  presented  in  Ostwald's  Principles  of  Inorganic  Chemistry; 
study  of  the  theory  of  solution,  electrolytic  dissociation,  hydrolytic  dis- 
sociation, mass  action  and  chemical  equilibrium,  three  hours  a  week.  In 
the  laboratory,  reactions  of  basic  and  acidic  ions,  analysis  of  mixtures,  seven 
hours   a  week. 

(b)  First  half  of  term,  same  as  (a)  ;  Analysis  of  complex  mixtures,  ores, 
(and  compounds  of  rare  elements.  Second  half,  Quantitative  Analysis;  Gravi- 
metric Methods.    Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  Quantitative  Analysis  continued.  Methods  in  gravimetric,  volumetric 
and  electrolytic  determinations.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 
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3.  Chemistry  of  Foods  (One  Major).  Lectures  and  laboratory  work  in 
the  examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the  quantitative 
determination  of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common,  typical  foods. 
Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

4.  'Elementary  Organic  Chemistry  (Two  Majors).  A  systematic  study 
of  the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives,  including  typical  representatives 
of  both  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
special  preparation  for  course  3,  which  follows  it.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten  hours  a  week. 


DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students,  viz.: 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  who  desire  a 
knowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and  sciences 
as  a  preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Domestic  Economy  by  a  com- 
prehensive study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  connected  with 
the  management  and  care  of  the  home. 

The  "Practice  House,"  a  seven-room  cottage  near  the  Institute,  affords 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household  processes 
(giving  of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary 
home.    This  house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students  of  the  department. 

Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related 
departments.     (See  pages  17,  18.) 

The  following  are  the  speciaJ  courses  offered  by  the  department  of 
Domestic  Economy: 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  A  full  course  in  hand  sewing,  consisting  of 
basting,  hemming,  gathering,  darning,  patching,  button-hole  practice,  etc., 
machine  practice,  care  of  machine,  drafting  of  patterns,  cutting  and  making 
undergarments. 

2.  Sewing  (Two  Majors).  Drafting  of  dress  patterns  by  measurement, 
cutting,  fitting  and  making  dresses  with  and  without  lining. 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

3.  Dressmaking  (Three  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics,  their  special 
qualities  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements,  drafting  by  simple 
system,  economical  cutting  of  material,  fitting  and  finishing  garments. 
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4.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general  way 
the  various  household  processes,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  selection,  prep- 
aration and  serving  of  food.    Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

5.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  A  critical  study  of  food  materials 
from  a  chemical,  physiological  and  economic  standpoint.  The  food  require- 
ments of  the  body  under  varying  conditions  are  considered,  and  dietaries 
made.    Lectures,  recitations  and  written  work. 

6.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  The  application  of  the  preceding 
course  to  actual  problems — making  menus,  marketing,  preparation  and  serving 
of  meals.  Special  methods  of  working  out  dietaries.  Lectures  and  laboratory 
work.     Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  5  and  9. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  (Three  Majors).  Laboratory  work 
covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  machine  work,  care 
of  sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  simple  garments. 
Students  will  be  required  to  make  a  complete  suit  of  undergarments,  a 
shirt-waist,  an  unlined  dress,  a  wool  dress,  a  fancy  dress.  Drafting  by  system 
economical  cutting. 

9.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  The  application  of  heat  to  food  materials. 
Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small  quantities. 

Prerequisite,  Chemistry. 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  (One  Major).  A 
study  of  the  home.  The  course  includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning  with 
reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing, 
finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning  a 
house  to  meet  given  conditions ;  (c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  includ- 
ing floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

11.  Household  Administration  (One  Major).  The  organization  and 
administration  of  the  household,  proper  division  of  income  under  various 
conditions,  economic  buying,  household  accounts,  domestic  service,  care  of 
the  house,  including  the  various  cleaning  processes.  Lectures,  recitations, 
assigned  readings  and  practical  work. 

Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  6  and  10. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  (One  Major). 
What  to  do  in  cases  of  emergencies,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocations, 
fainting,  etc.;  care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  food. 
Practice  in  preparing  food  for  invalids.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work. 

13.  Textiles  (One  Major).  Production,  properties,  preparation  and 
treatment  of  fibers  used  in  textile  manufactures.  The  development  of  spin- 
ning and  weaving  and  modern  processes  of  manufacturing.  The  laboratory 
work  includes  weaving,  dyeing  and  basketry.  Lectures,  reading  and  laboratory 
work. 
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14.  Teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  (One  Major).  Application  of  the 
general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of 
Domestic  Economy  in  elementary  and  high  schools.  Correlation  with  other 
studies  in  the  curriculum.  History  of  the  development  of  the  domestic  econ- 
omy movement  in  the  United  States.  Planning  courses  of  study  and  equip- 
ment for  specific  schools.     Practice  teaching. 

15.  Advanced  Course  in  Cooking  and  Sewing  (One  Major).  This  course 
is  intended  (a)  to  give  additional  practice  in  cooking,  especially  in  large 
quantities;  (b)  practice  in  demonstrations;  (c)  practice  in  applying  school- 
room methods  in  cooking;  (d)  additional  practice  in  sewing. 

16.  Shewing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  for  normal  students 
who  enter  without  credit  in  sewing,  and  others  who  need  work  to  supple- 
ment Sewing  7  and  8.  It  will  include  a  study  of  stitches  used  in  decorative 
art,  with  application  to  wearing  apparel  and  household  articles. 

17.  Millinery  (One  Major).  This  course  is  planned  to  develop  original 
and  artistic  ideas  in  hat  making.  It  includes  the  making  of  wire  frames  and 
covering  them  with  straw,  lace,  embroidery;  copying  from  models  and 
pictures;  willow  and  buckram  work;  trimming;  study  of  line  and  color  best 
suited  to  the  individual. 

18.  Costume  Design  (One  Major).  A  study  of  costumes  in  regard  to 
harmony  of  line  and  color,  with  practical  work  in  original  designing;  suit- 
ability of  costume  to  various  types  of  persons  and  a  choice  of  materials  right 
in  pattern  and  color  for  various  designs.     Lectures  and  drawing. 


ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims : 
1.  Power  to  speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good 
literature.  3.  A  knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of  thought 
by  words.  4.  Familiarity  with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history  of  the  English 
language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
everyday  spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student ;  written  exercises  are 
handed  to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  corrections. 

Oral  themes  are  a  regular  part  of  each  course. 

The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected  works 
of  best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the  student 
permits.  Care  is  taken  to  direct  attention  to  clear  and  concrete  matters  of 
style,  and  avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplementary  reading  is 
required  in  each  course. 

A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English 
Literature  is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  composition 
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and  the  study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the  very  beginning ; 
text-books  of  Rhetoric  and  Literature  are  used  for  study  and  reference. 

Supplementary  reading  is  required  in  connection  with  each  course  offered 
in  the  Academy  work  in  English. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  Two  of  the  following:  "Kidnapped," 
"Treasure  Island,"  "Autobiography  of  Franklin,"  "Tales  of  a  Traveller." 

Composition:  Short  Narrations  and  Descriptions;  special  attention  to 
spelling,  punctuation  and  sentence  structure.  Text-book,  Hitchcock's  Enlarged 
Practice  Book. 

(b)    Study  of  Literature:    "The  Lady  of  the  Lake"  and  "Julius  Caesar." 
Composition:     Same  as  course  (a)  Weekly  Themes  (Tzvo  Majors). 

2.  (a)  Twenty  themes  in  once  a  week  courses  for  the  fall  and  winter 
quarters.  In  the  fall  quarter  Exposition  and  Argumentation  are  studied ; 
in  the  winter  quarter  Description  and  Narration  are  reviewed.  (Quarter 
Major). 

(b)  Spring  Quarter.  Study  of  Literature  five  times  a  week.  The  fol- 
lowing selections  are  studied:  "The  Merhcant  of  Venice,"  "The  Ancient 
Mariner,"  "Sohrab  and  Rustum,"  "Silas  Marner,"  "Deserted  Village."  (One 
Major). 

Two  weeks  given  to  Grammar  review. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  "Macbeth,"  "A  Midsummer  Nights  Dream," 
Milton's  Minor  Poems.  History  of  English  Literature  from  the  beginning  to 
1700. 

(b)  Composition:  Same  work  as  in  Courses  1  and  2  with  a  careful 
study  of  the  laws  that  govern  sentence  and  paragraph  structure.  Themes 
required  weekly  (One  Major). 

4.  Composition  and  Literature:  Continued  practice  in  description  and 
narration,  with  introductory  study  and  practice  in  exposition  and  argu- 
mentation; theses  oral  and  written  twice  a  week,  and  one  oral  debate  before 
the  class.  Special  attention,  in  connection  with  the  theme  work,  is  given  to 
rhetorical  elements.  Study  of  the  history  of  American  Literature  from  the 
colonial  period  to  1850  with  selections  from  various  authors.     (One  Major.) 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

5.  Study  of  Literature  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  history  of  English 
Literature  from  1700-1850  with  selections  from  various  authors. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

College 

6.  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  A  more  advanced  study 
of  the  principles  of  Rhetoric  with  a  careful  consideration  of  the  forms  of 
discourse — narration,    description    and    exposition,    a    special    study    of    the

Essay.     Themes  required  weekly,  with  one  long  term  paper  or  oral  debate 
before  the  class. 

Prerequisite,  Courses  4  and  5. 

7.  English  Literature  (One  Major).  Introductory  study  of  the  history 
of  the  English  language  and  literature,  with  accompanying  study  of  selected 
poetry  and  prose. 

Prerequisite,  Course  6. 

8.  Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition  {One  Major.).  Short  themes 
required  daily;  long  themes  fortnightly.  Special  attention  given  to  individual 
corrections  and  style.    A  study  of  the  short  story. 

9.  Argumentation  and  Debate  {One  Major).  A  course  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  Argumentation  and  Debate.     Prerequisite  English  6. 


GERMAN  AND  FRENCH 

The  Modern  Language  Department  aims  (1)  to  give  a  clear  and  intel- 
ligible pronunciation  of  German  and  French;  (2)  to  enable  the  student  to 
read  easily  and  accurately,  without  translation,  German  and  French  prose 
of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility  in  reproducing  English  text  in 
idiomatic  German  and  French;  (4)  to  lay  the  foundation  for  appreciation  of 
modern  and  classic  German  and  French  literature. 

GERMAN 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  large 
vocabulary  and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the  student 
to  read  at  sight  easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the  basis  of  a 
thorough  drill  in  inflection,  use  of  particles,  the  modal  auxiliaries,  the  sub- 
junctive mode  and  the  simpler  idioms. 

Spanhoofd,  Blementarbuch  d\er  deutschen  Sprache;  Bacon,  Vorzv'drts; 
Storm,  Immensee  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Review  of  elementary  grammar,  study  of  more  advanced  grammar, 
prose  composition  and  sight-reading.  Frequent  practice  in  conversation  and 
in  "freie  Reproduktion"  familiarize  the  student  with  much  colloquial  German. 
In  the  spring  quarter  scientific  reading  is  offered.  Thomas,  Practical  German 
Grammar,  Part  I ;  Bernhardt,  German  Composition.  The  texts  read  are  the 
following  or  equivalents:  Heyse,  UArrabbiata;  Benedix,  Biner  muss 
heiraten;  Moser,  Der  Bibliothekar;  Schiller,  Wilhelm  Tell;  selections  from 
Gore,  German  Science  Reader  (Three  Majors). 

College 

3.  The  essential  features  of  the  student's  work  in  this  course  are 
constant  practice  in  oral  and  written  expression  with  a  widening  range  of 
syntax    and    idiom,    sight    translation,    a    systematic    review    of    grammar. 
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Jagemann,  German  Syntax;  Whitney  &  Stroebe,  Easy  German  Composition; 
Bishop  and  McKinlay,  Deutsche  Grammatik.  The  texts  read  are  the  fol- 
lowing or  equivalents:  Freytag,  Die  Journalisten;  Aus  dem  Staat  Friedrichs; 
des  Grossen;  Sudermann,  Frau  Sorge  (Three  Majors). 

4.  This  course  aims  to  extend  the  student's  acquaintance  with  the  best 
modern  prose,  as  well  as  with  the  literary  movements  of  the  eighteenth 
century. 

It  includes  the  reading  of  several  of  the  dramas  and  poems  of  Lessing, 
Goethe,  Schiller  and  Grillparzer,  with  study  of  their  lives.  Some  of  the 
representative  works  of  important  authors  of  the  modern  period  as  Haupt- 
mann  and  Sudermann  are  read  out  of  class.  One  such  contemporary 
work  is  completed  every  quarter.  The  texts  read  are  the  following  or 
equivalents:  Lessing,  Nathan  der  Weise;  Schiller,  Maria  Stuart,  W alien- 
stem's  Tod;  Goethe,  selections  from  Dichtung  und  Wahrheit,  Gbtz  von 
Berlichingen,  Herman  und  Dorothea,  Iphigenie;  Grillparzer,  Der  Traum, 
ein  Leben..  During  the  year  an  outline  of  the  history  of  German  Literature 
is  studied:  Stroebe  and  Whitney,  Geschichte  der  deutschen  Literatur 
(Three  Majors). 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

In  Courses  2,  3,  4,  German  is  the  language  of  the  classroom. 

FRENCH 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation  and  the  principles  of 
grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictation,  memorizing  French  and 
practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understanding  both  written  and 
spoken  French.  Frazer  and  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Talbot,  he  Frangais 
et  Sa  Patrie;  Labiche-Martin,  he  Voyage  de  Monsieur  Perrichon. 

2.  The  study  of  grammar  is  continued  with  more  advanced  composition. 
Some  of  the  works  of  modern  authors,  as  well  as  some  of  the  classic  dramas 
of  the  seventeenth  century  are  read.  Sight-reading,  conversational  practice 
with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation  and  memorizing  of  French 
form  an  important  part  of  the  course.  Fraser  and  Squair,  French  Grammar; 
Koren,  French  Composition;  Bowen,  Scientific  French  Reader;  Feval,  La  Fee 
des  Greves;  Sand,  La  Mare  au  Diable  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Erckmann-Cha- 
train,  Madame  Therese;  Moliere,  Le  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme;  Feuillet,  Le 
Roman  d'un  J\eune  Homme  Pauvre  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Hugo,  La  Chute; 
Pailleron,  Le  Monde  ou  VOn  S'Bnnuie;  Claretie-Pierrille. 

3.  The  work  includes  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dramatic 
form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  paragraphs  into 
French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts  are  required. 
Ability  to  speak  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is  considered  an 
important  result  to  be  obtained.     Armstrong,  Syntax  of  the  French  Verb; 
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Francois,  Advanced  French  Prose  Composition;  Lamartine,  Scenes  de  la 
Revolution  Frangaise;  Balzac,  he  Cure  de  Tours;  Lamartine,  Meditations; 
Sandeau,  Mile  de  la  Seigliere;  About,  he  Roi  des  Montagues  (read  out  of 
class)  ;  Scribe  and  ~L,egouve,Bataille  de  Dames;  Moliere,  L'Avare;  Dumas, 
La  Tulipe  Noire   (read  out  of  class)  ;  Bazin,  Les  Oberle.     (Three  Majors). 


HISTORY 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  study 
of  history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great  facts,  persons 
and  ideas  of  history;  (3)  to  stimulate  the  student  to  investigate  special 
topics  and  to  form  independent  judgments,  thus  preparing  for  the  higher 
forms  of  historical  research. 

Lower  Academy 

2.  Civil  Government  (One  Major).  An  elementary  study  of  the  his- 
torical development,  the  structure  and  administration  of  local,  state  and 
national  government  in  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  the  general 
principles  which  underlie  society,  and  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  citizens. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Greek  History  (One  Major). 

4.  Roman  History  (One  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence  of 
the  ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding  epochs  of 
history.     Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age  . 

College 

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review  of 
the  changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course  traces 
the  development  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of  the  Empire 
by  Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  connection 
between  past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important  questions  and  ten- 
dencies of  today. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

7.  Topics  in  the  Constitutional  History  of  the  United  States  (One 
Major).  This  course  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced  work 
in  the  constitutional  history  of  the  United  States  and  in  allied  topics. 

Note. — A  valuable  collection  of  public  documents  affords  especial  facil- 
ities for  the  work  of  this  course. 

8.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  advanced 
course  in  the  study  of  economic  principles,  as  illustrated  in  the  development 
of  the  United  States. 

9.  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  introductory  course 
with  special  reference  to  our  industrial  development.  It  includes  some  study 
of  Commercial  Geography. 
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LATIN  AND  GREEK 

I.    LATIN 

The  Department  gives  instruction  in  preparatory  Latin  and  Greek, 
covering  the  work  usually  found  in  High  Schools.  One  year  (daily)  in 
College  is  offered  both  in  Latin  and  in  Greek.  A  Department  Library  of 
carefully  selected  works,  including  all  necessary  books  of  reference,  is  at 
the  student's  disposal.  Photographs  and  lantern  slides  are  used  to  illustrate 
the  work  of  this  Department.

II.    GREEK 

The  courses  in  Greek  cover  a  period  of  three  years,  two  of  which  are 
;  devoted  to  Academic  work ;  the  third  corresponds  to  the  Freshman  year  of 
;our  best  colleges.  The  work,  as  planned,  aims  at  as  rapid  acquirement  of 
|  the  elements  of  the  language  as  is  consistent  with  thoroughness,  that  there 
may  be  the  earliest  possible  introduction  to  the  literary  beauties  Especial 
.attention  is  called  throughout  to  the  points  of  agreement  and' difference 
(between  Latin  and  Greek,  and  to  the  influence  of  Greek  and  the  Greeks  upon 
\  modern  culture. 

I  T?nSi?ti°?  at  Sight  is  Practiced  systematically.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  the  development  of  the  power  of  understanding  the  text  without 
lormal  translation. 

Higher  Academy

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MANUAL  ARTS 

This  department  gives  (a)  instruction  in  Manual  Training  and  Drawing 
to  boys  of  the  Lower  Academy;  (b)  instruction  in  Drawing  to  girls  of  the 
Lower  Academy;  (c)  advanced  courses  in  Drawing,  Painting  and  Designing 
to  students  in  the  Higher  Academy  and  College;  (d)  courses  in  Shopwork 
and  Drawing  of  direct  practical  value  to  young  men  who  desire  to  fill 
positions  of  responsibility  in  industries  where  a.  knowledge  of  both  the  theory 
and  practice  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  required;  (e)  a  course  designed  to 
prepare  students  to  become  machine  draftsmen;  (f)  vocational  courses  for 
woodworkers  and  metalworkers;  (g)  courses  in  Shopwork  and  Drawing, 
equivalent  to  those  of  the  first  two  years  in  Colleges  of  Engineering,  to  young 
men  who  are  working  toward  a  degree  in  engineering;  (h)  normal  training 
to  both  men  and  women  who  wish  to  teach  the  manual  arts  in  elementary, 
high  or  vocational  schools. 

WOODWORKING 

1.  Woodworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  manual  training  course 
given  for  its  general  educational  value,  and  is  required  of  boys  in  the  first 
year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  During  the  first  quarter  the  work  involves  the 
use  of  bench  tools  in  the  construction  of  articles  useful  in  school  or  at  home. 
The  second  quarter  is  devoted  to  projects  involving  both  construction  and 
decoration;  the  third  quarter  to  wood-turning. 

5.  Woodworking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  intended  to  give  a 
good  fundamental  experience  in  woodworking  processes.  Each  tool  is  used 
enough  to  enable  the  student  to  gain  confidence  in  using  it.  In  addition  to 
the  use  of  the  more  common  hand  tools  work  is  given  in  the  elements  of 
house  carpentry,  wood-turning,  elementary  furniture  construction  and  tool 
sharpening,  and  a  study  is  made  of  forestry,  lumbering,  wood,  nails,  screws, 
glue  and  other  materials  used  in  connection  with  woodworking.  The  care 
and  use  of  woodworking  machinery  in  getting  out  stock  is  also  taken  up  in 
this  course. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

6  and  9.  Pattern-making  and  Foundry  Practice  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a 
course  in  which  the  fundamentals  of  both  pattern-making  and  foundry  work 
are  given.  Patterns  are  made  involving  a  working  knowledge  of  the  usual 
pattern  allowances  and  a  variety  of  methods  in  pattern  construction^  In  the 
foundry  work  experience  is  given  in  molding,  core-making  and  casting,  and 
this  is  supplemented  by  lectures  and  demonstrations. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

7  Vocational  Woodwork  (Three  Majors).  In  this  course  emphasis  is 
placed  on  practical  work  with  machinery.  The  shop  is  equipped  with  cut-off 
saw  four  circular  saws,  band-saw,  two  jointers,  two  planers,  hollow-chisel 
mortiser,  boring  machine,  shaper,  belt  sander,  and  glue  facilities.  The  shop  is 
organized  as  a  producing  factory  with  cost  system.  Introduction  is  given 
through  demonstrations  and  practical  work.  Students  are  taught  band-saw 
brazing,  setting  and  filing,  care  of  circular  saw  and  practice  in  gumming, 
setting,  swedging,  jointing  and  filing.     Four  hours  a  day. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  5. 

8.  Vocational  Woodwork  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  7.  In  this  course  students  get  some  experience  as  foremen,  and 
during  the  spring  quarter  are  given  work  in  methods  of  teaching  woodworking 
in  secondary  and  vocational  schools. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  7. 
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31.  Woodworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  comprehensive  course  for 
prospective  teachers  of  manual  training.  In  the  first  quarter  special  con- 
sideration is  given  to  methods  of  teaching  the  principles  learned  in  Course  5, 
and  a  more  detailed  study  is  made  of  the  tools  used.  Courses  of  instruction 
are  planned  and  criticised.  Students  prepare  and  given  demonstrations  before 
the  class.  The  work  of  the  second  quarter  consists  of  advanced  benchwork, 
including  panelling  and  drawer  construction,  and  the  application  of  wood- 
carving,  inlaying  and  turning  to  furniture  making.  Emphasis  is  placed  on 
technique.    Text:    Griffith,  Correlated  Courses. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  5. 

METALWORKING 

2.  Metalworking  (Two  Majors).  This  is  a  manual  training  course  in 
cold  metal  working  and  is  required  of  all  boys  in  the  second  year  of  the 
Lower  Academy.  It  consists  of  all  the  processes  fundamental  in  the  working 
of  the  common  metals  by  hand.  Among  them  are  chipping,  filing,  grinding, 
turning,  threading,  polishing,  coloring,  sawing,  soldering,  raising,  riveting, 
the  hardening  and  tempering  of  steel,  etc.  It  includes  work  in  cast  iron, 
machine  and  tool  steel,  tin,  copper,  brass  and  aluminum.  The  problems 
given  result  in  such  things  as  hammers,  calipers,  punches,  plates,  bowls, 
lanterns,  and  a  great  variety  of  other  subjects.  During  a  part  of  the  course 
the  students  are  instructed  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  design,  and  to 
work  from  their  own  designs.  The  development  of  surfaces  and  intersections 
as  a  means  of  making  patterns  in  sheet  metal  is  also  taught.  Attention  is 
given  to  a  study  of  the  metallic  ores,  the  composition  of  the  common  metals, 
and  the  history  of  the  metalworking  industry. 

10.  Forging  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  instruction  in  building 
and  handling  the  forge  fire ;  in  the  use  of  the  hammer,  anvil,  tongs  and  the 
other  tools  of  the  forge  shop ;  and  the  forging  and  welding  of  iron  and  steel. 
It  also  includes  forging,  hardening  and  tempering  tools. 

26.  Machine  Tool  Work  (Three  Majors).  This  course  comprises  exer- 
cises in  the  use  of  machine  tools  and  the  making  of  small  tools  and  parts  of 
machines.     It  involves  the  standard  processes  of  machine  shop  practice. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  2,  except  Higher  Academy  and  College 
students. 

27.  Advanced  Machine-Tool  Work  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  course  in 
machine  shop  for  students  who  wish  to  get  advanced  credit  in  engineering 
college  courses.  It  covers  the  fundamental  processes  of  machine  tool  work 
and  gives  some  practice  in  machine  construction. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  2  or  26. 

28.  Vocational  Metalwork  (Three  Majors).  This  course  consists  of 
practical  experience  in  a  well  equipped  machine  shop  organized  as  a  producing 
factory.  Four  hours  a  day.  Men  with  some  previous  shop  training  desiring 
to  specialize  in  machine  shop  work  and  drawing  are  permitted  to  do  so.  For 
information  concerning  such  opportunities,  a  statement  concerning  equipment, 
and  for  list  of  evening  courses  in  metalworking,  send  for  special  circular  of 
the  Vocational  Courses  for  Woodworkers,  Metalworkers  and  Draftsmen. 

Those  specializing  in  automobiles  will  be  given  practice  in  disassembling, 
assembling,  adjusting  and  repairing  automobiles. 

29.  Vocational  Metalwork  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  28  to  which  are  added  short  courses  in  piping  and  millwright  work. 
Students  who  expect  to  teach  metalworking  will  get  some  experience  as 
foremen. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  28. 
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38.  Metalworking  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  course  for  prospective 
teachers  of  manual  training,  and  covers  all  the  processes  fundamental  in 
the  working  of  the  common  metals  by  hand,  and  the  methods  of  teaching 
them.  Courses  are  planned  and  equipments  studied.  The  metals  used  are 
iron,  machine  and  tool  steel,  tin,  copper,  silver,  brass  and  aluminum.  A 
study  is  made  of  metallic  ores,  the  composition  of  the  common  metals,  and 
the  relation  of  the  industrial  processes  used  to  chemistry  and  other  sciences. 
Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  history  of  metalworking  and  to  the 
designing  of  art  metal  work.  The  course  also  includes  instruction  in  the 
development  of  surfaces  and  intersections  in  the  making  of  patterns  for 
architectural  and  structural  metal  work. 

MACHINE  AND  ARCHITECTURAL  DRAWING 

1.  Mechanical  Drazving  (One  Major).  This  course  in  the  elements  of 
mechanical  drawing  runs  parallel  with  Woodworking  1.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  course  emphasis  is  placed  upon  working  drawings;  later  the  theory 
of  projection  is  taken  up,  also  the  study  of  developments  of  geometric  solids. 
Text:     Bennett,  Problems  in  Mechanical  Drazving. 

14.  Mechanical  Drazving  (Tzvo  Majors).  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
a  thorough  grounding  in  geometrical  construction,  orthographic  projection, 
developments  and  intersections,  blackboard  drawings,  sketching  and  working 
drawings.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  both  the  understanding  of  principles  and 
skilful  execution.    Text:   Evans,  Drafting  Room  Series  I  and  II. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  1. 

15.  Descriptive  Geometry  (Two  Majors).  A  course  covering  work  in 
plane  projections,  dealing  with  point,  line,  surface  and  solid.  Special 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  discussion  and  solution  of  original  problems,  and 
upon  the  study  of  the  theory  of  surfaces.  Text:  Miller,  Descriptive  Geom- 
etry. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  14  (1  major)  and  Mathematics  3. 

16.  Machine  Drazving  and  Design  (Tzvo  Majors).     This  course  includes 

(a)  making  drawings  of  standard  machine  parts,  making  working  sketches 
and  drawings  from  machines,  and  assembly  drawings  from  working  drawings ; 

(b)  calculations  for  proportioning,  and  designs  of  bolts,  keys,  journals, 
bearings,  couplings,  feed  screws,  gears  and  cams,  with  a  study  of  tooth 
forms. 

The  course  aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineering 
schools.     Text :  Smith  and  Marx,  Machine  Design. 

Prerequisites :  Must  have  taken  or  be  taking  Physics  2,  Manual  Arts  6 
and  26,  and  must  have  taken  Manual  Arts  14. 

17.  Machine  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  vocational  course  supple- 
ments Course  16,  and  places  emphasis  on  technique,  speed  and  accuracy. 
Instruction  is  given  in  the  use  of  the  slide  rule,  in  drafting  room  system, 
and  keeping  of  data.  The  students  pursuing  this  course  will  be  kept  on 
practical  drafting  work  involving  engine  construction,  machine  tool  design, 
installation  plans,  or  whatever  may  be  available  until  proficiency  is  acquired. 

For  students  studying  automobiles  the  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  rapid 
sketching  of  various  types  of  automobile  parts.  This  will  familiarize  the 
student  with  a  wider  range  of  design  than  it  is  possible  to  learn  by  practice 
with  actual  models. 
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A  student  who  has  completed  the  work  of  the  Vocational  group  of 
studies  as  arranged  by  his  advisor  (see  pp.  11,  13)  and  has  met  the  re- 
quirements of  proficiency  in  his  course  is  awarded  a  special  draftsman's 
certificate. 

This  course  also  affords  an  opportunity  for  students  in  Machine  Design 
to  use  the  drawing  rooms,  the  technical  literature  and  the  advice  of  the 
technical  instructors  in  pursuing  any  line  of  mechanical  investigation  or 
design.    Credit  will  be  given  according  to  the  work  done. 

Prerequisite  , Manual  Arts  14  (one  major)  and  such  other  preparation 
as  may  be  necessary  to  profitably  undertake  the  desired  work. 

18.  Architectural  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the 
principles  of  architectural  drafting  and  the  elements  of  building  construction. 
It  consists  of  designing  and  making  complete  working  drawings — floor  plans, 
elevations  and  details — of  cottages,  farm  buildings  and  suburban  houses. 
It  is  supplemented  by  lectures  and  text-book  work.  Students  consult  pub- 
lished plans  and  plans  loaned  by  local  architects.  Text :  King,  Constructive 
Carpentry;  Brigham.  Drawing  Plates. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14  (one  major). 

22.  Architectural  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  vocational  course 
for  woodworkers  and  draftsmen.  Students  in  this  course  are  given  practical 
work  on  plans,  elevations  and  details  of  buildings,  and  on  drawings  for 
interior  finish  and  furniture.  To  a  considerable  extent  drafting  office  methods 
are  employed.  Lectures  are  given  on  the  various  phases  of  building  construc- 
tion, designing  and  planning.  Text :  King,  Inside  Finishing  and  Constructive 
Carpentry. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14  (one  major). 

'62.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  is  essentially  a  course  in 
methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing,  but  includes  a  review  of  elementary 
mechanical  drawing  with  special  reference  to  technique,  working  drawings, 
principles  of  projection,  and  lettering. 

Prerequisite  , Manual  Arts  14. 

40.  Heat  Engines  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of 
the  principles  of  thermodynamics;  (b)  study  of  the  various  classes  of  internal 
combustion  engines,  steam  engines  and  boilers;  (c)  testing  steam  engines, 
valve  setting,  and  gasoline  engine  operation;  (d)  drafting  room  work  relating 
to  the  subject. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  14,  Physics  1,  Mathematics  5. 

48.  Automobile  Construction,  Operation,  Maintenance  and  Repair  (Three 
Majors).  It  will  be  the  object  of  this  course  to  prepare  men  for  positions 
in  all  branches  of  garage  work  and  to  equip  those  who  take  it,  whether 
owners,  chauffeurs,  or  mechanics,  with  a  thorough  working  knowledge  of 
their  various  cars. 

This  course  will  include:  (a)  Lectures  on  automobile  construction  and 
design,  including  the  details  of  motors,  transmissions  and  ignition  systems. 
(b)  Automobile  Electricity,  including  the  theory  and  practical  operation  of 
batteries,  ignition  systems,  self-starters,  and  electric  lighting,  (c)  Practice 
in  the  location  of  motor  troubles,  valve  grinding,  timing,  and  making  the 
finer  adjustments. 

An  extra  fee  will  be  charged  for  driving. 
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FREEHAND  DRAWING 

2.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  During  the  first  two  quarters  of 
the  year  this  course  correlates  with  Metalworking  2.  The  color  study  of  the 
course  is  applied  in  tile  setting.  The  third  quarter  is  devoted  to  the  principles 
of  perspective  and  still-life  drawing. 

3.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  in  pictorial  and  decora- 
tive drawing  required  of  girls  in  the  first  year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  The 
first  and  second  quarters  are  devoted  chiefly  to  still-life  drawing  in  outline 
and  color.  Such  objects  as  books,  boxes  and  vases  are  used  for  models.  The 
third  quarter  is  devoted  to  nature  drawing. 

4  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  is  required  of  girls  in  the  second 
year  of  the  Lower  Academy.  The  second  half-year  is  given  to  mechanical 
drawing,  the  first  to  practical  work  and  design,  centering  upon  needlework, 
The  latter  involves  the  study  of  color  combinations  and  the  laying  on  of  flat 
tints  with  water  colors. 

12.  Freehand  Drawing  (Tzvo  Majors),  (a)  Outline  and  light-and-shade 
drawing  from  models,  casts,  furniture  and  still-life,  using  pencil,  charcoal, 
pen  and  ink,  and  water  color,  (b)  Lectures  on  freehand  perspective  and 
the  history  of  art.  For  home  work  in  connection  with  this  course  pupils  are 
advised  to  read  Tarbell,  History  of  Greek  Art,  and  Goodyear,  Roman  and 
Medieval  Art.  . 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts  1  and  2  or  3  and  4,  or  equivalent. 

13.  Freehand  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  continuation  of  Course  12, 
adding  pictorial  composition  and  outdoor  sketching  in  water  color,  pencil, 
and  pen  and  ink,  and  talks  on  perspective  of  shadows  and  reflections.  Pupils 
taking  this  course  are  advised  to  read  Goodyear,  Renaissance  and  Modern 
Art,  or  some  other  book  on  the  history  of  art  which  is  approved  by  the 
teacher. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12. 

19  Drawing  from  the  Antique  (Three  Majors).  This  course  includes 
(a)  drawing  the  full  human  figure  and  various  details  from  the  cast,  ending 
with  the  draped  live  model  and  the  human  head;  (b)  history  of  painting  by 
means  of  pictures  ,talks  and  text-book— Van  Dyke,  History  of  Painting. 

37  Elementary  Art  (Three  Majors).  This  course  deals  with  typical 
forms  of  art  and  constructive  work  suitable  for  children  in  the  elementary 
schools,  and  practicable  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary  schoolroom. 
The  work  involves  the  study  of  color,  representation  drawing,  design,  model- 
ing the  elements  of  mechanical  drawing  and  constructive  work.  It  is  a 
comprehensive  course  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  are  to  become 
suprvisors  of  art  and  handwork  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12  and  14,  or  equivalent. 

ARTS  CRAFTS  AND  DESIGN 

20  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  consists  of  problems  in  (a) 
theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design,  (c)  applied  design,  and  (d)  mechan- 
ical perspective.  In  connection  with  applied  design,  instruction  is  given  in 
tooled  leather  work  and  stenciling. 

Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  12  or  equivalent. 

33  Elementary  Handwork  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a) 
bookbinding  and  (b)  clay  work.  The  problems  given  are  such  as  may  be 
used  with  profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 
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42.  Art  Metal  Work  and  J\ewelry  (Three  Majors).  This  course  covers 
all  the  fundamental  constructive  and  decorative  operations  in  artistic  metal- 
porking— -raising,  seaming,  fluting,  paneling,  etching,  saw-piercing,  repousse 
and  chasing,  coloring  and  finishing,  enameling,  filigree  work  and  all  the 
various  kinds  of  stone  setting,  resulting  in  a  wide  variety  of  problems  in 
copper,  brass,  aluminum,  silver  and  gold.  A  thorough  training  in  the  prin- 
ciples and  rules  of  design  is  a  fundamental  part  of  the  course,  as  the  design 
and  construction  factors  are  equally  balanced.  A  study  is  made  of  gems  and 
gem  minerals. 

The  course  also  includes  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  art  metal- 
work  and  design  and  in  suitable  equipments  for  grammar  and  high  schools. 
Prerequisite,  Manual  Arts  20  and  38. 

43.  _  Woodwork  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  upon  knowl- 
edge gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experiences  in  designing 
for  woodworking.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects  suitable  for  school 
problems. 

Prerequisites,  Manual  Arts,  5,  18  and  20. 

PEDAGOGY 

m  34.  Organization  of  the  Manual  Arts  for  Educational  Ends  (One  Major). 
This  course  includes  (a)  organization  of  manual  training  and  art  work  in 
different  kinds  and  grades  of  schools,  (b)  study  of  courses  of  instruction, 
(c)  study  of  equipments,  (d)  planning  equipments  in  detail  to  meet  given 
conditions,  (e)  economic  and  engineering  problems  arising  in  equipping  for 
manual  training  work.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work,  and  a 
thesis  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

35.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  (One  Major).  This  course 
covers  (a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice  of  Pestalozzi, 
Froebel  and  other  educational  reformers,  (b)  educational  handwork  in 
European  countries,  (c)  the  development  of  manual  training,  art  instruction 
and  industrial  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States,  (d)  present 
problems.    Lectures,  discussions,  reading  and  written  work. 

,  36.  Teaching  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the 
principles  of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual 
arts,  (b)  methods  of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons 
observed  ,taught  and  discussed.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work 
and  practice  teaching.  Text :  Thorndike,  Principles  of  Teaching. 
Prerequisite :    Psychology. 

#  44.  Psychology  (One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  given 
with  special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Discussions,  reading  and 
written  work.    Text:  Thorndike,  Elements  of  Psychology. 

Prerequisite :    Graduation  from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high  school. 

45.  History  of  Education  (One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
hscover  causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  development 
n  the  past  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  problems.  Text' 
VIonroe,  A  Text-book  in  the  History  of  Education. 

Prerequisite:    Same  as  for  44.

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MATHEMATICS 

From  the  very  start  the  Department  regards  mathematics  as  a  method 
of  science  and  endeavors  to  impress  its  vital  importance  by  ^s  applications 
as  well  as  by  the  logical  development  of  the  subject.  It  is  sought  to  lead 
the  student  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  the  scope  of  the  realm  of 
mathematical  thought,  and  to  give  him  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  how  and 
why  results  have  been  obtained,  and  how  and  for  what  purpose  they  may  be 
used  either  in  physical  science  or  in  the  development  of  mathematical 
science     The  student  is  led  to  think  out  his  mathematics. 

The  Mathematical  Laboratory  is  equipped  with  suitable  physical  and 
mathematical  apparatus,  modeling  frames,  spherical  blackboards  and  other 
devices,  drawing  instruments  and  colored  crayons.  A  well  selected  library 
is  always  at  the  service  of  students  and  teachers. 

Lower  Academy 

1  Algebra  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  designed  to  make  the  tran- 
sition from  arithmetic  to  algebra  with  the .  least  abruptness  possible  by 
extending  the  theoretical  processes  of  arithmetic  to  algebraic  symbols,  and  to 
develop  a  thorough  ability  to  handle  the  fundamental  operations  and  the 
solution  of  linear  and  quadratic  equations  as  a  basis  for  subsequent  mathe- 
matics. 

2  Plane  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
original  solution  of  problems  and  theorems.  In  this  course  it  is  aimed  to 
correlate  algebra  and  geometry  and  to  illustrate  the  application  of  geometry 
to  constructive  drawing,  elementary  physics,  engineering  and  other  practical 
problems.  Some  use  is  made  of  sines,  cosines  and  tangents  in  the  solution 
of  triangles. 

Prerequisites,  Mathematics  1. 

Higher  Academy 

3  Solid  Geometry  (Three  Majors).    The  more  essential  theorems  of  the  - 
subiect  are  given.     Some  time  is  devoted  to  the  construction  of  models  and 
the  solution  of  practical  problems.    Attention  is  given  to  computation  errors 
in  reducing  data  obtained  by  measurement. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 

4  Algebra  (One  Major).  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  1,  but  gives 
a  more  extended  and  scientific  treatment  of  subjects  treated  in  that  course. 
Other  subjects  are  added,  such  as  simultaneous  equations,  inequalities  and , 
logarithms.  It  demands  of  the  student  the  power  to  use  Algebra  as  well  as; 
the  ability  to  understand  it.^ 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  2. 

College 

5  Plane  Trigonometry  (One  Major).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy 
of  computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the  transformation 
of  functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 

,  7  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually 
given  in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry  and 
Calculus,  and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  manner  Ihe 
more  elementary  and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are  considered, 
leaving  the  more  complicated  parts  until  the  following  year. 
Prerequisites,  Mathematics  3  and  4. 
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8.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  in  continuation  of 
Course  7,  and  includes  Algebra  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus  and  Differential  Equations  and  their  application  to  physical  and 
mechanical  problems. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  (One  Major).  A  general  course  in  the  elements  of  Plane 
Surveying.  Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass,  level, 
transit,  stadia.     Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are  made. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  5  or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  establish 
these  principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to  numerous 
engineering  problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  training  in  the  use 
of  mathematics  as  applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use  of  engineering 
data. 

Prerequisite,  the  student  must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathematics  8. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gymnastic 
and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give  the  students 
such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and  maintain  a  vigorous 
physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  number  of  students,  especially 
the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exercise  that  will  be  within  the 
capacity  of  each  student. 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state.  On 
the  ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swimming 
pool,  showers  and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary  offices 
are  the  gymnasium  for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a  lecture 
room.  On  the  third  floor  is  located  a  large  social  hall.  Each  gymnasium 
contains  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  equipment  for  systematic  physical 
training. 

A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students  and  all  Inter- 
collegiate and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field  is 
equipped  with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track,  jumping 
and  vaulting  pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by  the  Institute,  three 
on  Bradley  Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

_  All   athletic   activities   are   under   the   direct   supervision   of   thoroughly 
trained  instructors. 

A  required  physical  examination  is  given  to  all  students  participating 
in  any  form  of  Athletics  or  Gymnasium  work. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES 


I.    For  Men 

Courses  for  men  include:  (1)  Marching,  (2)  Calisthenics,  (3)  Light 
Apparatus  Work,  (4)  Athletics. 

Note. — The  Physical  Training  Department  aims  to  create  and  supervise 
athletic  sports  for  students  of  all  ages  and  sizes.  To  this  end  soccer  foot- 
ball, basketball  and  baseball  leagues  are  operated  in  their  respective  seasons. 
These  leagues  are  open  to  students  who  do  not  represent  the  school  in 
intercollegiate  contests.  Suitable  trophies  are  awarded  to  the  winners  of  each 
league. 
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II.     For  Women 

A  physical  examination  is  made  of  all  women  in  the  department  by  the 
director  during  the  early  part  of  the  fall  term.  Well  regulated  physical 
exercise  is  then  given  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  student. 

Physical  exercise  consisting  of  a  graded,  systematic  course  of  healthful 
body  building  exercise  and  recreation  is  required  three  hours  per  week  during 
the  first  two  years  of  each  student's  residence  at  the  Institute. 

(A  uniform  gymnastic  suit  is  required  and  student  should  consult  the 
director  before  procuring  one.) 

First  Year 

Elementary  Class  Work  in  Swedish  Gymnastics: 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit  for  play 
through  cooperative  games. 

(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the  class- 
room. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking  as,  round 
shoulders,  forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Second  Year 

More  advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus.  Physical  Balance  Work, 
Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing. 

The  fall  and  spring  quarters  are  devoted  to  out  door  sports — Field 
Hockey,  Basketball,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 


PHYSICS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  laws  governing  the  physical  world.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is 
necessary  that  the  student  actually  see  these  laws  tested  by  experiment. 
This  is  done  both  in  lecture  demonstration  and  in  the  laboratory. 

The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  suitable 
for  courses  in  elementary  and  first  year  college  Physics  as  given  in  the  best 
technical  schools. 

The  lecture  room  is  provided  with  desk-arm  chairs,  large  instructor's 
table  fitted  with  water,  gas,  electricity,  lantern  with  reflectoscope,  dark  shades 
and  apparatus  cases  well  filled  with  good  apparatus  for  demonstration  pur- 
poses. 

Separate  laboratories  are  provided  for  the  elementary  and  college 
courses.  The  elementary  laboratory  is  designed  to  accommodate  one  hundred 
and  twenty  students  in  five  sections. 

At  one  end  of  the  college  laboratory  is  located  the  departmental  library 
which  is  well  supplied  with  the  leading  reference  books,  and  all  new  books 
of  importance  will  be  purchased  as  they  appear.  Some  of  the  leading  scientific 
and  technical  periodicals  devoted  to  physics  and  electrical  engineering  are 
received  and  retained  in  the  laboratory. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  photometry  room  equipped  with  a  three  meter 
optical  bench,  Lummer-Brodhun  photometer  and  compound  universal  rotator. 
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Higher  Academy 

1.  Elementary  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  introductory  course  is 
required  of  all  third  year  Academy  students.  It  deals  with  the  fundamental 
principles  of  mechanics,  sound,  magnetism  and  electricity,  heat  and  light. 
The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  elements  of 
this  fundamental  science;  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  the  whys  and 
hows  of  common  every  day  happenings,  and  to  train  the  mind  to  habits  of 
careful  observation  and  reasonably  accurate  deduction.  There  are  three 
recitations  and  two  double-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Text:  Black  and  Davis,  Physics. 
Prerequisites,  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

CoiXEGE 

2.  Advanced  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  given  in  the 
second  year  of  college,  and  is  intended  primarily  for  those  expecting  to  take 
further  work  along  engineering  lines,  or  those  whose  later  college  work 
demands  a  second  course  in  Physics.  The  subject  is  treated  both  experi- 
mentally and  mathematically,  with  special  attention,  both  in  lectures  and 
laboratory,  to  the  practical  applications  of  the  various  branches.  The  exper- 
iments, while  they  cover  the  same  ground  as  the  elementary  course,  are  much 
more  advanced.  The  student's  attention  is  directed  to  the  study  of  possible 
sources  of  error. 

Text :  Duff,  et  al,  Text  Book  of  Physics. 
Laboratory  Manual :  Miller,  Laboratory  Physics. 
Prerequisites:     Physics  1  and  Plane  Geometry. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  student  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathe- 
matics 7. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES.— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  of 
studies  in  the  college.  On  graduates  of  the  Science  and  Engineering  Groups 
the  degree  of  Associate  in  Science  will  be  conferred;  on  graduates  of  the 
Classics  Group,  the  degrees  of  Associate  of  Arts;  on  graduates  of  the  Liter- 
ature Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Literature;  on  graduates  of  the  four- 
year  Domestic  Economy  Course  or  the  four-year  Manual  Training  Course, 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred.  The  graduates  of  the 
two-year  or  three-year  courses  in  Manual  Arts  and  the  two-year  course 
in  Domestic  Economy  receive  a  diploma.  The  Academic  certificate  will  be 
given  to  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  through 
the  Higher  Academy. 

A  certificate  in  drafting  will  be  given  to  any  student  who  completes  the 
prescribed  course. 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute  at 
least  three  quarters. 

EXPENSES — Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows.  Full 
work,  3  or  more  classes,  $20.00  per  quarter;  2  classes,  $15.00  per  quarter; 
1  class,  $10.00  per  quarter.  There  are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year. 
Students  absent  six  weeks  or  more  in  any  quarter  on  account  of  illness  or 
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other  good  cause,  may  receive  a  reduction  in  the  fee.  Each  student  pays 
a  gymnasium  fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  admission  to 
games  held  under  Institute  management.  Necessary  text-books  are  provided 
by  the  Institute  free  of  charge.  Tuition  fees  should  be  paid  during  the  first 
two  weeks  of  each  quarter.  Neglect  to  do  so  will  render  the  students  liable  to 
be  refused  admittance  to  classes.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Bradley 
Polytechnic  Institute. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  Vocational  Courses,  the  Farmers'  Courses, 
the  Evening  Classes  or  the  Summer  School  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees  by 
work  done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be  made  as 
early  as  possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of  (1) 
good  character  and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3)  inability  to  pay 
the  full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodging.  Board  and  room  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Institute  at  reasonable  rates.  The  Institute  will  make  special  efforts 
to  secure  satisfactory  conditions  as  to  boarding  and  rooming  accommoda- 
tions in  the  neighborhood.  A  list  of  boarding  places  is  kept  on  file  at  the 
Recorder's  office. 

SCHOLARSHIPS — (a)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tui- 
tion in  the  College  for  a  year — 

1.  Two  scholarships  to  members  of  the  class  graduating  from  the 
Academy  awarded  by  the  Faculty,  now  held  by  Lowell  B.  Hazzard  and 
Rudolph  V.  Schmid. 

2.  Two  scholarships  to  the  two  graduates  having  the  highest  rank  in 
each  of  the  Peoria  High  Schools.  These  are  now  held  by  Dorothy  Crowder, 
Frances  Reinmann  and  Clara  S.  Tibbs. 

(b)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tuition  in  the  Academy 
for  a  year — 

1.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Peoria  County  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade.  One  of  them  is  now  held 
by  Lena  M.  Bibo. 

2.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Tazewell  County  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade. 

(c)  The  University  of  Chicago  grants  each  year  two  scholarships  to 
be  awarded  to  the  two  members  of  the  graduating  class  maintaining  the 
highest  standing  in  their  college  work.  The  scholarships  are  of  the  value  of 
$120.00  each.  These  are  now  held  by  Anna  A.  Phillips  and  Marie  E. 
Kurtenbach. 

Prize:  The  Scheele  Memorial  Medal.  Awarded  to  the  student  who 
ranks  highest  in  Chemistry.  This  prize  is  offered  by  Wm.  V.  Dufner,  Ph. 
G.,  of  Peoria,  pharmacist,  and  is  of  solid  gold,  with  a  bas-relief  of  Carl 
Wilhelm  Scheele,  the  illustrious  Swedish  apothecary  and  chemist  (1742-1786). 
This  is  now  held  by  Clifford  P.  Strause. 

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU.— During  the  summer  of 
1904  the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station  at 
the  north  end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Institute.  This  is  under 
charge  of  Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps  are  sent  out 
from  the  station.    Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller  to  Institute  classes. 
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CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES— A  brief  chapel  service,  which 
all  students  are  expected  to  attend,  is  held  daily.  This  service  is  desired 
to  afford  an  opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  daily  reminder  of  the 
unity  of  the  school.  Occasionally  musical  programs  and  addresses  by  promi- 
nent professional  and  business  men  on  practical  topics  take  the  place  of  the 
chapel  service. 

The  reflectoscope  or  lantern  slides  are  frequently  employed  in  connection 
with  informal  talks  in  different  departments,  especially  Manual  Arts,  the 
Sciences,  History,  the  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages. 

THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD.— Athletics  are  under  direct  control  of  a 
board  made  up  of  five  members  of  the  Faculty  and  five  representatives  elected 
from  various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  representative.  Actions 
of  the  Board  are  subject  to  revisions  by  the  Faculty.

Four  of  the  students  are  elected  from  the  College,  two  from  the  Higher 
Academy  and  two  from  the  Lower  Academy,  equally  divided  between  young 
men  and  young  women.  The  young  man  from  the  Senior  class  acts  as 
President  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  has  under  its  care,  The  Tech,  The  Polyscope,  Literary 
Societies,  Clubs  and  Organizations,  in  short  all  student  activities  not  con- 
trolled by  the  Athletic  Board.

HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

MR.  AND  MRS.  TOBIAS  S.  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased 
children.  To  assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together 
a  number  of  educational  institutions,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  Bradley  in  1867  delayed  action  for  some  time.  Later  Mrs.  Bradley 
took  the  matter  up  and  formulated  her  wishes  substantially  as  they  are 
now  expressed  in  the  constitution  of  the  Institute.  It  was  her  ambition 
to  afford  the  young  people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  ac- 
quire a  practical  and  serviceable  education,  and  particularly  to  teach 
them  to  work  and  to  regard  work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after 
her  death,  but  in  the  fall  of  1896,  by  the  advice  of  many  leading  educators 
of  Central  Illinois,  she  determined  to  erect  the  buildings  and  start  the 
School,  during  her  lifetime,  if  possible.  Dr.  William  R.  Harper,  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Chicago,  was  consulted.  Under  his  advice  a 
charter  was  immediately  applied  for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trus- 
tees was  held  on  the  16th  day  of  November,  1896,  and  an  organization 
was  effected  under  the  University  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  Mrs.  Bradley 
entered  into  contract  with  the  Trustees  to  provide  a  sufficient  annual  in- 
come to  support  the  School  during  her  life,  and  made  provision  in  her 
will  for  a  permanent  endowment,  consisting  of  the  greater  part  of  her 
estate.  She  also  presented  the  Trustees  with  a  deed  for  about  seventeen 
acres  of  ground,  situated  within  the  city  limits  of  Peoria,  for  the  site  of 
the  Institute  buildings  and  set  apart  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dol- 
lars for  buildings  and  equipment;  the  fund  for  these  purposes  was 
later  largely  increased.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Bradley  occurred  January 
16,  1908,  just  after  the  close  of  the  first  decade  in  the  history  of  the 
Institute. 

Work  was  begun  April  10,  1897,  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley  Hall, 
devoted  to  general  education,  and  Horology  Hall,  where  instruction  is 
given  in  Watchwork,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  These  buildings 
were  occupied  in  October  and  November,  respectively.  School  work  was 
begun  October  4,  1897 ;  the  formal  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  October 
8th,  in  the  Auditorium  of  Bradley  Hall,  and  this  date  has  been  observed 
annually  with  appropriate  exercises.  In  1904  a  station  of  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau  was  establishd  in  a  building  erected  by  the  Gov- 
ernment at  the  north  end  of  the  campus. 

During  the  year  1908-9  a  Gymnasium  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  75,- 
000.  It  contains  a  gymnasium  for  men  and  also  one  for  women,  each  with 
complete  equipment.  In  1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  Estate 
was  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  Domestic  Economy  Department  as  a 
'Practice  House."    A  power  plant  was  erected  during  the  year  1911-12. 

During  the  Summer  of  1911  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley 
Avenue,  adjoining  the  campus  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual 
Arts  Department,  and  the  Shops  and  Drawing  classes  were  transferred  to 
them.

Entrance — Graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Academy  without  examination  upon  presentation  of  a  cer- 
tificate of  graduation. 


Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. — Students  who  have  done  work 
elsewhere  in  high  schools,  academies  or  colleges  will  be  admitted  on 
presentation  of  a  certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work  com- 
pleted. A  blank  form  for  this  statement  will  be  furnished  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Director.  The  student  is  assigned  temporarily  to  those 
classes  for  which  he  seems  to  be  prepared.  At  the  end  of  one  quarter, 
if  the  student's  work  is  satisfactory,  the  credits  from  his  former  school 
will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as  they  cover  the  work  of  the  Institute. 

Unclassified  Students.- — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular 
course  may  be  admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take 
with  advantage.

CURRICULUM. 

The  Courses  of  Study  are  arranged  so  that  a  student  may  enter  at 
the  end  of  the  common  school  course  and  continue  through  six  (in  some 
lines  eight)  years'  work,  gaining  a  broad  and  practical  general  educa- 
tion and  in  addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following  pur- 
suits. (1)  Business,  Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Ad- 
vanced Study  in  a  College,  University  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3) 
Professional  Study  in  Law  or  Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Train- 
ing or  Domestic  Science,  or  Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

DIVISIONS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

I.    The  Academy 

Lower  Academy. — The  Lower  Academy  corresponds  to  the  first  two 
years  of  a  High  School  Course.  The  work  of  the  Lower  Academy  aims 
to  lay  a  firm  and  broad  foundation.  At  this  period,  in  most  cases,  neither 
pupil,  teacher,  nor  parents  can  decide  rationally  upon  the  peculiar  bent 
of  the  pupil's  mind :  for  these  two  reasons  the  curriculum  for  this  period 
is  made  to  include  a  wide  variety  of  work,  and  is  nearly  the  same  in  all 
groups  except  for  those  pursuing  vocational  courses. 

B. — Higher  Academy. — The  Higher  Academy  corresponds  to  the 
last  two  years  of  a  High  School  Course.  When  the  student  reaches  the 
Higher  Academy,  some  knowledge  of  his  special  tastes  and  aptitudes 
has  been  gained.  He  is  then  allowed  to  specialize  to  a  limited  extent  in 
Science,  Engineering,  Literature,  Classics,  or  Vocational  Studies. 

The  College 

A. — Courses  covering  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  of  a  Col- 
lege, University  or  Engineering  School. 

The  student  chooses  one  of  the  following  groups:

1.  Science  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  college  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  B.  S.  It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical 
schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group,  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics,  Science, 
Mechanical  Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for  the 
third  year  in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Classics  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Latin  and  Greek 
and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading  to  the 
degree  of  A.  B. 

4.  Literature  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Lan- 
guages and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college 
courses  leading  to  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  or  B.  L. 

B. — Teachers'  Training  Courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy. 

1.  Two  Courses  requiring  two  years,  two  three-year  courses  and  a 
four-year  course,  all  preparatory  to  teaching  Manual  Training.  The 
four-year  course  gives  the  B.  S.  degree.    For  details  see  p.  16. 

2.  A  two-years'  course  and  a  four-years'  course  preparatory  to 
teaching  Domestic  Economy.  The  four-years'  course  gives  the  B.  S. 
degree.    For  details  see  pp.  18,  19. 

All  of  these  Teachers'  courses  include  Pedagogy  as  well  as  theo- 
retical and  practical  training  in  the  special  subjects. 

III.    Vocational  Courses 

The  Vocational  or  Industrial  Classes  are  designed  to  meet  the 
demand  for  training  which  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  variety 
of  industries  requiring  shop  training  and  experience  and  a  certain 
amount  of  technical  knowledge. 

Several  courses  are  offered: 

(1)  A  course  for  Draftsmen. 

(2)  A  course  for  Woodworkers,  including  the  elements  of  house 
carpentry,  mill  work,  cabinet  making,  use  of  woodworking  machinery, 
etc. 

(3)  A  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  machine  shop  prac- 
tice, Blacksmithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge,  Foundry,  Automobile  Repairing. 

(4)  Theoretical  and  practical  study  of  the  Automobile  (one  year), 
including  the  principles  of  electricity  involved,  gas  engines,  repair 
work,  driving,  etc. — class  and  laboratory  work.  See  pages  13,  18.  Also 
a  two-year  course  for  those  wishing  to  teach. 

Send  for  special  circular. 

A  student  entering  one  of  these  courses  will  be  assigned  to  those 
classes  which  will  soonest  fit  him  for  the  occupation  he  desires  to  follow. 
A  record  will  be  kept  of  his  work  and  this  will  be  available  at  any  time 
as  a  basis  for  recommendation  to  any  prospective  employer. 

Four  years'  successful  work  will  entitle  a  student  to  graduate  from 
the  Academy. 
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IV.    Evening  Classes 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  give  instruction  in  practical  work  and 
are  intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops  and  factories  who  can  not 
take  advantage  of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in  session  from  October 
to  May,  meeting  on  two  evenings  each  week. 

The  following  courses  are  given,  1916-17: 

Woodworking  and  Patternmaking,  Machine  Shop,  Mechanical  and 
Machine  Drawing,  Blue  Print  Reading,  Art  Metal,  Jewelry  (Saturday 
morning),  Architectural  Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing,  Study 
of  the  Automobile  (Electricity  and  Gas  Engines),  Landscape  Gardening, 
Forging,  Furniture  Making,  Freehand  Drawing. 

The  same  courses  will  be  given  in  1917-18,  and  others  as  may  be 
needed. 

V.  Summer  School 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Do- 
mestic Economy,  extended  from  June  21  to  July  23,  1916.  It  was  con- 
ducted under  the  superintendency  of  Frederick  H.  Evans  of  the  Manual 
Arts  Department.  More  than  half  the  states  of  the  Union  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  Summer  School  for  1917  (June  20  to  July  27)  will  offer  a 
great  variety  of  courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Economy, 
some  general  college  courses  and  also  work  especially  intended  for 
teachers  in  the  grades  or  in  rural  schools. 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE  AND  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Graduates  from  the  Academy  are  entered  on  certificate  at  the  lead- 
ing colleges  and  universities,  such  as  Vassar,  Wellesley,  Smith,  Mt. 
Holyoke,  Cornell,  Chicago,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Dartmouth,  Wisconsin, 
Oberlin. 

Graduates  from  the  Institute  receive  credit  in  other  institutions  for 
all  work  done.  Students  who  have  gone  from  Bradley  with  advanced 
standing  have  been  enabled  to  graduate  in  two  years  at  Princeton,  Smith, 
Mt.  Holyoke,  Cornell,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Chicago,  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  and  other  institutions  of  like  rank. 

Students  intending  to  do  advanced  work  in  other  institutions  may 
be  allowed  to  arrange  their  work  with  this  purpose  in  view.

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TEACHERS'  COURSES  IN  MANUAL  TRAINING  AND  DO- 
MESTIC  ECONOMY 

I.    Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Manual  Training 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  all  the  following  groups  of  studies 
are  the  same — four  years  of  approved  academic  work.  A  diploma  will 
be  given  to  those  who  present  the  entrance  requirements  and  complete 
any  one  of  the  first  four  courses  below;  on  completion  of  the  sixth 
course  the  student  receives  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

Students  who  before  entering  the  Institute  have  taken  courses  equiv- 
alent to  any  of  these  given  below,  will  be  given  due  credit,  but  they  may 
be  subjected  to  an  examination  to  determine  whether  courses  taken  are 
equivalent. 

1.  A  two-year  course  (programs  A  and  C  given  below),  for  men 
who  wish  to  teach  or  supervise  Manual  Training  in  elementary 
schools.  In  C  these  students  will  elect  Woodworking  SI  and 
Woodwork  Design  43. 

2.  A  two-year  course  (programs  B  and  C),  for  women  who  wish  to 
teach  or  supervise  Drawing,  Sewing  and  Elementary  Manual 
Training.  In  C  they  will  elect  Elementary  Art  37.  This  course 
is  especially  suited  to  young  women  who  have  already  been  suc- 
cessful in  teaching  other  school  subjects. 

3.  A  three-year-course  (programs  A.  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish 
to  teach  Woodworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D 
and  E,  they  will  elect  Vocational  Woodwork  7  and  8,  and  Archi- 
tectural Drafting. 

4.  A  three-year-course  (programs  A.  D  and  E),  for  men  who  wish 
to  teach  Metalworking  in  secondary  or  vocational  schools.  In  D 
and  E  they  will  elect  Machine  Shop  26  and  28  and  Machine  Draft- 
ing 17. 

5.  A  two-year  course  for  teachers  in  Automobile  work.     This  in- 

cludes the  vocational  program  on  page  13.     Three  months  of 
approved  experience  in  a  commercial  garage,  and  Program  F. 

6.  A  four-year  course  for  men  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves 
to  teach  manual  training  and  allied  subjects  and  also  secure  the 
bachelor's  degree.  Half  of  the  time  of  the  course  is  spent  in 
shopwork,  drawing  and  the  special  pedagogy  of  the  Manual 
Arts ;  the  other  half  is  given  to  Language,  Science,  Mathematics, 
Education,  History,  part  required  and  part  elective.  The  elec- 
tives  in  this  course  enable  a  student  to  prepare  himself  to  direct 
Athletics  or  teach  Mathematics  or  Science  in  additioa  to  Draw- 
ing and  Shopwork.  Students  who  have  not  taken  two  years 
of  foreign  language  before  entering  should  meet  this  require- 
ment in  choosing  their  electives.

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II.    Courses  Preparatory  to  Teaching  Domestic  Economy 

Two  courses  are  offered,  one  requiring  two  years,  the  other  four 
years.  The  former  carries  the  Diploma  in  Domestic  Economy,  the  lat- 
ter the  Diploma  and  the  B.  S.  degree..  The  admission  requirements  are 
the  same — four  years  of  approved  academic  work  (15  units).  If  Physics 
is  not  presented  at  entrance,  it  must  be  taken  during  the  first  year. 
Other  high  school  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  at  the  Institute,  involving 
a  correspondingly  longer  time  to  complete  the  work  required  for  a 
diploma. 

So  many  high  schools  offer  no  course  in  Chemistry  that  for  the 
present  students  who  enter  without  it  are  allowed  to  take  it  in  the 
first  year  (Course  1  below)  instead  of  the  more  advanced  course  which 
others  will  take. 

Only  a  limited  number  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Teachers'  Courses. 
A.pplication  for  admission  should  be  made  as  long  before  the  opening  of 
the  school  year  as  possible  and  no  one  should  come  expecting  to  enter 
unless  definite  arrangements  for  admission  have  been  made. 

For  Laboratory  work  in  Cooking,  each  student  should  have  an  ample 
supply  of  wash  shirt-waists,  large,  plain  white  aprons  with  bib,  shoulder 
straps  and  pocket,  hand  towels  made  about  18  inches  square  of  checked 
glass  linen  and  a  holder.

DEPARTMENTS 


BIOLOGY 


THIS  Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits, 
both  the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology. 
It  makes  especial  effort  to  give  good  training  to  students  prepar- 
ing to  enter  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  com- 
pound microscopes  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  general  work, 
of  the  department.  The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the 
Physiological  and  Bacteriological  work  in  the  College.  In  connection 
with  the  laboratories  is  the  Museum.  It  consists  primarily  of  the 
mounted  birds,  mammals  and  other  biological  collections  and  herbarium 
of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Association.  To  this  has  been  added  a  collec- 
tion of  shells  and  corals  presented  by  several  gentlemen  of  Peoria,  a  col- 
lection of  insects  from  the  University  of  Illinois  and  a  herbarium  pre- 
sented by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well  as  many  smaller  gifts. 


Academy 


1.  Elementary  Botany  (One  Major).  An  introduction  to  the  phe- 
nomena of  life  as  embodied  in  plants,  especially  those  aspects  that  touch 
human  interests  and  activities.  It  includes  such  subjects  as  forestry, 
weeds,  plant  breeding,  plant  culture,  decorative  plants  and  the  plant 
industries.  The  student  is  required  to  make  a  collection  of  the  leaves 
of  the  common  trees.  Recitations  three  hours  a  week;  laboratory  and 
field  work  four  or  five  hours  a  week.  Text-book,  Coulter,  Plant  Life 
and  Plant  Uses. 

2.  Elements  of  Zoology  (Two  Majors).  Introduction  to  the  struc- 
ture, relations,  habits  and  activities  of  animal  life.  Importance  is  given 
to  function  rather  than  to  the  structure.  The  economic  relations  of 
animals  to  civic  life  is  emphasized,  hence  special  work  upon  insects  and 
birds  and  their  relation  to  human  affairs.  Field  trips  are  taken.  Reci- 
tations three  hours  a  week,  field  and  laboratory  work  four  or  five  hours 
a  week.    Text-book,  Colton's  Descriptive  and  Practical  Zoology, 

College 

3.  General  Zoology  (Three  Majors).  The  course  is  developed  from 
the  broadly  biological  point  of  view,  dealing  with  the  structure,  activities, 
distribution,  behavior,  habits  and  life-histories  of  animals.  In  lectures 
some  of  the  important  theoretical  and  practical  problems  of  biology 
are  discussed,  especially  as  related  to  human  life.  In  the  laboratory 
representative  types  of  animals  are  dissected  and  studied. 
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The  first  two  terms  are  devoted  to  the  invertebrate  animals,  the 
third  to  the  vertebrates. 

The  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  students  who  expect  to  enter 
medical  schools.  For  the  general  student  it  affords  training  in  inductive 
methods  and  an  approach  to  the  structure,  functions  and  hygiene  of  the 
human  body.  Lectures  and  laboratory  ten  hours  a  week.  Text  book, 
Hegner,  College  Zoology. 

College 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions 
of  the  human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chem- 
istry, the  study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the 
chemistry  of  the  blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excre- 
tion. The  second  term's  work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circu- 
lation and  animal  heat,  and  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special 
sense  organs.  The  course  is  designed  for  the  general  student,  and  will 
be  helpful  also  for  advanced  work  in  Domestic  Science.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Prerequisite,  Elementary  Chemistry. 
Text  book,  Martin,  Human  Body. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a 
general  knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds  and  other  micro-organisms 
and  the  application  to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water-supplies, 
sewage  disposal,  soils,  dairying,  fermentative  industries,  food  preserva- 
tion and  decomposition,  transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  im- 
munity, sanitation  and  control  of  infection  and  contagious  diseases.  The 
laboratory  work  introduces  general  bacteriological  methods,  the  prep- 
aration of  culture  media  and  the  cultivation  of  bacteria,  the  bacteriolog- 
ical examination  of  air,  water,  milk,  etc.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten 
hours  per  week.    Text  book,  Buchanan's  Household  Bacteriology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  courses  in  chemistry  meet  the  needs  of  three  classes  of  students : 
Those  who  take  the  subject  as  part  of  a  general  education;  those  who 
intend  to  study  medicine  or  pursue  work  in  domestic  science,  and  those 
who  intend  to  take  up  chemistry  as  a  profession.  Emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  close  contact  of  chemistry  with  outside  affairs. 

Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight 
hours  weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the 
subject  is  treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  at- 
tention being  given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  sub- 
ject and  to  chemical  calculations. 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  principles  studied 
in  the  lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to 
enable  the  students  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical 
combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best 
apparatus  and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry.  The 
department  library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and 
periodicals,  and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  import- 
ant new  books  as  they  appear. 
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College 

1.  General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Characteristics  of  chem- 
ical change,  elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine, 
hydrochloric  acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  continuation  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halo- 
gens, sulphur  and  nitrogen  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis. 
Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  import- 
ant compounds.  Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the 
identification  of  simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qual- 
itative analysis,  but  at  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  should  be  able 
to  identify  any  simple  salt,  and  understand  the  separation  of  various 
groups  and  elements.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Pre- 
requisite, Physics  1,  or  its  equivalent. 

2.  Advanced  General  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  (Three 
Majors),  (a)  The  lectures  and  recitations  on  advanced  general  chem- 
istry deal  with  the  subjects  as  presented  in  Ostwald's  Principles  of  In- 
organic Chemistry;  study  of  the  theory  of  solution,  electrolytic  dissocia- 
tion, hydrolitic  dissociation,  mass  action  and  chemical  equilibrium,  three 
hours  a  week.  In  the  laboratory,  reactions  of  basic  and  acidic  ions, 
analysis  of  mixtures,  seven  hours  a  week. 

(b)  First  half  of  term,  same  as  (a)  ;  Analysis  of  complex  mixtures, 
ores  and  compounds  of  rare  elements.  Second  half,  Quantitative  Analy- 
sis; Gravimetric  Methods.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  Quantitative  Analysis  continued.  Methods  in  gravimetric,  vol- 
umetric and  electrolytic  determinations.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten 
hours  a  week. 

3.  Chemistry  of  Foods  (One  Major).  Lectures  and  laboratory 
work  in  the  examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the 
quantitative  determination  of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common, 
typical  foods.    Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

4.  Elementary  Organic  Chemistry  (Two  Majors).  A  systematic 
study  of  the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives,  including  typical  rep- 
resentatives of  both  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  This  course  is 
intended  to  give  special  preparation  for  course  3,  which  follows  it.  Lec- 
tures and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students, 
viz.: 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  whc  desire 
a  knowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and 
sciences  as  a  preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Domestic  Economy  by  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  con- 
nected with  the  management  and  care  of  the  home. 

The  "Practice  House,"  a  seven-room  cottage  near  the  Institute,  af- 
fords an  excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household 
processes  (giving  of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions 
of  the  ordinary  home.  This  house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students 
of  the  department. 
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Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related 
departments.     (See  pages  19,  20.) 

The  following  are  the  special  courses  offered  by  the  department  of 
Domestic  Economy: 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  includes  the 
making  of  fundamental  stitches  and  their  application  to  simple  gar- 
ments; simple  embroidery  stitches;  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and 
its  attachments;  the  drafting  of  patterns  and  the  use  of  commercial  pat- 
terns.   A  complete  set  of  undergarments  is  made. 

2.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  gives  further 
practice  in  the  use  of  commercial  patterns;  cutting,  fitting  and  finish- 
ing of  garments.  A  wash  dress,  a  wool  skirt  and  a  lingerie  dress  are 
made.    Millinery  is  also  offered  in  this  course. 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

3.  Dressmaking  (One  and  One-Half  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics, 
their  special  qualities  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements, 
practice  in  use  of  commercial  patterns,  economical  cutting  of  material, 
fitting  and  finishing  garments.  The  course  includes  a  wool  dress,  a  silk 
dress,  a  fancy  dress. 

4.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general 
way  the  study  of  the  home  and  its  management.  The  various  household 
processes  are  considered  and  carried  out  in  practice,  with  especial 
emphasis  on  the  selection,  cost,  preparation  and  serving  of  food.  Lec- 
tures, recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

5.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  A  critical  study  of  food  ma- 
terials from  a  chemical,  physiological  and  economic  standpoint.  The 
food  requirements  of  the  body  under  varying  conditions  are  consid- 
ered, and  dietaries  made.    Lectures,  recitations  and  written  work. 

6.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  The  application  of  the  pre- 
ceding course  to  actual  problems — making  menus,  marketing,  prepara- 
tion and  serving  of  meals.  Special  methods  of  working  out  dietaries. 
Lectures,  laboratory,  practice  house  work.  Prerequisite,  Domestic  Econ- 
omy 5  and  9. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  Labora- 
tory work  covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  ma- 
chine work,  care  of  sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  fin- 
ishing simple  garments.  Practice  in  use  of  drafted  and  commercial 
patterns.  Students  will  be  required  to  make  a  complete  suit  of  under- 
garments, a  wash  dress,  a  wool  skirt,  a  silk  waist,  a  lingerie  dress. 

9.  Cooking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  The  application  of  heat 
to  food  materials.  Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small 
quantities. 

Prerequisite,  Chemistry 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  (One  Major). 
A  study  of  the  home.  The  course  includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning 
with  reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials, 
framing,  finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration; 
(b)  planning  a  house  to  meet  given  conditions;  (c)  making  set  of 
working  drawings,  including  floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 
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11.  Household  Administration  (One  Major).  The  organization  and 
administration  of  the  household,  proper  division  of  income  under  vari- 
ous conditions,  economic  buying,  household  accounts,  domestic  service, 
care  of  the  house,  including  the  various  cleaning  processes.  Lectures, 
recitations,  assigned  readings  and  practical  work. 
Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  6. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  (One  Major). 
What  to  do  in  cases  of  emergencies,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocations, 
fainting,  etc.;  care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  food, 
Practice  in  preparing  food  for  invalids.  Lectures,  recitations  and  lab- 
oratory work. 

13.  Textiles  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  production,  properties, 
preparation  and  treatment  of  various  textile  fibres.  The  development 
of  spinning  and  weaving  and  modern  processes  of  manufacture  .  Tex- 
tile materials  are  identified  and  graded  as  to  fibre,  weave,  width,  price, 
and  use.    Lectures,  reading  and  laboratory  work. 

14.  Teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  (One  Major).  The  applica- 
tion of  the  general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various 
branches  of  Domestic  Economy  in  elementary  and  high  schools.  Plan- 
ning courses  of  study  and  equipment  for  both  sewing  and  cooking.  Col- 
lecting and  systematizing  illustrative  material.  Lectures,  conferences, 
and  practice  teaching. 

15.  Quantity  Cooking  (One-ha'f  Major.)  This  course  gives  addi- 
tional practice  in  cooking,  especially  in  large  quantities. 

17.  Millinery  (One-Half  Major).  This  course  is  planned  to  develop 
original  and  artistic  ideas  in  hat  making.  It  includes  the  making  of  wire 
frames  and  covering  them  with  straw,  lace;  copying  from  models  and 
pictures;  willow  and  buckram  work;  trimming;  study  of  line  and  color 
best  suited  to  the  individual.    Fee,  two  dollars. 

18.  Costume  Design  (One  Major).  A  study  of  costume  with  regard 
to  harmony  of  line  and  color,  with  practical  work  in  original  designing; 
suitability  of  costume  to  various  types  of  persons  and  a  choice  of  ma- 
terials right  in  pattern  and  color  for  various  designs.  One  dress  will 
be  made  from  the  student's  design.    Lectures  and  draping. 


ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims:  1. 
Power  to  speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good  lit- 
erature. 3.  A  knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of 
thought  by  words.  4.  Familiarity  with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history 
of  the  English  language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
everyday  spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student;  written  exercises 
are  handed  to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  cor- 
rections. 

Oral  themes  are  a  regular  part  of  each  course. 

The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected 
works  of  best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the 
student  permits.  Care  is  taken  to  direct  attention  to  clear  and  concrete 
matters  of  style,  and  avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplemen- 
tary reading  is  required  in  each  course. 
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A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English 
Literature  is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  com- 
position and  the  study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the 
very  beginning;  text-books  of  Rhetoric  and  Literature  are  used  for 
study  and  reference. 

Supplementary  reading  is  required  in  connection  with  each  course 
offered  in  the  Academy  work  in  English. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  Two  of  following:  "Kidnapped," 
"Treasure  Island,"  "Autobiography  of  Franklin,"  "Tales  of  a  Traveller." 

Composition:  Short  Narrations  and  Descriptions;  special  attention 
to  spelling,  punctuation  and  sentence  structure.  Text-book,  Hitchcock's 
Enlarged  Practice  Book. 

(b)  Study  of  Literature:  "The  Lady  of  the  Lake,"  and  "Julius 
Caesar." 

Composition:     Same  as  course   (a)   Weekly  Themes  (Two  Majors), 

2.  (a)  Twenty  themes  in  once  a  week  courses  for  the  fall  and  winter 
quarters.  In  the  fall  quarter  Exposition  and  Argumentation  are 
studied;  in  the  winter  quarter  Description  and  Narration  are  reviewed. 
(Quarter  Major) 

(b)  Spring  Quarter.  Study  of  Literature  five  times  a  week.  The 
following  selections  are  studied:  "The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "The  An- 
cient Mariner,"  "Sohrab  and  Rustum,"  "Silas  Marner,"  "Deserted  Vil- 
lage." (One  Major). 

Two  weeks  given  to  Grammar  review. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  "Macbeth,"  "A  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream,"  Milton's  Minor  Poems.  History  of  English  Literature  from  the 
beginning  to  1700. 

(b)  Composition:  Same  work  as  in  Courses  1  and  2  with  a  careful 
study  of  the  laws  that  govern  sentence  and  paragraph  structure.  Themes 
required  weekly  (One  Major). 

4.  Composition  and  Literature:  Continued  practice  in  description 
and  narration,  with  introductory  study  and  practice  in  exposition  and 
argumentation;  theses  oral  and  written  twice  a  week,  and  one  oral  de- 
bate before  the  class.  Special  attention,  in  connection  with  the  theme 
work,  is  given  to  rhetorical  elements.  Study  of  the  history  of  Ameri- 
can Literature  from  the  colonial  period  to  1850  with  selections  from 
various  authors.     (One  Major). 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

5.  Study  of  Literature  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  history  of  En- 
glish Literature  from  1700-1850  with  selections  from  various  authors. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

College 

6.  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  A  more  advanced  study 
of  the  principles  of  Rhetoric  with  a  careful  consideration  of  the  forms 
of  discourse — narration,  description  and  exposition,  a  special  study  of 
the  Essay.  Themes  required  weekly,  with  one  long  term  paper  or  oral 
debate  before  the  class. 

Prerequisite,  Courses  4  and  5. 
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7.  English  Literature  (One  Major).  Poetry  and  prose.  English 
Poets  of  the  Nineteenth  Century. 

8.  Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  Short  themes 
required  daily;  long  themes  fortnightly.  Special  attention  given  to  in- 
dividual corrections  and  style.    A  study  of  the  short  story. 

9.  Argumentation  and  Debate  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  theory 
and  practice  of  Argumentation  and  Debate.  Prerequisite  English  6. 


GERMAN  AND  FRENCH 

The  Modern  Language  Department  aims  (1)  to  give  a  clear  and  in- 
telligent pronuciation  of  German  and  French;  (2)  to  enable  the  stu- 
dent to  read  easily  and  accurately,  without  translation,  German  and 
French  prose  of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility  in  reproducing 
English  text  in  idiomatic  German  and  French;  (4)  to  lay  the  founda- 
tion for  appreciation  of  modern  and  classic  German  and  French  liter- 
ature. 

GERMAN 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  lar^e 
vocabulary  and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the 
student  to  read  at  sight  easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the 
basis  of  a  thorough  drill  in  inflection,  use  of  particles,  the  modal  auxil- 
iaries, the  subjunctive  mode  and  the  simpler  idioms. 

Snanhoofd,  Elementarbuch  der  deuschen  Sprache;  Bacon,  Vor- 
warts;  Storm  Immensee  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Review  of  elementary  grammar,  study  of  more  advanced  gram- 
mar, prose  composition  and  sight-reading.  Frequent  practice  in  conver- 
sation and  in  "freie  Reproduktion"  familiarize  the  student  with  much 
colloquial  German.  In  the  spring  quarter  scientific  reading  is  offered. 
Thomas,  Practical  German  Grammar,  Part  I;  Bernhardt,  German  Com- 
position. The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  equivalents:  Heyse,  UAx- 
rabbiata;  Moser,  Der  Bibliothekar ;  Schiller,  Wilhelm  Tell;  selections 
from  Gore,  German  Science  Reader  (Three  Majors). 

College 

3.  The  essential  features  of  the  student's  work  in  this  course  are 
constant  practice  in  oral  and  written  expression  with  a  widening  range 
of  syntax  and  idiom,  sight  translation,  a  systematic  review  of  grammar. 
Jagemann,  German  Syntax;  Whitney  &  Stroebe,  Easy  German  Composi- 
tion; Bishop  and  McKinlay,  Deutsche  Grammatik.  The  texts  read  are 
the  following  or  equivalents:  Freytag,  Die  Journalisten;  Aus  dem  Staat 
Friedrich  des  Grossen;  Sudermann,  Frau  Sorge  (Three  Majors). 

4.  This  course  aims  to  extend  the  student's  acquaintance  with  the 
best  modern  prose,  as  well  as  with  the  literary  movements  of  the  eigh- 
teenth century. 

It  includes  the  reading  of  several  of  the  dramas  and  poems  of  Lea- 
sing, Goethe,  Schiller,  and  Grillparzer,  with  study  of  their  lives.  Some  of 
the  representative  works  of  important  authors  of  the  modern  period 
as  Hauptmann  and  Sudermann  are  read  out  of  class.  One  such  con- 
temporary work  is  completed  every  quarter.  The  texts  read  are  the 
following  or  their  equivalents:      Lessing,  Nathan  der  Weise;   Schiller, 
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Maria  Stuart,  Wallensteins  Tod;  Goethe,  selections  from  Dichtung  und 
Wahrheit,  Gotz  von  Berlichingen,  Hermann  und  Dorothea,  Iphigenie: 
Grillparzer,  Der  Traum  ein  Leben.  During  the  year  an  outline  of  the 
history  of  German  Literature  is  studied;  Stroebe  and  Whitney  Geschi- 
chte  der  deutsche  Literatur  (Three  Majors). 

Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

In  Courses  2,  3,  4,  German  is  the  language  of  the  classroom. 

FRENCH 
Higher  Academy  or  College 

1.  In  this  course  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation  and  the  princi- 
ple* of  grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictation,  memoriz- 
ing French,  and  practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understand- 
ing both  written  and  spoken  French.  Fraser  and  Squair,  French  Gram- 
mar; Talbot,  he  Francais  et  sa  patrie;  Labiche-Martin,  he  Voyage  de 
Monsieur  Perrichon  (Three  Majors). 

2.  The  study  of  grammar  is  continued  with  more  advanced  compo- 
sition. Some  of  the  works  of  modern  authors,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
classic  dramas  of  the  seventeenth  century  are  read.  Sight-reading, 
conversational  practice  with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation 
and  memorizing  of  French  form  an  important  part  of  the  course.  Fraser 
and  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Koren,  French  Composition;  Bowen, 
Scientific  French  Reader;  Feval  he  Fee  des  Greves;  Sand  ha  Mare  au 
Diable  (read  out  of  class) ;  Erckmann-Chatrain,  Madame  Therese;  Moli- 
er»,  he  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme;  Feuillet,  he  Roman  oVun  Jeune  Homme 
Pauvre  (read  out  of  class) ;  Hugo,  ha  Chute;  Pailleron,  he  Monde  ou 
Von  s'ennuie;  Claretie,  Pierrille  (Three  Majors). 

3.  The  work  includes  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dra- 
matic form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  para- 
graphs into  French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts 
are  required.  Ability  to  speak  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is 
considered  an  important  result  to  be  obtained.  Armstrong,  Syntax  of 
the  French  Verb'  Francois,  Advanced  French  Prose  Composition;  La- 
martine,  Scenes  de  la  Revolution  Francaise;  Balzac,  he  Cure  de  Tours; 
Lamartine,  Meditations;  Sandeau,  Mile  de  la  Siegliere;  About,  he  Roi 
des  Montagnes  (read  out  of  class) ;  Scribe  and  Legouve,  Bataille  de 
Dames;  Moliere,  UAvare;  Dumas,  ha  Tulipe  Noire  (real  out  of  class) ; 
Baumarchais  he  Barbier  de  Seville;  Corneille,  he  Cid  (Three  Majors) 
Bazin,  hes  Oberle  (read  our  of  class). 


HISTORY 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the 
study  of  history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great 
facts,  persons  and  ideas  of  history;  (3)  to  stimulate  the  student  to  in- 
vestigate special  topics  and  to  form  independent  judgments,  thus  prepar- 
ing for  the  higher  forms  of  historical  research. 

Lower  Academy 
2.  Civil  Government  (One  Major).  An  elementary  study  of  the 
historical  development,  the  structure  and  administration  of  local,  state 
and  national  government  in  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  the 
general  principles  which  underlie  society,  and  to  the  duties  and  priv- 
ileges of  citizens. 
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Higher  Academy 

3.  Greek  History  (One  Major). 

4.  Roman  History  (One  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence 
of  the  ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding 
epochs  of  history.    Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age. 

College 

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review 
of  the  changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course 
traces  the  development  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of 
the  Empire  by  Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on 
the  connection  between  past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important 
questions  and  tendencies  of  today. 

Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

7.  Topics  in  the  Consitutional  History  of  the  United  States  (One 
Major).  This  course  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced 
work  in  the  constitutional  history  of  the  United  States  and  in  allied 
topics. 

Note. — A  valuable  collection  of  public  documents  affords  special 
facilities  for  the  work  of  this  course. 

8.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  ad- 
vanced course  in  the  study  of  economic  principles,  as  illustrated  in  the 
development  of  the  United  States. 

9.  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  introductory 
course  with  special  reference  to  our  industrial  development.  It  in- 
cludes some  study  of  Commercial  Geography. 


LATIN  AND  GREEK 

I.    LATIN 

The  Department  gives  instruction  in  preparatory  Latin  and  Greek, 
covering  the  work  usually  found  in  High  Schools.  One  year  (daily)  in 
College  is  offered  both  in  Latin  and  in  Greek.  A  Department  Library  of 
carefully  selected  works,  including  all  necessary  books  of  reference,  is 
at  the  student's  disposal.  Photographs  and  lantern  slides  are  used  to 
illustrate  the  work  of  this  Department. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  First  Year  Lessons  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Caesar  and  Prose  Composition  (Two  Majors), 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Vergil  (Three  Majors). 

4.  Cicero,  Orations;  Prose  Composition  (Two  Majors). 

College 

5.  (a)   Cicero,  De  Senectute;  Terence,  Phormio  (One  Major). 

<b)     Livy,  Book  I  or  XXI  (One  Major). 
(c)     Horace,  Odes  (One  Major). 
Exercises  in  Prose  Composition  accompany  (a)  and  (b).    The  study 
of  Latin  Literature  is   taken  up  with  (c) . 
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II.     GREEK 

The  courses  in  Greek  cover  a  period  of  three  years,  two  of  which  are 
devoted  to  Academic  work;  the  third  corresponds  to  the  Freshman  of 
our  best  colleges.  The  work,  as  planned,  aims  at  as  rapid  acquirement 
of  the  elements  of  the  language  as  is  consistent  with  thoroughness,  that 
there  may  be  the  earliest  possible  introduction  to  the  literary  beauties. 
Especial  attention  is  called  throughout  to  the  points  of  agreement  and 
difference  between  Latin  and  Greek,  and  to  the  influence  of  Greek  and 
the  Greeks  upon  modern  culture. 

Translation  at  sight  is  practiced  systematically.  Careful  attention 
is  given  to  the  development  of  the  power  of  understanding  the  text 
without  formal  translation. 

Higher  Academy 
1.     Elementary  Greek  (Two  Majors).     Xenophon,  Anabasis,  Book  I; 
Prose  Composition  (One  Major). 

2.  (a)     Xenophon  Anabasis  (Two  Majors).    Prose  Composition. 

(b)     Homer,  Iliad,    Books  I,  II  and  III,  with  selections  from 
other  books  (One  Major). 

College 

3.  (a)     Plato  Apology  and  Crito  (One  Major). 

(b)  Homer,  about  12  books  of  the  Odyssey  (One  Major). 

(c)  (1)   Selections  from  Lysias  and  Demosthenes  or   (2)   Eu- 
ripides, Alcestis  or  Medea;  Sophocles  Antigone  (One  Major). 

Exercises  in  writing  Greek  and  Grammar  Review,  will  accompany 
courses  (a)  and  (c).  The  history  of  Greek  Literature  will  be  studied 
in  connection  with  (c). 


MANUAL  ARTS 

This  department  gives  (a)  instruction  in  Manual  Training  and 
Drawing  to  boys  of  the  Lower  Academy;  (b)  instruction  in  Drawing  to' 
girls  of  the  Lower  Academy;  (c)  advanced  courses  in  Drawing,  Paint- 
ing and  Designing  to  students  in  the  Higher  Academy  and  College;  (d) 
courses  in  Shopwork  and  Drawing  of  direct  practical  value  to  young 
men  who  desire  to  fill  positions  of  responsibility  in  industries  where  a 
knowledge  of  both  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  re- 
quired; (e)  a  course  designed  to  prepare  students  to  become  machine 
draftsmen;  (f)  vocational  courses  for  woodworkers,  metalworkers  and 
automobile  men;  (g)  courses  in  Shopwork  and  Drawing,  equivalent  to 
those  of  the  first  two  years  in  College  of  Engineering,  to  young  men 
who  are  working  toward  a  degree  in  Colleges  of  Engineering;  (h)  nor- 
mal training  to  both  men  and  women  who  wish  to  teach  the  manual  arts 
in  elementary,  high  or  vocational  schools. 

WOODWORKING 

1.  Elementary  Woodwork  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  is  a 
manual  training  course,  consisting  of  two  quarters  of  benchwork  and 
one  quarter  of  wood  turning. 

6.  Patternmaking  (Two  Majors).  A  beginning  course  giving  the 
fundamentals  of  patternmaking  .  Patterns  are  made  involving 
the  following  patternmakers'  allowances:  draft,  finish,  shrinkage,  warp 
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and  shake.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  proper  procedure  and  accurate 
workmanship. 

In  the  Spring  term  more  advanced  work  is  given  for  vocational 
and  normal  students.  Work  is  taken  up  involving  patterns  for  pipe  fit- 
tings, pulleys,  valves,  gear  wheels,  follow  boards  and  metal  plates. 

5.  Normal  Woodwork  (Three  Majors).  In  the  Fall  term  the  funda- 
mental woodworking  processes  are  taught,  also  the  methods  of  sharpen- 
ing and  caring  for  the  tools.  A  study  is  made  of  woods,  identification 
of  trees,  and  material  used  in  woodworking.  Text,  Noyes,  Handwork  in 
Wood. 

In  the  Winter  term  extended  work  is  done  in  upholstery  and  wood 
finishing,  caneing  and  crating  are  also  studied. 

The  Spring  term  gives  experience  in  wood  turning  and  wood  work- 
ing machinery  during  the  first  half  and  house  carpentry  the  last  half. 

7.  Woodworking  Machinery  (Six  Majors).  In  this  course  emphasis 
is  placed  on  practical  work  with  machinery.  The  shop  is  equipped  with 
cut-off  saw,  four  circular  saws,  band-saw,  two  jointers  ,two  planers, 
hollow-chisel  mortiser,  boring  machine,  shaper,  belt  sander,  tenoning 
machine,  and  glue  facilities.  The  shop  is  organized  as  a  producing  fac- 
tory with  cost  system.  Introduction  is  given  through  demonstrations  and 
practical  work.  Students  are  taught  band-saw  brazing,  setting  and  fil- 
ing, care  of  circular  saw  and  practice  in  gumming,  setting,  swedging, 
jointing  and  filing.  From  two  to  six  hours  a  day.  Prerequisite,  5. 

8.  Woodworking  Machinery  (Four  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation 
of  Course  7.  In  this  course  students  get  some  experience  as  foremen, 
and  during  the  spring  quarter  are  given  work  in  methods  of  teaching 
woodworking  in  secondary  and  vocational  schools. 

Prerequisite,  Woodwork  7. 

31  A.  Furniture  Making  (One  Major).  Advanced  benchwork  in- 
volving panelling,  drawer  construction,  and  the  application  of  wood  carv- 
ing, inlaying  and  turning  to  furniture  making.  Students  execute  a  de- 
sign made  in  Design  43. 

Prerequisite,    Woodwork    5. 

METAL  WORKING 
2.     Metalworking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).    A  course  for  Sec- 
ond Year  Academy  boys.    The  work  includes  (a)  making  of  projects  in 
iron  and  steel  by  such  processes  as  filing,  drilling,  turning  and  polishing, 
(b) ,  tinsmithing,  (c)  art  metal. 

9.  Foundry  Practice  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  processes  of  making  molds,  core  making,  and  the  care 
and  use  of  a  brass  furnace. 

38.  Metal  Work  (Three  Majors).  Fall  term,  Handwork  in  iron 
and  steel;  chipping,  filing,  grinding,  and  polishing  cast  iron:  drilling, 
threading  and  turning  machine  and  tool  steel;  a  study  of  the  metallic 
ores  and  the  composition  of  the  common  metals. 

Winter  Term.  Sheet  Metal  Work.  Drawing  patterns  for  and  mak- 
ing the  common  tinsmithing  problems  in  pipe  joining,  architectural  and 
ornamental  work,  and  vessel  construction. 

Spring  Term.  Art  Metal.  Designing  and  making  a  variety  of 
projects  by  the  various  processes  of  sawing,  hammering,  raising,  etch- 
ing and  coloring  copper,  brass  and  other  softer  metals. 

10.  Forging  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  instruction  in 
building  and  handling  the  forge  fire;  in  the  use  of  the  hammer,  anvil, 
tongs  and  the  other  tools  of  the  forge  shop;  and  the  forging  and  weld- 
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ing  of  iron  and  steel.  It  also  includes  forging,  hardening  and  tempering 
tools. 

26.  Machine  Shop  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  beginning  course 
which  includes  filing  and  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  making  projects 
to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  use  of  tools  and  to  get  the  required 
degree  of  accuracy. 

In  the  Winter  and  Spring  terms  the  work  consists  of  machine  con- 
struction and  tool  making. 

28.  Machine  Shop  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students 
wishing  to  become  machinists  and  draftsmen.  It  is  planned  to  familiar- 
ize the  student  thoroly  with  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  machine  con- 
struction, design,  and  tool  and  jig  making.  The  time  required  to  com- 
plete this  course  depends  on  the  adaptability  of  the  student.  From  two 
to  six  hours  daily.    Prerequisite,  Metal  Work  26. 

54.  Auto  Forging  (One  Major).  A  special  course  for  automobile 
students  giving  the  elements  of  forging  and  leading  into  the  making 
of  regular  and  special  tools  for  use  in  garage  work  as  well  as  the  re- 
pairs for  cars  overhauled  in  the  garage. 

55.  Brazing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  automobile  students  giv- 
ing (a)  use  of  the  oxy-acetyline  torch  for  cutting  and  brazing  of  light 
and  heavy  automobile  castings,  (b)  radiator  repair  work. 

56.  Machine  Shop  (Two  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students  tak- 
ing the  Automobile  course,  and  includes  the  building  of  automobile  en- 
gines and  the  making  of  parts  in  the  repair  of  autos. 

Prerequisite,  Fall  term  of  26. 

FREEHAND  DRAWING 

3.  Nature  Drawing  (One  Major).  Pencil  and  water  color  drawing 
of  nature  and  still  life. 

12A.  Elementary  Drawing  (Two  Majors),  (a)  Outline  drawings 
in  pencil  of  type  solids,  furniture,  and  still  life  to  teach  principles  of 

repre(Sb)n  Antique  and  Still  Life  Drawing,  Pencil  and  Charcoal  light  and 
shade  drawing  using  antique  ornament  and  still  life  as  models.  Lec- 
tures, discussions,  reference  readings,  written  work. 

12B  Principles  of  Representation  (One  Major).  For  normal  stu- 
dents this  course  is  designed  to  give  training  of  special  value  to  manual 
training  instructors,  and  includes  (a)  type  solids,  (b)  furniture,  (c) 
memory  drawing,  (d)  perspectives  from  working  drawings,  (e)  pen  and 
ink  rendering.    Lectures,  discussions,  reference  reading,  written  work. 

13  Out  Door  Class  (One  Major).  Out-of-door  sketching  using  pen- 
cil, charcoal,  colored  chalk  and  water  color.  Prerequisite,  Drawing  12A. 

19.  Antique  Class  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Charcoal  light  and  shade 
from  architectural  ornament,  still  life,  and  action  drawing. 

Prerequisite,  F.  Dr.  12A,  or  equivalent. 

(b)  Antique  and  Life  Class.  Antique  masks  and  heads,  drawing 
from  draped  model,  portrait,  and  action  sketching. 

Prerequisite,  Fall  term  of  19,  or  equivalent.  # 

(c)  Advanced  Antique  and  Life  Class.  Continuing  action,  draped 
model,  and  portrait  drawing,  adding  colored  chalks  to  black  and  white 
mediums.     Out-of-door  sketching  in  black  and  white  and  color. 
Prerequisite:     Fall  term  of  19. 
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ARTS   CRAFTS  AND   DESIGN 


2.  Design  and  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  Second  Year 
Academy  boys  giving  principles  of  design  in  elementary  work  in  line, 
light  and  dark  and  color;  principles  of  perspective  and  still-life  drawing. 

4.  Drawing  and  Design  (One  Major).  A  course  for  Second  Year 
Academy  girls,  giving  the  elements  of  mechanical  drawing,  and  design 
centering  upon  needlework;  a  study  of  color  combinations  and  the  lay- 
ing on  of  flat  tints  with  water  colors. 

Design  20.  Theory  of  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  consists 
in  the  Fall  of  problems  in  (a)  theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design,  (c) 
applied  design.  In  connection  with  applied  design,  instruction  is  given 
in  tooled  leather  and  stenciling. 

The  topic  for  the  Winter  is  Perspective  and  Interior  Decoration. 
This  course  consists  of  problems  in  (a)  design  for  book  decoration,  (b) 
mechanical  perspective,  and  (c)   interior  decoration. 

Prerequisite,  M.  Draw.  14A.  and  F.  Draw.  12B. 

Design  33.  Bookbinding  and  Clay  work  (One  Major).  This  course 
includes  (a)  bookbinding  and  (b)  claywork.  The  problems  given  are 
such  as  may  be  used  with  profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Design  43.  Woodwork  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  up- 
on knowledge  gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experience 
in  designing  for  woodworking.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects 
suitable  for  school  problems.    Prerequisites,  5,  18,  20. 

MECHANICAL,    ARCHITECTURAL    AND    MACHINE    DRAWING 

1,  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  beginning  course  to  give 
ability  to  use  drawing  instruments  in  a  study  of  working  drawings, 
theory  of  projection,  intersections  and  development.  Emphasis  is  placed 
upon  technique  in  pencil  and  ink  drawing.  Text:  Bennett,  Problems 
in  Mechanical  Drawing. 

14A.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  thoro 
grounding  in  freehand  lettering  and  sketching  and  the  use  of  drawing 
instruments  in  geometrical  construction  and  working  drawings.  Atten- 
tion is  given  to  plane  sections,  intersection  and  developments.  Pre- 
requisite, Mechanical  Drawing  1,  or  equivalent. 

14B.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  For  normal  students  a 
course  in  blackboard  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  orthographic  cabinet 
and  isometric  projection;  advanced  work  in  intersections  and  develop- 
ments.    Emphasis  is  placed  on  principles  involved  and  good  technique. 

Prerequisite,  Mechanical  Drawing  14 A. 

18.  Architectural  Drafting  (One  Major).  A  first  course  in  the 
subject  giving  (a)  methods  of  representation,  symbols  and  conventions, 
tracing,  lettering  and  dimensioning. 

(b)  Architectural  Design.  This  work  will  consist  chiefly  of  residence 
design  and  will  include  complete  sets  of  working  drawings,  plans,  eleva- 
tions, sections,  also  specifications.  Prerequisite,  M.  Draw.  14 A. 

22.  Architectural  Detail  (Three  Majors).  The  Fall  term  covers  the 
ground  of  course  18.  In  the  Winter  term  typical  details  are  given  cov- 
ering all  the  standard  forms  of  construction  in  frame,  masonry  and  fire 
proof  buildings.  Special  problems  may  be  worked  up  to  correlate  with 
courses  in  house  carpentry. 

The  Spring  term  is  devoted  to  Perspective  and  Pen  and  Ink  Ren- 
dering. This  course  consists  of  a  complete  and  thoro  drill  in  both  one 
and  two  point  perspective.     Problems  are  given  in  the  exterior  per-

spective  of  houses.    Shadows  are  cast  and  building  and  background  are 
drawn  and  rendered  in  pen  and  ink.    Prerequisite,  M.  Draw.  14. 

14C.  Automobile  Drawing  (One  Major).  For  automobile  students. 
Freehand  sketching  and  use  of  instruments  in  drawing  parts  of  the  au- 
tomobile, blue  print  reading.  This  course  is  preparatory  to  motor  con- 
struction in  the  machine  shop. 

15.  Descriptive  Geometry  (Two  Majors).  The  "Winter  term  aims  to 
develop  the  habit  of  analytic  thinking  by  dealing  with  the  spatial  rela- 
tions of  points,  lines  and  planes.  The  Spring  term  involves  a  considera- 
tion of  surfaces  and  solids  in  their  relation  to  points,  lines  and  planes, 
and  to  each  other.  This  embraces  intersections,  developments,  shades, 
shadows  and  perspective.     Text:     Miller,  Descriptive  Geometry. 

Prerequisite:     Mechanical  Drawing  14A.  and  Mathematics  3. 

16.  Machine  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  includes  making 
drawings  of  standard  machine  parts,  making  sketches  and  drawings 
from  machines,  and  assembly  drawings  from  working  drawings,  and  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  the  slide  rule.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  ma- 
shine  construction  including  calculations  for  proportioning  and  designs 
of  bolts,  keys,  journals,  bearings,  couplings,  feed  screws,  gears  and  cams, 
with  a  study  of  tooth  forms. 

The  course  aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineer- 
ing schools.    Text:     Smith  and  Marx,  Machine  Design. 

Prerequisite  or  parallel:  Physics  2,  Woodwork  6  and  Metalwork 
26,  Mechanical  Drawing  14A. 

17.  Machine  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  A  vocational  course  plac- 
ing emphasis  upon  technique,  speed  and  accuracy  in  the  making  of 
drawings  in  harmony  with  standard  drafting  room  practice.  This 
course  supplements  Courses  7  and  8  and  is  very  flexible  in  the  matter 
of  actual  problems  undertaken  in  order  to  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
individual  students.  The  use  of  catalogue  studies  and  technical  refer- 
ences is  encouraged  to  aid  in  practical  drafting  work  in  machine  design, 
automobile  motor  design  and  installation  plans.  Students  may  re- 
ceive a  special  draftsman's  certificate  upon  completion  of  the  work  in 
the  Vocational  Group  and  upon  attainment  of  the  required  proficiency 
in  drafting.    Prerequisite:  Mechanical  Drawing  14A. 

AUTOMOBILES 

49.  Mechanism  and  Electricity  (One  Major).  This  course  includes 
(a)  assembly  and  disassembly  of  automobile  parts  to  familiarize  stu- 
dents with  names,  functions,  and  relations  of  parts,  (b)  electrical  terms, 
principles  of  magnetism,  induction,  etc.,  as  applied  to  jump  spark  coil, 
dynamo  construction  and  kindred  work.     Lectures,  demonstrations. 

50.  Mechanism  (One  Major).  A  study  of  standard  processes  of 
garage  automobile  repair  and  testing  work  in  all  its  phases.  Ac- 
tual garage  experience  is  done  as  student  proves  his  ability  to  cope  with 
repair  problems. 

51.  Vulcanizing  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study 
of  the  various  tools  and  materials  used  in  the  commercial  repair  of  cas- 
ings and  tubes,  as  well  as  the  construction  of  various  standard  casings 
to  guide  in  the  repair  of  blowouts,  rim  cuts,  and  retreading;  (b)  reg- 
ular commercial  repair  shop  work. 

52.  Electricity  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study 
ignition,  lighting  and  starting  wiring  diagrams  and  their  installation  in 
several  standard  systems  on  cars,  (b)  repair  of  all  kinds  of  ignition, 
lighting  and  starting  systems  with  special  stress  laid  on  storage  batteries. 
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53.  Garage  (Two  Majors).  Practical  garage  experience  in  over- 
hauling and  repairing  cars. 

EDUCATION 

31B.  Teaching  Woodworking  (One  Major).  A  comprehensive 
course  in  methods  of  teaching  woodworking.  Students  arrange  demon- 
stration material,  give  demonstrations  before  the  class  and  prepare  trac- 
ings for  a  course  of  study.  Text:  Griffith,  Correlated  Courses,  and 
assigned  reference  reading.     Prerequisite:     Woodwork  5. 

32.  Teaching  Mechanical  Drawing  (Two-thirds  Major).  This  is  es- 
sentially a  course  in  methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing,  but  in- 
cludes a  review  of  elementary  mechanical  drawing  with  special  refer- 
ence to  technique,  working  drawings,  principles  of  projection,  and  let- 
tering.   Prerequisite:     Mechanical  Drawing  14A,  B. 

34.  Planning  and  Equipping  for  Manual  Arts  Instruction  (One 
Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of  the  needs  of  different  types 
of  schools,  (b)  study  of  courses  of  instruction,  (c)  study  of  equipments, 
(d)  planning  equipments  in  detail  to  meet  given  conditions,  (e)  specifi- 
cations, (f )  economic  and  engineering  problems  arising  in  equipping  for 
Manual  Training  work.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  drawing  and 
written  work.     Prerequisites,  5,  14,  35. 

35.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  (One  Major).  This 
course  covers  (a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice 
of  Pestalozzi,  Froebel  and  other  educational  reformers,  (b)  educational 
handwork  in  European  countries,  (c)  the  development  of  manual  train- 
ing, art  instruction  and  industrial  education  in  the  public  schools  of  tke 
United  States,  (d)  present  problems  relating  to  the  manual  arts  in  both 
general  and  vocational  education.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading  and 
written  work.    Prerequisites:    44,  45. 

36.  Teaching  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the 
principles  of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual 
arts,  (b)  methods  of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons 
observed  and  discussed.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work, 
Text:     Thorndike,  Principles  of  Teaching.     Prerequisite:  44,  45. 

37.  Teaching  Elementary  Art  (Two  Majors).  A  course  for  pros- 
pective teachers  including  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of  teaching 
freehand  drawing,  design  and  elementary  manual  arts  in  the  elemen- 
tary school.  Prerequisite:  M.  Draw.  14,  F.  Draw.  12B.  and  19  Fall,  or 
equivalent. 

44.  Psychology  (One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  given 
with  special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Discussions,  reading 
and  written  work.    Text:    Thorndike,  Elements  of  Psychology. 

Prerequisite:  Graduation  from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high 
school. 

45.  History  of  Education  (One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is 
to  discover  causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  devel- 
opment in  the  past  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  prob- 
lems.   Text:     Monroe,  A  Text-book  in  the  History  of  Education. 

Prerequisite:    Same  as  for  44. 

46.  General  Methods.  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  principles  of 
teaching  together  with  their  application  to  methods  of  procedure  in 
teaching  the  common  branches  in  elementary  schools.  Lectures,  recita- 
tion, library  and  written  work.  Text:  Thorndike,  Principles  of  Teach- 
ing.   Prerequisite:  44. 
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60.  Administration  of  the  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  This  course 
refers  to  the  manual  arts  in  both  general  and  vocational  education.  It 
is  open  to  students  of  Senior  college  grade  only.  It  covers  (a)  admin- 
istration from  the  standpoint  of  democracy,  (b)  selection  and  organiza- 
tion of  subject  matter,  (c)  the  school  system,  (d)  equipment  and  sup- 
plies, (e)  business  details,  (f )  teachers,  (g)  supervision.  Lectures,  dis- 
cussions, reference  reading,  written  work. 

Prerequisites:     44,  35,  36,  34. 

61.  Observation  and  Practice  Teaching.  A  non-credit  course  re- 
quired for  all  diplomas  and  the  degree,  except  where  evidence  of  satis- 
factory teaching  experience  is  presented.  Classes  are  taught  under  the 
usual  school  conditions  in  the  shops  of  the  Institute  and  the  Peoria  pub- 
lic schools. 

62.  Thesis.  A  non-credit  requirement  for  all  diplomas  and  the  de- 
gree.    Specifications  concerning  theses  furnished  on  request. 

Note — For  additional  courses  given  by  the  Manual  Arts  Department,  see  Summer 
School  circular,  Evening  School  circular,  and  announcement  of  Vocational  course  for 
Woodworkers,  Metalworkers  and  Draftsmen. 


MATHEMATICS 

The  Department  aims  to  present  Mathematics  from  two  points  of 
view:  As  a  method  of  science,  as  a  highly  developed  system  of  rigorous 
thinking.  It  seeks  to  lead  the  pupil  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature 
and  scope  of  the  realm  of  elementary  mathematics,  to  give  him  an  in- 
telligent knowledge  of  why  and  how  results  have  been  obtained  and  to 
show  how  they  may  be  used  in  science  and  in  engineering  and  to  aid 
him  to  acquire  the  ability  to  use  mathematical  ideas  and  methods. 

The  class-rooms  are  provided  with  models,  drawing  instruments, 
colored  crayons  and  other  devices  that  are  needed  for  successful  work. 
A  library  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  student  or  teacher  is  always  at 
their  service. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Algebra  (Three  Majors).  This  course  makes  an  easy  transi- 
tion from  Arithmetic  to  Algebra  and  develops  a  thoro  ability  to  handle 
fehe  fundamental  operations  and  to  solve  linear  and  quadratic  equations. 

2.  Plane  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
original  solution  of  theorems  and  problems.  Application  to  practical  af- 
fairs and  science  are  presented.  Sines,  cosines  and  tangents  are  intro- 
duced and  Used  in  the  solution  of  triangles.    Prerequisite:     Math.  1. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Solid  Geometry  (One  Major).  The  more  essential  theorems  are 
given.  Attention  is  paid  to  practical  mensuration  and  to  the  degree  of 
precision  that  can  be  obtained  from  given  data. 

4.  Algebra  (One  Major).  This  is  a  sort  of  review  course  covering 
the  ground  of  elementary  Algebra.  It  reviews  Course  1  and  adds  new 
work  in  solution  of  equations,  theory  of  exponents,  inequalities,  loga- 
rithms and  progressions.  Mastery  of  the  ideas  and  processes  of  elemen- 
tary Algebra  is  insisted  upon.  All  students  expecting  to  go  to  college 
must  take  this  course.     Prerequisite:     M.  1  and  2. 

College 

5.  Plane  Trigonometry  (One  Major).    Emphasis  is  placed  upon  ac-

curacy  of  computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the 
transformation  of  functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 
7.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually 
given  in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry 
and  Calculus,  and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  man- 
ner. The  more  elementary  and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are 
considered,  leaving  the  more  complicated  parts  until  the  following  year. 
Prerequisites:     Mathematics  3  and  4. 

8.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  7,  and  includes  Algebra,  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  In- 
tegral Calculus  and  Differential  Equations  and  their  application  to 
physical  and  mechanical  problems.  Prerequisite:     Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  (One  Major).  A  general  course  in  the  elements  of 
Plane  Surveying.  Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass, 
level,  transit,  stadia.  Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are 
made.    Prerequisite:     Mathematics  5  or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  es- 
tablish these  principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to 
numerous  engineering  problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  train- 
ing in  the  use  of  mathematics  as  applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use 
of  engineering  data.  Prerequisite:  The  student  must  either  have  had 
or  be  taking  Mathematics  8. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gym- 
nastic and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give 
the  students  such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and 
maintain  a  vigorous  physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  num- 
ber of  students,  especially  the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exer- 
cise that  will  be  within  the  capacity  of  each  student. 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state. 
On  the  ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swim- 
ming pool,  showers  and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary 
offices  are  the  gymnasium  for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a 
lecture  room.  On  the  third  floor  is  located  a  large,  social  hall.  Each 
gymnasium  contains  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  equipment  for  sys- 
tematic physical  training. 

A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students  and  all 
Intercollegiate  and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field 
is  equipped  with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track, 
jumping  and  vaulting  pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by 
the  Institute,  three  on  Bradley  Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

All  athletic  activities  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  thorough- 
ly trained  instructors. 

A  required  physical  training  is  given  to  all  students  participating 
in  any  form  of  Athletics  or  Gymnasium  work. 

COURSES  FOR  MEN 

Courses  for  men  include:  (1)  Marching,  (2)  Calisthenics,  (3) 
Light  Apparatus  Work,  (4)  Athletics 

COURSES  FOR  WOMEN 

Elementary  Class  Work  is  given  in  Swedish  Gymnastics: 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit 
for  play  through  cooperative  games. 
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(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the 
class-room. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking,  as  round 
shoulders,  forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus  is  carefully  graded  so  as  to 
secure  progressive  difficulty  and  also  proper  coordination.  Physical 
Balance  Work,  Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing,  Out  Door  Sports, 
Field  Hockey,  Basketball,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 


PHYSICS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  laws  governing  the  physical  world.  In  order  to  do  this  it 
is  necessary  that  the  student  actually  see  these  laws  tested  by  experi- 
ment.   This  is  done  both  in  lecture  demonstration  and  in  the  laboratory. 

The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus 
suitable  for  courses  in  elementary  and  first  year  college  Physics  as 
given  in  the  best  technical  schools. 

Separate  laboratories  are  provided  for  the  elementary  and  college 
courses.  The  elementary  laboratory  is  designed  to  accommodate  one 
hundred  and  twenty  students  in.  five  sections. 

At  one  end  of  the  college  laboratory  is  located  the  departmental  li- 
brary which  is  well  supplied  with  the  leading  reference  books,  and  all 
new  books  of  importance  will  be  purchased  as  they  appear.  Some  of  the 
leading  scientific  and  technical  periodicals  devoted  to  physics  and  elec- 
trical engineering  are  received  and  retained  in  the  laboratory. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  photometry  room  equipped  with  a  three  meter 
optical  bench,  Lummer-Brodhun  photometer  and  compound  universal 
rotator. 

Higher  Academy 

1.  Elementary  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  introductory  course 
is  required  of  all  third  year  Academy  students.  It  deals  with  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  mechanics,  sound,  magnetism  and  electricty,  heat 
and  light.  The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  a  thorough  kuowledge  in  the 
elements  of  this  fundamental  science;  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
whys  and  hows  of  common  everyday  happenings,  and  to  train  the  mind 
to  habits  of  careful  observation  and  reasonably  accurate  decision.  There 
are  three  recitations  and  two  double-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Text:     Black  and  Davis,  Physics. 

Prerequisites,  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry. 

College 
2.  Advanced  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  given  in  the 
second  year  of  the  college,  and  is  intended  primarily  for  those  expecting 
to  take  further  work  along  engineering  lines,  or  those  whose  later  col- 
lege work  demands  a  second  course  in  Physics.  The  subject  is  treated 
both  experimentally  and  mathematically,  with  special  attention,  both  in 
lectures  and  laboratory,  to  the  practical  applications  of  the  various 
branches.  The  experiments,  while  they  cover  the  same  ground  as  the 
elementary  course,  are  much  more  advanced.  The  student's  attention 
is  directed  to  the  study  of  possible  sources  of  error.

Laboratory  Manual:     Miller,  Laboratory  Physics. 

It  is  exceeding  desirable  that  the  student  have  had  or  be  taking 
Mathematics  7. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group 
of  studies  in  the  college.  On  graduates  of  the  Science  and  Engineering 
Groups  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Science  will  be  conferred ;  on  gradu- 
ates of  the  Classics  Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  of  Arts;  on  graduates 
of  the  Literature  Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Literature;  on  grad- 
uates of  the  four-year  Domestic  Economy  Course  or  the  four-year  Man- 
ual Training  Course,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred. 
The  graduates  of  the  two-year  or  three-year  courses  in  Manual  Arts  and 
the  two-year  course  in  Domestic  Economy  will  receive  a  diploma.  The 
Academic  certificate  will  be  given  to  students  who  creditably  complete 
the  work  of  any  group  through  the  Higher  Academy. 

To  graduate  from  the  College  the  student  must  gain  an  average  of 
21/£  grade  points;  from  the  Academy  an  average  of  2. 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute 
at  least  three  quarters. 

EXPENSES. — Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows: 
For  two  or  more  classes,  $20.00  per  quarter;  for  one  class,  $10.00  per 
quarter.  There  are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year.  Each  student 
pays  a  gymnasium  fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  ad- 
mission to  games  held  under  Institute  management.  Necessary  text- 
books are  provided  by  the  Institute  free  of  charge.  Tuition  fees  should 
be  paid  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  each  quarter.  Neglect  to  do  so  will 
render  the  students  liable  to  be  refused  admittance  to  classes.  Checks 
should  be  made  payable  to  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  Vocational  Courses,  the  Automobile 
Course,  the  Evening  Classes  or  the  Summer  School  will  be  sent  upon 
request. 

In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees 
by  work  done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be 
made  as  early  as  possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evi- 
dence of  (1)  good  character  and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3) 
inability  to  pay  full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodging.  Board  and  room  can  be  obtained  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Institute  at  reasonable  rates.  The  Institute  will  make  special  ef- 
forts to  secure  satisfactory  conditions  as  to  boarding  and  rooming  ac- 
commodations in  the  neighborhood.  A  list  of  boarding  places  is  kept  on 
file  at  the  Recorder's  office. 

Dress.  The  Institute  disapproves  of  extravagant  or  elaborate  dress- 
ing and  asks  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  establishing  a  sentiment  in 
favor  of  plain,  simple  and  appropriate  dress  for  school  work  and  school 
functions. 

SCHOLARSHIPS — (a)  The  Institute  grants  scholarsips  cover- 
ing tuition  in  the  College  for  a  year — 

1.  Two  scholarships  to  members  of  the  class  graduating  from  the 
Academy  awarded  by  the  Faculty,  now  held  by  Selden  L.  Myers  and 
Reginald  F.  Packard. 
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2.  Two  scholarships  to  the  two  graduates  having  the  highest  rank 
in  each  of  the  Peoria  High  Schools.  These  are  now  held  by  Marion  E. 
Feltman,  Geraldine  Mars  and  Emma  Reeverts. 

(b)  The  Institute  grants  scholarsips  covering  tuition  in  the  Acad- 
emy for  a  year — 

1.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Peoria  County  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade.  These  are  now  held 
by  Thomas  Holt  and  Marjorie  Hough. 

2.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Tazewell  County  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade. 

3.  (c)  The  University  of  Chicago  grants  each  year  two  scholarships 
to  be  awarded  to  the  two  members  of  the  graduating  class  maintaining 
the  highest  standing  in  their  college  work.  The  scholarships  are  of  the 
value  of  $120.00  each.  One  is  now  held  by  Mary  L.  Knapp. 

Prize:  The  Scheele  Memorial  Medal.  Awarded  to  the  student  who 
ranks  highest  in  Chemistry.  This  prize  is  offered  by  Wm.  V.  Dufner, 
Ph.  G.,  of  Peoria,  pharmacist,  and  is  of  solid  gold,  with  a  bas-relief  of 
Carl  Wilhelm  Scheele,  the  illustrous  Swedish  apothecary  and  chemist 
(1742-1786) .    This  is  now  held  by  Verne  P.  Charleston. 

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU.— During  the  summer  of 
1904  the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station 
at  the  north  end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Institute.  This 
is  under  charge  of  Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps 
are  sent  out  from  the  station.  Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller 
to  Institute  classes. 

CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES— A  brief  chapel  service, 
which  all  students  are  expected  to  attend,  is  held  daily.  This  service  is 
designed  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  daily  re- 
minder of  the  unity  of  the  school.  Occasionally  musical  programs  and 
addresses  by  prominent  professional  and  business  men  on  practical 
topics  take  the  place  of  the  chapel  service. 

THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD— Athletics  are  under  direct  control  of 
a  board  made  up  of  five  members  of  the  Faculty  and  five  representa- 
tives elected  from  various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  rep- 
resentative.   Actions  of  the  Board  are  subjest  to  revision  by  the  Faculty. 

THE  COUNCIL  consists  of  eight  representatives  from  the  student 
body  and  three  from  the  Faculty. 

Four  of  the  students  are  elected  from  the  College,  two  from  the 
Higher  Academy  and  two  from  the  Lower  Academy,  equally  divided  be- 
tween young  men  and  young  women.  The  young  man  from  the  Senior 
class  acts  as  President  of  the  Council. 

The  Council  has  under  its  care,  The  Tech,  The  Polyscope,  Literary 
Societies,  Clubs  and  Organizations,  in  short,  all  student  activities  not 
controlled  by  the  Athletic  Board. 


ORGANIZATIONS  AND  PUBLIC  EVENTS 
THE  ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  CLUB  recognizes  and  encourages 
artistic  handicraft  and  original  design  among  the  students.  It  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Handicraft  League  and  receives  and  exhibits  the 
National  Traveling  Exhibit.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

MR.  AND  MRS.  TOBIAS  S.  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased 
children.  To  assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together 
a  number  of  educational  institutions,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  Bradley  in  1867  delayed  action  for  some  time.  Later  Mrs.  Bradley 
took  the  matter  up  and  formulated  her  wishes  substantially  as  they  are 
now  expressed  in  the  constitution  of  the  Institute.  It  was  her  ambition 
to  afford  the  young  people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  acquire 
a  practical  and  serviceable  education,  and  particularly  to  teach  them  to 
Avork  and  to  regard  work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after 
her  death,  but  in  the  fall  of  1896,  by  the  advice  of  many  leading  educators 
of  Central  Illinois,  she  determined  to  erect  the  buildings  and  start  the 
School,  during  her  lifetime,  if  possible.  Dr.  William  R.  Harper,  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Chicago,  was  consulted.  Under  his  advice  a 
charter  was  immediately  applied  for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees 
was  held  on  the  16th  day  of  November,  1896,  and  an  organization  was 
effected  under  the  University  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  Mrs.  Bradley 
entered  into  contract  with  the  Trustees  to  provide  a  sufficient  annual  in- 
come to  support  the  School  during  her  life,  and  made  provision  in  Her 
will  for  a  permanent  endowment,  consisting  of  the  greater  part  of  her 
estate.  She  also  presented  the  Trustees  with  a  deed  for  about  seventeen 
acres  of  ground,  situated  within  the  city  limits  of  Peoria,  for  the  site  of 
the  Institute  buildings  and  set  apart  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars 
for  buildings  and  equipment ;  the  fund  for  these  purposes  was  later  largely 
increased.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Bradley  occurred  January  16,  1908,  just 
after  the  close  of  the  first  decade  in  the  history  of  the  Institute. 

Work  was  begun  April  10,  1897,  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley  Hall, 
devoted  to  general  education,  and  Horology  Hall,  where  instruction  is 
.given  in  Watchwork,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  These  buildings  were 
occupied  in  October  and  November,  respectively.  School  work  was  begun 
October  4,  1897;  the  formal  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  October  8th, 
in  the  Auditorium  of  Bradley  Hall,  and  this  date  has  been  observed  annually 
with  appropriate  exercises.  In  1904  a  station  of  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau  was  established  in  a  building  erected  by  the  Government  at  the 
north  end  of  the  campus. 

During  the  year  1908-9  a  'Gymnasium  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $75,000. 
It  contains  a  gymnasium  for  men  and  also  one  for  women,  each  with 
complete  equipment.  In  1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  Estate 
was  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  Domestic  Economy  Department  as  a 
"Practice  House."     A  power  plant  was  erected  during  the  year  1911-12. 

During  the  Summer  of  1911  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley 
Avenue,  adjoining  the  campus  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual 
Arts  Department,  and  the  Shops  and  Drawing  classes  were  transferred  to 
them. 

This  catalog  contains  the  records  of  the  Twenty-first  year,  and  the  an- 
nouncements for  the  Twenty-second  year  of  the  work  of  the  Institute.

Entrance. — Graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  will  be  admitted  to  the  first 
year  of  the  Academy  without  examination  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate 
of  graduation. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing. — Students  who  have  done  work  else- 
where in  high  schools,  academies  or  colleges  will  be  admitted  on  presentation 
of  a  certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work  completed.  A  blank 
form  for  this  statement  will  be  furnished  upon  application  to  the  Director. 
The  student  is  assigned  to  those  classes  for  which  he  seems  to  be  prepared. 
At  the  end  of  one  quarter,  if  the  student's  work  is  satisfactory,  the  credits 
from  his  former  school  will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as  they  cover  the  work 
of  the  Institute. 

Unclassified  Students. — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular  course 
may  be  admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  with 
advantage.

CURRICULUM 

The  Courses  of  Study  are  arranged  so  that  a  student  may  enter  at 
the  end  of  the  common  school  course  and  continue  through  six  (in  some 
lines  eight)  years'  work,  gaining  a  broad  and  practical  general  education 
and  in  addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following  pursuits. 
(1)  Business,  Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Advanced  Study 
in  a  College,  University  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3)  Professional  Study 
in  Law  or  Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Training  or  Domestic  Science, 
or  Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

DIVISIONS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

I.  The  Academy 

Lower  Academy. — The  Lower  Academy  corresponds  to  the  first  two 
years  of  a  High  School  Course.  The  work  of  the  Lower  Academy  aims 
to  lay  a  firm  and  broad  foundation.  At  this  period,  in  most  cases,  neither 
pupil,  teacher,  nor  parents  can  decide  rationally  upon  the  peculiar  bent  of 
the  pupil's  mind;  for  these  two  reasons  the  curriculum  for  this  period  is 
made  to  include  a  wide  variety  of  work,  and  is  nearly  the  same  in  all 
groups  except  for  those  pursuing  vocational  courses. 

Higher  Academy. — The  Higher  Academy  corresponds  to  the  last  two 
years  of  a  High  School  Course.  When  the  student  reaches  the  Higher 
Academy,  some  knowledge  of  his  special  tastes  and  aptitudes  has  been 
gained.  He  is  then  allowed  to  specialize  to  a  limited  extent  in  Science, 
Engineering,  Literature,  or  Vocational  Studies. 

II.  The  College 

A.  Courses  covering  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  of  a  College, 
University  or  Engineering  School. 

The  student  chooses  one  of  the  following  groups : 
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1.  Science  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  college  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  B.  S.    It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical  schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group,  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics,  Science,  Me- 
chanical Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third 
year  in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Literature  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Languages 
and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  Ph.  B.,  or  B.  L. 

B. — Teacher  Training  Courses. 

1.  Curricula  preparatory  to  teaching  Manual  Training,  Advanced  tech- 
nical subjects  and  supervision  of  industrial  work  in  grammar  grades,  high 
and  technical  schools,  requiring  either  four,  two  or  one  year  for  completion, 
and  leading  to  either  the  B.  S.  degree,  a  diploma  or  a  certificate. 

2.  A  two-year  course  and  a  four-year  course  preparatory  to  teaching 
Domestic  Economy.  The  four-year  course  gives  the  B.  S.  degree.  For 
details  see  p.  21,  22. 

3.  Students  in  the  College  may  select  a  group  of  related  pedagogical 
subjects  preparatory  to  teaching  the  common  branches  in  the  grades  or  the 
usual  work  of  the  small  high  schools.  A  proper  selection  of  these  electives 
entitles  the  graduate  to  a  second  grade  certificate  without  further  exam- 
inations. 

III.    Vocational  Courses 

The  Vocational  or  Industrial  Classes  are  designed  to  meet  the  demand 
for  training  which  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  variety  of  industries 
requiring  shop  training  and  experience  and  a  certain  amount  of  technical 
knowledge. 

Several  courses  are  offered : 

(1)  A  course  for  Draftsmen. 

(2)  A  course  for  Woodworkers,  including  the  elements  of  house  car- 
pentry, mill  work,  cabinet  making,  use  of  woodworking  machinery,  etc. 

(3)  A  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  machine  shop  practice, 
Blacksmithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge,  Foundry,  Automobile  Repairing. 

(4)  Theoretical  and  practical  study  of  the  Automobile  (one  year),  in- 
cluding the  principles  of  electricity  involved,  gas  engines,  repair  work,  driving, 
etc. — class  and  laboratory  work.  See  page  13.  Also  a  two-year  course 
for  those  wishing  to  teach. 

Send  for  special  circular  describing  the  Automobile  Course. 

A  student  entering  one  of  these  courses  will  be  assigned  to  those  classes 
which  will  soonest  fit  him  for  the  occupation  he  desires  to  follow.  A  record 
will  be  kept  of  his  work  and  this  will  be  available  at  any  time  as  a  basis 
for  recommendation  to  any  prospective  employer. 

Four  years'  successful  work  will  entitle  a  student  to  graduate  from 
the  Academy. 
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IV.    Evening  Classes 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  give  instruction  in  practical  work  and  are 
intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops  and  factories  who  can  not  take 
advantage  of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in  session  from  October  to  May, 
meeting  on  two  evenings  each  week. 

The  following  courses  are  usually  given,  new  courses  may  be  offered 
to  meet  demand : 

Woodworking  and  Patternmaking,  Machine  Shop,  Mechanical  and 
Machine  Drawing,  Blue  Print  Reading,  Art  Metal,  Jewelry,  Architectural 
Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing,  Study  of  the  Automobile  (Electricity 
and  Gas  Engines),  Landscape  Gardening,  Forging,  Furniture  Making,  Free- 
hand Drawing. 

V.    Summer  School 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy,  extended  from  June  20  to  July  27,  1917.  It  was  conducted  under 
the  superintendency  of  Albert  F.  Siepert  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department. 

The  Summer  School  for  1918  (June  19  to  July  26)  will  offer  a  great 
variety  of  courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Economy,  some  general 
college  courses  and  also  work  especially  intended  for  teachers  in  the  grades 
or  in  rural  schools.

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE  AND  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Graduates  from  the  Academy  are  entered  on  certificate  at  the  leading 
colleges  and  universities,  such  as  Vassar,  Wellesley,  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,  Chicago,  Michigan,  Illinois,  Dartmouth,  Wisconsin,  Oberlin. 

Graduates  from  the  Institute  receive  credit  in  other  institutions  for 
all  work  done.  Students  who  have  gone  from  Bradley  with  advanced 
standing  have  been  enabled  to  graduate  in  two  years  at  Princeton,  Smith, 
Mt.  Holyoke,  Cornell,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Chicago,  Harvard,  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  and  other  institutions  of  like  rank. 

Students  intending  to  do  advanced  work  in  other  institutions  may  be 
allowed  to  arrange  their  work  with  this  purpose  in  view.

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COURSES  PREPARATORY  TO  TEACHING 
DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

Two  courses  are  offered,  one  requiring  two  years,  the  other  four  years. 
The  former  carries  the  Diploma  in  Domestic  Economy,  the  latter  the  Diploma 
and  the  B.  S.  degree. 

Students  are  urged  to  take  the  four-year  course  if  possible  since  a 
college  degree  is  increasingly  demanded  of  Domestic  Economy  teachers  for 
high  schools.  The  first  year's  work  is  the  same  in  both  courses  and  a 
student  should  decide  at  the  end  of  that  time  whether  the  two-year  course 
or  the  four-year  course  is  to  be  taken. 

The  entrance  requirements  are  the  same — four  years  (15  units)  of  ap- 
proved academic  work. 

If  Physics  is  not  presented  at  entrance,  at  least  a  short  course  must  be 
taken  at  the  Institute.  Other  high  school  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  at 
the  Institute,  involving  a  correspondingly  longer  time  to  complete  the  work 
required  for  a  diploma. 

If  Chemistry  1  is  offered  as  an  entrance  credit,  Chemistry  4  may  be 
taken  in  the  first  year.. 

Only  a  limited  number  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Teachers'  Courses. 
Application  for  admission  should  be  made  as  long  before  the  opening  of 
the  school  year  as  possible. 

For  laboratory  work  in  Cooking,  the  official  conservation  uniform  is 
required.  Those  wishing  to  provide  themselves  with  these  uniforms  before 
entering  should  write  to  the  Institute  for  sample  of  material  and  should  use 
pattern  Butterick  No.  9507  or  Pictorial  Review  No.  7431. 

The  Institute  has  a  small  dormitory,  Laura  Cottage,  conveniently  located 
facing  the  campus.  A  member  of  the  Domestic  Economy  faculty  is  in  charge. 
Since  only  twenty  young  women  can  be  accommodated  with  rooms  applica- 
tion should  be  made  early.  Others  may  secure  rooms  near  by  and  take  their 
meals  at  Laura  Cottage.

BIOLOGY 

HIS  Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits, 
both  the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology. 
It  makes  especial  effort  to  give  good  training  to  students  preparing 
to  enter  the  study  of  medicine. 


The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  compound 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  general  work  of  the 
department.  The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the  Physiological  and 
Bacteriological  work  in  the  College.  In  connection  with  the  laboratories 
is  the  Museum.  It  consists  primarily  of  the  mounted  birds,  mammals  and 
other  biological  collections  and  herbarium  of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Associa- 
tion. To  this  has  been  added  a  collection  of  shells  and  corals  presented 
by  several  gentlemen  of  Peoria,  a  collection  of  insects  from  the  University 
of  Illinois  and  a  herbarium  presented  by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well 
as  many  smaller  gifts. 


Academy 


1.  Elementary  Botany  (One  Major).  An  introduction  to  the  phenomena 
of  life  as  embodied  in  plants,  especially  those  aspects  that  touch  human 
interests  and  activities.  It  includes  such  subjects  as  forestry,  weeds,  plant 
breeding,  plant  culture,  decorative  plants  and  the  plant  industries.  The 
student  is  required  to  make  a  collection  of  the  leaves  of  the  common  trees. 
Recitations  three  hours  a  week;  laboratory  and  field  work  four  or  five  hours 
a  week.     Text-book,  Coulter,  Plant  Life  and  Plant  Uses. 

2.  Elements  of  Zoology  (Two  Majors).  Introduction  to  the  structure, 
relations,  habits  and  activities  of  animal  life.  Importance  is  given  to  function 
rather  than  to  the  structure.  The  economic  relations  of  animals  to  civic 
life  is  emphasized,  hence  special  work  upon  insects  and  birds  and  their 
relation  to  human  affairs.  Field  trips  are  taken.  Recitations  three  hours  a 
week,  field  and  laboratory  work  four  or  five  hours  a  week.  Text-book, 
Colton's  Descriptive  and  Practical  Zoology. 

College 

3.  General  Zoology  (Thnee  Majors).  The  course  is  developed  from 
the  broadly  biological  point  of  view,  dealing  with  the  structure,  activities, 
distribution,  behavior,  habits  and  life-histories  of  animals.  In  lectures  some 
of  the  important  theoretical  and  practical  problems  of  biology  are  discussed, 
especially  as  related  to  human  life.  In  the  laboratory  representative  types 
of  animals  are  dissected  and  studied. 
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The  first  two  terms  are  devoted  to  the  invertebrate  animals,  the  third 
to  the  vertebrates. 

The  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  students  who  expect  to  enter 
medical  schools.  For  the  general  student  it  affords  training  in  inductive 
methods  and  an  approach  to  the  structure,  functions  and  hygiene  of  the 
human  body.  Lectures  and  laboratory  ten  hours  a  week.  Text-book,  Hegner, 
College  Zoology. 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions  of 
the  human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chemistry, 
the  study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the  chemistry 
of  the  blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion.  The  second 
term's  work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circulation  and  animal  heat, 
and  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special  sense  organs.  The 
course  is  designed  for  the  general  student,  and  will  be  helpful  also  for 
advanced  work  in  Domestic  Science.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours 
a  week.  Prerequisite,  Elementary  Chemistry.  Text-book,  Martin,  Human 
Body. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds  and  other  micro-organisms  and 
the  application  to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water-supplies,  sewage 
disposal,  soils,  dairying,  fermentative  industries,  food  preservation  and  de- 
composition, transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  immunity,  sanitation 
and  control  of  infection  and  contagious  diseases.  The  laboratory  work 
introduces  general  bacteriological  methods,  the  preparation  of  culture  media 
and  the  cultivation  of  bacteria,  the  bacteriological  examination  of  air,  water, 
milk,  etc.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  per  week.  Text-book,  Buch- 
anan's Household  Bacteriology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  courses  in  chemistry  meet  the  needs  of  three  classes  of  students: 
Those  who  take  the  subject  as  part  of  a  general  education;  those  who 
intend  to  study  medicine  or  pursue  work  in  domestic  science,  and  those  who 
intend  to  take  up  chemistry  as  a  profession.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
close  contact  of  chemistry  with  outside  affairs. 

Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight  hours 
weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the  subject 
is  treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  subject  and  to 
chemical  calculations. 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  principles  studied  in 
the  lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to  enable 
the  student  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical  combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  _  with  the  best 
apparatus  and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry.  The  de- 
partment library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and  periodicals, 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  important  new  books 
as  they  appear. 
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COIXDGE 

1.  General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Characterictics  of  chemical 
change,  elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.  Lectures  and  labora- 
tory, ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  continuation  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halogens, 
sulphur  and  nitrogen  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  important 
compounds.  Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the  identification 
of  simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qualitative  analysis, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  course  the  student  should  be  able  to  identify  any 
simple  salt,  and  understand  the  separation  of  various  groups  and  elements. 
Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Prerequisite,  Physics  1,  or  its 
equivalent. 

2.  Advanced  General  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  (Three 
Majors),  (a)  The  lectures  and  recitations  on  advanced  general  chemistry 
deal  with  the  subjects  as  presented  in  Ostwald's  Principles  of  Inorganic 
Chemistry;  study  of  the  theory  of  solution,  electrolytic  dissociation,  hydrolytic 
dissociation,  mass  action  and  chemical  equilibrium,  three  hours  a  week.  In 
the  laboratory,  reactions  of  basic  and  acidic  ions,  analysis  of  mixtures, 
seven  hours  a  week. 

(b)  First  half  of  term,  same  as  (a)  ;  Analysis  of  complex  mixtures, 
ores  and  compounds  of  rare  elements.  Second  half,  Quantitative  Analysis; 
Gravimetric  Methods.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  Quantitative  Analysis  continued.  Methods  in  gravimetric,  volumetric 
and  electrolytic  determinations.    Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

3.  Chemistry  of  Foods  (One  Major).  Lectures  and  laboratory  work 
in  the  examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the  quantitative 
determination  of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common,  typical  foods. 
Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

4.  Elementary  Organic  Chemistry  (Two  Majors).  A  systematic  study 
of  the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives,  including  typical  representatives 
of  both  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
special  preparation  for  course  3,  which  follows  it.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten  hours  a  week. 

DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students, 
viz. : 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  who  desire  a 
knowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and  sciences 
as  a  preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Domestic  Economy  by  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  connected 
with  the  management  and  care  of  the  home. 

The  "Practice  House,"  a  seven-room  house  near  the  Institute,  affords 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household  processes 
(giving  of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary 
home.    This  house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students  of  the  department. 
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Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related 
departments.     (See  pages  20,  21.) 

The  following  are  the  special  courses  offered  by  the  department  of 
Domestic  Economy: 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  includes  the  making 
of  fundamental  stitches  and  their  application  to  simple  garments;  simple 
embroidery  stitches;  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments; 
the  drafting  of  patterns  and  the  use  of  commercial  patterns.  A  complete 
set  of  undergarments  is  made. 

2.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  gives  further 
practice  in  the  use  of  commercial  patterns ;  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  of 
garments.     A  wash  dress,  a  wool  skirt  and  a  lingerie  dress  are  made. 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

3.  Dressmaking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics, 
their  special  qualities  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements,  practice 
in  use  of  commercial  patterns,  economical  cutting  of  material,  fitting  and 
finishing  garments.  The  course  includes  a  wool  dress,  a  silk  dress,  a  fancy 
dress. 

4.  Cooking  (Three.  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general  way 
the  study  of  the  home  and  its  management.  The  various  household  processes 
are  considered  and  carried  out  in  practice,  with  especial  emphasis  on  the 
selection,  cost,  preparation  and  serving  of  food.  Lectures,  recitations  and 
laboratory  work. 

5.  Food  Study  and  Experimental  Cookery  (One  Major).  A  critical 
study  of  food  materials  from  a  chemical  physiological  and  economic  stand- 
point. Study  of  recipes  and  the  experimental  handling  of  food  material. 
Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

6.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  dietary  needs  of 
the  body  under  varying  conditions.  Practice  in  dietary  calculations.  Special 
diets  for  abnormal  conditions.  Lectures,  recitation  and  laboratory  work. 
Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  5,  9  and  20. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  Laboratory 
work  covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  machine  work, 
care  of  sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  simple  gar- 
ments. Practice  in  use  of  drafted  and  commercial  patterns.  Students  will 
be  required  to  make  a  complete  suit  of  undergarments,  a  wash  dress,  a  wool 
skirt,  a  silk  waist,  a  lingerie  dress. 

9.  Cooking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  The  application  of  heat  to 
food  materials.  Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small  quantities. 
Prerequisite,  Chemistry. 

10.  House  Construction  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  home.  The 
course  includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning  with  reference  to  convenience,  cost, 
site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing,  finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting, 
furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning  a  house  to  meet  given  conditions; 
(c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  including  floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

11.  Household  Administration  (One  Major).  The  organization  and 
administration  of  the  household,  proper  division  of  income  under  various 
conditions,  economic  buying,  household  accounts,  domestic  service.     Lectures, 
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recitations,  assigned  readings  and  practical  work  at  Practice  House.     Pre- 
requisite, Domestic  Economy  6,  10,  19  and  20. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  (One  Major). 
What  to  do  in  cases  of  emergencies,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocations, 
fainting,  etc. ;  care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  food. 
Practice  in  preparing  food  for  invalids.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work. 

13.  Textiles  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  production,  properties,  prepar- 
ation and  treatment  of  various  textile  fibres.  The  development  of  spinning 
and  modern  processes  of  manufacture.  Textile  materials  are  identified  and 
graded  as  to  fibre,  weave,  width,  price,  and  use.  Lectures,  reading  and 
laboratory  work. 

14.  Teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  (One  Major).  The  application  of 
the  general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches 
of  Domestic  Economy  in  elementary  and  high  schools.  Planning  courses 
of  study  and  equipment  for  both  sewing  and  cooking.  Collecting  and 
systematizing  illustrative  material.  Lectures,  conferences,  and  practice 
teaching. 

15.  Quantity  Cooking  (One-half  Major).  This  course  gives  additional 
practice  in  cooking,  especially  in  large  quantities.  Study  of  lunch  room 
problems. 

16.  Advanced  Sewing  (One-half  Major).  This  course  gives  additional 
practice  in  sewing,  includes  an  afternoon  dress  of  silk,  the  making  of 
children's  clothes.     Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  7. 

17.  Millinery  (One  Major).  This  course  is  planned  to  develop  original 
and  artistic  ideas  in  hat  making.  It  includes  the  making  of  wire  frames  and 
covering  them;  copying  from  models  and  pictures;  willow  and  buckram 
work;  trimming;  study  of  line  and  color  best  suited  to  the  individual. 
Fee,  two  dollars. 

18.  Costume  Design  (One  Major).  A  study  of  costume  with  regard 
to  harmony  of  line  and  color,  with  practical  work  in  original  designing; 
suitability  of  costume  to  various  types  of  persons  and  a  choice  of  materials 
right  in  pattern  and  color  for  various  designs.  Student's  designs  will  be 
carried  out  in  various  materials.  Prerequisite  Domestic  Economy  7,  16  and 
design. 

19.  Housewifery  (One-half  Major).  A  study  of  the  various  household 
processes  including  cleaning  and  laundering. 

20.  Preparation  and  Serving  of  M<eals  (One  Major).  This  course  in- 
cludes the  study  of  the  adequate  diet  for  the  family.  Practice  in  marketing, 
menu  making,  preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 


ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims:  1. 
Power  to  speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good  litera- 
ture. 3.  A  knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of  thought  by 
words.  4.  Familiarity  with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history  of  the  English 
language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
everyday  spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student;  written  exercises 
are  handed  to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  corrections. 

Oral  themes  are  a  regular  part  of  each  course. 
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The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected 
works  of  best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the 
students  permits.  Care  is  taken  to  direct  attention  to  clear  and  concrete 
matters  of  style,  and  avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplementary 
reading  is  required  in  each  course. 

A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English 
Literature  is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  com- 
position and  the  study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the  very 
beginning;  text-books  of  Rhetoric  and  Literature  are  used  for  study  and 
reference. 

Supplementary  reading  is  required  in  connection  with  each  course  offered 
in  the  Academy  work  in  English. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  Two  of  following:  "Kidnapped,"  "Treas- 
ure Island,"  "Autobiography  of  Franklin,"  "Tales  of  a  Traveller." 

Composition:  Short  Narrations  and  Descriptions;  special  attention  to 
spelling,  punctuation  and  sentence  structure.  Text-book,  Hitchcock's  En- 
larged Practice  Book. 

(b)  Study  of  Literature:  "The  Lady  of  the  Lake,"  and  "Julius 
Caesar." 

Composition:    Same  as  course  (a)  Weekly  Themes  (Two  Majors). 

2.  (a)  Twenty  themes  in  once  a  week  courses  for  the  fall  and  winter 
quarters.  In  the  fall  quarter  Exposition  and  Argumentation  are  studied; 
in  the  winter  quarter  Description  and  Narration  are  reviewed.  (Quarter 
Major). 

(b)  Spring  Quarter.  Study  of  Literature  five  times  a  week.  The  fol- 
lowing selections  are  studied:  "The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "The  Ancient 
Mariner/  '"Sohrab  and  Rustum,"  "Silas  Marner,"  "Deserted  Village."  (One 
Major). 

Two  weeks  given  to  Grammar  review. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  "Macbeth,"  "A  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream,"  Milton's  Minor  Poems.  History  of  English  Literature  from  the 
beginning  to  1700. 

(b)  Composition:  Same  work  as  in  Courses  1  and  2  with  a  careful 
study  of  the  laws  that  govern  sentence  and  paragraph  structure.  Themes 
required  weekly  (One  Major). 

4.  Study  of  Literature  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  history  of  English 
Literature  from  1700-1850  with  selections  from  various  authors.  Prerequisite, 
Course  3. 

5.  Composition  and  Literature:  Continued  practice  in  description  and 
narration,  with  introductory  study  and  practice  in  exposition  and  argumenta- 
tion; themes  oral  and  written  twice  a  week,  and  one  oral  debate  before  the 
class.  Special  attention,  in  connection  with  the  theme  work,  is  given  to 
rhetorical  elements.  Study  of  the  history  of  American  Literature  from  the 
colonial  period  to  1850  with  selections  from  various  authors.  (One  Major). 
Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

College 

6.  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  A  more  advanced  study 
of  the  principles  of  Rhetoric  with  a  careful  consideration  of  the  forms  of 
discourse — narration,  description  and  exposition,  a  special  study  of  the  Essay. 
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Themes  required  weekly,  with  one  long  term  paper  or  oral  debate  before 
the  class.     Prerequisite,  Courses  4  and  5. 

7.  Nineteenth  Century  Literature  (One  Majar).    Poetry  and  prose. 

8.  Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  Short  themes 
required  daily;  long  themes  fortnightly.  Special  attention  given  to  in- 
dividual corrections  and  style.    A  study  of  the  short  story. 

9.  Argumentation  and  Debate  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  theory 
and  practice  of  Argumentation  and  Debate.     Prerequisite  English  6. 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 

The  Modern  Language  Department  aims  (1)  to  give  a  clear  and  in- 
telligent pronunciation;  (2)  to  enable  the  student  to  read  easily  and  accu- 
rately, without  translation,  prose  of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility 
in  reproducing  English  text  idiomatically;  (4)  to  lay  the  foundation  for 
appreciation  of  modern  and  classic  German  and  French  literature. 

German 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  large 
vocabulary  and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the 
student  to  read  at  sight  easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the  basis 
of  a  thorough  drill  in  inflection,  use  of  particles,  the  modal  auxiliaries, 
the  subjunctive  mode  and  the  simpler  idioms. 

Spanhoofd,  Elementarbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache;  Bacon,  Vorw'drts; 
Storm  Immensee  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Review  of  elementary  grammar,  study  of  more  advanced  grammar, 
prose  composition  and  sight-reading.  Frequent  practice  in  conversation  and 
in  "freie  Reproduktion"  familiarize  the  student  with  much  colloquial  German. 
In  the  spring  quarter  scientific  reading  is  offered.  Thomas,  Practical  Ger- 
man Grammar,  Part  I;  Bernhardt,  German  Composition.  The  texts  read 
are  the  following  or  equivalents:  Moser,  Der  Bibliothekar ;  Schiller,  Wilhelm 
Tell;  Storm,  Pole.  Poppenspdler;  selections  from  Wallentin,  Grundzuge  der 
Naturlehre  (Three  Majors). 

3.  The  essential  features  of  the  student's  work  in  this  course  are  con- 
stant practice  in  oral  and  written  expression  with  a  widening  range  of 
syntax  and  idiom,  sight  translation,  a  systematic  review  of  grammar.  Jage- 
mann,  German  Syntax;  Whitney  &  Stroebe,  Easy  German  Composition; 
Bishop  and  McKinlay,  Deutsche  Grammatik.  The  texts  read  are  the  fol- 
lowing or  equivalents:  Fulda,  Das  verlorene  Paradies;  Carl  Schurz, 
Lebenserinnerungen;  Sudermann,  Frau  Sorge  (Three  Majors). 

4.  This  course  aims  to  extend  the  student's  acquaintance  with  the  best 
modern  prose,  as  well  as  with  the  literary  movements  of  the  eighteenth 
century. 

It  includes  the  reading  of  several  of  the  dramas  and  poems  of  Lessing, 
Goethe,  Schiller,  and  Grillparzer,  with  study  of  their  lives.  Some  of  the 
representative  works  of  important  authors  of  the  modern  period  as  Haupt- 
mann  and  Sudermann  are  read  out  of  class.    One  such  contemporary  work 
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is  completed  every  quarter.  The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  their 
equivalents :  Lessing,  Nathan  der  Weise;  Schiller,  Maria  Stuart,  Walhensteins 
Tod;  Goethe,  selections  from  Dichtung  und  Wahrheit,  Gbtz  von  Berlichingvn, 
Hermann  and  Dorothea,  Iphigenie;  Grillparzer,  Der  Traum  ein  Leben. 
During  the  year  an  outline  of  the  history  of  German  Literature  is  studied; 
Stroebe  and  Whitney  GescHichte  der  deutschen  Liter atur  (Three  Majors). 
Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

In  Courses  2,  3,  4,  German  is  the  language  of  the  classroom. 

French 

1.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation  and  the  principles 
of  grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictation,  memorizing  French 
and  practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understanding  both  written 
and  spoken  French. 

Fraser  &  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Talbot,  Le  Frangais  et  sa  Patrie; 
Labiche  et  Martin,  Le  Voyage  de  Monsieur  Perrichon. 

2.  The  study  of  grammar  is  continued  with  more  advanced  composition. 
Some  of  the  works  of  modern  authors,  as  well  as  some  of  the  classic  dramas 
of  the  seventeenth  century  are  read.  Sight-reading,  conversational  practice 
with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation,  and  memorizing  of  French 
form  an  important  part  of  the  course. 

Fraser  and  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Koren,  French  Composition; 
Bowen,  Scientific  Reader;  Feval,  La  Fee  des  Greves;  Erckmann-Chatrian, 
Madame  Therese  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Hugo,  La  Chute.;  Pailleron,  Le  Monde 
ou  Von  s'ennuie;  Feuillet,  Le  Roman  d'un  jeune  homme  pauvre  (read  out  of 
class)  ;  Sand,  La  Mare  au  Diable;  Moliere,  he  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme; 
Claretie,  Pierrille  (read  out  of  class). 

3.  The  work  includes  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dramatic 
form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  paragraphs 
into  French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts  are  re- 
quired. Ability  to  speak  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is  considered 
an  important  result  to  be  obtained. 

Armstrong,  Syntax  of  the  French  Verb;  Francois,  Advanced  Prose 
Composition;  Lamartine,  Scenes  de  la  Revolution  Franqaise  (read  out  of 
class)  ;  Balzac,  Le  Cure  de  Tours;  Lamartine,  Meditations;  Sandeau,  Mile 
de  la  S>eigli£re;  About,  Le  Roi  des  Montagnes  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Scribe 
et  Legoure,  Bataille  de  Dames;  Moliere,  L'Avare;  Bazin,  hes  Oberle;  Dumas, 
La  Tulip e  Noire  (read  out  of  class).     (Course  3  not  offered  in  1918-19.) 

Spanish 

1.  In  this  course  stress  is  laid  on  pronunciation  and  the  modern  idiom. 
A  thoro  knowledge  of  the  verb  and  a  wide  and  useful  vocabulary  is  the 
main  aim  of  the  course  together  with  thoro  drill  in  the  spoken  idiom.  DeVitis, 
Spanish  Grammar;  DeVitis,  Spanish  Reader;  Galdos,  Mariancla. 


HISTORY 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  study 
of  history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great  facts, 
persons  and  ideas  of  history;  (3)  to  stimulate  the  student  to  investigate 
special  topics  and  to  form  independent  judgments,  thus  preparing  for  the 
higher  forms  of  historical  research. 
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Lower  Academy 

2.  Civil  Government  (One  Major).  An  elementary  study  of  the  histor- 
ical development,  the  structure  and  administration  of  local,  state  and  national 
government  in  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  the  general  principles 
which  underlie  society,  and  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  citizens. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Greek  History  (One  Major). 

4.  Roman  History  (One.  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence  of 
the  ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding  epochs 
of  history.    Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age. 

College 

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review  of 
the  changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course  traces 
the  development  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of  the  Empire 
by  Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  connection 
between  past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important  questions  and  tendencies 
of  today.     Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

7.  Topics  in  the  Constitutional  History  of  the  United  States  (One 
Major).  This  course  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced  work 
in  the  constitutional  history  of  the  United  States  and  in  allied  topics. 

Note. — A  valuable  collection  of  public  documents  affords  special  facilities 
for  the  work  of  this  course. 

8.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  advanced 
course  in  the  study  of  economic  principles,  as  illustrated  in  the  development 
of  the  United  States. 

9.  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  introductory  course 
with  special  reference  to  our  industrial  development.  It  includes  some  study 
of  Commercial  Geography. 

10.  Modern  History  (One  Major).  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
trace  rapidly  the  main  lines  of  national  development  in  order  to  prepare  the 
way  for  an  intelligent  discussion  of  current  events  and  problems.  (Summer 
session  only.) 

11.  Social  Science  (One  Major).  A  study  of  social  problems,  such  as 
capital  and  labor,  income,  land,  production,  poverty,  health,  crime,  the  new 
social  spirit,  etc.     (Not  offered  in  1918-19.) 


LATIN 

The  Department  gives  instruction  in  preparatory  Latin  covering  the 
work  usually  found  in  High  Schools.  One  year  (daily)  in  College  is  offered. 
A  Department  Library  of  carefully  selected  works,  including  all  necessary 
books  of  reference,  is  at  the  student's  disposal.  Photographs  and  lantern 
slides  are  used  to  illustrate  the  work  of  this  Department. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  First  Year  Lessons  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Caesar  and  Prose  Composition  (Two  Majors).

MANUAL  ARTS 

This  Department  gives  (a)  instruction  in  Manual  Training  and  Drawing 
to  boys  of  the  Lower  Academy;  (b)  instruction  in  Drawing  to  girls  of  the 
Lower  Academy;  (c)  advanced  courses  in  Drawing,  Painting  and  Designing 
to  students  in  the  Higher  Academy  and  College;  (d)  courses  in  Shopwork 
and  Drawing  of  direct  practical  value  to  young  men  who  desire  to  fill 
positions  of  responsibility  in  industries  where  a  knowledge  of  both  the 
theory  and  practice  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  required;  (e)  vocational  courses 
for  automobile  men,  draftsmen,  metalworkers  and  woodworkers;  (f)  courses 
in  Shopwork  and  Drawing,  equivalent  to  those  of  the  first  two  years  in 
Colleges  of  Engineering,  to  young  men  who  are  working  toward  a  degree 
in  Engineering;  (g)  normal  training  to  both  men  and  women  who  wish  to 
teach  or  supervise  the  manual  arts  in  elementary,  high  or  vocational  schools. 

AUTOMOBILES 

1.  Mechanism  (One-half  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  assembly 
and  disassembly  of  automobile  parts  to  familiarize  students  with  names, 
functions,  and  relations  of  parts,  such  as  axles,  transmissions  and  motors. 
Lectures  and  laboratory  work. 

2.  Mechanism  (Owe  Major).  A  study  of  standard  processes  of  garage 
automobile  repair  and  testing  work  in  all  its  phases.  Actual  garage  exper- 
ience is  done  as  student  proves  his  ability  to  cope  with  repair  problems. 

3.  Vulcanising  (Two  Majors).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of 
the  various  tools  and  materials  used  in  the  commercial  repair  of  casings 
and  tubes,  as  well  as  the  construction  of  various  standard  casings  to  guide 
in  the  repair  of  blowouts,  rim  cuts,  and  retreading;  (b)  regular  commercial 
repair  shop  work. 

4.  Electricity  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of  ignition, 
lighting  and  starting  wiring  diagrams  and  their  installation  in  several  stand- 
ard systems  on  cars,  (b)  repair  of  all  kinds  of  ignition,  lighting  and  starting 
systems  with  special  stress  laid  on  storage  batteries. 

5.  Garage  (Two  Majors).  Practical  garage  experience  in  overhauling 
and  repairing  cars. 

DESIGN  AND  CRAFT  WORK 

1.  Design  and  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  Second  Year 
Academy  boys  giving  principles  of  design  in  elementary  work  in  line,  light 
and  dark  and  color;  principles  of  perspective  and  still-life  drawing. 
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2.  Drawing  and  Design  (One  Major).  A  course  for  Second  Year 
Academy  girls,  giving  the  elements  of  mechanical  drawing,  and  design  cen- 
tering upon  needlework;  a  study  of  color  combinations  and  laying  on  of 
flat  tints  with  water  colors. 

3.  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  for  Domestic  Economy  students 
consists  of  problems  in  (a)  theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design.  Problems 
in  design  centering  upon  needlework  and  household  decorations.  Instruction 
is  given  in  tooled  leather  work.  Prerequisites:  F.  Drawing  1,  Design  2  or 
equivalent. 

4.  Theory  of  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  consists  of  problems 
in  (a)  theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design  (c)  applied  design.  Problems 
centering  around  woodwork,  metal  work,  and  clay  modeling,  suitable  for 
grammar  grade  and  high  school  work.  Instruction  given  in  tooled  leather 
work.     Prerequisite :     Freehand  Drawing  2. 

5.  Perspective  and  Interior  Decoration  (One  Major).  This  course  con- 
sists of  problems  in  (a)  design  for  book  decoration  (b)  mechanical  per- 
spective, and  (c)  interior  decoration.     Prerequisite:     Design  4. 

6.  Elementary  Industrial  Art  (One  Major).  Problems  suitable  for  the 
grades  in  the  following  subjects:  Design  and  Color,  Commercial  Design, 
Costume  Design,  Interior  Decoration,  Domestic  Art,  Costructive  Design. 
Text:     Snow  and  Froelich,  Industrial  Art  Text  Books. 

7.  Costume  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  is  planned  for  teachers 
of  upper  grade  and  high  school  work.  It  presents  the  fundamental  principles 
in  the  art  of  costume  design.  It  discusses  the  relation  of  dress  to  the  in- 
dividual and  suitability  of  materials.  The  technical  work  includes  sufficient 
practice  in  drawing  and  color  for  the  expression  of  ideas. 

8.  Bookbinding  and  Claywork  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a) 
bookbinding  and  (b)  claywork.  The  problems  given  are  such  as  may  be 
used  with  profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 

9.  Woodwork  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  upon  knowledge 
gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experience  in  designing  for 
woodworking.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects  suitable  for  school 
problems.  Prerequisites:  Woodwork  2,  3,  4;  Mechanical  Drawing  5;  De- 
sign 4. 

10.  Furniture  Design  (One  Major).  A  course  giving  opportunity  to 
design  harmonious  groups  of  furniture  and  room  interiors  in  connection 
with  an  analytical  study  of  period  furniture.  In  general  this  course  is  limited 
to  students  who  have  done  exceptionally  good  work  in  Woodwork  Design  9. 
In  any  case  a  student  must  gain  permission  of  the  instructor  before  regis- 
tering for  this  course. 

EDUCATION 

1.  Psychology  (One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  given 
with  special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Discussions,  reading  and 
written  work.  Text:  Thorndike,  Elements  of  Psychology..  Prerequisite: 
Graduation  from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high  school. 

3.  History  of  Education  (One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
discover  causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  development 
in  the  past  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  problems.     Text:

Monroe,  A  Text-book  in  the  History  of  Education,..   Prerequisite:     Same  as 
for  Psychology. 

4.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  (One.  Major).  This  course 
covers  (a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice  of  Pestalozzi, 
Froebel  and  other  educational  reformers  (b)  educational  handwork  in  Euro- 
pean countries  (c)  the  development  of  manual  training,  art  instruction  and 
industrial  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States,  (d)  present 
problems  relating  to  the  manual  arts  in  both  general  and  vocational  educa- 
tion. Lectures,  discussions,  reading  and  written  work.    Prerequisites :  Ed.  1,  3. 

5.  Equipments  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  considerations  affecting 
the  selection,  arrangement  and  installation  of  equipment  including  (a)  needs 
of  different  types  of  schools  (b)  what  to  avoid  or  favor  in  equipments, 
(c)  economic  and  engineering  problems  arising,  (d)  detail  plans  of  in- 
stallations to  meet  given  conditions,  (e)  specifications  for  purchase  and 
installation.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work  and  drafting.  Pre- 
requisite :     Wood  2,  3,  4,  Mechanical  Drawing  2,  Education  4. 

6.  General  Methods  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  principles  of  teach- 
ing together  with  their  application  to  methods  of  procedure  in  teaching  the 
common  branches  in  elementatry  schools.  Lectures,  recitation,  library  and 
written  work.  Text :  Stroyer  and  Norsworthy  How  to  Teach.  Prerequisite : 
Ed.  1,  3. 

7.  Teaching  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the  prin- 
ciples of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual  arts, 
(b)  methods  of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons  observed 
and  discussed.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work.  Text :  Thorn- 
dike,  Principles  of  Teaching.     Prerequisite :     Education  1,  3. 

8.  Teaching  Elementary  Art  (One  Major).  A  course  for  prospective 
teachers  including  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of  teaching  freehand 
drawing,  design  and  elementary  manual  arts  in  the  elementary  school.  Pre- 
requisite :     Mechanical  Drawing  2,  Freehand  Drawing  2  or  equivalent. 

9.  Teaching  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  is  essentially  a 
course  in  methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing,  but  includes  a  review 
of  elementary  mechanical  drawing  with  special  reference  to  technique, 
working  drawings,  principles  of  projection,  and  lettering.  Prerequisite: 
Mechanical  Drawing  2,  3,  Education  1. 

10.  Teaching  Woodworking  (One  Major).  A  comprehensive  course  in 
methods  of  teaching  woodworking.  Students  arrange  demonstration  material, 
give  demonstrations  before  the  class  and  prepare  tracings  for  a  course  of 
study.  Text:  Griffith,  Correlated  Courses,  and  assigned  reference  reading. 
Prerequisite:     Woodwork  2,  3,  4. 

11.  Observation  and  Practice  Teaching.  A  non-credit  course  required 
for  all  diplomas  and  the  degree,  except  where  evidence  of  satisfactory 
teaching  experience  is  presented.  Classes  are  taught  under  the  usual  school 
conditions  in  the  shops  of  the  Institute  and  the  Peoria  public  schools. 

12.  Observation  and  Practice  Supervision.  A  non-credit  course  required 
of  those  registered  for  Program  F.  Students  will  visit  assigned  classes  for 
observations,  and  make  detailed  reports.  Constructive  criticism  will  be 
expected. 

13.  Administration  of  Public  Education  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the 
problems  of  administration  with  reference  to  city,  state  and  federal  organ- 
ization.    The  nature   and   formation   of  boards   of  control,   superintendents 
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and  principals  will  be  considered,  as  well  as  the  teaching  staff,  courses  of 
study,  pupils,  results,  costs,  records,  and  reports.  Recitation,  reference 
reading,  reports.    Text:     Cubberly,  Public  School  Administration. 

14.  Supervision  of  Instruction  (One  Major).  A  course  dealing  with 
the  principles  of  supervision.  Courses  of  study  will  be  examined  and 
schedules  for  teachers  and  pupils  planned.  Students  should  also  register  for 
Observation  and  Supervision.     Lectures,  library  work,  discussion. 

15.  Administration  of  the  Manual  Arts  (One.  Major).  This  course 
refers  to  the  manual  arts  in  both  general  and  vocational  education.  It  is 
open  to  students  of  Senior  college  grade  only.  It  covers  (a)  administration 
from  the  standpoint  of  democracy,  (b)  selection  and  organization  of  sub- 
ject matter,  (c)  the  school  system,  (d)  equipment  and  supplies,  (e)  business 
details,  (f)  teachers,  (g)  supervision.  Lectures,  discussions,  reference 
reading,  written  work. 

16.  Vocational  Guidance  (One  Major).  A  course  covering  (a)  the 
problems  of  vocational  guidance  in  public  schools,  (b)  guiding  principles,  (c) 
means  employed,  (d)  vocational  counseling,  (e)  a  study  of  vocations,  and 
(f)  study  of  one  or  more  typical  schemes  of  vocational  guidance. 

17.  Thesis.  A  non-credit  requirement  for  all  diplomas  and  degrees. 
Specifications  concerning  theses  furnished  on  request. 

FREEHAND  DRAWING  AND  PAINTING 

1.  Natune  Drawing  (One  Major).  Pencil  and  water  color  drawing  of 
nature  and  still  life. 

2.  Principles  of  Representation  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed 
to  give  training  of  special  value  to  manual  training  instructors,  and  in- 
cludes (a)  type  solids,  (b)  furniture,  (c)  memory  drawing,  (d)  perspectives 
from  working  drawings,  (e)  pen  and  ink  rendering.  Lectures,  discussions, 
reference  reading,  written  work. 

3.  Line  Drawing  (One  Major).  Pencil,  brush  and  ink  with  emphasis 
upon  different  characteristics  of  form  and  texture  as  represented  in  outline, 
principles  of  perspective.     Lectures  and  studio. 

4.  Light  and  Shade  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  principles  of  illumina- 
tion. Mediums :  brush  and  ink,  pen  and  ink,  pencil  and  charcoal.  Lectures, 
reference  reading,  discussions. 

5.  Antique  Drawing  (One  Major).  Charcoal  drawing  from  architectural 
ornament  and  statuary  casts.  Study  of  the  human  figure.  Lectures  and 
studio. 

6.  Advanced  Drawing  and  Painting  (Three  Majors).  Drawing  and 
painting  from  life,  draped  and  costumed  models.  Lectures  and  studio.  In 
the  spring  quarter  this  course  will  include  landscape  sketching  in  black  and 
white  and  in  color. 

7.  Commercial  Art  (One  Major). 

A  study  of  the  underlying  principles  and  special  mediums  and  methods 
of  drawing  and  painting  in  the  field  of  advertising.  The  course  includes  the 
principles  of  lettering,  black  and  white  work  for  newspaper  or  magazine, 
posters  and  other  designs  in  color.    Lectures  and  studio. 
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MECHANICAL,  ARCHITECTURAL  AND  MACHINE 
DRAWING 

1.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  beginning  course  to  give  ability 
to  use  drawing  instruments  in  a  study  of  working  drawings,  theory  of  pro- 
jection, intersections  and  development.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  technique 
in  pencil  and  ink  drawing.    Text :    Bennett,  Problems  in  Mechanical  Drawing. 

2.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  thoro 
grounding  in  freehand  lettering  and  sketching  and  the  use  of  drawing  in- 
struments in  geometrical  construction  and  working  drawings.  Attention  is 
given  to  plane  sections,  intersection  and  developments.  Prerequisite,  Mechan- 
ical Drawing  1,  or  equivalent. 

3.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  normal  students 
in  blackboard  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  orthographic,  cabinet  and  isometric 
projection;  advanced  work  in  intersections  and  developments.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  principles  involved  and  good  technique.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical 
Drawing  2. 

4.  Automobile  Drawing  (One  Major).  For  automobile  students.  Free- 
hand sketching  and  use  of  instruments  in  drawing  parts  of  the  automobile, 
blue  print  reading.  This  course  is  preparatory  to  motor  construction  in  the 
machine  shop. 

5.  Architectural  Drafting  (One  Major).  A  first  course  in  the  subject 
giving  (a)  methods  of  representation,  symbols  and  conventions,  tracing, 
lettering  and  dimensioning,  (b)  architectural  design  consisting  chiefly  of 
residence  design  and  will  include  complete  sets  of  working  drawings,  plans, 
elevations,  sections,  also  specifications.     Prerequisite,  Mechanical  Drawing  2. 

6.  Architectural  Detail  (One  Major).  In  this  course  typical  details  are 
given  covering  all  the  standard  forms  of  construction  in  frame,  masonry 
and  fire  proof  buildings.  Special  problems  may  be  worked  up  to  correlate 
with  courses  in  house  carpentry.     Prerequisite,  Architectural  Drawing  4. 

7.  Architectural  Perspective  (One  Major).  This  course  consists  of  a 
complete  and  thoro  drill  in  both  one  and  two  point  perspective,  and  pen  and 
ink  rendering.  Problems  are  given  in  the  exterior  perspective  of  houses. 
Shadows  are  cast  and  building  and  background  are  drawn  and  rendered  in 
pen  and  ink.     Prerequisite,  Architectural  Drawing  4. 

8.  Advanced  Architectural  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  designed 
for  students  desiring  a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  architectural  design.  A  study  of  the  elements  of  architecture,  the 
classic  orders  and  their  application  to  such  problems  as  libraries  or  bank 
buildings.     Prerequisite,  Architectural  Drawing  5,  6,  7. 

9.  History  of  Architecture  (One  Major).  A  course  tracing  the  develop- 
ment of  the  art  of  building  thru  the  stages  of  evolution  from  primitive  to 
modern  times.    Lectures,  recitations  and  assigned  library  work. 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  (One  Major).  A 
course  for  Domestic  Science  students  including  (a)  lectures  on  planning 
with  reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing, 
finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning  a 
house  to  meet  given  conditions;  (c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  in- 
cluding floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

11.  Shop  Mathematics  (One  Major).  This  course  will  cover  (a)  the 
mathematics  of  board  measure  and  building  construction,  pattern  making 
and  foundry  work,  sheet  metal  work,  forging,  speeds  of  pulleys,  shafts  and 
gears,   cutting  speeds   and    feeds   of  machine   shop   tools,   thread   and    gear 
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cutting,  etc.;  (b)  fundamental  process  such  as  fractions,  ratio  and  propor- 
tion, square  root,  solution  of  formulae;  (c)  the  use  of  the  slide  rule, 
logarithms,  elementary  trigonometry  and  data  in  engineering  handbooks  will 
be  exemplified  and  encouraged  thruout  the  course.  Text,  Breckenridge, 
Mercereau  and  Moore  "Shop  Mathematics. " 

12.  Descriptive  Geometry  (Two  Majors).  The  Winter  term  aims  to 
develop  the  habit  of  analytic  thinking  by  dealing  with  the  spatial  relations 
of  points,  lines  and  planes.  The  Spring  term  involves  a  consideration  of 
surfaces  and  solids  in  their  relation  to  points,  lines  and  planes,  and  to  each 
other.  This  embraces  intersections,  developments,  shades,  shadows  and  per- 
spective. Text :  Miller,  Descriptive  Geometry.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical 
Drawing  2  and  Mathematics  3. 

13.  Machine  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  includes  making  draw- 
ings of  standard  machine  parts,  making  sketches  and  drawings  from  machines, 
and  assembly  drawings  from  working  drawings,  and  instruction  in  the  use 
of  the  slide  rule.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  machine  construction 
including  calculations  for  proportioning  and  designs  of  bolts,  keys,  journals, 
bearings,  couplings,  feed  screws,  gears  and  cams,  with  a  study  of  tooth 
forms.  The  course  aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineering 
schools.  Text :  Leutwiler,  Machine  Design.  Prerequisite  or  parallel : 
Mechanical  Drawing  2,  Woodwork  6  and  Metalwork  7,  Physic  2. 

14.  Machine  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  A  vocational  course  placing 
emphasis  upon  technique,  speed  and  accuracy  in  the  making  of  drawings 
in  harmony  with  standard  drafting  room  practice.  This  course  supplements 
Course  13  and  is  very  flexible  in  the  matter  of  actual  problems  undertaken 
in  order  to  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  individual  students.  The  use  of 
catalogue  studies  and  technical  references  is  encouraged  to  aid  in  practical 
drafting  work  In  machine  design,  automobile  motor  design  and  installation 
plans.  Students  may  receive  a  special  draftsman's  certificate  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  work  in  the  Vocational  Group  and  upon  attainment  of  the 
required  proficiency  in  drafting.     Prerequisite :     Mechanical  Drawing  2. 

METAL  WORKING 

1.  Metalworking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  A  course  for  Second 
Year  Academy  boys.  The  work  includes  (a)  making  of  projects  in  iron 
and  steel  by  such  processes  as  filing,  drilling,  turning  and  polishing,  (b) 
tinsmithing,  (c)  art  metal. 

2.  Forging  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  instruction  in  building 
and  handling  the  forge  fire ;  in  the  use  of  the  hammer,  anvil,  tongs  and  the 
other  tools  of  the  forge  shop ;  and  the  forging  and  welding  of  iron  and 
steel.     It  also  includes  forging,  hardening  and  tempering  tools. 

3.  Sheet  Metal  Work  (One  Major).  Drawing  patterns  for  and  making 
the  common  tinsmithing  problems  in  pipe  joining,  architectural  and  orna- 
mental work,  and  vessel  construction. 

4.  Art  Metal  (One  Major).  Designing  and  making  a  variety  of  projects 
by  the  various  processes  of  sawing,  hammering,  raising,  etching  and  coloring 
copper,  brass  and  other  softer  metals. 

5.  Foundry  Practice  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  processes  of  making  molds,  core  making,  and  the  care  and  use 
of  a  brass  furnace. 

6.  Machine  Shop  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  beginning  course  which 
includes  filling  and  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  making  projects  to  familiarize 
the  student  with  the  use  of  tools  and  to  get  the  required  degree  of  accuracy. 
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The  work  of  the  second  and  third  quarters  consists  of  machine  construction 
and  tool  making. 

7.  Machine  Shop  (Six  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students  wishing 
to  become  machinists  and  draftsmen.  It  is  planned  to  familiarize  the  student 
thoroly  with  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  machine  construction,  design,  and 
tool  and  jig  making.  The  time  required  to  complete  this  course  depends 
on  the  adaptability  of  the  student.  From  two  to  six  hours  daily.  Prerequisite, 
Metal  Work  6. 

8.  Machine  Shop  (Two  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students  taking 
the  Automobile  course,  and  includes  the  building  of  automobile  engines  and 
the  making  of  parts  in  the  repair  of  autos.     Prerequisite :     Fall  term  of  6. 

9.  Auto  Forging  (One  Major).  A  special  course  for  automobile  students 
giving  the  elements  of  forging  and  leading  into  the  making  of  regular  and 
special  tools  for  use  in  garage  work  as  well  as  the  repairs  for  cars  over- 
hauled in  the  garage. 

10.  Brazing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  automobile  students  giving 
(a)  use  of  the  oxy-acetylene  torch  for  cutting  and  brazing  of  light  and 
heavy  automobile  castings,   (b)   radiator  repair  work. 

11.  Advanced  Forging  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  more  difficult 
work  involved  in  tool  forging,  welding,  use  of  power  hammer,  and  practical 
repair  problems. 

12.  Jigs  and  Fixtures  (One  Major).  A  specialized  course  in  Machine 
Shop  practice  dealing  with  the  production  of  articles  by  modern  methods. 
Students  will  design,  make  and  use  necessary  jigs  and  fixtures. 

13.  Millwrighting  (One  Major).  A  study  of  layouts  for  machinery 
installation  including  floor  plans,  pulleys,  shafting  and  belting  for  typical 
machine  shops.  The  practical  work  will  consist  of  taking  down  and  putting 
up  shafting,  relining  a  shaft,  placing  of  pulleys  and  counter  shafts,  and 
setting  machines. 

WOODWORKING 

1.  Elementary  Woodwork  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  is  a 
manual  training  course,  consisting  of  two  quarters  of  benchwork  and  one 
quarter  of  wood  turning. 

2.  Wood  Technology  (One  Major).  Fundamental  woodworking  pro- 
cesses, and  the  proper  care  and  use  of  tools  are  taught.  A  study  is  made 
of  the  character  of  woods,  tree  identification  and  related  materials  used  in 
woodworking.    Text:     Noyes,  Handwork  in  Wood. 

3.  Wood  Finishing  and  Upholstery  (One  Major),  (a)  Instruction  in 
the  mechanical  preparation  of  wood  before  staining,  the  preparation,  use 
and  application  of  stains,  fillers  and  surface  or  finishing  coats  such  as  wax, 
oil,  shellac  and  varnish  including  French  polishing  and  rubbed  varnishes. 
Wood  samples  and  larger  projects  are  finished.  (b)  In  upholstery  the 
making  of  plain  and  spring  seats  will  be  taught,  including  a  study  of  webbing, 
burlap,  springs,  stuffing,  and  covers,  also  the  use  of  reed  in  caning. 

4.  Wood  Turning  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the 
historical  development  of  the  lathe,  thorough  drill  in  the  cutting  action  of 
turning  tools  and  methods  of  holding  them;  projects  in  spindle,  face  plate, 
chuck  and  mandrel  turning,  finishing  and  polishing. 

5.  Carpentry  (One  Major).  A  course  in  planning,  designing  and  erect- 
ing buildings  such  as  garages  or  small  houses,  including  the  making,  in  the 
mill  shop  of  doors,  frames,  sash  and  interior  trim  for  the  building  to  be 
erected.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  (a)  training  in  the  use  and  care 
of  carpentry  tools,    (b)    saw  filing  and  chisel  grinding,    (c)    figuring  board 
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measure,  and  making  estimates  on  labor  and  material,  (d)  methods  of 
constructing  frame  •  buildings  and  applying  interior  trim,  (e)  names  and 
methods  of  applying  builders  hardware,  (f)  stairwork,  (g)  roof  construction. 

6.  Elementary  Patternmaking  (One  Major).  A  beginning  course  giv- 
ing the  iundamentals  of  patternmaking.  Patterns  are  made  involving  the 
following  patternmakers'  allowances :  draft,  finish,  shrinkage,  warp  and 
shake.     Emphasis  is  placed  on  proper  procedure  and  accurate  workmanship. 

7.  Woodworking  Machinery  (Four  Majors).  In  this  course  emphasis 
is  placed  on  practical  work  with  machinery.  The  shop  is  equipped  with 
cut-off  saw,  four  circular  saws,  band-saw,  two  jointers,  two  planers,  hollow- 
chisel  mortiser,  boring  machine,  shaper,  belt  sander,  tenoning  machine,  and 
glue  facilities.  The  shop  is  organized  as  a  producing  factory  with  cost 
system.  Instruction  is  given  through  demonstrations  and  practical  work. 
Students  are  taught  band-saw  brazing,  setting  and  filing,  care  of  circular  saw 
and  practice  in  gumming,  setting,  swedging,  jointing  and  filing.  From  two 
to  six  hours  a  day.     Prerequisite,  Wood  2,  3,  4. 

8.  Woodworking  Machinery  (Four  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation 
of  Course  7.  In  this  course  students  get  some  experience  as  foremen,  and 
during  the  spring  quarter  are  given  work  in  methods  of  teaching  wood- 
working in  secondary  and  vocational  schools.     Prerequisite,  Woodwork  7. 

9.  Advanced  Patternmaking  (One  Major).  Patterns  are  made  for  the 
following  kinds  of  castings :  pipe  fittings,  pulleys,  valves  and  gear  wheels. 
Follow  board  mounts  are  made  as  well  as  special  patterns  required  in  the 
Machine  Shop. 

10.  Furniture  Making  (One  Major).  A  study  of  furniture  making 
emphasizing  principles  of  good  construction,  involving  processes  and  pro- 
portion of  parts,  including  the  application  of  panelling,  inlaying  and  turning 
as  decorative  features.  Students  execute  a  design  made  in  Woodwork 
Design  2.     Prerequisite,  Woodwork  2,  3,  4.

MATHEMATICS 

The  Department  aims  to  present  Mathematics  from  two  points  of  view: 
As  a  method  of  science,  as  a  highly  developed  system  of  rigorous  thinking. 
It  seeks  to  lead  the  pupil  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  scope  of 
the  realm  of  elementary  mathematics,  to  give  him  an  intelligent  knowledge 
of  why  and  how  results  have  been  obtained  and  to  show  how  they  may  be 
used  in  science  and  in  engineering  and  to  aid  him  to  acquire  the  ability 
to  use  mathematical  ideas  and  methods. 

The  class-rooms  are  provided  with  models,  drawing  instruments,  colored 
crayons  and  other  devices  that  are  needed  for  successful  work.  A  library 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  student  or  teacher  is  always  at  their  service. 

Lower  Academy 

1.  Algebra  (Three  Majors).  This  course  makes  an  easy  transition  from 
Arithmetic  to  Algebra  and  develops  a  thoro  ability  to  handle  the  fundamental 
operations  and  to  solve  linear  and  quadratic  equations. 

2.  Plane  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  original 
solution  of  theorems  and  problems.  Application  to  practical  affairs  and 
science  are  presented.  Sines,  cosines  and  tangents  are  introduced  and  used 
in  the  solution  of  triangles.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1. 
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Higher  Academy 

3.  Solid  Geometry  (One  Major).  The  more  essential  theorems  are 
given.  Attention  is  paid  to  practical  mensuration  and  to  the  degree  of 
precision  that  can  be  obtained  from  given  data.  Prerequisite  Mathematics 
1  and  2. 

4.  Algebra  (One  Major).  This  is  a  sort  of  review  course  covering 
the  ground  of  elementary  Algebra.  It  reviews  Course  1  and  adds  new  work 
in  solution  of  equations,  theory  of  exponents,  inequalities,  logarithms  and 
progressions.  Mastery  of  the  ideas  and  processes  of  elementary  Algebra 
is  insisted  upon.  All  students  expecting  to  go  to  college  must  take  this 
course.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1  and  2. 

College 

5.  Plane  Trigonometry  (One  Major).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  accur- 
acy of  computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the  transforma- 
tion of  functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 

7.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually 
given  in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry  and 
Calculus,  and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  manner.  The 
more  elementary  and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are  considered,  leav- 
ing the  more  complicated  parts  until  the  following  year.  Prerequisites, 
Mathematics  3  and  4. 

8.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  7,  and  includes  Algebra,  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus  and  Differential  Equations  and  their  application  to  physical  and 
mechanical  problems.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  (One  Major).  A  general  course  in  the  elements  of  Plane 
Surveying.  Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass,  level,  transit, 
stadia.  Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are  made.  Prerequisite, 
Mathematics  5  or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  estab- 
lish these  principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to  numerous 
engineering  problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  training  in  the  use 
of  mathematics  as  applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use  of  engineering 
data.  Prerequisite:  The  student  must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathe- 
matics 8. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gymnastic 
and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give  the  students 
such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and  maintain  a  vigorous 
physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  number  of  students,  especially 
the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exercise  that  will  be  within  the 
capacity  of  each  student. 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state. 
On  the  ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swimming 
pool,  showers  and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary  offices 
are  the  gymnasium  for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a  lecture 
room.  On  the  third  floor  is  located  a  large,  social  hall.  Each  gymnasium 
contains  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  equipment  for  systematic  physical 
training. 
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A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students  and  all 
Intercollegiate  and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field 
is  equipped  with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track,  jump- 
ing and  vaulting  pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by  the  Institute, 
three  on  Bradley  Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

All  athletic  activities  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  thoroughly 
trained  instructors. 

A  required  physical  examination  is  given  to  all  students  participating  in 
any  form  of  Athletics  or  Gymnasium  work. 

COURSES  FOR  MEN 

Courses  for  men  include:  (1)  Marching,  (2)  Calisthenics,  (3)  Light 
Apparatus  Work,  (4)  Athletics,  Military  Training. 

COURSES  FOR  WOMEN 

Elementary  Class  Work  is  given  in  Swedish  Gymnastics: 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit  for 
play  through  cooperative  games. 

(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the  class- 
room. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking,  as  round 
shoulders,  forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus  is  carefully  graded  so  as  to 
secure  progressive  difficulty  and  also  proper  coordination.  Physical  Balance 
Work,  Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing,  Out  Door  Sports,  Field  Hockey, 
Basketball,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 


PHYSICS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  laws  governing  the  physical  world.  In  order  to  do  this  it 
is  necessary  that  the  student  actually  see  these  laws  tested  by  experiment. 
This  is  done  both  in  lecture  demonstration  and  in  the  laboratory. 

The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  suitable 
for  courses  in  elementary  and  first  year  college  Physics  as  given  in  the 
best  technical  schools. 

Separate  laboratories  are  provided  for  the  elementary  and  college  courses. 
The  elementary  laboratory  is  designed  to  accommodate  one  hundred  and 
twenty  students  in  five  sections. 

At  one  end  of  the  college  laboratory  is  located  the  departmental  library 
which  is  well  supplied  with  the  leading  reference  books,  and  all  new  books 
of  importance  will  be  purchased  as  they  appear.  Some  of  the  leading 
scientific  and  technical  periodicals  devoted  to  physics  and  electrical  engin- 
eering are  received  and  retained  in  the  laboratory. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  photometry  room  equipped  with  a  three  meter 
optical  bench,  Lummer-Brodhun  photometer  and  compound  universal  rotator. 

Higher  Academy 
1.     Elementary   Physics    (Thnee   Majors).     This   introductory   course   is 
required  of  all  third  year  Academy  students.     It  deals  with  the  fundamental 
principles   of  mechanics,   sound,   magnetism   and  electricity,   heat   and   light. 
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The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  give  a  thoro  knowledge  in  the  elements  of 
this  fundamental  science;  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  the  whys  and 
hows  of  common  everyday  happenings,  and  to  train  the  mind  to  habits  of 
careful  observation  and  reasonably  accurate  decision.  There  are  three 
recitations  and  two  double-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week.  Text:  Black 
and  Davis,  Physics.     Prerequisites,  Mathematics  1  and  2. 

3.  Practical  Electricity  (One-half  Major).  This  course  is  planned  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  automobile  student.  It  includes  a  study  of  electric 
currents,  principles  of  magnetism,  induction  and  their  application  in  induction 
coils,  dynamos  and  motors. 

College 

2.  Advanced  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  given  in  the 
second  year  of  the  college,  and  is  intended  primarily  for  those  expecting  to 
take  further  work  along  engineering  lines,  or  those  whose  later  college 
work  demands  a  second  course  in  Physics.  The  subject  is  treated  both 
experimentally  and  mathematically,  with  special  attention,  both  in  lectures 
and  laboratory,  to  the  practical  applications  of  the  various  branches.  The 
experiments,  while  they  cover  the  same  ground  as  the  elementary  course, 
are  much  more  advanced.  The  student's  attention  is  directed  to  the  study 
of  possible  sources  of  error.  Text:  Duff,  et  al,  Text  Book  of  Physics. 
Laboratory  Manual :     Miller,  Laboratory  Physics. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  student  have  had  or  be  taking 
Mathematics  7. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group 
of  studies  in  the  college.  On  graduates  of  the  Science  and  Engineering 
Groups  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Science  will  be  conferred;  on  graduates 
of  the  Literature  Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Literature;  on  graduates 
of  the  four-year  Domestic  Economy  Course  or  the  four-year  Manual  Training 
Course,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred.  The  graduates  of 
the  two-year  courses  in  Manual  Arts  and  the  two-year  course  in  Domestic 
Economy  will  receive  a  diploma ;  the  graduates  of  the  one-year  course,  a 
certificate.  The  Academic  certificate  will  be  given  to  students  who  creditably 
complete  the  work  of  any  group  through  the  Higher  Academy. 

To  graduate  from  the  College  the  student  must  gain  an  average  of  2^ 
grade  points ;  from  the  Academy  an  average  of  2. 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute  at 
least  three  quarters. 

EXPENSES. — Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows :  For 
two  or  more  classes,  $20.00  per  quarter;  for  one  class,  $10.00  per  quarter. 
There  are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year.  Each  student  pays  a  gymnasium 
fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  admission  to  games  held 
under  Institute  management.  There  are  also  special  fees  connected  with 
certain  courses.  Necessary  text-books  are  provided  by  the  Institute  free 
of  charge.  Tuition  fees  should  be  paid  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  each 
quarter.  Neglect  to  do  so  will  render  the  student  liable  to  be  refused 
admittance  to  classes.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Bradley  Poly- 
tecnic  Institute. 
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In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees  by 
work  done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be  made  as 
early  as  possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of  (1) 
good  character  and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3)  inability  to  pay 
full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodging.  Laura  Cottage,  a  small  dormitory  for  girls,  faces 
the  campus.  It  has  rooming  accommodations  for  twenty  and  can  give  board 
to  about  fifty.  Make  early  application.  It  affords  an  excellent  home  for 
women.  Board  and  room  can  also  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  reason- 
able rates.  The  Institute  will  make  special  efforts  to  secure  satisfactory 
conditions  as  to  boarding  and  rooming  accommodations  in  the  neighborhood. 
A  list  of  boarding  places  is  kept  on  file  at  the  Recorder's  office. 

Dress.  The  Institute  disapproves  of  extravagant  or  elaborate  dressing 
and  asks  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  establishing  a  sentiment  in  favor  of 
plain,  simple  and  appropriate  dress  for  school  work  and  school  functions. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  Vocational  Courses,  the  Automobile 
Course,  the  Evening  Classes  or  the  Summer  School  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

SCHOLARSHIPS — (a)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering 
tuition  in  the  College  for  a  year— 

1.  Two  scholarships  to  members  of  the  class  graduating  from  the 
Academy,  awarded  by  the  Faculty,  now  held  by  Grace  Hoagland  and 
Evangelene  Lovett. 

2.  Two  scholarships  to  the  two  graduates  having  the  highest  rank  in 
each  of  the  Peoria  High  Schools.  These  are  now  held  by  Edna  M.  Hedstrom, 
Vera  R.  Seeley  and  Cecil  Wright. 

(b)  The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tuition  in  the  Academy 
for  a  year — 

1.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Peoria  County  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade.  One  of  these  is  now  held 
by  John  H.  Williams. 

2.  A  scholarship  to  the  boy  and  to  the  girl  standing  highest  in  the 
Tazewell  County  examination  for  the  Eighth  grade. 

3.  (c)  The  University  of  Chicago  grants  each  year  two  scholarships 
to  be  awarded  to  the  two  members  of  the  graduating  class  maintaining  the 
highest  standing  in  their  college  work.  The  scholarships  are  of  the  value 
of  $120.00  each.  These  are  now  held  by  Dorothy  Crowder  and  Frances 
Reinmann. 

Prize:  The  Scheele  Memorial  Medal.  Awarded  to  the  student  who 
ranks  highest  in  Chemistry.  This  prize  is  offered  by  Wm.  V.  Dufner, 
Ph.  G.,  of  Peoria,  pharmacist,  and  is  of  solid  gold,  with  a  bas-relief  of 
Carl  Wilhelm  Scheele,  the  illustrous  Swedish  apothecary  and  chemist 
(1742-1786).     This  is  now  held  by  Harry  W.  Gebhardt. 

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU.— During  the  summer  of 
1904  the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station  at 
the  north  end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Institute.  This  is  under 
charge  of  Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps  are  sent  out 
from  the  station.  Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller  to  Institute 
classes. 

CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES— A  brief^  chapel  service,  which 
all  students  are  expected  to  attend,  is  held  daily.  This  service  is  designed 
to  afford  an  opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  daily  reminder  of  the 
unity    of    the    school.      Occasionally    musical     programs    and    addresses    by 
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prominent  professional  and  business  men  on  practical  topics  take  the  place 
of  the  chapel  service. 


LIBRARY 

The  general  library  occupies  rooms  on  the  main  floor  of  Bradley  Hall 
and  numbers  about  twelve  thousand  volumes,  to  which  the  students  have 
free  access.  This  reference  library  is  supplemented  by  six  departmental 
libraries  which  are  shelved  adjacent  to  lecture  rooms,  where  they  will  be  of 
utmost  service.  The  Manual  Arts  Library  is  housed  in  the  main  Manual 
Arts  building  and  contains  carefully  selected  books  on  manual  arts  and 
allied  subjects.  All  books  are  cataloged  according  to  the  most  approved 
library  methods.     An  ample  number  of  the  best  periodicals  is  regularly  re- 

THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD— Athletics  are  under  direct  control  of  a 
board  made  up  of  five  members  of  the  Faculty  and  five  representatives 
elected  from  various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  representative. 
Actions  of  the  Board  are  subject  to  revision  by  the  Faculty.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

MR.  AND  MRS.  TOBIAS  S.  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased 
children.  To  assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together 
a  number  of  educational  institutions,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  Bradley  in  1867  delayed  action.  Later  Mrs.  Bradley  took  the  matter  up 
and  formulated  her  wishes  substantially  as  they  are  now  expressed  in  the 
constitution  of  the  Institute.  In  was  her  ambition  to  afford  the  young 
people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  practical  and 
serviceable  education,  and  particularly  to  teach  them  to  work  and  to  regard 
work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after 
her  death,  but  in  the  fall  of  1896,  by  the  advice  of  many  leading  educators 
of  Central  Illinois,  she  determined  to  erect  the  buildings  and  start  the 
School,  during  her  lifetime,  if  possible.  Dr.  William  R.  Harper,  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Chicago,  was  consulted.  Under  his  advice  a 
charter  was  immediately  applied  for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees 
was  held  on  the  16th  day  of  November,  1896,  and  an  organization  was 
effected  under  the  University  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  Mrs.  Bradley 
entered  into  contract  with  the  Trustees  to  provide  a  sufficient  annual  in- 
come to  support  the  School  during  her  life,  and  made  provision  in  her 
will  for  a  permanent  endowment,  consisting  of  the  greater  part  of  her 
estate.  She  also  presented  the  Trustees  with  a  deed  for  about  seventeen 
acres  of  ground,  situated  within  the  city  limits  of  Peoria,  for  the  site  of 
the  Institute  buildings  and  set  apart  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars 
for  buildings  and  equipment;  this  fund  was  later  largely  increased.  The 
death  of  Mrs.  Bradley  occurred  January  16,  1908,  just  after  the  close  of 
the  first  decade  in  the  history  of  the  Institute. 

Work  was  begun  April  10,  1897,  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley  Hall, 
devoted  to  general  education,  and  Horology  Hall,  where  instruction  is 
given  in  Watchwork,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  These  buildings  were 
occupied  in  October  and  November,  respectively.  School  work  was  begun 
October  4,  1897;  the  formal  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  October  8th, 
in  the  Auditorium  of  Bradley  Hall,  and  this  date  has  been  observed  annually 
with  appropriate  exercises.  In  1904  a  station  of  the  United  States  Weather 
Bureau  was  established  at  the  north  end  of  the  campus. 

During  the  year  1908-9  a  Gymnasium  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $75,000. 
It  contains  a  gymnasium  for  men  and  also  one  for  women,  each  with 
complete  equipment.  In  1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  Estate 
was  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  Domestic  Economy  Department  as  a 
"Practice  House."    A  power  plant  was  erected  during  the  year  1911-12. 

During  the  Summer  of  1911  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley 
Avenue,  adjoining  the  campus  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual 
Arts  Department.  Two  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Automobile  and  Tractor 
Department  were  erected  in  1918.

The  equivalent  of  at  least  one  year's  work  of  a  high  school  grade  is 
expected   for  entrance,   except   for  those  choosing  vocational   lines. 

Students  who  have  done  work  elsewhere  in  high  schools,  academies  or 
colleges  should  present  a  certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work 
completed.  A  blank  form  for  this  statement  will  be  furnished  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Director.  The  student  is  assigned  to  those  classes  for  which  he 
seems  to  be  prepared.  At  the  end  of  one  quarter,  if  the  student's  work  is 
satisfactory,  the  credits  from  his  former  school  will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as 
they  cover  the  work  of  the   Institute. 

Unclassified  Students. — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular  course 
may  be  admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  with 
advantage. 

CURRICULUM 

The  Courses  of  Study  are  so  planned  as  to  give  a  broad  and  practical 
general  education  and  in  addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following 
pursuits:  (1)  Business,  Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Advanced 
Study  in  a  College,  University  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3)  Professional 
Study  in  Law  or  Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Training  or  Domestic 
Science,  or  Drawing  and  Manual  Training. 

DIVISIONS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

I.     The  Academy 

Beginning  with  the  Fall  of  1919,  only  the  second,  third  and  fourth  years 
of  Academy  work  are  offered.  When  the  student  reaches  the  third  year, 
some  knowledge  of  his  special  tastes  and  aptitudes  has  been  gained.  He 
is  then  allowed  to  specialize  to  a  limited  extent  in  Science,  Engineering, 
Literature,   or  Vocational   Studies. 
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II.    The  College 

A.  Courses  covering  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  of  a  College, 
University  or  Engineering  School. 

The  student  chooses  one  of  the  following  groups: 

1.  Science  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  college  courses  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  B.  S.    It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical  schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group,  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics,  Science,  Me- 
chanical Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third 
year  in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Literature  Group,  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Languages 
and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses  leading 
to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  Ph.  B.,  or  B.  L. 

B. — Teacher  Training  Courses. 

1.  Curricula  preparatory  to  teaching  Manual  Training,  Advanced  tech- 
nical subjects  and  supervision  of  industrial  work  in  grammar  grades,  high 
and  technical  schools,  requiring  either  four,  two  or  one  year  for  completion, 
and  leading  to  either  the  B.  S.  degree,  a  diploma  or  a  certificate. 

2.  A  two-year  course  and  a  four-year  course  preparatory  to  teaching 
Domestic  Economy.  The  four-year  course  gives  the  B.  S.  degree.  For 
details  see  p  22,  23. 

3.  Students  in  the  College  may  select  a  group  of  related  pedagogical 
subjects  preparatory  to  teaching  the  common  branches  in  the  grades  or  the 
usual  work  of  the  small  high  schools.  A  proper  selection  of  these  electives 
entitles  the  graduate  to  a  teacher's  certificate  in  Illinois,  without  further 
examinations. 

III.    Vocational  Courses 

The  Vocational  or  Industrial  Classes  are  designed  to  meet  the  demand 
for  training  which  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  variety  of  industries 
requiring  shop  training  and  experience  and  a  certain  amount  of  technical 
knowledge. 

Several  courses  are  offered : 

(1)  A  course  for  Draftsmen,  including  Mechanical,  Machine  and 
Architectural  Drawing  and  other  subjects  of  practical  help  to  a  Draftsman. 

(2)  A  course  for  Woodworkers,  including  the  elements  of  house 
carpentry,  mill  work,  cabinet  making,  use  of  woodworking  machinery,  etc. 

(3)  A  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  machine  shop  prac- 
tice, Blacksmithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge,  Foundry,  Automobile  Repairing. 

(4)  The  Automobile  Course:  An  all  around  training,  fitting  for 
positions  in  the  manufacture,  repair,  sale  and  running  of  automobiles,  in- 
cludes Automobile  Mechanism,  Vulcanizing,  Brazing,  Soldering  and  Radia- 
tor Work,  Automobile  Engines,  Electricity  as  applied  to  the  automobile. 
Machine  Shop  practice,  Garage  experience.  The  automobile  work  occupies 
a  building  of  its  own. 

(5)  Practical  Electricity,  preparing  for  positions  in  House  Wiring', 
Telephone   Work,    Installing    and    Running   Electrical    Machinery,    Practical 
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Testing  and  Electrical  Manufacturing,  General  Principles  and  Laboratory 
work  in  Electricity,  study  of  Motors  and  Generators,  Wiring,  Armature 
Winding,  Machine  Shop  work,  Shop  Mathematics,  Practical  Experience  in 
construction  work  and  testing. 

(6)  A  Short  Course  in  the  Tractor,  beginning  in  January.  This  is 
especially  suited  to  the  needs  of  farmers,  also  garage  men. 

Send  for  special  circulars  describing  these  courses. 

A  student  entering  one  of  these  courses  will  be  assigned  to  those  classes 
which  will  soonest  fit  him  for  the  occupation  he  desires  to  follow.  A  record 
will  be  kept  of  his  work  and  this  will  be  available  at  any  time  as  a  basis 
for  recommendation  to  any  prospective  employer. 

IV.    Evening  Classes 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  give  instruction  in  practical  work  and  are 
intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops  and  factories  who  can  not  take 
advantage  of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in  session  from  October  to  May, 
meeting  on  two  evenings  each  week. 

The  following  courses  are  usually  given,  new  courses  may  be  offered 
to  meet  demand: 

Woodworking  and  Patternmaking,  Machine  Shop,  Mechanical  and 
Machine  Drawing,  Blue  Print  Reading,  Art  Metal,  Jewelry,  Architectural 
Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing,  Study  of  the  Automobile  (Electricity 
and  Gas  Engines),  Landscape  Gardening,  Forging,  Furniture  Making,  Free- 
hand Drawing. 

V.     Summer  School 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Domestic 
Economy,  extended  from  June  19  to  July  26,  1918.  It  was  conducted  under 
the  superintendency  of  Albert  F.  Siepert  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department. 

The  Summer  School  for  1919  (June  23  to  July  25)  will  offer  a  great 
variety  of  courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Economy,  some  general 
college  courses  and  also  work  especially  intended  for  teachers  in  the  grades 
or  in  rural  schools.     Send  for  special  bulletin. 

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE  AND  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Graduates  from  the  Academy  are  entered  on  certificate  at  the  leading 
colleges  and  universities,  such  as  Vassar,  Wellesley,  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke, 
Cornell,   Chicago,  Michigan,   Illinois,  Dartmouth,  Wisconsin,   Oberlin. 

Graduates  from  the  Institute  receive  credit  in  other  institutions  for 
all  work  done.  Students  who  have  gone  from  Bradley  with  advanced 
standing  have  been  enabled  to  graduate  in  two  years  at  Princeton,  Smith, 
Mt.  Holyoke,  Cornell,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Chicago,  Harvard,  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  and  other  institutions  of  like  rank. 

Students  intending  to  do  advanced  work  in  other  institutions  may  be 
allowed  to  arrange  their  work  with  this  purpose  in  view.

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COURSES  PREPARATORY  TO  TEACHING 
DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

Two  courses  are  offered,  one  requiring  two  years,  the  other  four  years. 
The  former  carries  the  Diploma  in  Domestic  Economy,  the  latter  the  Diploma 
and  the  B.  S.  degree. 

Students  are  urged  to  take  the  four-year  course  if  possible  since  a 
college  degree  is  increasingly  demanded  of  Domestic  Economy  teachers  for 
high  schools.  The  first  year's  work  is  the  same  in  both  courses  and  a 
student  should  decide  at  the  end  of  that  time  whether  the  two-year  course 
or  the  four-year  course  is  to  be  taken. 

The  entrance  requirements  are  the  same — four  years  (15  units)  of  ap- 
proved academic  work. 

If  Physics  is  not  presented  at  entrance,  at  least  a  short  course  must  be 
taken  at  the  Institute.  Other  high  school  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  at 
the  Institute,  involving  a  correspondingly  longer  time  to  complete  the  work 
required  for  a  diploma. 

If  Chemistry  1  is  offered  as  an  entrance  credit,  Chemistry  4  may  be 
taken  in  the  first  year. 

Only  a  limited  number  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Teachers'  Courses. 
Application  for  admission  should  be  made  as  long  before  the  opening  of 
the  school  year  as  possible. 

For  laboratory  work  in  Cooking,  the  official  conservation  uniform  is 
required.  Those  wishing  to  provide  themselves  with  these  uniforms  before 
entering  should  write  to  the  Institute  for  sample  of  material  and  should  use 
pattern  Butterick  No.  9507  or  Pictorial  Review  No.  7431. 

The  Institute  has  a  small  dormitory,  Laura  Cottage,  conveniently  located 
facing  the  campus.  A  member  of  the  Domestic  Economy  faculty  is  in  charge. 
Since  only  twenty  young  women  can  be  accommodated  with  rooms,  applica- 
tion should  be  made  early.  Others  may  secure  rooms  near  by  and  take  their 
meals  at  Laura  Cottage.

DEPARTMENTS 


BIOLOGY 

THIS  Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits, 
both  the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology. 
It  makes  especial  effort  to  give  good  training  to  students  preparing 
to  enter  the  study  of  medicine. 
The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  compound 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  general  work  of  the 
department  The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the  Physiological  and 
Bacteriological  work  in  the  College.  In  connection  with  the  laboratories 
is  the  Museum.  It  consists  primarily  of  the  mounted  birds,  mammals  and 
other  biological  collections  and  herbarium  of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Associa- 
tion. To  this  has  been  added  a  collection  of  shells  and  corals  presented 
by  several  gentlemen  of  Peoria,  a  collection  of  insects  from  the  University 
of  Illinois  and  a  herbarium  presented  by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well 
as  many  smaller  gifts. 


Academy 


2.  Elements  of  Zoology  (Two  Majors).  Introduction  to  the  structure, 
relations,  habits  and  activities  of  animal  life.  Importance  is  given  to  function 
rather  than  to  the  structure.  The  economic  relations  of  animals  to  civic 
life  is  emphasized,  hence  special  work  upon  insects  and  birds  and  their 
relation  to  human  affairs.  Field  trips  are  taken.  Recitations  three  hours  a 
week,  field  and  laboratory  work  four  or  five  hours  a  week.  Text-book, 
Colton's  Descriptive  and  Practical  Zoology. 

CoEEEGE 

3.  General  Zoology  (Three  Majors).  The  course  is  developed  from 
the  broadly  biological  point  of  view,  dealing  with  the  structure,  activities, 
distribution,  behavior,  habits  and  life-histories  of  animals.  In  lectures  some 
of  the  important  theoretical  and  practical  problems  of  biology  are  discussed, 
especially  as  related  to  human  life.  In  the  laboratory  representative  types 
of  animals  are  dissected  and  studied. 

This  course  is  sub-divided  as  follows;  Invertebrate  Zoology,  Fall  and 
Winter  term  (two  majors)  ;  Comparative  Anatomy  of  the  Vertebrates,  Spring 
term   (one  major). 

The  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  students  who  expect  to  enter 
medical  schools.  For  the  general  student  it  affords  training  in  inductive 
methods  and  an  approach  to  the  structure,  functions  and  hygiene  of  the 
human  body.  Lectures  and  laboratory  ten  hours  a  week.  Text-book,  Hegner, 
College  Zoology. 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions  of 
the  human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chemistry, 
the  study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the  chemistry 
of  the  blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion.     The  second 
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term's  work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circulation  and  animal  heat, 
and  the  physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special  sense  organs.  The 
course  is  designed  for  the  general  student,  and  will  be  helpful  also  for 
advanced  work  in  Domestic  Science.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours 
a  week.  Prerequisite,  Elementary  Chemistry.  Text-book,  Martin,  Human 
Body. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds  and  other  micro-organisms  and 
the  application  to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water-supplies,  sewage 
disposal,  soils,  dairying,  fermentative  industries,  food  preservation  and  de- 
composition, transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  immunity,  sanitation 
and  control  of  infection  and  contagious  diseases.  The  laboratory  work 
introduces  general  bacteriological  methods,  the  preparation  of  culture  media 
and  the  cultivation  of  bacteria,  the  bacteriological  examination  of  air,  water, 
milk,  etc.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  per  week.  Text-book, 
Buchanan's    Household    Bacteriology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  courses  in  chemistry  meet  the  needs  of  three  classes  of  students: 
those  who  take  the  subject  as  part  of  a  general  education;  those  who 
intend  to  study  medicine  or  pursue  Domestic  Science,  and  those  who  intend 
to  take  up  chemistry  as  a  profession.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  close 
contact  of  chemistry  with  outside  affairs. 

Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight  hours 
weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the  subject 
is  treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  subject  and  to 
chemical  calculations. 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  principles  studied  in 
the  lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to  enable 
the  student  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical  combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best 
apparatus  and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry.  The  de- 
partment library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and  periodicals, 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  important  new  books 
as  they  appear. 

Coi^pGE 

1.  General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Characteristics  of  chemical 
change,  elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.  Lectures  and  labora- 
tory, ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  combination  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halogens, 
sulphur  and  nitrogren  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  important 
compounds.  Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the  identification 
of  simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qualitative  analysis, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  course  the   student  should  be  able  to   identify   any 
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simple  salt,  and  understand  the  separation  of  various  groups  and  elements. 
Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Prerequisite,  Physics  1,  or  its 
equivalent. 

2.  Advanced  General  chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  (Three 
Majors),  (a)  The  lectures  and  recitations  on  advanced  general  chemistry 
deal  with  the  subjects  as  presented  in  Ostwald's  principles  of  Inorganic 
Chemistry;  study  of  the  theory  of  solution,  electrolytic  dissociation,  hydrolytic 
dissociation,  mass  action  and  chemical  equilibrium,  three  hours  a  week.  In 
the  laboratory,  reactions  of  basic  and  acidic  ions,  analysis  of  mixtures 
seven  hours  a  week. 

(b)  First  half  of  term,  same  as  (a)  ;  Analysis  of  complex  mixtures, 
ores  and  compounds  of  rare  elements.  Second  half,  Quantitative  Analysis; 
Gravimetric  Methods.    Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  Quantitative  Analysis  continued.  Methods  in  gravimetric,  volumetric 
and  electrolytic  determinations.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

3.  Chemistry  of  Foods  (One  Major).  Lectures  and  laboratory  work 
in  the  examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the  quantitative 
determination  of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common,  typical  foods. 
Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

4.  Elementary  Organic  Chemistry  (Two  Majors).  A  systematic  study 
of  the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives,  including  typical  representatives 
of  both  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  This  course  is  intended  to  give 
special  preparation  for  course  3,  which  follows  it.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten   hours  a  week. 


DOMESTIC  ECONOMY 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students, 
viz.: 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  who  desire  a 
knowledge  of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and  sciences 
as  a  preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Domestic  Economy  by  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  connected 
with  the  management  and  care  of  the  home. 

The  "Practice  House,"  a  seven-room  house  near  the  Institute,  affords 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household  processes 
(giving  of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary 
home.     This  house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students  of  the  department. 

Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related 
departments.     (See  pages  22,  23.) 

The  following  are  the  special  courses  offered  by  the  department  of 
Domestic  Economy: 

Lower  Academy 
1.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  includes  the  making 
of  fundamental  stitches  and  their  application  to  simple  garments ;  simple 
embroidery  stitches;  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments; 
the  drafting  of  patterns  and  the  use  of  commercial  patterns.  A  complete 
set  of  undergarments  is   made. 
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2.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  gives  further 
practice  in  the  use  of  commercial  patterns ;  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  of 
garments.     A  wash  dress,  a  wool  skirt  and  a  lingerie  dress  are  made. 

Higher  Academy  or  College 

3.  Dressmaking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics 
their  special  qualities  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements,  practice 
in  use  of  commercial  patterns,  economical  cutting  of  material,  fitting  and 
finishing  garments.  The  course  includes  a  wool  dress,  a  silk  dress,  a  fancy 
dress. 

4.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general  way 
the  study  of'  the  home  and  its  management.  The  various  household  processes 
are  considered  and  carried  out  in  practice,  with  especial  emphasis  on  the 
selection,  cost,  preparation  and  serving  of  food.  Lectures,  recitations  and 
laboratory   work. 

5.  Food  Study  (One  Major).  A  critical  study  of  food  materials  from 
a  chemical  physiological  and  economic  standpoint.  One  hour  per  week 
throughout  the  year  in  connection  with  course  9. 

6.  Food  and  Dietetics  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  dietary  needs  of 
the  body  under  varying  conditions.  Practice  in  dietary  calculations.  Lec- 
tures recitations  and  laboratory  work.     Prerequisite,  Domestic  Economy  5,  9. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  Laboratory 
work  covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  machine  work, 
care  of  sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  simple  gar- 
ments. Practice  in  use  of  drafted  and  commercial  patterns.  Students  will 
be  required  to  make  a  complete  suit  of  undergarments,  a  wash  dress,  a  wool 
skirt,  a  silk  waist,  a  lingerie  dress. 

9.  Cooking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  The  application  of  heat  to 
food  materials.  Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small  quantities. 
Prerequisite,   Chemistry. 

10.  House  Construction  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  home.  The 
course  includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning  with  reference  to  convenience  ,cost, 
site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing,  finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting, 
furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning  a  house  to  meet  given  conditions; 
(c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  including  floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

11.  Housewifery  (One-half  Major).  A  study  of  various  household  pro- 
cesses, including  cleaning,  laundering,  problems  in  household  management. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  (One  Major). 
What  to  do  in  cases  of  emergency,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocations, 
fainting,  etc.;  care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  food. 
Practice  in  preparing  food  for  invalids.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work. 

13.  Textiles  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  production,  properties,  prepar- 
ation and  treatment  of  various  textile  fibres.  The  development  of  spinning 
and  modern  processes  of  manufacture.  Textile  materials  are  identified  and 
graded  as  to  fibre,  weave,  width,  price,  and  use.  Lectures,  reading  and 
laboratory  work. 

14.  Teaching  of  Domestic  Economy  (One  Major).  The  application  of 
the  general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches 
of  Domestic  Economy  in  elementary  and  high   schools.     Planning  courses

of  study  and  equipment  for  both  sewing  and  cooking.  Collecting  and 
systematizing  illustrative  material.  Lectures,  conferences,  and  practice 
teaching. 

15.  Quantity  Cooking  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  additional  prac- 
tice in  cooking,  especially  in  large  quantities.  Study  of  lunch  room  prob- 
lems. 

16.  Advanced  Sewing  (One-half  Major).  This  course  gives  additional 
practice  in  sewing,  includes  an  afternoon  dress  of  silk,  the  making  of 
children's   clothes.      Prerequisite,    Domestic   Economy   7. 

17.  Millinery  (One  Major).  This  course  is  planned  to  develop  original 
and  artistic  ideas  in  hat  making.  It  includes  the  making  of  wire  frames  and 
covering  them;  copying  from  models,  and  pictures;  willow  and  buckram 
work;    trimming;    study   of    line    and   color   best    suited    to    the    individual. 

18.  Costume  Design  (One  Major).  A  study  of  costume  with  regard 
to  harmony  of  line  and  color,  with  practical  work  in  original  designing; 
suitability  of  costume  to  various  types  of  persons  and  a  choice  of  materials 
right  in  pattern  and  color  for  various  designs.  Student's  designs  will  be 
carried  out  in  various  materials.  Prerequisite  Domestic  Economy  7,  and 
Design. 

19.  Household  Administration  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  family.  The 
organization  and  administration  of  the  household;  proper  division  of  income, 
thrift  and  saving,  economic  buying,  scientific  management  of  household 
accounts.  Lectures,  recitations,  assigned  readings.  Prerequisite,  Domestic 
Economy  6,  10,  20. 

20.  Preparation  and  Serving  of  Meals  (One  Major).  This  course  in- 
cludes the  study  of  the  adequate  diet  for  the  family.  Practice  in  marketing, 
menu  making,  preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 

21.  Advanced  Nutrition  (One  Major).  This  course  has  for  its  main 
object  the  consideration  of  (1)  Diseases  in  which  the  total  of  fuel  value  of 
the  diet  is  an  important  factor  in  treatment;  such  as,  Obesity,  Emaciation 
and  Tuberculosis;  (2)  Diseases  in  which  the  kind  of  food  is  of  greatest 
importance;  i.e.,  Diabetes,  Gout,  Scurvy,  Beri-beri,  Anaemia  and  Fever. 
Diets  will  be  planned,  and  the  food  prepared  and  served.  Prerequisite, 
Domestic  Economy  9,  5,  6,  and  Biology  4. 

ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims :  1. 
Power  to  speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good  litera- 
ture. 3.  A  knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of  thought  by 
words.  4.  Familiarity  with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history  of  the  English 
language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
everyday  spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student;  written  exercises 
are  handed  to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  corrections. 

Oral  themes  are  a  regular  part  of  each  course. 

The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected 
works  of  best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the 
students  permits.     Care  is  taken  to   direct  attention  to   clear  and  concrete 
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matters  of  style,  and  avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplementary- 
reading  is  required  in  each  course,  both  in  the  Academy  and  the  College. 
A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English 
Literature  is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  com- 
position and  the  study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the  very 
beginning;  text -books  of  Rhetoric  and  Literature  are  used  for  study  and 
reference. 

Lower  Academy 

2.  (a)  Twenty  themes  in  once  a  week  courses  for  the  fall  and  winter 
quarters.  In  the  fall  quarter  Exposition  and  Argumentation  are  studied ; 
in  the  winter  quarter  Description  and  Narration  are  reviewed.  (Quarter 
Major). 

(b)  Spring  Quarter.  Study  of  Literature  five  times  a  week.  The  fol- 
lowing selections  are  studied:  "The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  'The  Ancient 
Mariner,"  "Sohrab  and  Rustum,"  "Silas  Marner,"  "Deserted  Village."  (One 
Major). 

Higher  Academy 

3.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  "Macbeth,"  "A  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream,"  Milton's  Minor  Poems.  History  of  English  Literature  from  the 
beginning  to  1700. 

(b)  Composition:  Same  work  as  in  Courses  1  and  2  with  a  careful 
study  of  the  laws  that  govern  sentence  and  paragraph  structure.  Themes 
required  weekly  (One  Major). 

4.  Study  of  Literature  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  history  of  English 
Literature  from  1700-1850  with  selections  from  various  authors.  Prerequisite, 
Course  3. 

5.  Composition  and  Literature :  Continued  practice  in  description  and 
narration,  with  introductory  study  and  practice  in  exposition  and  argumenta- 
tion, themes  oral  and  written  twice  a  week,  and  one  oral  debate  before  the 
class.  Special  attention,  in  connection  with  the  theme  work,  is  given  to 
rhetorical  elements.  Study  of  the  history  of  American  Literature  from  the 
colonial  period  to  1850  with  selections  from  various  authors.  (One  Major). 
Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

College 

6.  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  A  more  advanced  study 
of  the  principles  of  Rhetoric  with  a  careful  consideration  of  the  forms  of 
discourse — narration,  description  and  exposition,  a  special  study  of  the  Essay. 
Themes  required  weekly,  with  one  long  term  paper  or  oral  debate  before 
the   class.      Prerequisite,    Three    units. 

7.  Nineteenth  Century  Literature  (One  Major).     Poetry  and  prose. 

8.  Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  Short  themes 
required  daily;  long  themes  fortnightly.  Special  attention  given  to  in- 
dividual corrections  and  style.  A  study  of  the  short  story.  Prerequisite, 
English  6. 

9.  Argumentation  and  Debate  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  theory 
and  practice  of  Argumentation  and  Debate.     Prerequisite,  English  6. 

10.  Current  Literature  (One  Major).  A  survey  of  the  leading  writers 
of  the  day.     Essayists,  novelists,  poets,  dramatists  will  be  considered.     The 
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emphasis  of  the  course  will  be  upon  the  work  of  two  or  three  dramatists, 
and  two  or  three  poets.  Short  critical  themes  will  be  prepared  on  principal 
authors  studied.     (Summer  Session). 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 

The  modern  Language  Department  aims  (I)  to  give  a  clear  and  in- 
telligent pronunciation;  (2)  to  enable  the  student  to  read  easily  and  ac- 
curately, without  translation,  prose  of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility 
in  reproducing  English  text  idiomatically;  (4)  to  lay  the  foundation  for 
appreciation  of  modern  and  classic  German  and  French  literature. 

French 

1.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation,  verbs,  and  the 
principles  of  grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictation,  memorizing 
French  and  practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understanding  both 
written  and  spoken  French. 

Fraser  &  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Talbot,  Le  Francais  et  sa  Patrie; 
Labiche  et  Martin,  Le  Voyage  de  Monsieur  Perrichon. 

2.  The  study  of  grammar  is  continued  with  more  advanced  composition. 
Some  of  the  works  of  modern  authors,  as  well  as  some  of  the  classic  dramas 
of  the  seventeenth  century  are  read.  Sight-reading,  conversational  practice 
with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation,  and  memorizing  of  French 
form  an  important  part  of  the  course. 

Fraser  and  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Koren,  French  Composition; 
Bowen,  Scientific  Reader;  Feval,  La  Fee  des  Greves;  Erckmann-Chatrian, 
Madame  Therese  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Hugo,  La  Chute;  Pailleron,  Le  Monde 
ou  Von  s'ennuie ;  Feuillet,  Le  Roman  d'un  jeune  homme  pauvre  (read  out  of 
class)  ;  Sand,  La  Mare  au  Diable;  Moliere,  Le  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme ; 
Claretie,  Pierrille  (read  out  of  class). 

3.  The  work  includes  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dramatic 
form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  paragraphs 
into  French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts  are  re- 
quired. Ability  to  speak,  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is  considered 
an  important  result  to  be  obtained. 

Frangois,  Advanced  French  Prose  Composition;  Lamartine,  Scenes  de  la 
Revolution  Frangaise  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Balzic,  Le  Cure  de  Tours; 
Lamartine,  Meditations;  Sandeau,  Mile  de  la  Seigliere;  About,  Le  Roi  des 
Montagnes  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Scribe  et  Legoure,  Bataille  de  Dames; 
Moliere,  L'Avare;  Bazin,  Les  Oberle  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Dumas,  La  Tulipe 
Noire  (read  out  of  class)  ;  Corneille,  Le  Cid;  Racine,  Andromaque. 

4.  A  fourth  year  of  French  may  be  given  if  a  sufficient  number  desire  it. 

Spanish 

1.  In  this  course  stress  is  laid  on  pronunciation  and  the  modern  idiom. 
A  thoro  knowledge  of  the  verb  and  a  wide  and  useful  vocabulary  is  the 
main  aim  of  the  course  together  with  thoro  drill  in  the  spoken  idiom.  DeVitis, 
Spanish  Grammar;  DeVitis,  Spanish  Reader;  Galdos,  Mariancla. 
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German 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  large 
vocabulary  and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the 
student  to  read  at  sight  easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the  basis 
of  a  thorough  drill  in  inflection,  use  of  particles,  the  modal  auxiliaries, 
the  subjunctive  mode  and  the  simpler  idioms. 

Spanhoofd,  Elementarbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache;  Bacon,  Vorwdrts; 
Storm,  Immensee  (Three  Majors). 

2.  Review  of  elementary  grammar,  study  of  more  advanced  grammar, 
prose  composition  and  sight-reading.  Frequent  practice  in  conversation  and 
in  "freie  Reproduktion"  familiarize  the  student  with  much  colloquial  German. 
In  the  spring  quarter  scientific  reading  is  offered.  Thomas,  Practical  Ger- 
man Grammar,  Part  I;  Bernhardt,  German  Composition.  The  texts  read 
are  the  following  or  equivalents :  Moser,  Der  Bibliothekar ;  Schiller,  Wilhelm 
Tell;  Storm,  Pole  Pop  pens  paler;  selections  from  Wallentin,  Grundsuge  der 

3.  The  essential  features  of  the  student's  work  in  this  course  are  con- 
stant practice  in  oral  and  written  expression  with  a  widening  range  of 
syntax  and  idiom,  sight  translation,  a  systematic  review  of  grammar.  Jage- 
mann,  German  Syntax;  Whitney  &  Stroebe,  Easy  German  Composition; 
Bishop  and  McKinlay,  Deutsche  Grammatik.  The  texts  read  are  the  fol- 
lowing or  equivalents:  Fulda,  Das  verlorene  Paradies;  Carl  Schurz, 
Lebenserinnerungen;   Sudermann,  Frau  Sorge  (Three  Majors). 

4.  This  course  aims  to  extend  the  student's  acquaintance  with  the  best 
modern  prose,  as  well  as  with  the  literary  movements  of  the  eighteenth 
century. 

It  includes  the  reading  of  several  of  the  dramas  and  poems  of  Lessing, 
Goethe,  Schiller,  and  Grillparzer,  with  study  of  their  lives.  Some  of  the 
representative  works  of  important  authors  of  the  modern  period  as  Haupt- 
mann  and  Sudermann  are  read  out  of  class.  One  such  contemporary  work 
is  completed  every  quarter.  The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  their 
equivalents :  Lessing,  Nathan  der  Weise;  Schiller,  Maria  Stuart,  Wallensteins 
Tod;  Goethe,  selections  from  Dichtung  und  Wahrheit,  Gbtz  von  B erliching en , 
Hermann  and  Dorothea,  Iphigenie;  Grillparzer,  Der  Traum  ein  Leben. 
During  the  year  an  outline  of  the  history  of  German  Literature  is  studied; 
Stroebe  and  Whitney,  Geschichte  der  deutschen  Literatur  (Three  Majors). 
Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

In  Courses  2,  3,  4,  German  is  the  language  of  the  classroom. 

Note. — Courses  in  German  will  be  given  in  1919-20  only  if  demand 
warrants. 


HISTORY 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  study 
of  history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great  facts, 
persons  and  ideas  of  history;  (3)  to  stimulate  the  student  to  investigate 
special  topics  and  to  form  independent  judgments,  thus  preparing  for  the 
higher  forms  of  historical  research. 

Lower  Academy 
_  Z     Civil  Government   (One  Major).     An  elementary  study  of  the  his- 
torical  development,    the    structure   and   administration   of   local,    state    and 
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national  government  in  the  United  States.    Attention  is  given  to  the  general 
principles  which  underlie  society,  and  to  the  duties  and  privileges  of  citizens. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Greek  History  (One  Major). 

4.  Roman  History  (One  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence  of 
the  ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding  epochs 
of  history.     Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age. 

College 

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review  of 
the  changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course  traces 
the  development  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of  the  Empire 
by  Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  connection 
between  past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important  questions  and  tendencies 
of  today.     Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

7.  Topics  in  the  Constitutional  History  of  the  United  States  (One 
Major).  This  course  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced  work 
in  the  constitutional  history  of  the  United  States  and  in  allied  topics. 

Note. — A  valuable  collection  of  public  documents  affords  special  facilities 
for  the  work  of  this  course. 

8.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  advanced 
course  in  the  study  of  economic  principles,  as  illustrated  in  the  development 
of  the  United  States. 

9.  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  introductory  course 
with  special  reference  to  our  industrial  development.  It  includes  some  study 
of  Commercial  Geography. 

10.  Modern  History  (One  Major).  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
trace  rapidly  the  main  lines  of  national  development  in  order  to  prepare  the 
way  for  an  intelligent  discussion  of  current  events  and  problems.  (Summer 
session  only.) 

11.  Social  Science  (One  Major).  A  study  of  social  problems,  such  as 
capital  and  labor,  income,  land,  production,  poverty,  health,  crime,  the  new 
social  spirit,  etc.     (Not  offered  in  1919-20.) 


LATIN 


The  Department  gives  instruction  in  preparatory  Latin  covering  the 
work  usually  found  in  High  Schools.  One  year  (daily)  in  College  is  offered. 
A  Department  Library  of  carefully  selected  works,  including  all  necessary- 
books  of  reference,  is  at  the  student's  disposal.  Photographs  and  lantern 
slides  are  used  to  illustrate  the  work  of  this  Department.

(c)  Horace,  Odes  (One  Major). 
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MANUAL  ARTS 

This  Department  gives  (a)  instruction  in  Manual  Training  and  Drawing 
to  boys  of  the  Lower  Academy;  (b)  instruction  in  Drawing  to  girls  of  the 
Lower  Academy;  (c)  advanced  courses  in  Drawing,  Painting  and  Designing 
to  students  in  the  Higher  Academy  and  College;  (d)  courses  in  Shopwork 
and  Drawing  of  direct  practical  value  to  young  men  who  desire  to  fill 
positions  of  responsibility  in  industries  where  a  knowledge  of  both  the 
theory  and  practice  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  required;  (e)  vocational  courses 
for  automobile  men,  draftsmen,  electricians,  metalworkers  and  woodworkers  ; 
(f)  courses  in  Shopwork  and  Drawing,  equivalent  to  those  of  the  first  two 
years  in  Colleges  of  Engineering,  to  young  men  who  are  working  toward  a 
degree  in  Engineering;  (g)  normal  training  to  both  men  and  women  who 
wish  to  teach  or  supervise  the  manual  arts  in  elementary,  high  or  vocational 
schools. 

AUTOMOBILE 

1.  Mechanism  (One-half  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  assembly 
and  disassembly  of  automobile  parts  to  familiarize  students  with  names, 
functions,  and  relations  of  parts,  such  as  axles,  transmissions  and  motors. 
Lectures  and  laboratory  work. 

2.  Engine  Laboratory  (One  Major).  A  detailed  study  of  engine  prin- 
ciples, valve  timing,  fitting  of  rings,  bearings,  and  complete  disassembling  and 
assembling  of  standard  types  of  automobile  engines.  Lectures  and  labora- 
tory. 

3.  Vulcanising  (Two  Majors).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of 
the  various  tools  and  materials  used  in  the  commercial  repair  of  casings 
and  tubes,  as  well  as  the  construction  of  various  standard  casings  to  guide 
in  the  repair  of  blowouts,  rim  cuts,  and  retreading;  (b)  regular  commercial 
repair  shop  work. 

4.  Electricity  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of  ignition, 
lighting  and  starting  wiring  systems  and  their  installation  in  several  stand- 
ard systems  on  cars,  (b)  repair  of  all  kinds  of  ignition,  lighting  and  starting 
systems  with  special  stress  laid  on  storage  batteries. 

5.  Garage  (Two  Majors).  A  study  of  standard  processes  of  garage 
automobile  repair  and  testing  work  in  all  its  phases.  Practical  garage 
experience  in  overhauling  and  repairing  cars. 

6.  Tractor  (One  Major).  This  is  a  course  in  lecture  and  laboratory 
work  covering  the  operation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  various  types  of 
tractors.  It  includes  a  detailed  study  of  tractor  engines,  valve  timing  and 
location  and  remedy  of  troubles. 

DESIGN  AND  CRAFT  WORK 

1.  Design  and  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  Second  Year 
Academy  boys  giving  principles  of  design  in  elementary  work  in  line  and 
color ;  principles  of  perspective  and  still-life  drawing  in  outline. 

2.  Drawing  and  Design  (One  Major).  A  course  for  Second  Year 
Academy  girls,  giving  the  elements  of  mechanical  drawing,  and  design  cen- 
tering upon  needlework ;  a  study  of  color  combinations  and  laying  on  of 
flat  tints  with  water  colors. 

3.  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  for  Domestic  Economy  students 
consists  of  problems  in  (a)  theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design.     Problems 
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in  design  centering  upon  needle  work  and  household  decorations.  Instruction 
is  given  in  tooled  leather  work.  Prerequisite:  F.  Drawing  1,  Design  2  or 
equivalent. 

4.  Theory  of  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  consists  of  problems 
in  (a)  theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design  (c)  applied  design.  Problems 
centering  around  woodwork,  metalwork,  and  clay  modeling,  suitable  for 
grammar  grade  and  high  school  work.  Instruction  given  in  tooled  leather 
work.     Prerequisite:     Freehand  Drawing  2. 

5.  Perspective  and  Interior  Decoration  (One  Major).  This  course  con- 
sists of  problems  in  mechanical  perspective,  and  interior  decoration.  Prere- 
quisite:    Design  4. 

6.  Elementary  Industrial  Art  (One  Major).  Problems  suitable  for  the 
grades  in  the  following  subjects:  Design  and  Color,  Commercial  Design, 
Costume  Design,  Interior  Decoration,  Domestic  Art,  Constructive  Design. 
Text:     Snow  and  Froelich,  Industrial  Art  Text  Books. 

7.  Costume  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  is  planned  for  teachers 
of  upper  grade  and  high  school  work.  It  presents  the  fundamental  principles 
in  the  art  of  costume  design.  It  discusses  the  relation  of  dress  to  the  in- 
dividual and  suitability  of  materials.  The  technical  work  includes  sufficient 
practice  in  drawing  and  color  for  the  expression  of  ideas. 

8.  Bookbinding  and  Claywork  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a) 
bookbinding  and  (b)  claywork.  The  problems  given  are  such  as  may  be 
used  with  profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 

9.  Woodwork  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  upon  knowledge 
gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experience  in  designing  for 
woodworking.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects  suitable  for  school 
problems.  Prerequisite:  Woodwork  2,  3,  4;  Mechanical  Drawing  5;  De- 
sign 4. 

10.  Furniture  Design  (One  Major).  A  course  giving  opportunity  to 
design  harmonious  groups  of  furniture  and  room  interiors  in  connection 
with  an  analytical  study  of  period  furniture.  In  general  this  course  is  limited 
to  students  who  have  done  exceptionally  good  work  in  Woodwork  Design  9. 
In  'any  case  a  student  must  gain  permission  of  the  instructor  before  regis- 
tering for  this  course. 

EDUCATION 

1.  Psychology  (One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  given 
with  special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Discussions,  reading  and 
written  work.  Text:  Thorndike,  Elements  of  Psychology.  Prerequisite: 
Graduation  from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high  school. 

3.  History  of  Education  (One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
discover  causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  development 
in  the  past  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  problems.  Text : 
Monroe,  A  Text-book  in  the  History  of  Education.  Prerequisite:  Same  as 
for  Psychology. 

4.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  (One  Major).  This  course 
covers  (a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice  of  Pestalozzi 
Froebel  and  other  educational  reformers  (b)  educational  handwork  in  Euro- 
pean countries  (c)  the  development  of  manual  training,  art  instruction  and 
industrial  education  in  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States,   (d)   present 
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problems  relating  to  the  manual  arts  in  both  general  and  vocational  educa- 
tion.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading  and  written  work.   Prerequisite:  Ed.  1,  3. 

5.  Equipments  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  considerations  affecting 
the  selection,  arrangement  and  installation  of  equipment  including  (a)  needs 
of  different  types  of  schools  (b)  what  to  avoid  or  favor  in  equipments, 
(c)  economic  and  engineering  problems  arising,  (d)  detail  plans  of  in- 
stallations to  meet  given  conditions,  (e)  specifications  for  purchase  and 
installation.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work  and  drafting. 
Prerequisite:     Wood  2,  3,  4,  Mechanical  Drawing  2,  Education  4. 

6.  General  Methods  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  principles  of  teach- 
ing together  with  their  application  to  methods  of  procedure  in  teaching  the 
common  branches  in  elementary  schools.  Lectures,  recitation,  library  and 
written  work.  Text :  Strayer  and  Norsworthy,  Hdw  to  Teach.  Prerequisite : 
Ed.  1,  3. 

7.  Teaching  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the  prin- 
ciples of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual  arts, 
(b)  methods  of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons  observed 
and  discussed.  Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work.  Text:  Allen, 
"The  Instructor."     Prerequisite:     Education   1,  3. 

8.  Teaching  Elementary  Art  (One  Major).  A  course  for  prospective 
teachers,  including  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of  teaching  freehand 
drawing,  design  and  elementary  manual  arts  in  the  elementary  school. 
Prerequisite :     Mechanical  Drawing  2,  Freehand  Drawing  2  or  equivalent. 

9.  Teaching  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  is  essentially  a 
course  in  methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing,  but  includes  a  review 
of  elementary  mechanical  drawing  with  special  reference  to  technique, 
working  drawings,  principles  of  projection,  and  lettering.  Prerequisite: 
Mechanical  Drawing  2,  3,  Education  1. 

10.  Teaching  Woodworking  (One  Major).  A  comprehensive  course  in 
methods  of  teaching  woodworking.  Students  arrange  demonstration  material, 
give  demonstrations  before  the  class  and  prepare  tracings  for  a  course  of 
study.  Text :  Griffith,  Correlated  Courses,,  and  assigned  reference  reading. 
Prerequisite:     Woodwork  2,  3,  4. 

11.  Observation  and  Practice  Teaching.  A  non-credit  course  required 
for  all  diplomas  and  the  degree,  except  where  evidence  of  satisfactory 
teaching  experience  is  presented.  Classes  are  taught  under  the  usual  school 
conditions  in  the  shops  of  the  Institute  and  the  Peoria  public  schools. 

12.  Observation  and  Practice  Supervision.  A  non-credit  course  required 
of  those  registered  for  Program  F.  Students  will  visit  assigned  classes  for 
observations,  and  make  detailed  reports.  Construction  criticism  will  be 
expected. 

13.  Administration  of  Public  Education  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the 
problems  of  administration  with  reference  to  city,  state  and  federal  organ- 
ization. The  nature  and  formation  of  boards  of  control,  superintendents 
and  principles  will  be  considered,  as  well  as  the  teaching  staff,  courses  of 
study,  pupils,  results,  costs,  records,  and  sports.  Recitation,  reference 
reading,  reports.     Text:  Cubberly,  Public  School  Administration. 

14.  Supervision  of  Instruction  (One  Major).  A  course  dealing  with 
the  principles  of  supervision.  Courses  of  study  will  be  examined  and 
schedules  for  teachers  and  pupils  planned.  Students  should  also  register  for 
Observation  and  Supervision.     Lectures,  library  work,  discussion. 
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15.  Administration  of  the  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  This  course 
refers  to  the  manual  arts  in  both  general  and  vocational  education.  It  is 
open  to  students  of  Senior  college  grade  only.  It  covers  (a)  administration 
from  the  standpoint  of  democracy,  (b)  selection  and  organization  of  sub- 
ject matter,  (c)  the  school  system,  (d)  equipment  and  supplies,  (e)  business 
details,  (f)  teachers,  (g)  supervision.  Lectures,  discussions,  reference 
reading,  written  work. 

16.  Vocational  Education  and  Guidance  (One  Major).  This  course  deals 
with  present  day  problems  in  vocational  education  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  supervisor  and  special  teacher  of  technical  subjects.  It  includes  a  study 
of  apprenticeship,  and  the  factory  system,  continuation  schools,  part-time 
cooperative  schools,  corporation  schools,  all-day  trade  schools,  elementary 
industrial  schools,  vocational  guidance  and  the  economic  and  social  necessity 
for  vocational  education.  The  work  of  the  course  consists  of  reference 
readings,  oral  reports,  written  papers,  and  discussions.    Prerequisite :  Ed.  1,  3. 

17.  Thesis.  A  non-credit  requirement  for  all  diplomas  and  degrees. 
Specifications  concerning  theses  furnished  on  request. 

FREEHAND  DRAWING  AND  PAINTING 

2.  Principles  of  Representation  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed 
to  give  training  of  special  value  to  manual  training  instructors,  and  in- 
cludes (a)  type  solids,  (b)  furniture,  (c)  memory  drawing,  (d)  perspectives 
from  working  drawings,  (e)  pen-and-ink  rendering.  Lectures,  discussions, 
reference  reading,  written  work. 

3.  Line  Drawing  (One  Major).  Pencil,  brush  and  ink  with  emphasis 
upon  different  characteristics  of  form  and  texture  as  represented  in  outline, 
principles  of  perspective.     Lectures  and  studio. 

4.  Light  and  Shade  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  principles  of  illumina- 
tion. Mediums :  brush-and-ink,  pen-and-ink,  pencil  and  charcoal.  Lectures, 
reference  reading,  discussions. 

5.  Antique  Drawing  (One  Major).  Charcoal  drawing  from  architectural 
ornament  and  statuary  casts.  Study  of  the  human  figure.  Lectures  and 
studio. 

6.  Advanced  Drawing  and  Painting  (Three  Majors).  Drawing  and 
painting  from  life,  draped  and  costumed  models.  Lectures  and  studio.  In 
the  spring  quarter  this  course  will  include  landscape  sketching  in  black  and 
white  and  in  color. 

7.  Commercial  Art  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  underlying  principles 
and  special  mediums  and  methods  of  drawing  and  painting  in  the  field  of 
advertising.  The  course  includes  the  principles  of  lettering,  black-and-white 
work  for  newspaper  or  magazine,  posters  and  other  designs  in  color.  Lectures 
and  studio. 

MECHANICAL,  ARCHITECTURAL  AND  MACHINE 
DRAWING 

2.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  thoro 
grounding  in  freehand  lettering  and  sketching  and  the  use  of  drawing  in- 
struments in  geometrical  construction  and  working  drawings.  Attention  is 
given  to  plane  sections,  intersection  and  developments.  Prerequisite,  Mechan- 
ical Drawing  1,  or  equivalent. 
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3.  Mechanical  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  normal  students 
in  blackboard  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  orthographic,  cabinet  and  isometric 
projection;  advanced  work  in  intersections  and  developments.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  principles  involved  and  good  technique.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical 
Drawing  2. 

4.  Automobile  Drawing  (One  Major).  For  automobile  students.  Free- 
hand sketching  and  use  of  instruments  in  drawing  parts  of  the  automobile, 
blue  print  reading.  This  course  is  preparatory  to  motor  construction  in  the 
machine  shop. 

5.  Architectural  Drafting  (One  Major).  A  first  course  in  the  subject 
giving  (a)  methods  of  representation,  symbols  and  conventions,  tracing, 
lettering  and  dimensioning,  (b)  architectural  design  consisting  chiefly  of 
residence  design  and  will  include  complete  sets  of  working  drawings,  plans, 
elevations,  sections,  also  specifications.     Prerequisite,  Mechanical  Drawing  2. 

6.  Architectural  Detail  (One  Major).  In  this  course  typical  details  are 
given  covering  all  the  standard  forms  of  construction  in  frame,  masonry 
and  fire  proof  buildings.  Special  problems  may  be  worked  up  to  correlate 
with  courses  in  house  carpentry.     Prerequisite,  Architectural  Drawing  5. 

7.  Architectural  Perspective  (One  Major).  This  course  consists  of  a 
complete  and  thoro  drill  in.  both  one  and  two  point  perspective,  and  pen  and 
ink  rendering.  Problems  are  given  in  the  exterior  perspective  of  houses. 
Shadows  are  cast  and  building  and  background  are  drawn  and  rendered  in 
pen-and-ink.      Prerequisite,    Architectural   Drawing   5. 

8.  Advanced  Architectural  Drawing  (One  Major).  A  course  designed 
for  students  desiring  a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  architectural  design.  A  study  of  the  elements  of  architecture,  the 
classic  orders  and  their  application  to  such  problems  as  libraries  or  bank 
buildings.     Prerequisite,  Architectural  Drawing  5,  6,  7. 

9.  History  of  Architecture  (One  Major).  A  course  tracing  the  develop- 
ment of  the  art  of  building  thru  the  stages  of  evolution  from  primitive  to 
modern  times.     Lectures,  recitations  and  assigned  library  work. 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  (One  Major).  A 
course  for  Domestic  Science  students  including  (a)  lectures  on  planning 
with  reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing, 
finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration ;  (b)  planning  a 
house  to  meet  given  conditions;  (c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  in- 
cluding floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

12.  Descriptive  Geometry  (Two  Majors).  The  Winter  term  aims  to 
develop  the  habit  of  analytic  thinking  by  dealing  with  the  spatial  relations 
of  points,  lines  and  planes.  The  Spring  term  involves  a  consideration  of 
surfaces  and  solids  and  their  relation  to  points,  lines  and  planes,  and  to  each 
other.  This  embraces  intersections,  developments,  shades,  shadows  and  per- 
spective. Text:  Miller,  Descriptive  Geometry.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical 
Drawing  2  and  Mathematics  3. 

13.  Machine  Design  (Two  Majors).  This  course  includes  making  draw- 
ings of  standard  machine  parts,  making  sketches  and  drawings  from  machines, 
and  assembly  drawings  from  working  drawings,  and  instruction  in  the  use 
of  the  slide  rule.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  machine  construction 
including  calculations  for  proportioning  and  designs  of  bolts,  keys,  journals, 
bearings,   couplings,    feed   screws,   gears   and   cams,  with   a   study   of   tooth 
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forms.  The  course  aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineering 
schools.  Text :  Leutwiler,  Machine  Design.  Prerequisite  or  parallel : 
Mechanical  Drawing  2,  Woodwork  6  and  Metalwork  7,  Physics  2. 

14.  Machine  Drafting  (Three  Majors).  A  vocational  course  placing 
emphasis  upon  technique,  speed  and  accuracy  in  the  making  of  drawings 
in  harmony  with  standard  drafting  room  practice.  This  course  supplements 
Course  13  and  is  very  flexible  in  the  matter  of  actual  problems  undertaken 
in  order  to  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  individual  students.  The  use  of 
catalogue  studies  and  technical  references  is  encouraged  to  aid  in  practical 
drafting  work  in  machine  design,  automobile  motor  design  and  installation 
plans.  Students  may  receive  a  special  draftsman's  certificate  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  work  in  the  Vocational  Group  and  upon  attainment  of  the 
required  proficiency  in  drafting..     Prerequisite:     Mechanical  Drawing  2. 

METAL  WORKING 

1.  Metalworking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  A  course  for  Second 
Year  Academy  boys.  The  work  includes  (a)  making  of  projects  in  iron 
and  steel  by  such  processes  as  filing,  drilling,  turning  and  polishing,  (b) 
tinsmithing,    (c)    art  metal. 

2.  Forging  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  instruction  in  building 
and  handling  the  forge  fire;  in  the  use  of  the  hammer,  anvil,  tongs  and  the 
other  tools  of  the  forge  shop;  and  the  forging  and  welding  of  iron  and 
steel.    It  also  includes  forging,  hardening  and  tempering  tools. 

3.  Sheet  Metal  Work  (One  Major).  Drawing  patterns  for  and  making 
the  common  tinsmithing  problems  in  pipe  joining,  architectural  and  orna- 
mental work,  and  vessel  construction. 

4.  Art  Metal  (One  Major).  Designing  and  making  a  variety  of  projects 
by  the  various  processes  of  sawing,  hammering,  raising,  etching  and  coloring 
copper,  brass  and  other  softer  metals. 

5.  Foundry  Practice  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  processes  of  making  molds,  core  making,  and  the  care  and  use 
of  a  brass  furnace. 

6.  Machine  Shop  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  beginning  course  which 
includes  filing  and  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  making  projects  to  familiarize 
the  student  with  the  use  of  tools  and  to  get  the  required  degree  of  accuracy. 
The  work  of  the  second  and  third  quarters  consists  of  machine  construction 
and  tool  making. 

7.  Machine  Shop  (Six  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students  wishing 
to  become  machinists  and  draftsmen.  It  is  planned  to  familiarize  the  student 
thoroly  with  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  machine  construction,  design,  and 
tool  and  jig  making.  The  time  required  to  complete  this  course  depends 
on  the  adaptability  of  the  student.  From  two  to  six  hours  daily.  Prerequisite, 
Metal  Work  6. 

8.  Machine  Shop  (Two  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students  taking 
the  Automobile  course,  and  includes  the  building  of  automobile  engines  and 
the  making  of  parts  in  the  repair  of  autos.     Prerequisite:     Fall  term  of  6. 

9.  Auto  Forging  (One  Major).  A  special  course  for  automobile  students 
giving  the  elements  of  forging  and  leading  into  the  making  of  regular  and 
special  tools  for  use  in  garage  work  as  well  as  the  repairs  for  cars  over- 
hauled in  the  garage. 
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10.  Brazing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  automobile  students  giving 
(a)  use  of  the  oxy-acetylene  torch  for  cutting  and  brazing  of  light  and 
heavy  automobile  castings,  (b)  radiator  repair  work. 

11.  Advanced  Forging  (One  major).  A  course  in  the  more  difficult 
work  involved  in  tool  forging,  welding,  use  of  power  hammer,  and  practical 
repair  problems. 

12.  Jigs  and  Fixtures  (One  Major).  A  specialized  course  in  Machine 
Shop  practice  dealing  with  the  production  of  articles  by  modern  methods. 
Students  will  design,  make  and  use  necessary  jigs  and  fixtures. 

13.  Millwrighting  (One  Major).  A  study  of  layouts  for  machinery 
installation  including  floor  plans,  pulleys,  shafting  and  belting  for  typical 
machine  shops.  The  practical  work  will  consist  of  taking  down  and  putting 
up  shafting,  relining  a  shaft,  placing  of  pulleys  and  counter  shafts,  and 
setting  machines. 


WOODWORKING 

2.  Wood  Technology  (One  Major).  Fundamental  woodworking  pro- 
cesses, and  the  proper  care  and  use  of  tools  are  taught.  A  study  is  made 
of  the  character  of  woods,  tree  identification  and  related  materials  used  in 
woodworking.    Text :    Noyes,  Handwork  in  Wood. 

3.  Wood  Finishing  and  Upholstery  (One  Major),  (a)  Instruction  in 
the  mechanical  preparation  of  wood  before  staining,  the  preparation,  use 
and  application  of  stains,  fillers  and  surface  or  finishing  coats  such  as  wax, 
oil,  shellac  and  varnish  including  French  polishing  and  rubbed  varnishes. 
Wood  samples  and  larger  projects  are  finished,  (b)  In  upholstery  the 
making  of  plain  and  spring  seats  will  be  taught,  including  a  study  of  webbing, 
burlap,  springs,  stuffing,  and  covers,  also  the  use  of  reed  in  caning. 

4.  Wood-Turning  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the 
historical  development  of  the  lathe,  thorough  drill  in  the  cutting  action  of 
turning  tools  and  methods  of  holding  them;  projects  in  spindle,  face  plate, 
chuck  and  mandrel  turning,  finishing  and  polishing. 

5.  Carpentry  (One  Major).  A  course  in  planning,  designing  and  erect- 
ing buildings  such  as  garages  or  small  houses,  including  the  making,  in  the 
mill  shop  of  doors,  frames,  sash  and  interior  trim  for  the  building  to  be 
erected.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  (a)  training  in  the  use  and  care 
of  carpentry  tools,  (b)  saw  filing  and  chisel  grinding,  (c)  figuring  board 
measure,  and  making  estimates  on  labor  and  material,  (d)  methods  of 
constructing  frame  buildings  and  applying  interior  trim,  (e)  names  and 
methods  of  applying  builders  hardware,  (f)  stairwork,  (g)  roof  construction. 

6.  Elementary  Pattemmaking  (One  Major).  A  beginning  course  giv- 
ing the  fundamentals  of  pattemmaking.  Patterns  are  made  involving  the 
following  patternmakers'  allowances :  draft,  finish,  shrinkage,  warp  and 
shake.     Emphasis  is  placed  on  proper  procedure  and  accurate  workmanship. 

7.  Woodworking  Machinery  (Four  Majors).  In  this  course  emphasis 
is  placed  on  practical  work  with  machinery.  The  shop  is  equipped  with 
cut-off  saw,  four  circular  saws,  band-saw,  two  jointers,  two  planers,  hollow- 
chisel  mortiser,  boring  machine,  shaper,  belt  sander,  tenoning  machine,  and 
glue  facilities.  The  shop  is  organized  as  a  producing  factory  with  cost 
system.     Instruction   is   given   through   demonstrations    and  practical   work. 
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Students  are  taught  band-saw  brazing,  setting  and  filing,  care  of  circular  saw 
and  practice  in  gumming,  setting,  swedging,  jointing  and  filing.  From  two 
to  six  hours  a  day.     Prerequisite,  Wood  2,  3,  4. 

8.  Woodworking  Machinery  (Four  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation 
of  Course  7.  In  this  course  students  get  some  experience  as  foremen,  and 
during  the  spring  quarter  are  given  work  in  methods  of  teaching  wood- 
working in  secondary  and  vocational  schools.     Prerequisite,  Woodwork  7. 

9.  Advanced  Patternmaking  (One  Major).  Patterns  are  made  for  the 
following  kinds  of  castings:  pipe  fittings,  pulleys,  valves  and  gear  wheels. 
Follow  board  mounts  are  made  as  well  as  special  patterns  required  in  the 
Machine  Shop.  , 

10.  Furniture  Making  (One  Major).  A  study  of  furniture  making 
emphasizing  principles  of  good  construction,  involving  processes  and  pro- 
portion of  parts,  including  the  application  of  panelling,  inlaying  and  turning 
as  decorative  features.  Students  execute  a  design  made  in  Woodwork 
Design  9.     Prerequisite,  Woodwork  2,  3,  4. 

Note. — For  additional  courses  given  by  the  Manual  Arts  Department,  see  Sum- 
mer Session  Bulletin,  Evening  School  Circular,  and  announcement  of  Automobile 
and  Tractor  courses  and  the  course  for  Electrician's. 


MATHEMATICS 

The  Department  aims  to  present  Mathematics  from  two  points  of  view: 
As  a  method  of  science,  as  a  highly  developed  system  of  rigorous  thinking. 
It  seeks  to  lead  the  pupil  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  scope  of 
the  realm  of  elementary  mathematics,  to  give  him  an  intelligent  knowledge 
of  why  and  how  results  have  been  obtained  and  to  show  how  they  may  be 
used  in  science  and  in  engineering  and  to  aid  him  to  acquire  the  ability 
to  use  mathematical  ideas  and  methods. 

The  class-rooms  are  provided  with  models,  drawing  instruments,  colored 
crayons  and  other  devices  that  are  needed  for  successful  work.  A  library 
sufficient  for  the  needs  of  student  or  teacher  is  always  at  their  service. 

Lower  Academy 

2.  Plane  Geometry  (Three  Majors).  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  original 
solution  of  theorems  and  problems.  Application  to  practical  affairs  and 
science  are  presented.  Sines,  cosines  and  tangents  are  introduced  and  used 
in  the  solution  of  triangles.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1. 

Higher  Academy 

3.  Solid  Geometry  (One  Major).  The  more  essential  theorems  are 
given.  Attention  is  paid  to  practical  mensuration  and  to  the  degree  of 
precision  that  can  be  obtained  from  given  data.  Prerequisite  Mathematics 
1  and  2. 

4.  Algebra  (One  Major).  This  is  a  sort  of  review  course  covering 
the  ground  of  elementary  Algebra.  It'  reviews  Course  1  and  adds  new  work 
in  solution   of   equations,   theory  of   exponents,   inequalities,   logarthms    and

progressions.  Mastery  of  the  ideas  and  processes  of  elementary  Algebra 
is  insisted  upon.  All  students  expecting  to  go  to  college  must  take  this 
course.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1  and  2. 

College 

5.  Plane  Trigonometry  (One  Major).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy 
of  computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the  transformation 
of  functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 

7.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually 
given  in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry  and 
Calculus,  and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  manner.  The 
more  elementary  and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are  considered,  leav- 
ing the  more  complicated  parts  until  the  following  year.  Prerequisites, 
Mathematics  3  and  4. 

8.  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
Course  7,  and  includes  Algebra,  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus  and  Differential  Equations  and  their  application  to  physical  and 
mechanical  problems.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  (One  Major).  A  general  course  in  the  elements  of  Plane 
Surveying.  Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass,  level,  transit, 
stadia.  Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are  made.  Prerequisite, 
Mathematics  5  or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  (One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  estab- 
lish these  principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to  numerous 
engineering  problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  training  in  the  use 
of  mathematics  as  applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use  of  engineering 
data.  Prerequisite:  The  student  must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathe- 
matics 8. 

11.  Practical  Mathematics  (Three  Majors).  A  practical  course,  covering 
the  fundamentals  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry  and  Trigonometry.  It 
applies  these  subjects  in  the  shop,  laboratory  and  field  practice  of  various 
trades. 

Note. — Under  the  title  "Automobile  Mathematics,"  this  course  is  mod- 
ified to  meet  the  needs  of  students  specializing  in  automobile  work. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gymnastic 
and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give  the  students 
such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and  maintain  a  vigorous 
physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  number  of  students,  especially 
the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exercise  that  will  be  within  the 
capacity  of  each  student. 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state. 
On  the  ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swimming 
pool,  showers  and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary  offices 
are  the  gymnasium  for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a  lecture 
room.  On  the  third  floor  is  located  a  large  social  hall.  Each  gymnasium 
contains  all  the  necessary  apparatus  and  equipment  for  systematic  physical 
training. 
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A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students  and  all 
Intercollegiate  and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field 
is  equipped  with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track,  jump- 
ing and  vaulting  pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by  the  Institute, 
three  on  Bradley  Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

All  athletic  activities  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  thoroughly 
trained  instructors. 

A  required  physical  examination  is  given  to  all  students  participating  in 
any  form  of  Athletics  or  Gymnasium  work. 

COURSES  FOR  MEN 

Courses  for  men  include:  (1)  Marching,  (2)  Calisthenics,  (3)  Light 
Apparatus  Work,     (4)  Athletics,  Military  Training. 

COURSES  FOR  WOMEN 

Elementary  Class  Work  is  given  in  Swedish  Gymnastics: 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit  for 
play  through  cooperative  games. 

(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the  class- 
room. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking,  as  round 
shoulders,  forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus  is  carefully  graded  so  as  to 
secure  progressive  difficulty  and  also  proper  coordination.  Physical  Balance 
Work,  Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing,  Out  Door  Sports,  Field  Hockey, 
Basketball,  Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 

PHYSICS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
fundamental  laws  governing  the  physical  world;  laws  which  we  see  in 
operation  every  day  and  which  we  must  understand  thoroughly  if  we  are 
to  command  and  control  natural  forces  and  their  effects.  These  forces  and 
their  effects  we  may  observe  in  electricity,  sound,  light,  heat  and  all  kinds  of 
machinery.  Since  seeing  is  the  most  convincing  argument,  the  study  of  these 
laws  should  be  largely  experimental. 

The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  suitable 
for  courses  in  elementary  and  first  year  college  physics.  The  courses  are 
designed  to  fit  one  for  graduate  work  in  the  best  universities  and  to  lay 
a  good  foundation  for  later  work  in  mechanical  and  technical  schools. 

Academy 

I.  Elementary  Physics  (Three  Majors).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
give,  a  thorough  knowledge  in  the  elements  of  this  fundamental  science ;  to 
give  a  general  knowledge  of  the  whys  and  hows  of  common  every  day 
happenings,  and  to  train  the  mind  to  habits  of  careful  observation  and  rea- 
sonably accurate  decision.  The  work  covers  mechanics,  heat,  electricity, 
sound  and  light.  There  are  three  recitations  and  two  double-hour  laboratory 
periods  per  week.     Prerequisites,  Mathematics  1  and  4. 

II.  Practical  Physics  (Two  Times  per  week  throughout  the  year).  This 
course  is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  automobile  student.     It  includes  a 
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study  of  the  fundamental  laws  of  mechanics,  heat  and  electricity.  Students 
who  wish  to  take  only  the  work  in  electricity  may  enter  at  the  opening  of 
the  winter  quarter. 

College 

2.  Advanced  General  Physics  (Three  Majors).  This  course  offers  a 
more  rigid  test  of  the  laws  of  physics  both  experimentally  and  mathe- 
matically, with  special  attention,  both  in  lectures  and  laboratory,  to  the 
practical  applications  of  the  various  branches.  The  experiments,  while  they 
cover  the  same  ground  as  the  elementary  course,  are  much  more  advanced 
and  give  a  working  knowledge  for  further  study  in  science  and  engineering. 
It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  student  have  had  or  be  taking  Math.  7. 

Practical  Electricity 

This  course  is  designed  to  furnish  practical  preparation  for  positions 
in  electrical  manufacturing,  power,  telephone,  testing  and  general  repair 
companies,  which  require  practical  skill  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
principles  of  electricity  and  its  applications.  This  course  is  primarily  in- 
tended for  those  students  who  find  it  impossible  to  take  a  university  course 
in  electrical  engineering  and  possibly  have  never  even  completed  a  high  school 
course. 

Sufficient  instruction  in  the  principles  and  theory  of  the  work  is  given 
to  enable  the  student  to  understand  thoroughly  the  principles  of  construction 
and  operation  of  all  the  types  of  electrical  machinery. 

Practical  work  in  the  laboratory  includes  experience  in  operating,  testing 
and  repairing  and  practice  in  connecting  and  making  ready  for  service  many 
types  of  electrical  machinery. 

12.  Elementary  and  Magnetism  (Three  Majors).  In  this  course  are  pre- 
sented the  fundamental  facts  and  theories  relating  to  electricity  and  its 
present  day  applications  in  a  straight-forward  way  for  the  study  of  any  man 
who  desires  to  acquire  a  working  knowledge  of  the  subject.  It  includes  the 
calculation  of  electromotive  forces,  current  and  power  relations;  use  and 
calibration  of  commercial  instruments  for  measurement  of  pressure,  current 
and  power;  study  of  types  of  construction,  characteristics,  and  operation  of 
direct  current  generators ;  also  their  application  in  synchronous,  induction  and 
commutator  motors,  converters  and  transformers. 

This  course  is  open  to  all  students. 

13.  Electric  Wiring  (One  Major).  The  instruction  in  wiring  is  varied, 
extensive  and  practical.  Its  purpose  is  to  familiarize  students  with  all  kinds 
of  interior  wiring.  The  conditions  under  which  this  instruction  is  given 
are  designed  to  qualify  pupils  to  handle  commercial  work.  All  work  must 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters.  The  course  includes  making,  soldering  and  taping 
joints,  kinds  and  sizes  of  wires  for  various  classes  of  work,  installation  of 
electric  bells,  annunciators,  telephones,  power  and  lighting  circuits. 

This  course  is  open  to  all  students. 

14.  Electrical  Construction  (Two  Majors).  Instruction  is  given  in  the 
principles  relating  to  the  construction  of  electrical  apparatus.  The  student 
is  taught  to  construct,  wind  and  assemble  galvanometers,  electromagnets, 
induction  coils,  motors,  dynamos  and  transformers. 

This  course  is  open  to  all  students. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group 
of  studies  in  the  college.  On  graduates  of  the  Science  and  Engineering 
Groups  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Science  will  be  conferred;  on  graduates 
of  the  Literature  Group,  the  degree  of  Associate  in  Literature;  on  graduates 
of  the  four-year  Domestic  Economy  Course  or  the  four-year  Manual  Training 
Course,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred.  The  graduates  of 
the  two-year  course  in  Domestic  Economy  and  the  two-year  courses  in  Man- 
ual Arts  will  receive  a  diploma;  the  graduates  of  the  one-year  course,  a 
certificate.  The  academic  certificate  will  be  given  to  students  who  creditably 
complete  the  work  of  any  group  through  the  Higher  Academy. 

To  graduate  from  the  College  the  student  must  gain  an  average  of  2^2 
grade  points;  from  the  Academy  an  average  of  2. 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute  at 
least  three  quarters. 

EXPENSES. — Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows:  For 
two  or  more  classes,  $25.00  per  quarter;  for  one  class,  $15.00  per  quarter. 
There  are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year.  Each  student  also  pays  a  Phy- 
sical Training  fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  admission  to 
games  held  under  Institute  management.  There  are  special  fees  connected 
with  certain  courses.  Necessary  text-books  are  provided  by  the  Institute  free 
of  charge.  Tuition  fees  should  be  paid  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  each 
quarter.  Neglect  to  do  so  will  render  the  student  liable  to  be  refused 
admittance  to  classes.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to  Bradley  Poly- 
technic Institute. 

In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees  by 
work  done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be  made  as 
early  as  possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of 
(1)  good  character  and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3)  inability  to 
pay  full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodging.  Laura  Cottage,  a  small  dormitory  for  girls,  faces 
the  campus.  It  has  rooming  accommodations  for  twenty  and  can  give  board 
to  about  fifty.  Make  early  application.  It  affords  an  excellent  home  for 
women.  Board  and  room  can  also  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  reason- 
able rates.  The  Institute  will  make  special  efforts  to  secure  satisfactory 
conditions  as  to  boarding  and  rooming  accommodations  in  the  neighborhood. 
A  list  of  boarding  places  is  kept  on  file  at  the  Recorder's  office. 

All  rooming  arrangements  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Recorder. 
Young  women  rooming  outside  Laura  Cottage  are  expected  to  take  their 
meals  there,  unless  individually  excused  by  the  Faculty  Committee  in  charge. 

Dress.  The  Institute  disapproves  of  extravagant  or  elaborate  dressing 
and  asks  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  establishing  a  sentiment  in  favor  of 
plain,  simple  and  appropriate  dress  for  school  work  and  school  functions. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  Vocational  Courses,  the  Evening  Classes 
or  the  Summer  School  will  be  sent  upon  request. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS— The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tuition 
for  a  year  in  the  College — 

1.  Two  scholarships  to  members  of  the  class  graduating  from  the 
Academy,  awarded  by  the  Faculty,  now  held  by  Ruth  Holt  and  Henry 
Wittick. 

2.  Two  scholarships  to  the  two  graduates  having  the  highest  rank  in 
each  of  the  Peoria  High  Schools.  These  are  now  held  by  Roberta  Beer- 
bower,  Oneita  Lutz,  Corinne  Rudel  and  Dorothy  Johnson. 

3.  The  University  of  Chicago  grants  each  year  two  scholarships  to 
be  awarded  to  the  two  members  of  the  graduating  class  maintaining  the 
highest  standing  in  their  college  work.  The  scholarships  are  of  the  value 
of  $150.00  each. 

Prize:  The  Scheele  Memorial  Medal.  Awarded  to  the  student  who 
ranks  highest  in  Chemistry.  This  prize  is  offered  by_Wm.  V.  Dufner, 
Ph.  G.,  of  Peoria,  pharmacist,  and  is  of  solid  gold,  with  a  bas-relief  of 
Carl  Wilhelm  Scheele,  the  illustrious  Swedish  apothecary  and  chemist 
(1742-1786).    This  is  now  held  by  David  Dunlop. 

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU.— During  the  summer  of 
1904  the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station  at 
the  north  end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Institute.  This  is  under 
charge  of  Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps  are  sent  out 
from  the  station.  Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller  to  Institute 
classes. 

CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES— A  brief  chapel  service,  which 
all  students  are  expected  to  attend,  is  held  daily.  This  service  is  designed 
to  afford  an  opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  daily  reminder  of  the 
unity  of  the  school.  Occasionally  musical  programs  and  addresses  by 
prominent  professional  and  business  men  on  practical  topics  take  the  place 
of  the  chapel  service. 

THE  LIBRARY. — The  general  library  occupies  rooms  on  the  main  floor 
of  Bradley  Hall  and  numbers  about  twelve  thousand  volumes,  to  which  the 
students  have  free  access.  This  reference  library  is  supplemented  by  six 
departmental  libraries  which  are  shelved  adjacent  to  lecture  rooms,  where  they 
will  be  of  utmost  service.  The  Manual  Arts  Library  is  housed  in  the  South 
Manual  Arts  building  and  contains  carefully  selected  books  on  Manual  Arts 
and  allied  subjects.  All  books  are  cataloged  according  to  the  most  approved 
library  methods.  An  ample  number  of  the  best  periodicals  is  regularly  re- 
ceived in  each  department.  The  students  of  Bradley  Institute  have  also 
free  use  of  the  Peoria  Public  Library.  A  course  of  instruction  in  the 
fundamental  subjects  relating  to  library  organizations  and  methods  is  given 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Normal  students  and  prospective  library  assistants. 

THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD.^Athletics  are  under  direct  control  of  a 
board  made  up  of  five  members  of  the  faculty  and  five  representatives 
elected  from  various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  representative. 
Actions  of  the  Board  are  subject  to  revision  by  the  Faculty.

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THE  STUDENTS'  ARMY  TRAINING  CORPS 

The  Institute  responded  promptly  to  the  request  of  the  United  States 
Government  that  the  colleges  and  technical  schools  of  the  country,  such  as 
possessed  suitable  equipment,  should  assist  in  the  successful  prosecution 
of  the  war  by  training  men  in  mechanical  lines. 

On  the  10th  of  April,  1918,  the  Committee  on  Education  and  Special 
Training,  representing  the  War  Department,  established  Camp  Bradley,  and 
assigned  a  first  detachment  of  300  men  for  eight  weeks  of  intensive  training 
The  following  lines  of  work  were  offered:  Automobile  Mechanism,  Black- 
smithing,  Machine  Shop,  Carpentry,  Instrument  Repair,  Practical  Electricity, 
Gunsmithing,  the  Tractor,  Lens  Grinding.  Other  detachments  followed, 
until  in  all  about  1750  men  received  training  in  vocational  lines.  On 
October  1st,  1918,  this  Army  School  of  Mechanics  became  the  Vocational  Sec- 
tion of  the  Students  Army  Training  Corps,  and  180  additional  men  were 
inducted,  forming  the  College  Section.  The  regular  college  entrance  require- 
ments were  enforced  for  entrance  to  the  College  Section.  It  was  in  effect 
a  preliminary  Officers  Training  Camp.  The  men  were  assigned  to  regular 
college  studies,  selected  from  the  list  prescribed  by  the  Government,  and 
were  given  eleven  hours  per  week  military  drill,  including  bayonet  practice. 
The  S.  A.  T.  C.  was  demobilized  December  14,  1918.  Some  weeks  were 
required  for  adjusting  other  matters,  and  Camp  Bradley  ceased  to  exist 
April  10,  1919,  exactly  one  year  from  the  date  of  its  establishment. 

The  Government  was  most  cordial  in  its  appreciation  of  the  effective 
work  done  at  Bradley  Institute.  It  regarded  the  Camp  as  a  model  for  the 
entire  country,  as  regards  its  arrangement,  its  management,  and  its  un- 
qualified success  in  training  men. 

The  soldiers  were  quartered  in  the  Gymnasium,  and  in  barracks  sur- 
rounding it  erected  for  that  purpose  by  the  carpentry  classes  of  the  Voca- 
tional Section.  Bradley  Hall  offered  a  mess  room  which  could  seat  700 
men  at  once.  The  Athletic  Field  and  the  large  tract  north  of  the  Gym- 
nasium afforded  ideal  drill  grounds.  More  satisfactory  arrangements  could 
hardly  have  been  planned.  The  men,  upon  entering  the  Vocational  or  Col- 
lege Section  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  became  soldiers  of  the  United  States  Army, 
subject  to  regular  military  discipline.  The  Government  met  all  ex- 
penses of  uniform,  housing  and  meals,  and  gave  each  man  a  private's  pay, 
$30.00  per  month.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  erected  a  large  hut  to  serve  the  needs 
of  the  camp.  The  officers  were:  Major  Philip  C.  Leffel,  Captains  Stanley 
Sprague,  F.  H.  McLaughlin,  C.  J.  Streze;  Lieutenants  Loring  T.  Bunn, 
J.  W.  Croessmann,  C.  B.  Evans,  H.  W.  Hall,  W.  J.  Hoyt,  E.  Huxford,  E. 
A.  Jarman,  H.  L.  Lewis,  J.  J.  Murphy,  D.  R.  Nail,  N.  S.  Scarritt,  H.  F. 
Schaeffer,  R.   Schaer,  G.  A.   Scheetz,   S.   Schapiro. 

Albert  F.  Siepert,  of  the  Bradley  faculty,  acted  as  Educational  Super- 
visor for  the  Vocational  Section.  George  R.  MacClyment,  Assistant  Bus- 
iness Manager  of  the  Bradley  Estate,  served  as  General  Business  Manager. 

More  than  400  young  men,  present  and  former  students  at  Bradley 
Hall,  and  a  large  number,  difficult  to  estimate  accurately,  from  the  Horo- 
logical  Department,  entered  the  United  States  Army  in  various  lines  of 
service.  Effective  service  was  also  rendered  by  faculty  members  and  students 
in  Red  Cross  work,  nursing,  food  conservation,  addresses,  financial  cam- 
paigns, etc.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

MR.  AND  MRS.  TOBIAS  S.  BRADLEY  first  conceived  the  idea  of  Bradley 
Polytechnic  Institute  as  a  memorial  to  their  deceased  children.  To 
assist  in  forming  their  plans  they  visited  together  a  number  of  educa- 
tional institutions  but  the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Bradley  in  1867 
delayed  action.  Later  Mrs.  Bradley  took  the  matter  up  and  formulated  her 
wishes  substantially  as  they  are  now  expressed  in  the  constitution  of  the  In- 
stitute. It  was  her  ambition  to  afford  the  young  people  of  Peoria  and  vicinity 
an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  practical  and  serviceable  education,  and  particularly 
to  teach  them  to  work  and  to  regard  work  as  honorable. 

It  was  her  intention  to  provide  for  a  School  to  be  inaugurated  after  her 
death,  but  in  the  fall  of  1896,  by  the  advice  of  many  leading  educators  of  Central 
Illinois,  she  determined  to  erect  the  buildings  and  start  the  School,  during  her 
lifetime,  if  possible.  Dr.  William  R.  Harper,  President  of  the  University  of 
Chicago,  was  consulted.  Under  his  advice  a  charter  was  immediately  applied 
for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  was  held  on  the  16th  day  of  November, 
1896,  and  an  organization  was  effected  under  the  University  Act  of  the  State 
of  Illinois. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  corporation,  Mrs.  Bradley  entered 
into  contract  with  the  Trustees  to  provide  a  sufficient  annual  income  to  support 
the  School  during  her  life,  and  made  provision  in  her  will  for  a  permanent  endow- 
ment, consisting  of  the  greater  part  of  her  estate.  She  also  presented  the  Trustees 
with  a  deed  for  about  seventeen  acres  of  ground,  situated  within  the  city  limits 
of  Peoria,  for  the  site  of  the  Institute  buildings.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Bradley 
occurred  January  16,  1908,  just  after  the  close  of  the  first  decade  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Institute. 

Work  was  begun  April  10,  1897,  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley  Hall,  devoted 
to  general  education,  and  Horology  Hall,  where  instruction  is  given  in  Watch- 
work,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  These  buildings  were  occupied  in  Octo- 
ber and  November,  respectively.  School  work  was  begun  October  4,  1897; 
the  formal  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  October  8th,  in  the  Auditorium  of 
Bradley  Hall,  and  this  date  has  been  observed  annually  with  appropriate  ex- 
ercises. In  1904  a  station  of  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  was  established 
at  the  north  end  of  the  campus. 

During  the  year  1908-09,  a  Gymnasium  was  erected.  It  contains  a  gym- 
nasium for  men  and  also  one  for  women,  each  with  complete  equipment.  In 
1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  Estate  was  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the 
Home  Economics  Department  as  a  "Practice  House."  A  power  plant  was 
erected  during  the  year  1911-12. 

During  the  Summer  of  1911  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley  Avenue, 
adjoining  the  campus,  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual  Arts  Depart- 
ment. Two  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  Automobile  and  Tractor  Department 
were  erected  in  1918.  In  1920,  The  Peoria  Musical  College  was  made  a  part  of 
the  Institute  under  the  title,  Bradley  Conservatory  of  Music.

ADMISSION 

The  equivalent  of  at  least  two  year's  work  of  a  high  school  grade  is  expected 
for  entrance,  except  for  those  choosing  vocational  lines. 

Students  who  have  done  work  elsewhere  in  high  schools,  academies  or  col- 
leges should  present  a  certificate  showing  amount  and  grade  of  work  completed. 
A  blank  form  for  this  statement  will  be  furnished  upon  application  to  the  Director. 
The  student  is  assigned  to  those  classes  for  which  he  seems  to  be  prepared.  At 
the  end  of  one  quarter,  if  the  student's  work  is  satisfactory,  the  credits  from  his 
former  school  will  be  accepted  in  so  far  as  they  cover  the  work  of  the  Institute. 

Unclassified  Students. — A  few  students  not  pursuing  a  regular  course  may  be 
admitted  to  such  classes  as  they  may  be  prepared  to  take  with  advantage. 

CURRICULUM 

The  Courses  of  Study  are  so  planned  as  to  give  a  broad  and  practical  general 
education  and  in  addition  special  preparation  for  one  of  the  following  pursuits: 
(1)  Business,  Mechanical  Trades  or  Technical  Work.  (2)  Advanced  Study  in  a 
College,  University  or  School  of  Engineering.  (3)  Professional  Study  in  Law 
or  Medicine.  (4)  Teaching  Manual  Training  or  Home  Economics,  or  Drawing 
and  Manual  Training. 

DIVISIONS  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 
I.     The  Academy 

Beginning  with  the  Fall  of  1920,  only  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Academy 
work  are  offered.  A  limited  specialization  is  allowed  in  Science,  Engineering, 
Literature,  or  Vocational  Studies.

II.     The  College 

A.  Courses  covering  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  of  a  College,  Uni- 
versity or  Engineering  School. 

The  student  chooses  one  of  the  following  groups: 

1.  Science  Group  (p.  16),  which  isespecially  strong  in  Science  and  Mathe- 
matics, and  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  in  college  courses  leading  to  the 
degree  of  B.  S.     It  offers  thorough  preparation  for  medical  schools. 

2.  Engineering  Group  (pp.  17,  18),  which  is  strong  in  Mathematics, 
Science,  Mechanical  Work  and  Technical  Drawing.  It  prepares  students  for 
the  third  year  in  the  best  schools  of  engineering. 

3.  Literature  Group  (p.  16),  which  is  especially  strong  in  Modern  Lan- 
guages and  Latin.  It  prepares  students  for  the  third  year  of  college  courses 
leading  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  Ph.  B.,  or  B.  L. 

B.  Teacher  Training  Courses. 

1.  Curricula  preparatory  to  teaching  Manual  Training,  Advanced  tech- 
nical subjects  and  supervision  of  industrial  work  in  grammar  grades,  high  and 
technical  schools,  requiring  either  four,  two  or  one  year  for  completion,  and 
reading  to  either  the  B.  S.  degree,  a  diploma  or  a  certificate;  (pp.  19-25). 

2.  A  two-year  course  and  a  four-year  course  preparatory  to  teaching  Home 
Economics.  The  four-year  course  gives  the  B.  S.  degree.  For  details  see 
pages  22,  23. 

3.  Students  in  the  College  may  select  a  group  of  related  pedagogical  sub- 
jects preparatory  to  teaching  the  common  branches  in  the  grades  or  the  usual 
work  of  the  small  high  schools.  A  proper  selection  of  these  electives  entitles 
the  graduate  to  a  teacher's  certificate  in  Illinois,  without  further  examinations. 

III.  Vocational  Courses 

The  Vocational  or  Industrial  Classes  are  designed  to  meet  the  demand 
for  training  which  fits  for  immediate  employment  in  a  variety  of  industries 
requiring  shop  training  and  experience  and  a  certain  amount  of  technical  know- 
ledge.    Send  for  special  circulars  describing  these  courses. 

Several  courses  are  offered : 

(1)  A  course  for  Draftsmen,  including  Mechanical,  Machine  and  Archi- 
tectural Drawing  and  other  subjects  of  practical  help  to  a  Draftsman. 

(2)  A  course  for  Woodworkers,  including  the  elements  of  house  carpentry, 
mill  work,  cabinet  making,  use  of  woodworking  machinery,  etc. 

(3)  A  course  for  Metalworkers  with  extensive  machine  shop  practice,  Black- 
smithing,  Tinsmithing,  Forge,  Foundry,  Automobile  Repairing. 

(4)  The  Automobile  Course:  An  all  around  training,  fitting  for  positions 
in  the  manufacture,  repair,  sale  and  running  of  automobiles,  includes  Auto- 
mobile Mechanism,  Vulcanizing,  Brazing,  Soldering  and  Radiator  Work,  Auto- 
mobile Engines,  Electricity  as  applied  to  the  Automobile,  Machine  Shop  prac- 
tice, Garage  experience.     The  automobile  work  occupies  a  building  of  its  own. 

(5)  Practical  Electricity,  preparing  for  positions  in  House  Wiring,  Tele- 
phone Work,  Installing  and  Running  Electrical  Machinery,  Practical  Testing 
and   Electrical   Manufacturing,   General   Principles   and   Laboratory   work  in 
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Electricity,  study  of  Motors  and  Generators,  Wiring,  Armature  Winding,  Ma- 
chine Shop  work,  Shop  Mathematics,  Practical  Experience  in  construction 
work  and  testing. 

(6)  A  Short  Course  in  the  Tractor  is  given  in  the  winter  months.  This  is 
especially  suited  to  the  needs  of  farmers,  also  garage  men.  Students  may 
enter  for  two,  four,  eight  or  twelve  weeks,  according  to  individual  preference. 
Superior  equipment  and  teaching  force. 

The  Tractor  work  occupies  a  separate  building.  The  Institute  owns  a 
number  of  tractors  of  various  types  and  has  the  hearty  co-operation  of  tractor 
firms  in  the  city  who  freely  loan  machines.  This  gives  a  knowledge  at  first 
hand  of  the  leading  makes.  Peoria  is  the  Tractor  Center  of  the  United  States 
and  students  have  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  factories. 

(7)  The  Horological  Department  gives  practical  instruction  in  Watchwork, 
Engraving,  Jewelry  and  Optics.  It  is  open  throughout  the  year,  and  students 
can  enter  at  any  time.     Catalogue  will  be  sent  free  upon  request. 

A  student  entering  one  of  these  courses  will  be  assigned  to  those  classes 
which  will  soonest  fit  him  for  the  occupation  he  desires  to  follow.  A  record 
will  be  kept  of  his  work  and  this  will  be  available  at  any  time  as  a  basis  for 
recommendation  to  any  prospective  employer. 

IV.     Evening  Classes 

THE  EVENING  CLASSES  give  instruction  in  practical  work  and  are 
intended  especially  for  workers  in  shops  and  factories  who  can  not  take  ad- 
vantage of  day  schools.  The  classes  are  in  session  from  October  to  May,  meet- 
ing on  two  evenings  each  week. 

The  following  courses  are  usually  given,  new  courses  may  be  offered  to 
meet  demand: 

Woodworking  and  Patternmaking,  Machine  Shop,  Mechanical  and  Machine 
Drawing,  Blue  Print  Reading,  Art  Metal,  Jewelry,  Engraving,  Architectural 
Drafting,  Chemistry,  Cooking,  Sewing,  Study  of  the  Automobile  (Electricity, 
Gas  Engines,  Batteries),  Landscape  Gardening,  Forging,  Furniture  Making, 
Freehand  Drawing,  Practical  Electricity,  Shop  Mathematics,  Accounting. 

V.     Summer  School 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL,  devoted  to  Manual  Training  and  Home 
Economics,  extended  from  June  23  to  July  25,  1919.  It  was  conducted  under 
the  superintendency  of  Albert  F.  Siepert  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department. 

The  Summer  School  for  1920  (June  21  to  July  23)  will  offer  a  great  variety 
of  courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Home  Economics,  some  general  college 
courses  and  also  work  especially  intended  for  teachers  in  the  grades  or  in  rural 
schools.

COLLEGE  ENTRANCE  AND  ADVANCED  TRAINING 

Graduates  from  the  Academy  are  entered  on  certificate  at  the  colleges  and 
universities  where  the  certificate  plan  is  followed.

The  aim  of  this  school  has  been  to  maintain  the  highest  standards 
in  all  branches  of  study  and  to  provide  at  nominal  expense,  courses  of  instruc- 
tion which  would  be  most  thorough  and  comprehensive. 

The  modern  and  systematic  training  employed  from  the  beginning  of  the 
Preparatory  Courses,  through  the  completion  of  the  Post  Graduate  Courses 
has  brought  the  College  merited  recognition  as  an  institution  of  great  worth. 
Its  educational  value  and  high  ideals  have  been  felt,  not  alone  in  Peoria  but 
throughout  Illinois  and  surrounding  states. 

The  school  will  continue  along  the  same  lines  under  the  new  name,  Bradley 
Conservatory  of  Music.  All  departments  will  be  retained  and  additions  made, 
and  under  the  general  supervision  and  support  of  such  a  substantial  institution 
as  the  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute,  the  Bradley  Conservatory  of  Music  is 
certain  to  become  not  only  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  departments  of 
the  Institution  but  also  one  of  the  leading  schools  of  music  in  the  country. 

The  Conservatory  will  occupy  a  building  on  the  Bradley  campus,  which  will 
be  remodeled  and  converted  into  studios,  director's  office,  practice  rooms  and 
reception  rooms,  ready  for  the  opening  of  the  school  year.  The  Institute  chapel 
will  be  used  by  the  Conservatory  for  all  concerts  and  recitals  and  will  be  equipped 
with  new  grand  pianos  and  the  Avery  memorial  pipe  organ,  a  most  welcome 
gift  to  the  Institute  from  the  Avery  family. 

FACULTY 

The  Institute  is  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  practically  the  entire  teaching 
force  of  the  musical  college.  They  are  representative  of  the  highest  type  of 
musical  instruction.  They  have  had  the  advantage  of  study  with  the  best 
European  and  American  masters  and  are  teachers  of  wide  experience. 

It  is  a  matter  of  especial  congratulation  that  Franklin  Stead  has  arranged 
to  remain  as  director  of  the  Bradley  Conservatory  of  Music.  It  would  be  diffi- 
cult for  the  Institute  to  find  his  superior.  He  is  especially  fitted  by  temperament, 
natural  ability  and  musical  training  for  this  work.  He  has  had  a  long  period  of 
successful  experience  as  Head  of  Schools  of  Music  in  Yankton  College  and  at  the 
Illinois  Woman's  College,  before  establishing  the  Peoria  Musical  College.  The 
marked  success  of  the  Peoria  school  has  been  due  largely  to  Mr.  Stead's  wise  and 
efficient  management. 

COMPLETE  COURSES  OFFERED 
The  courses  of  instruction  offered  by  the  Bradley  Conservatory  of  Music

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COURSES  PREPARATORY  TO  TEACHING 
HOME  ECONOMICS. 

Two  courses  are  offered,  one  requiring  two  years,  the  other  four  years.  The 
former  carries  the  Diploma  in  Home  Economics,  the  latter  the  Diploma  and  the 
B.  S.  degree. 

Students  are  urged  to  take  the  four-year  course  if  possible  since  a  college 
degree  is  increasingly  demanded  of  Home  Economics  teachers  for  high  schools. 
The  first  year's  work  is  the  same  in  both  courses  and  a  student  should  decide 
at  the  end  of  that  time  whether  the  two-year  course  or  the  four-year  course  is 
to  be  taken. 

The  entrance  requirements  are  the  same — four  years  (15  units)  of  approved 
academic  work. 

Those  whose  interest  is  in  cafeteria  or  institutional  management  may  secure 
training  along  these  lines.  Practical  experience  in  quantity  food  work  may  be 
had  in  connection  with  the  school  cafeteria,  where  students  are  permitted  to 
assist  in  the  actual  preparation  of  the  food  served  and  also  may  serve  behind  the 
steam  tables,  check  trays  and  gain  the  business  experience  necessary  to  cafeteria 
and  lunch  room  management. 

If  Physics  is  not  presented  at  entrance,  at  least  a  short  course  must  be  taken 
at  the  Institute.  Other  high  school  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  at  the  In- 
stitute, involving  a  correspondingly  longer  time  to  complete  the  work  required 
for  a  diploma. 

If  Chemistry  1  is  offered  as  an  entrance  credit,  Chemistry  4  may  be  taken 
in  the  first  year. 

Only  a  limited  number  can  be  cared  for  in  the  Teachers'  Courses.  Ap- 
plication for  admission  should  be  made  as  long  before  the  opening  of  the  school 
year  as  possible. 

For  laboratory  work  in  Cooking,  the  official  conservation  uniform  is  required. 
Those  wishing  to  provide  themselves  with  these  uniforms  before  entering  should 
write  to  the  Institute  for  sample  of  material  and  should  use  pattern  Butterick 
No.  9507  or  Pictorial  Review  No.  7431. 

The  Institute  has  a  dormitory,  Laura  Cottage,  conveniently  located 
facing  the  campus.  A  member  of  the  Home  Economics  faculty  is  in  charge. 
Since  only  twenty  young  women  can  be  accommodated  with  rooms,  applica- 
tion should  be  made  early.  Others  may  secure  rooms  near  by  and  take  their 
meals  at  Laura  Cottage.

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DEPARTMENTS 


BIOLOGY 

THIS  Department  aims  to  present,  in  so  far  as  limited  time  permits,  both 
the  practical  and  the  important  theoretical  sides  of  Biology.  It  makes 
especial  effort  to  give  good  training  to  students  preparing  to  enter  the 
study  of  Medicine. 
The  laboratories  are  thoroughly  equipped  with  dissecting  and  compound 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  general  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  equipment  is  especially  complete  for  the  Physiological  and  Bacterio- 
logical work  in  the  College.  In  connection  with  the  laboratories  is  the  Museum. 
It  consists  primarily  of  the  mounted  birds,  mammals  and  other  biological  col- 
lections and  herbarium  of  the  Peoria  Scientific  Association.  To  this  has  been 
added  a  collection  of  shells  and  corals  presented  by  several  gentlemen  of  Peoria, 
a  collection  of  insects  from  the  University  of  Illinois  and  a  herbarium  presented 
by  Miss  Heading  of  Peoria,  as  well  as  many  smaller  gifts. 


College 

3.  General  Zoology  (Three  Majors).  The  course  is  developed  from  the 
broadly  biological  point  of  view,  dealing  with  the  structure,  activities,  dis- 
tribution, behavior,  habits  and  life-histories  of  animals.  In  lectures  some  of 
the  important  theoretical  and  practical  problems  of  biology  are  discussed, 
especially  as  related  to  human  life.  A  short  course  in  Heredity  and  Eugenics 
is  also  included.  In  the  laboratory  representative  types  of  animals  are  dis- 
sected and  studied. 

This  course  is  sub-divided  as  follows:  A.  Invertebrate  Zoology,  Fall  and 
Winter  term  (two  majors) ;  text  book,  Hegner's  Introduction  to  Zoology.  Walter, 
Genetics. 

B.  Comparative  Anatomy  of  Vertebrates,  Spring  term  (one  major);  text- 
book, Newman's  Vertebrate  Zoology. 

The  course  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  students  who  expect  to  enter  medical 
schools.  For  the  general  student  it  affords  training  in  inductive  methods  and 
an  approach  to  the  structure,  functions  and  hygiene  of  the  human  body.  Lectures 
and  laboratory  ten  hours  a  week.     Text-book,  Henger,  College  Zoology. 

4.  Human  Physiology  (Two  Majors).  The  structure  and  functions  of  the 
human  body.  The  first  term's  work  is  largely  Physiological  Chemistry,  the 
study  of  the  chemical  constituents  of  the  body  and  foods,  the  chemistry  of  the 
blood,  digestion  and  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion.  The  second  term's 
work  considers  the  topics  of  respiration,  circulation  and  animal  heat,  and  the 
physiology  of  muscle  and  nerve  and  special  sense  organs.  The  course  is  designed 
for  the  general  student,  and  will  be  helpful  also  for  advanced  work  in  Domestic 
Science.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.  Prerequisite,  Elementary 
Chemistry.     Text-book,  Martin,  Human  Body. 

5.  Bacteriology  (One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to  cover  a  general 
knowledge  of  bacteria,  yeasts,  moulds,  and  other  micro-organisms  and  the  ap- 
plication to  such  subjects  as  air  impurities,  water  supplies,  sewage  disposals, 
soils,  dairying,  fermentative  industries,  food  preservation  and  decomposition, 
transmission  of  disease,  susceptibility  and  immunity,  sanitation  and  control  of 
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infection  and  contagious  diseases.  The  laboratory  work  introduces  general 
bacteriological  methods,  the  preparation  of  culture  media  and  the  cultivation 
of  bacteria,  the  bacteriological  examination  of  air,  water,  milk,  etc.  Lectures 
and  laboratory,  ten  hours  per  week.  Text-book,  Buchanan's  Household  Bac- 
teriology. 


CHEMISTRY 

The  courses  in  chemistry  meet  the  needs  of  three  classes  of  students:  those 
who  take  the  subject  as  part  of  a  general  education;  those  who  intend  to  study 
medicine  or  pursue  Home  Economics,  and  those  who  intend  to  take  up  chemistry 
as  a  profession.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  close  contact  of  chemistry  with 
outside  affairs. 

Laboratory  work  begins  after  two  weeks  and  occupies  six  to  eight  hours 
weekly  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Throughout  the  course  the  subject  is 
treated  in  experimental  lectures  and  recitations,  particular  attention  being 
given  to  a  clear,  concise  and  definite  exposition  of  the  subject  and  to  chemical 
calculations. 

The  laboratory  work  is  designed  to  illustrate  the  principles  studied  in  the 
lectures.  Quantitative  experiments  are  introduced  sufficient  to  enable  the 
student  to  understand  more  clearly  the  laws  of  chemical  combination. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  ap- 
paratus and  supplies  used  in  general  and  analytical  chemistry.  The  depart- 
ment library  is  well  supplied  with  carefully  selected  books  and  periodicals, 
and  is  kept  up  to  date  by  the  purchase  of  the  more  important  new  books  as  they 
appear. 

Courses 

1.  General  Chemistry  (Three  Majors),  (a)  Characteristics  of  chemical 
change,  elements,  compounds  of  oxygen,  hydrogen,  water,  chlorine,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  atomic  theory,  nitrogen  and  ammonia.  Lectures  and  laboratory, 
ten  hours  a  week. 

(b)  A  combination  of  the  study  of  non-metallic  elements,  the  halogens, 
sulphur  and  nitrogen  groups,  valence,  solution  and  electrolysis.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  The  chemistry  of  the  metallic  elements  and  their  more  important  com- 
pounds. Preparation  of  a  number  of  common  salts  and  the  identification  of 
simple  substances.  No  attempt  is  made  to  teach  qualitative  analysis,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  course  the  student  should  be  able  to  identify  any  simple  salt,  and 
understand  the  separation  of  various  groups  and  elements.  Lectures  and 
laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week.     Prerequisite,  Physics  1,  or  its  equivalent. 

2.  Advanced  General  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis  (Three  Majors). 
(a)  The  lectures  and  recitations  on  advanced  general  chemistry  deal  with  the 
subjects  as  presented  in  Ostwald's  principles  of  Inorganic  Chemistry;  study 
of  the  theory  of  solution,  electrolytic  dissociation,  hydrolytic  dissociation,  mass 
action  and  chemical  equilibrium,  three  hours  a  week.  In  the  laboratory,  re- 
actions of  basic  and  acidic  ions,  analysis  of  mixtures  seven  hours  a  week. 

(b)  First  half  of  term,  same  as  (a) ;  Analysis  of  complex  mixtures,  ores  and 
compounds  of  rare  elements.  Second  half,  Quantitative  Analysis;  Gravimetric 
Methods.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

(c)  Quantitative  Analysis  continued.  Methods  in  gravimetric,  volumetric 
and  electrolytic  determinations.     Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 
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3.  Chemistry  of  Foods  (One  Major).  Lectures  and  laboratory  work  in  the 
examination  and  testing  of  food  materials,  including  the  quantitative  deter- 
mination of  the  food  principles  in  some  of  the  common,  typical  foods.  Lectures 
and  laboratory,  ten  hours  a  week. 

4.  Elementary  Organic  Chemistry  {Two  Majors).  A  systematic  study  of 
the  hydrocarbons  and  their  derivatives,  including  typical  representatives  of 
both  the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series.  This  course  is  intended  to  give  special 
preparation  for  course  3,  which  follows  it.  Lectures  and  laboratory,  ten  hours 
a  week. 


HOME  ECONOMICS 

This  department  aims  to  meet  the  needs  of  two  classes  of  students,  viz: 

(1)  Students  in  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institute  who  desire  a  know- 
ledge of  the  general  principles  and  facts  of  household  arts  and  sciences  as  a 
preparation  for  home  life. 

(2)  Students  who  desire  to  specialize  in  Home  Economics  by  a  comprehen- 
sive study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  which  are  directly  connected  with  the  man- 
agement and  care  of  the  home. 

Those  who  have  completed  a  course  are  occupying  a  variety  of  positions  in 
various  parts  of  the  country; — teachers  or  supervisors  of  Home  Economics, 
dietitians,  cafeteria  or  institutional  managers,  home  demonstration  agents, 
extension  workers,  and  other  similar  positions. 

The  "Practice  House,"  a  seven-room  house  near  the  Institute,  affords  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  practical  work  in  various  household  processes  (giving 
of  meals,  laundry  work,  etc.),  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinary  home.  This 
house  is  made  use  of  by  all  the  students  of  the  department. 

Courses  for  the  training  of  teachers  are  offered  in  this  and  related  depart- 
ments.    (See  pages  22,  23.) 

Courses 

1.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  includes  the  making 
of  fundamental  stitches  and  their  application  to  simple  garments;  simple  em- 
broidery stitches;  the  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments;  the  drafting 
of  patterns  and  the  use  of  commercial  patterns.  A  complete  set  of  under- 
garments is  made. 

2.  Sewing  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  This  course  gives  further  practice 
in  the  use  of  commercial  patterns;  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  of  garments. 
A  wash  dress,  a  wool  skirt  and  a  lingerie  dress  are  made. 

3.  Dressmaking  (One  and  One-half  Majors).  The  study  of  fabrics,  their 
special  qualities  and  cost,  the  taking  of  accurate  measurements,  practice  in 
use  of  commercial  patterns,  economical  cutting  of  material,  fitting  and  finishing 
garments.     The  course  includes  a  wool  dress,  a  silk  dress,  a  fancy  dress. 

4.  Cooking  (Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  in  a  general  way  the  study 
of  the  home  and  its  management.  The  various  household  processes  are  con- 
sidered and  carried  out  in  practice,  with  especial  emphasis  on  the  selection, 
cost,  preparation  and  serving  of  food.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work. 

5.  Food  Study  (One  Major).  A  critical  study  of  food  materials  from 
a  chemical,  physiological  and  economic  standpoint.  One  hour  per  week  through- 
out the  year  in  connection  with  course  9. 
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6.  Food  and  Dietetics  {One  Major).  Study  of  the  dietary  needs  of  the  body 
under  varying  conditions.  Practice  in  dietary  calculations.  Lectures,  recita- 
tions and  laboratory  work.     Prerequisite,  Home  Economics  5,  9. 

7.  Sewing  and  Dressmaking  {One  and  One-half  Majors).  Laboratory  work 
covering  the  complete  course  in  plain  sewing,  hand  and  machine  work,  care  of 
sewing  machines,  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  finishing  simple  garments.  Prac- 
tice in  use  of  drafted  and  commercial  patterns.  Students  will  be  required  to 
make  a  complete  suit  of  undergarments,  a  wash  dress,  a  wool  skirt,  a  silk  waist, 
a  lingerie  dress. 

9.  Cooking  {One  and  One-half  Majors).  The  application  of  heat  to  food 
materials.  Laboratory  work  in  cooking  in  large  and  small  quantities.  Pre- 
requisite, Chemistry. 

10.  House  Construction  {One  Major).  A  study  of  the  home.  The  course 
includes  (a)  lectures  on  planning  with  reference  to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar, 
foundation,  materials,  framing,  finish,  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  furnishing, 
decoration;  (b)  planning  a  house  to  meet  given  conditions;  (c)  making  set 
of  working  drawings,  including  floor  plans,  elevations,  details. 

11.  Housewifery  {One-half  Major).  A  study  of  various  household  pro- 
cesses, including  cleaning,  laundering,  problems  in  household  management. 

12.  Home  Nursing,  Emergencies  and  Invalid  Cookery  {One  Major).  What 
to  do  in  cases  of  emergency,  as  burns,  sprains,  cuts,  dislocations,  fainting,  etc.; 
care  of  the  sick  in  the  home,  proper  clothing,  baths,  food.  Practice  in  prepar- 
ing food  for  invalids.     Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 

13.  Textiles  {One  Major).  Study  of  the  production,  properties,  preparation 
and  treatment  of  various  textile  fibres.  The  development  of  spinning  and 
modern  processes  of  manufacture.  Textile  materials  are  identified  and  graded 
as  to  fibre,  weave,  width,  price,  and  use.  Lectures,  reading  and  laboratory 
work. 

14.  Teaching  of  Home  Economics  {One  Major).  The  application  of  the 
general  principles  of  teaching  to  the  teaching  of  the  various  branches  of  Home 
Economics  in  elementary  and  high  schools.  Planning  courses  of  study  and 
equipment  for  both  sewing  and  cooking.  Collecting  and  systematizing  il- 
lustrative material.     Lectures,  conferences,  and  practice  teaching. 

15.  Quantity  Cooking  {One-half  Major).  This  course  gives  additional  prac- 
tice in  cooking,  especially  in  large  quantities.     Study  of  lunch  room  problems. 

16.  Advanced  Sewing  {One-half  Major).  This  course  gives  additional  prac- 
tice in  sewing,  includes  an  afternoon  dress  of  silk,  the  making  of  children's 
clothes.     Prerequisite,  Home  Economics  7. 

17.  Millinery  {One-half  Major).  This  course  is  planned  to  develop  original 
and  artistic  ideas  in  hat  making.  It  includes  the  making  of  wire  frames  and 
covering  them;  copying  from  models  and  pictures;  willow  and  buckram  work; 
trimming;  study  of  line  and  color  best  suited  to  the  individual. 

18.  Costume  Design  {One-half  Major).  A  study  of  costume  with  regard  to 
harmony  of  line  and  color,  with  practical  work  in  original  designing;  suitability 
of  costume  to  various  types  of  persons  and  a  choice  of  materials  right  in  pattern 
and  color  for  various  designs.  Student's  designs  will  be  carried  out  in  various 
materials.     Prerequisite,  Home  Economics  7,  and  Design. 

19.  Household  Administration  {One  Major).  Study  of  the  family.  The 
organization  and  administration  of  the  household;  proper  division  of  income, 
thrift  and  saving,  economic  buying,  scientific  management  of  household  accounts. 
Lectures,  recitations,  assigned  readings.  Prerequisite,  Home  Economics  6, 
10,  20. 
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20.  Preparation  and  Serving  of  Meals  (One  Major).  This  course  includes 
the  study  of  the  adequate  diet  for  the  family.  Practice  in  marketing,  menu 
making,  preparation  and  serving  of  meals. 

21.  Advanced  Nutrition  (One  Major).  This  course  has  for  its  main  object 
the  consideration  of  (1)  Diseases  in  which  the  total  fuel  value  of  the  diet  is  an 
important  factor  in  treatment;  such  as,  Obesity,  Emaciation  and  Tuberculosis; 
(2)  Diseases  in  which  the  kind  of  food  is  of  greatest  importance;  i.  e.,  Diabetes, 
Gout,  Scurvy,  Beri-beri,  Anaemia  and  Fever.  Diets  will  be  planned,  and  the 
food  prepared  and  served.  Prerequisite,  Home  Economics  9,  5,  6,  and  Bio- 
logy 4. 


ENGLISH 

The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  four  general  aims:  1.  Power  to 
speak  well  and  write  well.  2.  An  intelligent  love  of  good  literature.  3.  A 
knowledge  of  the  laws  which  govern  expression  of  thought  by  words.  4.  Fam- 
iliarity with  the  chief  facts  of  the  history  of  the  English  language  and  literature. 

To  accomplish  the  first  of  these  ends,  effort  is  made  to  improve  the  every- 
day spoken  and  written  language  of  the  student;  written  exercises  are  handed 
to  the  teacher  and  are  returned  with  suggestions  and  corrections. 

Oral  themes  are  a  regular  part  of  each  course. 

The  second  end  is  accomplished  by  the  careful  reading  of  selected  works  of 
best  authors,  with  critical  study  as  far  as  the  maturity  of  the  students  permits. 
Care  is  taken  to  direct  attention  to  clear  and  concrete  matters  of  style,  and 
avoid  mere  vague  praise  or  censure.  Supplementary  reading  is  required  in 
each  course,  both  in  the  academy  and  the  college. 

A  knowledge  of  the  science  of  Rhetoric  and  the  history  of  English  Literature 
is  gained  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  actual  work  of  composition  and  the 
study  of  masterpieces  in  the  several  courses  from  the  very  beginning;  text- 
books of  rhetoric  and  literature  are  used  for  study  and  reference. 

Academy 

3.  (a)  Study  of  Literature:  "Macbeth,"  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream," 
Milton's  Minor  Poems.  History  of  English  Literature  from  the  beginning 
to  1700. 

(b)  Composition:  Same  work  as  in  Courses  1  and  2  with  a  careful  study  of 
the  laws  that  govern  sentence  and  paragraph  structure.  Themes  required 
weekly  (One  Major). 

4.  Study  of  Literature  (One  Major).  Study  of  the  history  of  English  Litera- 
ture from  1700-1850  with  selections  from  various  authors.     Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

5.  Composition  and  Literature:  Continued  practice  in  description  and 
narration,  with  introductory  study  and  practice  in  exposition  and  argumenta- 
tion, themes  oral  and  written  twice  a  week,  and  one  oral  debate  before  the  class. 
Special  attention,  in  connection  with  the  theme  work,  is  given  to  rhetorical 
elements.  Study  of  the  history  of  American  Literature  from  the  colonial  period 
to  1850,  with  selections  from  various  authors.  (One  Major).  Prerequisite 
Course  4. 

College 

6.  Rhetoric  and  Composition  (One  Major).  A  more  advanced  study  of  the 
principles  of  rhetoric  with  a  careful  consideration  of  the  forms  of  discourse — 
exposition,  argumentation,  narration,  and  description.  Written  and  oral  com- 
positions required  weekly;  three  long  term  papers. 
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7.  General  Survey  of  English  Literature  {One  Major).  Lectures  on  the  history 
of  English  literature  from  Chaucer  to  Burns;  a  study  of  the  works  of  the  rep- 
resentative authors. 

8.  Advanced  Rhetoric  and  Composition  {One  Major).  A  course  in  practical 
composition;  special  attention  is  given  to  individual  corrections  and  style  and 
to  the  study  of  the  essay  as  a  literary  form.     Prerequisite,  English  6. 

9.  General  Survey  of  English  Literature  {One  Major).  Lectures  on  the  history 
of  English  literature  from  Wordsworth  to  Stevenson;  a  study  of  the  works  of 
representative  authors. 

10.  Current  Literature  {One  Major).  A  survey  of  the  literary  tendencies  of 
the  day;  a  study  of  the  representative  works  of  the  chief  essayists,  novelists, 
poets,  and  dramatists.     Short  critical  themes  on  the  authors  studied. 


MODERN  LANGUAGE 

The  Modern  Language  Department  aims  (1)  to  give  a  clear  and  intelligent 
pronunciation;  (2)  to  enable  the  student  to  read  easily  and  accurately,  without 
translation,  prose  of  ordinary  difficulty;  (3)  to  give  facility  in  reproducing  English 
text  idiomatically;  (4)  to  lay  the  foundation  for  appreciation  of  modern  and 
classic  German  and  French  literature. 

French 

1.  In  this  course,  stress  is  laid  upon  pronunciation,  verbs,  and  the  principles 
of  grammar.  Reading  of  easy  prose,  frequent  dictation,  memorizing  French 
and  practice  in  conversation  aid  the  student  in  understanding  both  written 
and  spoken  French. 

Fraser  &  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Talbot,  Le  Francais  et  sa  Patrie;  Labiche 
et  Martin,  Le  Voyage  de  Monsieur  Perrichon. 

2.  The  study  of  grammar  is  continued  with  more  advanced  composition. 
Some  of  the  works  of  modern  authors,  as  well  as  some  of  the  classic  dramas  of 
the  seventeenth  century  are  read.  Sight-reading,  conversational  practice 
with  attention  to  modern  French  idiom,  dictation,  and  memorizing  of  French 
form  an  important  part  of  the  course. 

Fraser  and  Squair,  French  Grammar;  Koren,  French  Composition;  Bowen, 
Scientific  Reader;  Feval,  La  Fee  des  Greves;  Erckmann-Chatrian,  Madame  Therese 
(read  out  of  class) ;  Hugo,  La  Chute;  Pailleron,  Le  Monde  ou  V  on  s'  ennuie;  Feuillet, 
Le  Roman  d'  unjeune  homme  pauvre  (read  out  of  class) ;  Sand,  La  Mare  au  Viable; 
Moliere,  Le  Bourgeois  Gentilhomme;  Claretie,  Pierrille  (read  out  of  class). 

3.  The  work  includes  the  reading  of  French  in  historical  and  dramatic 
form  and  also  in  verse.  Abundant  translation  of  connected  paragraphs  into 
French  and  direct  free  composition  in  the  form  of  abstracts  are  required.  Ability 
to  speak  correctly  in  French  upon  simple  topics  is  considered  an  important 
result  to  be  obtained. 

Francois,  Advanced  French  Prose  Composition;  Lamartine,  Scenes  de  la 
Revolution  Francaise  (read  out  of  class);  Balzac,  Le  Cure  de  Tours;  Lamartine, 
Meditations;  Sandeau,  Mile  de  la  Seigliere;  About,  Le  Roi  des  Montagnes  (read 
out  of  class);  Scribe  et  Legouve,  Bataille  de  Dames;  Moilere,  VAvare;  Bazin, 
Les  Oberle  (read  out  of  class) ;  Dumas,  La  Tulipe  Noire  (read  out  of  class) ;  Cor- 
neille,  Le  Cid;  Racine,  Andromaque. 

4.  Continued  work  in  advanced  composition  and  drill  in  the  spoken  idiom. 
Works  of  prose  and  drama  of  the  leading  modern  authors  in  the  Romantic  and 
Naturalistic  schools  will  be  read.     Occasional  lectures  will  be  given  in  French 
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and  short  stories  will  be  used  for  conversation  in  French.     Works  of  Hugo, 
Musset,  Vigny,  Daudet,  Maupassant,  Bazin,  Rostand,  etc. 

Spanish 
1.  In  this  course  stress  is  laid  on  pronunciation  and  the  modern  idiom.     A 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  verb  and  a  wide  and  useful  vocabulary  is  the  main 
aim  of  the  course  together  with  thorough  drill  in  the  spoken  idion.     Hills  and 
Ford,  Spanish  Grammar;  De  Vitis,  Spanish  Reader;  Galdos,  Y^ariancla. 

German 

1.  The  special  purpose  of  this  course  is  the  acquisition  of  a  large  vocabulary 
and  of  such  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  enable  the  student  to  read  at  sight 
easy  German  prose.  The  texts  read  form  the  basis  of  a  thorough  drill  in  in- 
flection, use  of  particles,  the  modal  auxiliaries,  the  subjunctive  mode  and  the 
simpler  idioms. 

Spanhoofd,  Elementarbuch  der  deutschen  Sprache;  Bacon,  Vorwarts;  Storm, 
Immensee  {Three  Majors). 

2.  Review  of  elementary  grammar,  study  of  more  advanced  grammar,  prose 
composition  and  sight-reading.  Frequent  practice  in  conversation  and  in 
"freie  Reproduktion"  familiarize  the  student  with  much  colloquial  German. 
In  the  spring  quarter  scientific  reading  is  offered.  Thomas,  Practical  German 
Grammar,  Part  I;  Bernhardt,  German  Composition.  The  texts  read  are  the 
following  or  equivalents:  Moser,  Der  Bibliothekar ;  Schiller,  Wilhelm  Tell;  Storm, 
Pole  Poppenspaler;  selections  from  Wallentin,  Grundzuge  der  Naturlehre. 

3.  The  essential  features  of  the  student's  work  in  this  course  are  constant 
practice  in  oral  and  written  expression  with  a  widening  range  of  syntax  and 
idiom,  sight  translation,  a  systematic  review  of  grammar.  Jagemann,  German 
Syntax;  Whitney  &  Stroebe,  Easy  German  Composition;  Bishop  and  McKinlay, 
Deutsche  Grammatik.  The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  equivalents:  Fulda, 
Das  verlorene  Paradies;  Carl  Shurz,  Lebenserinnerungen;  Sudermann,  Frau 
Sorge  {Three  Majors). 

4.  This  course  aims  to  extend  the  student's  acquaintance  with  the  best 
modern  prose,  as  well  as  with  the  literary  movements  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

It  includes  the  reading  of  several  of  the  dramas  and  poems  of  Lessing,  Goethe, 
Schiller,  and  Grillparzer,  with  study  of  their  lives.  Some  of  the  representative 
works  of  important  authors  of  the  modern  period  as  Hauptmann  and  Suder- 
mann are  read  out  of  class.  One  such  contemporary  work  is  completed  every 
quarter.  The  texts  read  are  the  following  or  their  equivalents:  Lessing,  Nathan 
der  Weise;  Schiller,  Maria  Stuart,  Wallensteins  Tod;  Goethe,  selections  from 
Dichtung  und  Wahrheit,  Gotz  von  Berlichingen,  Hermann  and  Dorothea,  Iphigenie; 
Grillparzer,  Der  Traum  ein  Leben.  During  the  year  an  outline  of  the  history  of 
German  Literature  is  studied;  Stroebe  and  Whitney,  Geschichte  der  deutschen 
Liter atur  {Three  Majors).     Prerequisite,  Course  3. 

In  Courses  2,  3,  4,  German  is  the  language  of  the  classroom. 

Note — Courses  in  German  will  be  given  in  1920-21  only  if  demand  warrants. 


HISTORY 

This  department  aims  (1)  to  create  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  study  of 
history;  (2)  to  lay  a  broad  foundation  concerning  the  great  facts,  persons  and 
ideas  of  history ;  (3)  to  stimulate  the  student  to  investigate  special  topics  and  to 
form  independent  judgments,  thus  preparing  for  the  higher  forms  of  historical 
research. 
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Academy 

3.  Greek  History  {One  Major). 

4.  Roman  History  (One  Major). 

From  the  earliest  times  to  the  expansion  of  the  Franks.  Influence  of  the 
ancient  classical  civilization  and  institutions  upon  succeeding  epochs  of  history. 
Causes  leading  to  the  transition  to  the  medieval  age. 

College 

5-6.  European  History  (Two  Majors).  Following  a  rapid  review  of  the 
changes  during  the  Teutonic  invasion  of  the  Empire,  the  course  traces  the 
development  of  European  history  from  the  reorganization  of  the  Empire  by 
Charles  the  Great  to  modern  times.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  connection  between 
past  and  present,  and  on  the  more  important  questions  and  tendencies  of  today. 
Prerequisite,  Course  4. 

7.  Topics  in  the  Constitutional  History  of  the  United  States  (One   Major). 
This  course  gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  do  advanced  work  in  the  con- 
stitutional history  of  the  United  States  and  in  allied  topics. 

Note — A  valuable  collection  of  public  documents  affords  special  facilities 
for  the  work  of  this  course. 

8.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  advanced  course 
in  the  study  of  economic  principles,  as  illustrated  in  the  development  of  the 
United  States. 

9.  History  of  the  United  States  (One  Major).  An  introductory  course  with 
special  reference  to  our  industrial  development.  It  includes  some  study  of 
Commercial  Geography. 

10.  Modern  History  (One  Major).  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  trace 
rapidly  the  main  lines  of  national  development  in  order  to  prepare  the  way  for 
an  intelligent  discussion  of  current  events  and  problems.  (Summer  session 
only). 

11.  Social  Science  (One  Major).  A  study  of  social  problems,  such  as  capital 
and  labor,  income,  land,  production,  poverty,  health,  crime,  the  new  social 
spirit,  reconstruction  problems,  etc. 


LATIN 

The  Department  gives  instruction  in  preparatory  Latin  covering  the  work 
usually  found  in  the  last  two  years  of  High  Schools.  One  year  (daily)  in  College 
is  offered.  A  Department  Library  of  carefully  selected  works,  including  all 
necessary  books  of  reference,  is  at  the  student's  disposal.  Photographs  and 
lantern  slides  are  used  to  illustrate  the  work  of  this  Department. 

Academy 

3.  Vergil  (Three  Majors). 

4.  Cicero,  Orations;  Prose  Composition  (Two  Majors). 

College 

5.  (a)  Cicero,  De  Senectute;  Terence,  Phormino  (One  Major). 

(b)  Livy,  Book  I  or  XXI  (One  Major). 

(c)  Horace,  Odes  (One  Major). 
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INDUSTRIAL  TEACHER  TRAINING  and 
VOCATIONAL  COURSES 

AUTOMOBILE 

This  department  offers  trade  courses  in  Automobile  work  and  also  in  farm 
tractors.     Complete  details  for  both  lines  of  work  are  given  in  special  bulletins. 

/.  Mechanism  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  assembly  and  dis- 
assembly of  automobile  parts  to  familiarize  students  with  names,  functions  and 
relation  of  parts,  such  as  axles,  transmissions  and  motors.  Lectures  and  labora- 
tory work. 

2.  Engine  Laboratory  (One  Major).  A  detailed  study  of  engine  principles, 
valve  timing,  fitting  of  rings,  bearings,  and  complete  disassembling  and  as- 
sembling of  standard  types  of  automobile  engines.     Lectures  and  laboratory. 

3.  Vulcanizing  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of  the  various 
tools  and  materials  used  in  the  commercial  repair  of  casings  and  tubes,  as  well 
as  the  construction  of  various  standard  casings  to  guide  in  the  repair  of  blow- 
outs, rim  cuts,  and  retreading;  (b)  regular  commercial  repair  shop  work. 

4.  Electricity  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  a  study  of  ignition, 
lighting  and  starting  wiring  systems  and  their  installation  in  several  standard 
systems  on  cars,  (b)  repair  of  all  kinds  of  ignition,  lighting  and  starting  systems 
with  special  stress  laid  on  storage  batteries. 

5.  Garage  (Two  Majors).  A  study  of  standard  processes  of  garage  auto- 
mobile repair  and  testing  work  in  all  its  phases.  Practical  garage  experience  in 
overhauling  and  repairing  cars. 

6.  Tractor  (One  Major).  This  is  a  laboratory  course,  covering  the  operation 
maintenance  and  repair  of  various  types  of  tractors.  It  includes  a  detailed 
study  of  tractor  engines,  valve  timing  and  location  and  remedy  of  troubles. 

DESIGN  AND  CRAFT  WORK 

3.  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  for  Home  Economics  students  consists 
of  problems  in  (a)  theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design.  Problems  in  design 
centering  upon  needle  work  and  household  decorations.  Instruction  is  given 
n  tooled  leather  work.  Prerequisite:  Elementray  courses  in  Freehand  Draw- 
ing and  Design. 

4.  Theory  of  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  consists  of  problems  in  (a) 
theory  of  color,  (b)  theory  of  design,  (c)  applied  design.  Problems  centering 
around  woodwork,  metalwork,  and  clay  modeling,  suitable  for  grammar  grade 
and  high  school  work.  Instruction  given  in  tooled  leather  work.  Prerequisite: 
Freehand  Drawing  2. 

5.  Perspective  and  Interior  Decoration  (One  Major).  This  course  consists 
of  problems  in  mechanical  perspective,  and  interior  decoration.  Prerequisite 
Design  4. 

6.  Elementary  Industrial  Art  (One  Major).  Problems  suitable  for  the  grades 
in  the  following  subjects:  Design  and  Color,  Commercial  Design,  Costume 
Design,  Interior  Decoration,  Domestic  Art,  Constructive  Design.  Text:  Snow 
and  Froelich,  Industrial  Art  Text  Books. 

7.  Costume  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  is  planned  for  teachers  of 
upper  grade  and  high  school  work.  It  presents  the  fundamental  principles 
in  the  art  of  costume  design.     It  discusses  the  relation  of  dress  to  the  individual 
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and  suitability  of  materials.     The  technical  work  includes  sufficient  practice 
in  drawing  and  color  for  the  expression  of  ideas. 

8.  Bookbinding  and  Claywork  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  (a)  book- 
binding and  (b)  claywork.  The  problems  given  are  such  as  may  be  used  with 
profit  in  the  elementary  schools. 

9.  Woodwork  Design  (One  Major).  This  course  builds  upon  knowledge 
gained  in  several  previous  courses,  and  gives  experience  in  designing  for  wood 
working.  Special  attention  is  given  to  objects  suitable  for  school  problems. 
Prerequisite:  Woodwork  2,  3,  4;  Mechanical  Drawing  5;  Design  4. 

10.  Furniture  Design  (One  Major).  A  course  giving  opportunity  to  design 
harmonious  groups  of  furniture  and  room  interiors  in  connection  with  an  analy- 
tical study  of  period  furniture.  In  general  this  course  is  limited  to  students 
who  have  done  exceptionally  good  work  in  Woodwork  Design  9.  In  any  case  a 
student  must  gain  permission  of  the  instructor  before  registering  for  this  course. 


EDUCATION 

Courses  offered  in  this  department  are  intended  for  prospective  teachers: 
(1)  Manual  Training,  (2)  Home  Economics,  (3)  Academic  subjects  in  grades 
or  high  schools. 

1.  Psychology  (One  Major).  A  course  in  general  psychology  given  with 
special  reference  to  education  and  teaching.  Discussions,  reading  and  written 
work.  Text:  Thorndike,  Elements  of  Psychology.  Prerequisite:  Graduation 
from  the  Academy  or  a  four-year  high  school. 

3.  History  of  Education  (One  Major).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  discover 
causes  and  trace  out  important  courses  of  educational  development  in  the  past 
as  a  basis  for  the  study  of  present  educational  problems.  Text:  Monroe,  A  Text- 
book in  the  History  of  Education.    Prerequisite:  Same  as  for  Psychology. 

4.  History  of  the  Manual  Arts  in  Education  (One  Major).  This  course  covers 
(a)  a  brief  review  of  the  educational  theory  and  practice  of  Pestalozzi,  Froebel 
and  other  educational  reformers  (b)  educational  handwork  in  European  countries 
(c)  the  development  of  manual  training,  art  instruction  and  industrial  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  the  United  States,  (d)  present  problems  relating  to 
the  manual  arts  in  both  general  and  vocational  education.  Lectures,  discussions, 
reading  and  written  work.     Prerequisite:  Education  1,  3. 

5.  Equipments  (One  Major).  A  study  of  the  considerations  affecting  the 
selection,  arrangement  and  installation  of  equipment  including  (a)  needs  of 
different  types  of  schools  (b)  what  to  avoid  or  favor  in  equipments,  (c)  economic 
and  engineering  problems  arising,  (d)  detail  plans  of  installations  to  meet  given 
conditions,  (e)  specifications  for  purchase  and  installation.  Lectures,  dis- 
cussions, reading,  written  work  and  drafting.  Prerequisite:  Wood  2,  Mechanical 
Drawing  2,  Education  4. 

6.  General  Methods  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  principles  of  teaching 
together  with  their  application  to  methods  of  procedure  in  teaching  the  common 
branches  in  elementary  schools.  Lectures,  recitations,  library  and  written 
work.  Text:  Strayer  and  Norsworthy,  How  to  Teach.  Prerequisite:  Educa- 
tion 1,  3. 

7.  Teaching  Manual  Arts  (One  Major).  In  this  course,  (a)  the  principles 
of  teaching  are  presented  with  special  reference  to  the  manual  arts,  (b)  methods 
of  teaching  are  considered,  (c)  and  typical  lessons  observed  and  discussed. 
Lectures,  discussions,  reading,  written  work.  Text:  Griffith,  "Teaching  Manual 
Artsy     Prerequisite:  Education  1,  3. 
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8.  Teaching  Elementary  Art  {One  Major).  A  course  for  prospective  teachers, 
including  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of  teaching  freehand  drawing,  design 
and  elementary  manual  arts  in  the  elementary  school.  Prerequisite:  Me- 
chanical Drawing  2,  Freehand  Drawing  2  or  equivalent. 

9.  Teaching  Mechanical  Drawing  {One  Major).  This  is  essentially  a  course 
in  methods  of  teaching  mechanical  drawing,  but  includes  a  review  of  elementary 
mechanical  drawing  with  special  reference  to  technique,  working  drawings, 
principles  of  projection,  and  lettering.  Prerequisite:  Mechanical  Drawing  2, 
3;  Education  1. 

10.  Teaching  Woodworking  {One  Major).  A  comprehensive  course  in  methods 
of  teaching  woodworking.  Students  arrange  demonstration  material,  give 
demonstrations  before  the  class  and  prepare  tracings  for  a  course  of  study. 
Text:  Griffith,  Correlated  Courses,  and  assigned  reference  reading.  Prerequisite: 
Woodwork  2,  3,  4. 

11.  Observation  and  Practice  Teaching.  A  non-credit  course  required  for  all 
diplomas  and  the  degree,  except  where  evidence  of  satisfactory  teaching  ^  ex- 
perience is  presented.  Classes  are  taught  under  the  usual  school  conditions 
in  the  shops  of  the  Institute  and  the  Peoria  public  schools. 

12.  Observation  and  Practice  Supervision.  A  non-credit  course  required 
of  those  registered  for  Program  F.  Students  will  visit  assigned  classes  for 
observations,  and  make  detailed  reports.  Construction  criticism  will  be  ex- 
pected. 

13.  A  administration  of  Public  Education  {One  Major) .  A  study  of  the  problems 
of  administration  with  reference  to  city,  state  and  federal  organization.  The 
nature  and  formation  of  boards  of  control,  superintendents  and  principles  will 
be  considered,  as  well  as  the  teaching  staff,  courses  of  study,  pupils,  results, 
costs,  records,  and  sports.  Recitation,  reference  reading,  reports.  Text: 
Cubberly,  Public  School  Administration. 

14.  Supervision  of  Instruction  {One  Major).  A  course  dealing  with  fhe 
principles  of  supervision.  Courses  of  study  will  be  examined  and  schedules  tor 
teachers  and  pupils  planned.  Students  should  also  register  for  Observation 
and  Supervision.     Lectures,  library  work,  discussion. 

15.  Administration  of  the  Manual  Arts  {One  Major).  This  course  refers 
to  the  manual  arts  in  both  general  and  vocational  education.  It  is  open  to 
students  of  Senior  college  grade  only.  It  covers  (a)  administration  from  the 
standpoint  of  democracy,  (b)  selection  and  organization  of  subject  matter,  (c) 
the  school  system,  (d)  equipment  and  supplies,  (e)  business  dteails,  (f)  teachers, 
(g)  supervision.     Lectures,  discussions,  reference  reading  and  written  work. 

16.  Vocational  Education  and  Guidance  {One  Major).  This  course  deals 
with  present  day  problems  in  vocational  education  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
supervisor  and  special  teacher  of  technical  subjects.  It  includes  a  study  of 
apprenticeship,  and  the  factory  system,  continuation  schools,  part-time  co- 
operative schools,  corporation  schools,  all-day  trade  schools,  elementary  in- 
dustrial schools,  vocational  guidance  and  the  economic  and  social  necessity 
for  vocational  education.  The  work  of  the  course  consists  of  reference  readings 
oral  reports,  written  papers,  and  discussions.     Prerequisite:  Education  1,  3. 

17.  Thesis.  A  non-credit  requirement  for  all  diplomas  and  degrees.  Speci- 
fications concerning  these  furnished  on  request. 
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FREEHAND  DRAWING  AND  PAINTING 

2.  Principles  of  Representation  {One  Major).  This  course  is  designed  to 
give  training  of  special  value  to  manual  training  instructors,  and  includes  (a) 
type  solids,  (b)  furniture,  (c)  memory  drawing,  (d)  perspectives  from  working 
drawings,  (e)  pen-and-ink  rendering,  (f)  blackboard  drawing.  Lectures,  dis- 
cussions, reference  reading,  written  work. 

3.  Line  Drawing  {One  Major).  Pencil,  brush  and  ink  with  emphasis  upon 
different  characteristics  of  form  and  texture  as  represented  in  outline,  principles 
of  perspective.     Lectures  and  studio. 

4.  Light  and  Shade  {One  Major).  A  study  of  the  principles  of  illumina- 
tion. Mediums:  brush-and-ink,  pen-and-ink,  pencil  and  charcoal.  Lectures, 
reference  reading,  discussions. 

5.  Antique  Drawing  {One  Major).  Charcoal  drawing  from  architectural 
ornament  and  statuary  casts.     Study  of  the  human  figure.     Lectures  and  studio. 

6.  Advanced  Drawing  and  Painting  {Three  Majors).  Drawing  and  painting 
from  life,  draped  and  costumed  models.  Lectures  and  studio.  In  the  spring 
quarter  this  course  will  include  landscape  sketching  in  black  and  white  and  in 
color. 

7.  Commercial  Art  {One  Major).  A  study  of  the  underlying  principles  and 
special  mediums  and  methods  of  drawing  and  painting  in  the  field  of  advertis- 
ing. The  course  includes  the  principles  of  lettering,  black-and-white  work 
for  newspaper  or  magazine,  posters  and  other  designs  in  color.  Lectures  and 
studio. 

MECHANICAL,  ARCHITECTURAL  AND  MACHINE 

DRAWING 

Students  owning  drawing  instruments  should  bring  them.  The  Institute 
has  a  limited  number  of  sets  to  let  out  on  deposits  ranging  from  $5.00  to  $20.00, 
which  must  be  paid  in  advance.  Drafting  boards  and  T-squares  are  furnished 
by  the  Institute. 

1.  Mechanical  Drawing  {One  or  Two  Majors).  A  vocational  course  for 
students  with  no  drawing  experience.  Text:  Bennett,  Problems  in  Mechanical 
Drawing. 

2.  Mechanical  Drawing  {One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  thoro  grounding 
in  freehand  lettering  and  sketching  and  the  use  of  drawing  instruments  in  geo- 
metrical construction  and  working  drawings.  Attention  is  given  to  plane 
sections,  intersection  and  developments.  An  examination  will  be  held  the  first 
day  to  determine  elegibility  to  advanced  standing.  Students  should  bring 
their  drawing  plates  for  inspection.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical  Drawing  1,  or 
equivalent. 

3.  Mechanical  Drawing  {One  Major).  A  course  for  Teacher  Training  students 
in  freehand  lettering,  orthographic,  cabinet  and  isometric  projection;  advanced 
work  in  intersections  and  developments.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  principles 
involved  and  good  technique.     Prerequisite,   Mechanical  Drawing  2. 

4.  Automobile  Drawing  {One  Major).  For  automobile  students.  Free- 
hand sketching  and  use  of  instruments  in  drawing  parts  of  the  automobile, 
blue  print  reading.  This  course  is  preparatory  to  motor  construction  in  the 
machine  shop. 

5.  Architectural  Drafting  {One  Major).  A  first  course  in  the  subject  giving 
(a)  method  of  representation,  symbols  and  conventions,  tracing,  lettering  and 
dimensioning,    (b)   architectural  design  consisting  chiefly  of  residence  design

and  will  include  complete  sets  of  working  drawings,  plans,  elevations,  sections, 
also  specifications.     Prerequisite:  Mechanical  Drawing  2. 

6.  Architectural  Detail  {One  Major).  In  this  course  typical  details  are  given 
covering  all  the  standard  forms  of  construction  in  frame,  masonry,  and  fire- 
proof buildings.  Special  problems  may  be  worked  up  to  correlate  with  courses 
in  house  carpentry.     Prerequisite:  Architectural  Drawing  5. 

7.  Architectural  Perspective  {One  Major).  This  course  consists  of  a  complete 
and  thorough  drill  in  both  one  and  two  point  perspective,  and  pen  and  ink 
rendering.  Problems  are  given  in  the  exterior  perspective  of  houses.  Shadows 
are  cast  and  building  and  background  are  drawn  and  rendered  in  pen-and-ink. 
Prerequisite:  Architectural  Drawing  5. 

8.  Advanced  Architectural  Drawing  {One  Major).  A  course  designed  for 
students  desiring  a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
architectural  design.  A  study  of  the  elements  of  architecture,  the  classic  orders 
and  their  application  to  such  problems  as  libraries  or  bank  buildings.  Pre- 
requisite, Architectural  Drawing  5,  6,  7. 

9.  History  of  Architecture  {One  Major).  A  course  tracing  the  development 
of  the  art  of  building  through  the  stages  of  evolution  from  primitive  to  modern 
times.     Lectures,  recitations  and  assigned  library  work. 

10.  House  Construction,  Sanitation  and  Decoration  {One  Major).  A  course 
for  Home  Economics  students  including  (a)  lectures  on  planning  with  reference 
to  convenience,  cost,  site,  cellar,  foundation,  materials,  framing,  finish,  plumb- 
ing, heating,  lighting,  furnishing,  decoration;  (b)  planning  a  house  to  meet 
given  conditions;  (c)  making  set  of  working  drawings,  including  floor  plans, 
elevations,  details. 

12.  Descriptive  Geometry  {Two  Majors).  The  Winter  term  aims  to  develop 
the  habit  of  analytic  thinking  by  dealing  with  the  spatial  relations  of  points, 
lines  and  planes.  The  Spring  term  involves  a  consideration  of  surfaces  and 
solids  and  their  relation  to  points,  lines  and  planes,  and  to  each  other.  This 
embraces  intersections,  developments,  shades,  shadows  and  perspective.  Text: 
Miller,  Descriptive  Geometry.  Prerequisite,  Mechanical  Drawing  2  and  Plane 
Geometry  for  Winter  term.     Also  Solid  Geometry  for  Spring  term. 

13.  Machine  Design  {Two  Majors).  This  course  includes  making  drawings 
of  standard  machine  parts,  making  sketches  and  drawings  from  machines,  and 
assembly  drawings  from  working  drawings,  and  instruction  in  the  use  of  the 
slide  rule.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  machine  construction,  including 
calculations  for  proportioning  and  designs  of  bolts,  keys,  journals,  bearings, 
couplings,  feed  screws,  gears  and  cams,  with  a  study  of  tooth  forms.  The  course 
aims  to  prepare  students  for  further  work  in  engineering  schools.  Text:  Leut- 
wiler,  Machine  Design.  Prerequisite  or  parallel:  Mechanical  Drawing  2,  Wood- 
work 6  and  Metal  work  7,  Physics  2. 

14.  Machine  Drafting  {Three  Majors).  A  vocational  course  placing  emphasis 
upon  technique,  speed  and  accuracy  in  the  making  of  drawings  in  harmony 
with  standard  drafting  room  practice.  This  course  supplements  Course  13 
and  is  very  flexible  in  the  matter  of  actual  problems  undertaken  in  order  to  be 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  individual  students.  The  use  of  catalogue  studies  and 
technical  references  is  encouraged  to  aid  in  practical  drafting  work  in  machine 
design,  automobile  motor  design,  and  installation  plans.  Students  may  receive 
a  special  draftsman's  certificate  upon  completion  of  the  work  in  the  Vocational 
Group  and  upon  attainment  of  the  required  proficiency  in  drafting.  Students 
registering  for  the  first  major  should  provide  calipers  and  a  6-inch  steel  sacle. 
Prerequisite:  Mechanical  Drawing  2. 
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15.  Electrical  Drafting  (Two  Majors).  For  students  in  the  Vocational  Elec- 
trical course.  One  major  in  the  use  of  instruments  and  architectural  details. 
One  major  in  machine  details  and  wiring  diagrams. 

METAL  WORKING 

1.  Metalworking  (One  Major).  A  course  for  prospective  industrial  teachers. 
The  work  includes  making  of  projects  in  iron  and  steel  by  such  processes  as 
filing,  drilling,  turning  and  polishing,  executed  with  hand  tools  on  the  bench  or  a 
speed  lathe. 

2.  Forging  (One  Major).  This  course  includes  instruction  in  building  and 
handling  the  forge  fire;  in  the  use  of  the  hammer,  anvil,  tongs  and  the  other  tools 
of  the  forge  shop;  and  the  forging  and  welding  of  iron  and  steel.  It  also  in- 
cludes forging,  hardening  and  tempering  tools. 

3.  Sheet  Metal  Work  (One  Major).  Drawing  patterns  for  and  making  the 
common  tinsmithing  problems  in  pipe  joining,  architectural  and  ornamental 
work,  and  vessel  construction. 

4.  Art  Metal  (One  Major).  Designing  and  making  a  variety  of  projects 
by  the  various  processes  of  sawing,  hammering,  raising,  etching  and  coloring 
copper,  brass  and  other  softer  metals. 

5.  Foundry  Practice  (One  Major).  This  course  gives  a  working  knowledge 
of  the  processes  of  making  molds,  core  making,  and  the  care  and  use  of  a  brass 
furnace. 

6.  Machine  Shop  (Three  Majors).  This  is  a  beginning  course  which  in- 
cludes filing  and  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  making  projects  to  familiarize  the 
student  with  the  use  of  tools  and  to  get  the  required  degree  of  accuracy.  The 
work  of  the  second  and  third  quarters  consists  of  machine  construction  and  tool 
making. 

7.  Machine  Shop  (Six  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students  wishing  to  be- 
come machinists  and  draftsmen.  It  is  planned  to  familiarize  the  student  thoroly 
with  the  use  of  machine  tools  in  machine  construction,  design,  and  tool  and 
jig  making.  The  time  required  to  complete  this  course  depends  on  the  adapt- 
ability of  the  student.  From  two  to  six  hours  daily.  Prerequisite:  Metal 
Work  6. 

8.  Machine  Shop  (Two  Majors).  This  course  is  for  students  taking  the 
Automobile  course,  and  includes  the  building  of  automobile  engines  and  the 
making  of  parts  in  the  repair  of  autos.     Prerequisite:  One  term  of  6. 

9.  Auto  Forging  (One  Major).  A  special  course  for  automobile  students 
giving  the  elements  of  forging  and  leading  into  the  making  of  regular  and  special 
tools  for  use  in  garage  work  as  well  as  the  repairs  for  cars  overhauled  in  the 
garage. 

10.  Brazing  (One  Major).  A  course  for  automobile  students  giving  (a)  use 
of  the  oxy-acetylene  torch  for  cutting  and  brazing  of  light  and  heavy  automobile 
castings,  (b)  radiator  repair  work. 

11.  Advanced  Forging  (One  Major).  A  course  in  the  more  difficult  work 
involved  in  tool  forging,  welding,  use  of  power  hammer,  and  practical  repair 
problems. 

12.  Jigs  and  Fixtures  (One  Major).  A  specialized  course  in  Machine  Shop 
practice  dealing  with  the  production  of  articles  by  modern  methods.  Students 
will  design,  make  and  use  necessary  jigs  and  fixtures. 

13.  Millwrighting  (One  Major).  A  study  of  layouts  for  machinery  installa- 
tion, including  floor  plans,  pulleys,  shafting  and  belting  for  typical  machine 
shops.  The  practical  work  will  consist  of  taking  down  and  putting  up  shafting, 
relining  a  shaft,  placing  of  pulleys  and  countershafts,  and  setting  machines.

WOODWORKING 

2.  Wood  Technology  {One  Major).  Fundamental  woodworking  processes, 
and  the  proper  care  and  use  of  tools  are  taught.  A  study  is  made  of  the  char- 
acter of  woods,  tree  identification  and  related  materials  used  in  woodworking. 
Text:  Noyes,  Handwork  in  Wood. 

3.  Wood  Finishing  and  Upholstery  {One  Major),  (a)  Instruction  in  the 
mechanical  preparation  of  wood  before  staining,  the  preparation,  use  and  ap- 
plication of  stains,  fillers  and  surface  or  finishing  coats  such  as  wax,  oil,  shellac 
and  varnish,  including  French  polishing  and  rubbed  varnishes.  Wood  samples 
and  larger  projects  are  finished,  (b)  In  upholstery  the  making  of  plain  and 
spring  seats  will  be  taught,  including  a  study  of  webbing,  burlap,  springs,  stuffing, 
and  covers,  also  the  use  of  reed  in  caning. 

4.  Wood-Turning  {One  Major).  This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  historical 
development  of  the  lathe,  thorough  drill  in  the  cutting  action  of  turning  tools 
and  methods  of  holding  them;  projects  in  spindle,  face  plate,  chuck  and  mandrel 
turning,  finishing  and  polishing. 

5.  Carpentry  {One  Major).  A  course  in  planning,  designing  and  erecting 
buildings  such  as  garages,  or  small  houses,  including  the  making,  in  the  mill 
shop  of  doors,  frames,  sash  and  interior  trim  for  the  building  to  be  erected. 
Emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  (a)  training  in  the  use  and  care  of  carpentry 
tools,  (b)  saw  filing  and  chisel  grinding,  (c)  figuring  board  measure,  and  making 
estimates  on  labor  and  material,  (d)  methods  of  constructing  frame  buildings 
and  applying  interior  trim,  (e)  names  and  methods  of  applying  builders'  hard- 
ware, (f)  stairwork,  (g)  roof  construction. 

6.  Elementary  Patternmaking  {One  Major).  A  beginning  course  giving  the 
fundamentals  of  patternmaking.  Patterns  are  made  involving  the  following 
patternmakers'  allowances:  draft,  finish,  shrinkage,  warp  and  shake.  Emphasis 
is  placed  on  proper  procedure  and  accurate  workmanship. 

7.  Woodworking  Machinery  {Four  Majors).  In  this  course  emphasis  is 
placed  on  practical  work  with  machinery.  The  shop  is  equipped  with  cut-off 
saw,  four  circular  saws,  band-saw,  two  jointers,  two  planers,  hollow-chisel 
mortiser,  boring  machine,  shaper,  belt  sander,  tenoning  machine,  and  glue 
facilities.  The  shop  is  organized  as  producing  factory  with  cost  system.  In- 
struction is  given  through  demonstrations  and  practical  work.  Students  are 
taught  band-saw  brazing,  setting  and  filing,  care  of  circular  saw  and  practice 
in  gumming,  setting,  swedging,  jointing  and  filing.  From  two  to  six  hours  a 
day.     Prerequisite,  Wood  2,  3,  4. 

8.  Woodworking  Machinery  {Four  Majors).  This  is  a  continuation  of  Course 
7.  In  this  course  students  get  some  experience  as  foremen,  and  during  the 
spring  quarter  are  given  work  in  methods  of  teaching  woodworking  in  secondary 
and  vocational  schools.     Prerequisite,  Woodwork  7. 

9.  Advanced  Patternmaking  {One  Major).  Patterns  are  made  for  the  fol- 
lowing kinds  of  castings:  pipe  fittings,  pulleys,  valves  and  gear  wheels.  Follow 
board  mounts  are  made  as  well  as  special  patterns  required  in  the  Machine 
Shop. 

10.  Furniture  Making  {One  Major).  A  study  of  furniture  making  emphasiz- 
ing principles  of  good  construction,  involving  processes  and  proportion  of  parts, 
including  the  application  of  paneling,  inlaying  and  turning  as  decorative  features. 
Students  execute  a  design  made  in  Woodwork  Design  9.  Prerequisite,  Wood- 
work 2,  3,  4. 
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MATHEMATICS 

The  Department  aims  to  present  Mathematics  from  two  points  of  view: 
As  a  method  of  science,  as  a  highly  developed  system  of  rigorous  thinking.  It 
seeks  to  lead  the  pupil  to  some  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  realm 
of  elementary  mathematics,  to  give  him  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  why  and 
how  results  have  been  obtained  and  to  show  how  they  may  be  used  in  science 
and  in  engineering  and  to  aid  him  to  acquire  the  ability  to  use  mathematical 
ideas  and  methods. 

The  class-rooms  are  provided  with  models,  drawing  instruments,  colored 
crayons  and  other  devices  that  are  needed  for  successful  work.  A  library  suffi- 
cient for  the  needs  of  student  or  teacher  is  always  at  their  service. 

Academy 

3.  Solid  Geometry  {One  Major).  The  more  essential  theorems  are  given. 
Attention  is  paid  to  practical  mensuration  and  to  the  degree  of  precision  that 
can  be  obtained  from  given  data.  Prerequisite,  One  year  of  Algebra,  one  year 
of  Plane  Geometry. 

4.  Algebra  {One  Major).  This  course  completes  the  work  of  elementary 
algebra,  reviewing  the  work  of  the  first  course  and  including  such  topics  as 
theory  of  exponents  and  radicals,  solution  of  systems  of  equations,  logarithms, 
inequalities  and  progressions.  Mastery  of  the  ideas  and  processes  of  elementary 
algebra  is  insisted  upon.  All  students  who  intend  to  pursue  college  courses 
involving  the  use  of  mathematics,  must  take  this  course.  Prerequisite,  One 
year  of  Plane  Geometry. 

College 

5.  Plane  Trigonometry  {One  Major).  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  accuracy  of 
computation  and  the  ability  to  handle  the  formulae  in  the  transformation  of 
functions  and  the  solution  of  trigonometric  equations. 

7.  Mathematics  {Three  Majors).  This  course  takes  up  topics  usually  given 
in  courses  in  College  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry  and  Calculus, 
and  treats  them  in  a  consecutive  and  homogenous  manner.  The  more  element- 
ary and  simpler  portions  of  these  subjects  are  considered,  leaving  the  more 
complicated  parts  until  the  following  year.     Prerequisites,  Mathematics  3  and  4 . 

8.  Mathematics  {Three  Majors).  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Course  7, 
and  includes  Algebra,  Analytic  Geometry,  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus 
and  Differential  Equations  and  their  application  to  physical  and  mechanical 
problems.     Prerequisite,  Mathematics  7. 

9.  Surveying  {One  Major) .  A  general  course  in  the  elements  of  Plane  Survey- 
ing. Practice  is  given  in  the  use  of  chain,  tape,  compass,  level,  transit,  stadia. 
Practical  problems  are  set  and  accurate  plots  are  made.  Prerequisite,  Math- 
ematics 5  or  7. 

10.  Analytic  Mechanics  {One  Major).  This  course  deals  with  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  mechanics  of  engineering.  It  aims  to  establish  these 
principles  and  emphasize  their  value  by  applying  them  to  numerous  engineering 
problems.  The  student  is  given  a  careful  training  in  the  use  of  mathematics  as 
applied  to  such  problems  and  in  the  use  of  engineering  data.  Prerequisite, 
the  student  must  either  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathematics  8. 

ii.  Shop  Mathematics.  A  practical  course,  covering  the  fundamentals  of 
Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry  and  Trigonometry.  Attempt  is  made  to  apply 
these  subjects  as  they  are  used  in  shop  and  laboratory  practice  of  the  various 
trades,  i.  e. : 
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iia.  (One  Major).  For  students  specializing  in  Automobile  work.  Prob- 
lems applying  to  sutomobile  construction  and  operation  are  used  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. 

I  id.  (Three  Majors).  For  Draftsmen,  Machinists,  etc.  It  embodies  a 
study  of  actual  processes  and  the  use  of  formulas  and  problems  that  are  found 
in  the  machine  shop  and  the  drafting  room. 

lie.  (Three  Majors).  For  students  taking  the  Vocational  Electrical  course. 
The  work  covers  the  same  general  field  of  mathematics.  The  problems  deal 
with  electrical  measurements,  formulas  and  calculations. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

The  Department  of  Physical  Training  has  supervision  over  all  Gymnastic 
and  Athletic  activities.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give  the  students 
such  exercises,  games  and  sports  as  will  best  create  and  maintain  a  vigorous 
physical  health.  It  endeavors  to  reach  a  large  number  of  students,  especially 
the  weak  and  undeveloped,  and  to  give  exercise  that  will  be  within  the  capacity 
of  each  student. 

The  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  equipped  in  the  state.  On  the 
ground  floor  are  to  be  found  bowling  alleys,  pool  tables,  a  swimming  pool,  showers 
and  lockers.  On  the  second  floor  besides  the  necessary  offices  are  the  gymna- 
sium for  men,  another  for  women,  club  rooms  and  a  lecture  room.  On  the  third 
floor  is  located  a  large  social  hall.  Each  gymnasium  contains  all  the  necessary- 
apparatus  and  equipment  for  systematic  physical  training. 

A  large  athletic  field  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students  and  all  Inter- 
collegiate and  Interschool  games  and  meets  are  held  here.  The  field  is  equipped 
with  two  baseball  diamonds,  a  quarter  mile  cinder  track,  jumping  and  vaulting 
pits.  Eight  tennis  courts  are  maintained  by  the  Institute,  three  on  Bradley 
Avenue  and  five  north  of  the  gymnasium. 

All  athletic  activities  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of  thoroughly  trained 
instructors. 

A  required  physical  examination  is  given  to  all  students  participating  in 
any  form  of  Athletics  or  Gymnasium  work. 

The  Institute  is  a  member  of  the  Intercollegiate  Association,  composed  of 
nineteen  colleges  in  Central  Illinois,  and  in  each  sport  a  schedule  of  games  is 
arranged  with  colleges  of  this  conference. 

COURSES  FOR  MEN 

Courses  for  men  include:  (1)  Marching,  (2)  Calisthenics,  (3)  Light  Ap- 
paratus work,  (4)  Athletics,  Military  Training. 

COURSES  FOR  WOMEN 

Elementary  Class  Work  is  given  in  Swedish  Gymnastics: 

(a)  To  awaken  a  healthful  interest  in  bodily  exercise  and  a  spirit  for  play 
through  co-operative  games. 

(b)  To  lessen  the  cerebral  circulation  after  mental  work  of  the  classroom. 

(c)  To  correct  faulty  positions  in  standing  and  walking,  as  round  shoulders, 
forward  head,  flat  chest,  and  slight  cases  of  spinal  curvature. 

Advanced  Class  Work  with  Apparatus  is  carefully  graded  so  as  to  secure 
progressive  difficulty  and  also  proper  co-ordination.  Physical  Balance  Work, 
Folk  Dancing,  Aesthetic  Dancing,  Out  Door  Sports,  Field  Hockey,  Basketball, 
Indoor  Baseball  and  Tennis. 
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PHYSICS 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  funda- 
mental laws  governing  the  physical  world;  laws  which  we  see  in  operation  every- 
day and  which  we  must  understand  thoroughly  if  we  are  to  command  and  con- 
trol natural  forces  and  their  effects.  These  forces  and  their  effects  we  may 
observe  in  electricity,  sound,  light,  heat  and  all  kinds  of  machinery.  Since 
seeing  is  the  most  convincing  argument,  the  study  of  these  laws  should  be  largely 
experimental. 

The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  suitable  for 
courses  in  elementary  and  first  year  college  physics.  The  courses  are  designed 
to  fit  one  for  graduate  work  in  the  best  universities  and  to  lay  a  good  founda- 
tion for  later  work  in  the  mechanical  and  technical  schools. 

Academy 

1.  Elementary  Physics  {Three  Majors).  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a 
thorough  knowledge  in  the  elements  of  this  fundamental  science;  to  give  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  whys  and  hows  of  common  every  day  happenings,  and 
to  train  the  mind  to  habits  of  careful  observation  and  reasonably  accurate 
decision.  The  work  covers  mechanics,  heat,  electricity,  sound  and  light.  There 
are  three  recitations  and  two  double-hour  laboratory  periods  per  week.  Pre- 
requisites, Mathematics  1  and  4. 

11.  Practical  Physics  {Two  times  per  week  throughout  the  year).  This  course 
is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  automobile  student.  It  includes  a  study  of 
the  fundamental  laws  of  mechanics,  heat  and  electricity.  Students  who  wish  to 
take  only  the  work  in  electricity  may  enter  at  the  opening  of  the  winter  quarter. 

College 

2.  Advanced  General  Physics  {Three  Majors).  This  course  offers  a  more  rigid 
test  of  the  laws  of  physics  both  experimentally  and  mathematically,  with  special 
attention,  both  in  lectures  and  laboratory,  to  the  practical  applications  of  the 
various  branches.  The  experiments,  while  they  cover  the  same  ground  as  the 
elementary  course,  are  much  more  advanced  and  give  a  working  knowledge 
for  future  study  in  science  and  engineering.  It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the 
student  have  had  or  be  taking  Mathematics  7. 

Practical  Electricity 

This  course  is  designed  to  furnish  practical  preparation  for  positions  in 
electrical  manufacturing,  power,  telephone,  testing,  and  general  repair  com- 
panies, which  require  practical  skill  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles 
of  electricity  and  its  applications.  This  course  is  primarily  intended  for  those 
students  who  find  it  impossible  to  take  a  university  course  in  electrical  engineer- 
ing and  possibly  have  never  even  completed  a  high  school  course. 

Sufficient  instruction  in  the  principles  and  theory  of  the  work  is  given  to 
enable  the  student  to  understand  thoroughly  the  principles  of  construction 
and  operation  of  all  the  types  of  electrical  machinery. 

Practical  work  in  the  laboratory  includes  experience  in  operating,  testing  and 
repairing  and  practice  in  connecting  and  making  ready  for  service  many  types 
of  electrical  machinery. 

12.  Electricity  and  Magnetism  {Three  Majors).  In  this  course  are  presented 
the  fundamental  facts  and  theories  relating  to  electricity  and  its  present  day 
applications  in  a  straight-forward  way  for  the  study  of  any  man  who  desires 
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to  acquire  a  working  knowledge  of  the  subject.  It  includes  the  calculation  of 
electromotive  forces,  current  and  power  relations;  use  and  calibration  of  com- 
mercial instruments  for  measurement  of  pressure,  current  and  power;  study  of 
types  of  construction,  characteristics,  and  operation  of  direct  current  generators; 
also  their  application  in  synchronous,  induction  and  commutator  motors,  con- 
verters and  transformers. 

This  course  is  open  to  all  students. 

13.  Electric  Wiring  (Two  Majors).  The  instruction  in  wiring  is  varied, 
extensive  and  practical.  Its  purpose  is  to  familiarize  students  with  all  kinds 
of  interior  wiring.  The  conditions  under  which  this  instruction  is  given  are 
designed  to  qualify  pupils  to  handle  commercial  work.  All  work  must  be  done 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters.  The  course  includes  making,  soldering  and  taping  joints,  kinds 
and  sizes  of  wires  for  various  classes  of  work,  installation  of  electric  bells,  an- 
nunciators, telephones,  power  and  lighting  circuits. 

This  course  is  open  to  all  students. 

14.  Electrical  Construction  (One  Major).  Instruction  is  given  in  the  prin- 
ciples relating  to  the  construction  of  electrical  apparatus.  The  student  is  taught 
to  construct,  wind  and  assemble  galvanometers,  electromagnets,  induction 
coils,  motors,  dynamos  and  transformers. 

This  course  is  open  to  all  students. 


THE  HOROLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  gives  instruction  in  watch-making,  jewelry,  engraving 
and  optics.  It  was  established  in  1886,  and  is  therefore  one  of  the  oldest  trade 
schools  in  the  United  States.  At  the  founding  of  Bradley  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute in  1897,  it  was  made  a  department  of  that  school.  A  new  building  of 
Bedford  stone  was  built  upon  the  Bradley  campus,  designed  by  the  architect  to 
meet  the  needs  of  this  department.  It  is  the  only  building  in  America  planned 
and  erected  especially  for  a  Horological  School  and  devoted  exculsively  to  that 
work.  It  is  beautiful  in  architecture,  especially  adapted  in  design  to  the  needs 
of  Horological  students,  and  equipped  with  everything  required  to  make  in- 
struction convenient  and  practical.  There  are  200  outside  or  window-lit  benches, 
and  75  inside  benches  with  room  for  a  large  increase  when  needed.  Gas  and 
electricity  are  supplied  at  every  bench.

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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Only  a  few  of  the  more  important  topics  can  be  mentioned  in  the  space 
allowed  here.     For  full  details  consult  the  special  Horological  catalogue. 

Elementary  Watchwork.  Filing  and  making  of  small  tools.  Use  of 
grinding  materials,  coloring  and  polishing;  lathe  and  escapement  work  of  all 
kinds;  thorough  training  in  all  fundamental  processes  of  watchmaking. 

Finishing.  Study  of  the  lever;  duplex  cylinder  and  chronometer  escape- 
ments; making  or  repairing  of  lost  or  broken  parts;  cutting  and  fitting  escape 
wheels;  study  of  chronographs,  repairing  watches  and  other  advanced  work; 
adjusting  in  temperature,  position  and  isochronism. 

Jewelry.  Thorough  training  in  the  gold  and  silversmith's  branch  of  the 
trade;  practical  knowledge  of  the  art  of  working  precious  metals  and  repairing 
jewelry  of  all  kinds. 

Optics.     A  short  course  in  the  practice  and  theory  of  optics. 

Clock  Work.  Repairing  all  forms  of  clocks,  including  calendar  and  French 
clocks. 

Drawing.     Theoretical  escapement;  design  of  new  work. 

Engraving.     Thorough  training  in  design  and  the  use  of  the  graver. 

Lectures.  Weekly  lectures  are  given  upon  the  theoretical  and  practical 
aspects  of  the  trade. 

Evening  Classes  are  held  for  those  who  wish  to  hasten  their  work. 

The  Library  contains  standard  works  on  Horology,  Optics,  Jewelry  and 
Engraving. 

The  Horological  School  is  open  throughout  the  year  and  students  may 
enter  at  any  date.  Instruction  is  individual.  Women  as  well  as  men  may 
take  these  courses.  A  student  who  so  desires  may  take  part  of  his  work  in 
Horology  and  a  part  in  general  education.  There  is  great  demand  for  those 
trained  at  the  Bradley  Horological  School.  Send  for  Illustrated  Catalogue 
giving  full  details. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

DIPLOMAS,  DEGREES  AND  CERTIFICATES— Diplomas  will  be 
granted  to  all  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  of  studies 
in  the  college.  On  graduates  of  the  Science  and  Engineering  Groups  the  degree 
of  Associate  in  Science  will  be  conferred;  on  graduates  of  the  Literature  Group, 
the  degree  of  Associate  in  Literature;  on  graduates  of  the  four-year  Home 
Economics  Course  or  the  four-year  Manual  Training  Course,  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred.  The  graduates  of  the  two-year  course  in 
Home  Economics  and  the  two-year  courses  in  Manual  Arts  will  receive  a  diploma; 
the  graduates  of  the  one-year  course  a  certificate.  The  academic  certificate 
will  be  given  to  students  who  creditably  complete  the  work  of  any  group  in  the 
Academy. 

To  graduate  from  the  College  the  student  must  gain  an  average  of  2^  grade 
points;  from  the  Academy  an  average  of  2. 

No  student  shall  receive  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  in  the  Institute  at 
least  three  quarters. 

EXPENSES. — Tuition.  The  charges  for  tuition  are  as  follows:  For 
two  or  more  classes,  $25.00  per  quarter;  for  one  class,  $15.00  per  quarter.  There 
are  three  quarters  in  the  school  year.  Each  student  also  pays  a  Physical  Train- 
ing fee  of  two  dollars  per  quarter,  and  is  given  free  admission  to  games  held 
under  Institute  management.  There  are  special  fees  connected  with  certain 
courses.  Text  books  may  be  purchased  at  the  Institute  at  cost.  Tuition  and 
other  fees  should  be  paid  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  each  quarter.     Neglect 
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to  do  so  will  render  the  student  liable  to  be  refused  admittance  to  classes.  Checks 
should  be  made  payable  to  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute. 

In  some  cases  students  are  allowed  to  pay  part  or  all  of  their  fees  by  work 
done  for  the  Institute.  Application  for  such  work  should  be  made  as  early  as 
possible  to  the  Director.  Applicants  must  furnish  evidence  of  (1)  good  char- 
acter and  habits,  (2)  ability  and  earnestness,  (3)  inability  to  pay  full  cash  fee. 

Board  and  Lodgong.  Laura  Cottage,  a  dormitory  for  girls  faces  the  campus. 
It  has  rooming  accommodations  for  twenty  and  can  give  board  to  about  seventy 
five.  Make  early  application.  It  affords  an  excellent  home  for  women.  Board 
and  room  can  also  be  obtained  in  private  families  at  reasonable  rates.  The 
Institute  will  make  special  efforts  to  secure  satisfactory  conditions  as  to  board- 
ing and  rooming  accommodations  in  the  neighborhood.  A  list  of  boarding 
places  is  kept  on  file  at  the  Recorder's  office. 

All  rooming  arrangements  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Recorder. 
Young  women  rooming  outside  Laura  Cottage  are  expected  to  take  their  meals 
there,  unless  individually  excused  by  the  Faculty  Committee  in  charge. 

Dress.  The  Institute  disapproves  of  extravagant  or  elaborate  dressing  and 
asks  the  co-operation  of  parents  in  establishing  a  sentiment  in  favor  of  plain, 
simple  and  appropriate  dress  for  school  work  and  school  functions. 

A  special  circular  in  regard  to  Vocational  Courses,  the  Evening  Classes  or 
the  Summer  School  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

SCHOLARSHIPS — The  Institute  grants  scholarships  covering  tuition  for  a 
year  in  the  College: 

1 .  Two  scholarships  to  the  members  of  the  class  graduating  from  the  Academy, 
awarded  by  the  Faculty,  one  of  these  is  now  held  by  Lucia  Hazzard. 

2.  Two  scholarships  to  the  two  graduates  having  the  highest  rank  in  each 
of  the  Peoria  High  Schools.  These  are  now  held  by  Russell  Fisher,  Harriet 
Williams,  and  Normand  Hoerr. 

3.  The  University  of  Chicago  grants  each  year  two  scholarships  to  be  awarded 
to  the  two  members  of  the  graduating  class  maintaining  the  highest  standing 
in  their  college  work.  The  scholarships  are  of  the  value  of  $150.00  each.  They 
are  now  held  by  Ruth  Holt  and  Pauline  Pollard. 

Prize:  The  Scheele  Memorial  Medal.  Awarded  to  the  student  who  ranks 
highest  in  Chemistry.  This  prize  is  offered  by  Wm.  V.  Dufner,  Ph.  G.,  of  Peoria, 
pharmacist,  and  is  of  solid  gold,  with  a  bas-relief  of  Carl  Wilhelm  Scheele,  the 
illustrious  Swedish  apothecary  and  chemist  (1742-1786).  This  is  now  held  by 
John  B.  Taylor. 

UNITED  STATES  WEATHER  BUREAU.— During  the  summer  of  1904 
the  United  States  Government  erected  a  Weather  Bureau  Station  at  the  north 
end  of  the  campus  on  a  lot  granted  by  the  Institute.  This  is  under  charge  of 
Merton  L.  Fuller.  Daily  bulletins  and  weather  maps  are  sent  out  from  the 
station.     Special  lectures  are  given  by  Mr.  Fuller  to  Institute  classes. 

CHAPEL  AND  SPECIAL  EXERCISES.— There  is  a  brief  chapel  service, 
which  all  students  are  expected  to  attend.  This  service  is  designed  to  afford  an 
opportunity  for  ethical  instruction  and  a  reminder  of  the  unity  of  the 
school.  Occasionally  musical  programs  and  addresses  by  prominent  professional 
and  business  men  on  practical  topics  take  the  place  of  the  chapel  service. 

THE  LIBRARY. — The  general  library  occupies  rooms  on  the  main  floor  of 
Bradley  Hall  and  numbers  about  twelve  thousand  volumes  to  which  the  students 
have  free  access.     This  reference  library  is  supplemented  by  six  departmental 
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libraries  which  are  shelved  adjacent  to  lecture  rooms,  where  they  will  be  of 
utmost  service.  The  Manual  Arts  Library  is  housed  in  the  South  Manual  Arts 
building  and  contains  carefully  selected  books  on  Manual  Arts  and  allied  sub- 
jects. All  books  are  cataloged  according  to  the  most  approved  library  methods. 
An  ample  number  of  the  best  periodicals  is  regularly  received  in  each  depart- 
ment. The  students  of  Bradley  Institute  have  also  free  use  of  the  Peoria  Public 
Library.  A  course  of  instruction  in  the  fundamental  subjects  relating  to  library 
organizations  and  methods  is  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Normal  students  and 
prospective  library  assistants. 

THE  ATHLETIC  BOARD.— Athletics  are  under  direct  control  of  a  board 
made  up  of  five  members  of  the  faculty  and  five  representatives  elected  from 
various  divisions  of  the  school,  and  one  Alumni  representative.  Actions  of 
the  Board  are  subject  to  revision  by  the  Faculty.
